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PREFACE. 



The Hand-books hitherto published for the use of travellers on the Conti- 
nent have been the subject of so much complaint and objection, both in reference 
to their balk and voluminous character, that the Publishers of the present volume 
determined to meet the requirements and oft-expressed wishes of the public, 
by undertaking the task of supplying to them Continental Hand-books, small 
and convenient in size, yet replete with all the descriptive, historical, and other 
useful information so ably and faithfully given in the large volumes published by 
their contemporaries. And they trust that this effort of theirs will not be looked 
upon as an unwarrantable intrusion upon ground already occupied, nor yet as an 
unworthy rival to books of a larger and more elaborate description. 

The present Hand-book furnishes the traveller with a valuable com- 
panion in his tour through Belgium and on the Bhine. And with a view to his 
convenience and information, we have given him a book small and compact, 
capable of being consigned to the pocket, or borne in the hand without trouble or 
annoyance; whilst it furnishes him witli matter-of-fact descriptions of what ought to 
he seen on his journey and in his visits, carefully selecting all the historical details, 
anecdotes of interest, and such other matters as we believe calculated to interest, 
whilst they instruct the English traveller, at the same time that we have 
excluded all that was diy or useless. In our descriptions of buildings and institu- 
tions, though we have not burdened our readers with the genealogical histories of 
their founders, proprietors, and architects, yet we have not confined ourselves to 
giving a mere catalogue of them, but we have furnished all that was valuable in 
connection with their histories, paintings, and architecture, at the same time that 
we have illustrated them by very beautiful wood-cuts and engravings. 

In all our arrangements we have observed, so far as possible, a simple and con- 
densed style; and wherever practicable have availed ourselves of sg»^«3&S^ 
conect information gathered from other bouxqqi. TVi*^ taXtqx^ w OsaswSwst ^'^ "^sSa. 
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irolume tolerates little noveltj, and admits of no deviation firom the principle oft 
which snch a work most be essentially based. Books in foreign languages must be 
the chief sources of onr information, modified by personal obserration and 
•]q>erience. 

We meet the trareller in England, impart to him the information necessary' for 
the purpose of preparation, directing him in reference to the management of his 
passport and luggage at home and on the Ck>ntinent ; we lead ]pm by the most 
approved routes through his tour, and place before him every item of instruction 
useful to him in his journey. We do not, however, say that our work is faultless. 
Were it so, we should have achieved an impossibility, for we believe that Hand- 
books are " like watches, the worst better than none — the best cannot be expecte4 
to go quite true." We know the severe ordeal a Hand-book for travellers abroad 
hM to pass through; we can thoroughly appreciate the merciless criticism which 
will test its truth when weighing its accuracy on the very spot described, but 
however we fearlessly and confidingly launch it forth, trustful in the forbearance 
of all, whilst hopefhl that those who make use of it will kindly favour us by 
'forwarding to us corrections of any errors or inaccuracies they may discover in it. 

In conclusion, we can only remark that in the editing of the present volume we 
liave aimed at the medium between an useless repetition of detail, and the annoy- 
ance of a tasteless brevity of description ; and trust the traveller may not find it 
lesg useful than intoresting.

PASSPORTS.— CUSTOM HOUSE. 

^Bkcobb sabjects, on entering Belgium, are required to be prorided with either a 
Belgian passport, or a British or other passport, countersigned bj' a Belgian 
intthority. When only trayersing Belgium, going to Prussia, British subjects wUl 
Toqaire British passports. Should this form be omitted, they will require the 
vis/ of the Prussian Minister in Belgium. On landing in Belgium without a pass- 
port in due form, trar^ers are e^osed to be conducted, hj the police, either to the 
iBomnil or to the botirgmestre, before they are enabled to obtain a passport and 
continue their journey in Belgium. Passports and visA are obtained at the Consul's 
Office, Adelaide Chambers, 52, Gracechurch Street. Hours, from eleveii to four 
Passports for Belgium only, are granted to British subjects on payment of 6s. 6d« 
Viflas, 8i. 9d* Travellers proceeding through Belgium to the Rhine, must enter 
their luggage for Cologne, where it is examined. Ambassador's residence, 20, 
Lowndes Square. 

MomT.— Although in some places accounts are still kept in guilders and c^ts, 
ITr^ich money is so generally current, that a trareller who confines himself to Bel- 
^nxn need not proride himself with any other. At all the large towns English 
■orereigns will be readily exchanged, and should command the fiill equivalent of 
26 fr.

Posting is now nearly obsolete, but a post is eqoiyalent to fire English, or 
about one German mile, or to two Belgian or French leagues. The charge per 
post, for each horse, is 1 fr. 30 cts., and for each postillion that distance, 15 sous. 
Half a post extra is charged for post-horses arriving at Brussels or quitting it, and 
a fourth extra on quitting Ghent, Lidge, Namur, and Mons. One horse is allotted 
by the posting regulation, to each person in a carriage, but the trareller can take 
the full complement of horses required for his journey at the rate of 30 sous each, 
or he can take two or three at 30 sous, and without taking the rest, pay for the 
team at 20 sous. At this rate a party of four persons can trayel in a light britskay 
drawn by two horses, paying 2 fr. extra for the two persons. By payment of 80 sous 
per post for their horses, three persons can travel with two horses. A berUn or 
landau will take three or four horses; a chariot, 3 ; a britzka, though canying the 
same number of persons, two. 

DILIGENCES, HIRED CARRIAGES, BARRIERS, ROADS. 

On all the high roads which have no railroad to compete with, diligences are found 
to run. They trayel at the rate of about six miles an hour, and generally belong to 
private individuals licensed by government. 

. Hired Cabriaoes. — ^A voiture, with two horses, can be engaged for about 80 fr 
per day, including 5 fr. to the driver. 25 fr. a day, back fare, must be paid (making 
in all 50 fr. for carriage and horses. 

Bakriebs. — ^There is a toll-gate each league, at which four-wheeled carziagef 
are charged 10 cents., and each horse 20 cents., the return included. 

]Ek>Ai>s. — ^In general the Belgian roads are paved, thus rendering travelling over 
Ibem Tery fatiguing, especially to ladies. 
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VIGILANTES. 



A kind of cab called by the above name can be hired for 1 fr., or before 7 tittL 
for IJ-fr., which will convey the trayeller and his luggage to his resting place. He 
should take one at once on his arriyal, and thus save himself the annoyance he is, 
otherwise, sure to suffer from porters and commissionaires of the hotels. 

The general tariff is 1 fr. per course, and, if engaged by the hour, 1^ fr. the finrt 
hour, and 1 fr. each hour afterwards. 

BELGIAN HOTELS. 

The fbUowing are the average charges: — ^From 1^ to 2^ fr. for bed; table dlidtay 
2 to 8 fr.; dinner in a separate apartment, by one's self, 5 fr.; supper at table dli(yia^ 
1 fr. 50 cents, to 2 fr.; a bottle of Bordeaux vin ordinaire, 8 fr.; breakfasl^ with eggs 
and meat, Ifr. 50 cents.; coffee, tea, and bread and butter, 1 to l^fr.; servants^ 
50 cents, to 1 fr. each.

— Carriages of 2 wheels are charged 8 fr. from Quievrain to Mons, 
and 82 fr. to Brussels ; those of 4 wheels, 12 fr. from Quievrain to Mons, and 48 
fr. to Brussels ; and of 2 wheels, 44 fr. from Mouscron to Brussels. 

DooB. — Dogs are charged at the rate of third class fare. 

Pbivatb Cabbiaoes. — Persons travelling in private carriages pay third class 
fare in addition to the charge for the carriage. 

GENEBAL VIEW OF BELGIUM. 

Belgium was formerly identified with the kingdom of the Netherlands, but has 
ranked as a separate and independent kingdom since 1830. In the August of that 
year the Belgian provinces revolted, and threw off the yoke of Holland. On the 4th of 
October following, the independence of the kingdom was proclaimed by the 
provisional government, and recognised in the month of December by the allied 
powers of Europe. 

The National Congress assembled at Brussels in 1831, and offered the throne of 
the new kingdom to the Duke of Nemours, which, on the son's behalf, was refused 
by his father, the late Louis Philippe, then King of the French. The next choice ot 
the National Representives fell upon Prince Leopold of Saxe Coburg, widower, ot 
the Princess Charlotte of England, who ascended the throne, and took the oaths pre- 
scribed by the constitution, on the 22nd July, 1831, in the presence of the assembled 
xepresentatives of the nation. Scarcely had Leopold assumed the sovereignty of Bel- 
gjuni thaa he concluded a treaty with the Courts of Great ^Britain, Bossia, Austrii^ 
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'Fianee, and Prassia, fixing the boundaries of the new kingdom, and goanateek^ 

'to the King free and peaceable possession of the states recognising his sorerdgntj. 

The Belgic territoiy is smdl when compared with other European nations, 'it 

being no more than one-eighth of that of Great Britain, and having a population of 

^fitfle more than 4,000,000 ; yet the important position which it has occupiedin the 

'political, military, commercial, and agricultural history of Europe, its former cele- 

'brity in manufactures and the fine arts, and its present rapid progress in erery 

industrial pursuit and social improvement, invest it with a peculiar interest for the 

'historian, the traveller, and the student. 

Its territory, as defined by the treaty before spoken of, which was signed in 
London, on the 15th November, 1831, consists of the provinces of South Brabant 
li^ge, Limbourg, Namur, Hainault, West and East Flanders, Antwerp, and Lnxeni- 
bourg; some districts particularly described, and part of the Grand Duchy of 
Iioxembonrg being excepted. 

' The general outline of the territory is a triangular figure, the longest side 
of which extends on the French frontier from a point midway between Fumes and 
Dunkirk, to one 9 miles south-east of Arlcn, or 52 miles E. from Longroy. The parts 
ceded to Holland, and to which we alluded above, are — first, a portion of the province 
of Luxembourg, on the E. of an irregular line drawn from the point just mentioned 
to one on the Prussian frontier, about 17 miles S. of Malmedy; and secondly, 
the portions of Limbourg, on the W. of the river Mease, including the city of 
Maestricht in a deviating curve, and on the north of a line from Stevensweirt, on the 
Mouse, to one on the Dutch frontier, 4 miles W. of Wiert. 

The kingdom, as thus described, is bounded on the north by the Dutch province 
of Limbourg, and by North Brabant and Zeeland; on the north-west by the North 
Sea; on the S.W. and S. by the departments of the Pas de Calais, Nord, 
Ardennes, and Moselle, in France; and on the E. by the Dutch portion of the 
Grand Duchy of the Lower Rhine. 

elm. Divisions. — ^Brussels is the capital, and seat of government; for the 
jMfaninlstration of which the kingdom is divided into the 9 provinces above enume- 
rated, 44 arrondissements, 98 towns, and 2,641 rural communes; for military 
purposes it is divided into 9 commanders, corresponding to the 9 provinces ; and, 
Utftly, for judicial proceedings, it is divided into 29 arrondissements, and 237 cantons. 
AxxA AND PoPXTLATioN.— Belgium lies between 49«' 31 and 61^ 27' N. latitude, 
ttttid between 2^ 8' and and 6* £. longitude. Its greatest length from S.E. tft 
K. W. is 173 English miles, and its greatest breadth, measured in the direetioa 
& 8. W^ from the most northern psrt of the prorince of Aaftivi^se^ \a "dc^^Btf^n^ 
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fouihem part of the proTinee of Hahuralt, 112 milei. Its area is eompalad to bo 
8^2,058 hectares, equal to 8,044,823 English acres, or 12,569 English square milepy 
and it has population of 4,064,235, exhibiting for every square mile 323 inhabitants. 
QwnsRAis AsPBOT OF THB Ck>UNTRT. — ^Tho N. and W. provinces of Bel£^uni# 
in their flatness, fertility, dykes, and canals, may be regarded as a continuation of 
BoUand. This portion of the country is so densely populated that it presents to the 
trareller the appearance of one continuous village. The S. and E. provinces 
have an opposite character, being generally more thinly populated, less cultivated, 
and exhibiting a most irregular moimtainous surface, with tracts of marshy lands 
and extensive forests. With the exception of three hUly districts in the south and 
east, the entire territory presents the appearance of a series of nearly level planum 
traversed by numerous streams, delightfully diversified by woods, arable lands, and 
meadows of brilliant verdure, enclosed by hedge rows; and thickly studded 
throughout with towns and villages. In surveying the general face of the country, 
and proceeding from west to east, we observe that the coast is uniformly flat, and 
formed of fine loose sand, which, by the frequent action of the sea winds, is raised 
into gently undulating domes or dunes. These banks of sand extend, nearly without 
interruption from Dunkirk, along the entire coasts of Belgium and Holland. In 
breadth they vary from one to three miles, and rise in the highest parts to 40 or .50 
feet. They are formed entirely by the operation of the sea waves in elevating the 
deep sands of the shore, and, since they serve as a natural barrier against the 
encroachment of the ocean, it. is an object of great importance to check their 
constant tendency to advance inland. For the purpose, therefore, of rendering the 
sand compact and stationary, the dttnes are sown with a species of reed (anmdo areni 
area), until a sufficient stratum of vegetable mould is collected to support plantations 
of firs (Pinus Maratimus), with which most of the Belgic dunes are generally 
covered. 

Though no part of the surface of Belgium is actually below the level of the sea, 
like that of Holland, yet, in common with the latter, its shore in some parts is 
defended from the encroachments of the ocean by broad and elevated dykes ; and 
whole districts, which were formerly alluvial morasses, have been gained entirely 
finom the bed of the sea, after being drained and embanked. The embanked 
enclosures of this description are called /7o2cfer«. On the sea coast, and along the 
lower banks of the Scheldt, they are very numerous, and some contain above 1,000 
acres of rich alluvial soil, which is appropriated with great advantage to the purposes 
of agriculture. 
7o the sooth-east of the dimes the proriaoet of West and East Ilaadepi and 
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Hainatilt fonn a far-stretching plain, the Inxohant yegetati«,n of whldi indicates 
the indefotigable care and labour bestowed apon its cultivation, for the natural soil 
consists almost whoUj of barren sand, and its great fertility is entirely the result of 
very skilfol management and judicious application of rarious manures. The 
undulations in the surface of the northern districts is very slight, and the northern 
parts of the proyince of Antwerp are less varied and fertile than any other. The 
soil is for the most part composed of pure sand, very partially mixed with argillaceous 
earth. The largest unbroken plain in Belgium is called Campine, comprising the 
north-east portion of Antwerp and north-west of Li^ge. It consists of marshes 
desolate moors, peat bogs, and extensive tracts of sand, covered with heath, broom, 
and firs. Some parts, however, consist of natural prairies, that serve as pasturage 
for extensive herds of excellent horses, and the portion of Limbourg, on the banks 
of the Meuse, is fertile and carefully cultivated. The character of Brabant 
resembles that of Flanders with respect to its beautiful fields, and gardens, and 
Inxiuiant trees. In the province of Li^ge the north bank overlooks a fertile plain, 
producing all kinds of grain and vegetables, and afibrding excellent pasturage for 
cattle and for dairy husbandry; but the country on the south bank of the river 
belongs to the mountainous district which constitutes the provinces of Luxembouig> 
and Namur. The course of the Meuse, from Durant to Maestricht, offers some vexy 
picturesque combinations of landscapes and rock scenery. The river is closely shut 
in by lofty cliffs of various hues. Here they overhang the river, and are beautifully 
shrouded with bushes of box, wild myrtle, and ivy, and there they slope away to ita 
margin, or are vertically cleft asunder, presenting through the chasm a delightful 
view of hi^y-cultivated farms and villages, half hidden by trees, in the distant 
highlands. The wild state of nature in the provinces of Namur, Li^ge, and Luxem- 
bonxg, -the various fossils and mineral products, and the charms of the scenery, 
have long made this part of the country a favourite of the naturalist, the geologist, 
and the painter. 

Climatb. — ^The climate of Belgium is pure and healthy, but subject to much 
Ttfiation in its general character. 

The Gk>YBBNMBNT is a limited constitutional monarchy, and the succession to fhe 
teone confined to the direct male issue, perpetually excluding females and their 
tacendants. The legislative power is vested in the King and two chambers, — ^the 
Sauite and the House of Representatives, — ^the members of which are elected by 
tte people paying 80s. direct taxes annually. The number of representatives cannot 
miMil 1 to every 40,000 people, and in all cases the representative must be a Belgian 
||r^ii|h er natuniliBation, The King enjoys the power of dii»Q>l:dfi% ^^ ^oaai^BMe^ 
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either together or separately, hut the decrees of dissolution most contain an edict 
convoking the elective hodj within 40 days and the chamhers within two months, 
Both chambers are elected by the people, and the upper one, or senate, consists of 
but one-half the number constituting the lower chamber. A senator must be a 
Belgian resident within the kingdom, and 40 years old, and be rated as paying 
aamually 1,000 florins direct taxes — something about je84 sterling. The membera 
of the House of Representatives are paid at the rate of £16 16s. monthly for their 
services during the session, but the senators, or members of the upper chamber, 
receive no pay. 

Asas ANB SciBNOBS. — Since Belgium became an independent nation, a great 
spirit of emulation and desire of improvement have arisen amongst all classes of the 
population. Energies have been awakened which have already achieved much in the 
cause of social and intellectual advancement, and which promise to accomplish more 
in the same honourable career. The government sustains and encourages the 
progress of science, learning, the fine arts, and literary tastes. Pensions are given 
to talented yoimg men to enable them to develope the powers of their genius in 
foreign countries, by studying the works of the great masters; and a national 
ecKhibition is opened every year, in the large towns and cities successively, in which 
are displayed the paintings, sculptures, engravings, and designs of the best artists. 
The most meritorious works are rewarded b^ medals of gold, silver, and bronze. 

Kaknsrs and Customs. — The Belgians l^ave been successively subjected to the 
influence of so many different governments, that they, consequently, possess no 
distinctive and peculiar national character. The apathy and persevering industry 
of the Dutch is blended with the vivacity and self-assurance of the French, without 
producing an agreeable compound. The different provinces exhibit some variety of 
character and manners. On the borders of Holland the people are generally similar 
to the Dutch, and adopt their customs, amusements, and dress. But in the southern 
districts they differ little from the French, in appearance, habits, manners, costume, 
or language. The Belgians have always displayed a passionate love for social 
liberty, an impatience of control, that embroiled them with all their different rulers, 
and involved them in ruinous disasters during many successive centuries. Writers 
of all ages agree in describing them as the most restless, unruly, tumult-loTiiig 
mortals in existence, always treating their best rulers the worst, while 1^ bfld 
overawed them. In the history of no other country do we find such inkbouadtd 
liberty, with such an invincible disposition to abuse it. 

Lanovagb. — About one-third of the population speak French (the Picfll€-€Ki 
WMilboa dialeets)^ the other two-thirds, Flemish. It migr b« said IhtflielnnirtitMiw 
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of the French and Flemish languages may he marked by a line, drawn east from 
Grarelines to the Lys, and along that lirer to Menin, and thence east again to the 
Mease, hy the south of Brussels and Louvain, hetween Maestrecht and Li^, 
South of this line French is spoken, and Flemish north of it. A more undulating 
line, dra\m from Menin to the frontier near Chimay, and intersecting the country 
between Valenciennes and Mons, would draw a demarcation between the two dialects 
of the French spoken in Belgium. On the west of this line the Ficard dialect it 
spoken, and the Walloon on the east of it. 

WoBKB OP Art. — School op Painting. — ^Belgium can boast of a brilliant 
history, not alone in reference to architecture; in her school of painting, we 
find an eminent degree of perfection characterising its productions, whilst its masters 
and students hare been signally remarkable for their perfection in the art. This 
school may be looked upon as dating from two separate epochs, and may be 
designated the schools of Van Eyck and Bubens. The founders of the early school 
were the brothers Aubert and John Van Eyck, who are said to hare lired between 
1870 and 1445. The tone and character of their works, with those of their scholars, 
and the degree of perfection with which they had been executed, may be easily 
gleaned from their numerous productions still existing in Belgium, forming, as they 
do^ a great attraction, and the study of which becomes a special object of interest in 
a Belgian tour. The traveller of taste will appreciate them as equalling, if not 
surpassing, in their excellence, the productions of their European contemporaries. 
So far back as 1358, a guild of painters was established at Bruges. This corpo- 
ration of artists, in the reign of Philip the Good, enjoyed a deservedly emment 
repQtatioii, and in the days of Yan Eyck we find, registered on its records, above 
three hundred names, constituting, as a whole, the most celebrated school of thnt 
period. 

Though Van Eyck cannot be said to be the inventor of oil painting, yet he cannot 
be denied the credit of having been the perfector of, and may in some measure be 
esteemed the father of the art. The perfection to which he brought oil painting is 
IbUy seen, to the present day, in the deep brilliancy and liveliness discernible in all 
bis works, which, by the freshness and perfect preservation of -their colours, excite 
the wonder and admiration of eveiy traveller. And it is also certain that his school 
nmst have achieved a high character for proficiency in this department, since we 
§dA Antonello of Menina, an Italian artist, travelling into Flanders in order to 
•oqnixe a knowledge of it, though, two hundred years previously, oil painting had 
pmctiBed in Italy. 

Witb the works of Van Eyck and hif brother D^ust be asaociated Hans Uft^^^Ss^iv 
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another artist of the same school, whose chefdtauvres exist in Bruges, in the Academy 
and Hospital of St. John. 

In studying the productions of the early Flemish school we must not forget that 
their path was a new and entirely original one. Without the classic works of 
antiquity to guide them, or the great models of later times to imitate, they were 
forced hy the necessity of circumstances to fall hack upon the volume of nature; 
from it they took their models, and hence that formality, and stiffness, and meagre- 
ness of outline, so unpleasantly combined with a want of refinement in their works, 
which defects are miore than covered by the elevated sentiment, sacred solenmity, 
and truthful force of expression marking them. Through the works of Quentin 
Matsys, Frans Floris, De Yos, the Bringhaes, &c., down to Otto Yennius and 
Bubens, we can distinguish the progress of the Flemish school. 

School of Bubens. — ^Bubens and his illustrious pupil Yandyke may be looked 
upon as the presiding geniuses of the second epoch in the history of the Belgian or 
Flemish school. We cannot, in any language of our own, better exhibit the 
character of the school, than that in which the head of it is described by Sir Joshua 
Beynolds, in the following extract: *'The elevated situation in which Bubens stands 
in the esteem of the world, is a sufficient reason for some examination of his pro- 
tensions. His fame is extended over a great part of the continent without a rival; 
and it may be justly said that he enriched his country, not in a figurative sense alone,, 
by the great examples of art which he left, but by what some would think a more 
Sblid advantage — ^the wealth arising from the concourse of strangers whom his works 
continually invited to Antwerp. To extend his glory still further, he gives to Paria 
one of its most striking features, the Luxembourg Gallery; and if to these we add thet 
many towns, churches, and private cabinets, where a single picture of Bubena 
confers eminence, we cannot hesitate to place hun in the first rank of illustrioua 
painters." 

In the present age, Belgium possesses a School of Living Artists, whose pro- 
ductions, especially those historical ones of Wappers de Keyzer, Bufre, .Maes, &c 
can bear competition with the best productions of the other schools of thar 
present day. 

Arciiitbcturb has been carried to its highest degree of perfection in the coivi 
struction of the cathedrals and town halls of Belgium, which display the finest 
specimens of the ornamental Gothic style of the middle ages. In England, Gk>thiGiv 
architecture is confined chiefly to churches, but in Belgium it is shewn to be equal^ 
suitable to civic edifices and private dwellings. Fronts richly decorated with quaint 
imd fantastic sculptures, lofty sloping roofe, full of windows, nointed gaUes 
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castellated towers, battlements, and projecting windows, combine to produce a 
general effect, which, from its grandeur and intricacy, delights the spectator. 

Manufactures. — The industry of the Flemings has within 200 years converted a 
tract of land, once a sandy and barren heath, into a beautiful garden ; and the product 
of its wheat is often not less than sixteen to one, and oats ten to one, whilst scarcely 
in any part of Britain does wheat give more than eight or ten to one. East and 
West Flanders alone produce annually flax to the amount of £1,600,000. The coal 
mines of Hainault produce more than those of the whole of France ; and the annual 
quantity raised in Belgium is 2,000,000 chaldrons. More than 150,000 tons of iron 
are annually founded. The cloth manufactures at Verviers employ 4,000 men; and' 
the cotton manufacture, notwithstanding the loss of the Dutch colonial markets, 
has improved steadily since 1830, and now represents a capital of £3,000,000 
sterling. Commerce has greatly increased in Belgium lately. The principal exports 
are the productions of its flourishing agriculture and numerous manufactures, such 
as com, bran, coal, oil, lace, woollen and cotton cloths, linen, canvas, arms, 
cutlery, and ironmongery. The woollen manufacture may be said to constitute 
the staple manufacturing trade of Belgium. At all events it is the object of immense 
industry, and a quantity of foreign wool, to the value of 14,000,000 frs., or 
£583,333 6s. 8d. sterling, is consumed annually. Carpets, flax, and linen also 
constitute important items in the manufactures of Belgium. The cotton manufac- 
ture in Belgium represents a capital of 60,000,000 frs. in buildings and machinery, 
and the number of hands employed is at least 122,000. A brisk trade is likewise 
carried on in silk, lace, ribbons, hosiery, hats, leather, oil-cloth, paper, and 
lithography, &c. 

Commerce. — ^The commerce of Belgium at present extends its relations to 
numerous parts of the world, and includes almost every indigenous and foreign 
production. The average amount of value it represents may be estimated at 
860,000,000 francs— that is, 210,000,000 of imports and 150,000,000 of exports^ 
The external commerce of Belgium suffered greatly by the revolution in 1830, as . 
Holland has since retained and nionopolised the trade with all the colonies which 
belonged to the kingdom of the United Netherlands. 

Relioiok. — ^The Boman Catholic is the religion of the state, but the King is 
a Protestant, and every other form of faith has free exercise. 

Railways. — ^Belgium is the first state in Europe in which a system of railways 
h&s been planned and executed at the public cost ; and certainly it is an honourable 
distinction to have given the first example of such a national and SystenuaiLv^ 
proriflioii of the means of rapid communicatloiL. T\i!^ tisA*^'^^^:^^ >h^& ^^cc^ 
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projected in 1883, and the object proposed was to nnite the principal commercial 
towns on one side with the sea, and on the other with the frontier of France and 
Prussia. In this respect Belgium is most favourablj situated for the experiment 
of a general system of railroads. It is compact in form, moderate in size, and is 
surrounded on three of its sides by active commercial nations, and on the fourth 
bj the sea, by which it is separated only a few hours' voyage from England. On 
the west are the two large and commodious ports of Antwerp and Ostend, and 
its east frontier is distant only a few leagues from the Rhine, which affords a 
connection with the nations of central and southern Europe. It is therefore in 
possession of convenient markets for its productions, and of great facilities for 
an extensive transit trade. The physical nature of the country is also most 
favourable, being for the most part very flat, and requiring but few of those 
costly works of levelling, tunnelling, and embanking which serve to increase so 
enormously the expense of similar undertakings in England. 



THE RHINE. 
There are rivers whose course is longer, and whose volume of water is greater, 
bu| none which unites almost every thing that can render an earthly object mag- 
nificent and charming, in the same degree as the Rhine. As it flows down from 
the distant ridges of the Alps, through fertile regions into the open sea, so it 
comes down from remote antiquity, associated in every age with momentous 
events in the history of the neighbouring nations. It rises in the Swiss canton 
of the Orisons from three principal sources. Before it falls into the lake of 
Constance, it forms the celebrated cataract of Schaffhausen, in the canton of 
Ziirich, where the river is closely hemmed in by rocks. After having touched 
several cantons of Switzerland, also Austria, Baden, France, Bavaria, Hessia, 
Nassau, Prussia, &c., it divides into several branches. Vessels of from 300 to 450 
tons go up the river to Cologne, those of 125 to 200 to Mayence, and those of 
100 to 125 as far as Strasbourg. Steam Boats render communication easy; 
and so familiar has steam communication rendered us with the banks of the 
Rhine, that it has become an ordinaiy summer trip with the inhabitants of this 
conntxy.

Tkatbllnw brtending to proceed by this route 
•tert from London Bridge, and for 6| miles pro- 
Med through a beaatiAd ooontry, which presents 
the aspect of aritf In iir&e, being direrdfled inlts 
sylvan character, and having its rural beanty 
heightened and embellished by the picturesque 
vOlas, stately muasioDs, and sweet cottages inter- 
spersed on etery side along its deUghtfnl borders. 
Aft Sydenham, to the right of the railway, the 
Crystal Palace, removed from its original site in 
Hyde Park, greets the view, presenting the ap« 
pearance of a masrire and colossal temple, sndi 
as ancient or modem days have not before wit* 
■essed, and 4nwhidi dwells the genius of peace, 
representing the comUned elements of human 
kftdnstxy, enriched by the trium^ of science in 
cvecy dqpartment of its creatiye power and de- 
vid<q^ efficiency, both in reference to novel 
iBTention and improved principles. The tourist, 
as ha is whirled along, cannot fail to be inter- 
ested by even a transitory survey of its giant-like 
f t u poxt i am and architectural design, whilst its 
feneral aspect bursts upon the asUmished vision, 
its reflective grandeur shooting forth, if the 
ii^ be dear and sunny, a flood of light, bril* 
■ant and gorgeous in its effulgence, givirg it 
the appearance of s(Hne glittering palace, sndias 
foeta paint in their fanciful and ideal visions of 
ttoee sun^y lands where Eastern magnificence 
•■id Asiatie grandeur characterise and adorn 
the regal salons erected in the land of princes. 
Fissfaig rapidly bom here, the remaining portion 
9t the Journey to Dover is effected through an 
extent of country ridily cultivated, tasteftiUy laid 
•at; and dotted with many very beautiful resi- 
dences^ but ezhiUting in its general appearance 
F«*'»*»g specially interesting, beyond the ordinary 
•iagance, and soft, chaste beauty distinguishing 
BugWsh landscapes. 



Arrived at Dover, luggage^ &c., being duly 
attended to» the steam-boat is boarded: she 
starts, and after a trip of about two hours the 
chalky diflb of England are lost sight of; shortly 
after which, amid noisy exclamations and shrill 
vociferations, the tourists^ after enjoying about 

half an hour's huddling about, disembark at

The proper and meet advantageous course for 
parties to adqpt on arrival here (providing 'they 
are not gofaig to remain in Calais) is to proceed 
dtrect to the pessp<Nrt office in the railway statiMi^ 
rituated within the precta&cts of the terminnsb 
and procure the proper visa to their pas^orts; 
after v^ch they should proceed to an a4jofning 
room, and have their luggage examined. This 
examination can be avoided by declaring it "for 
transit," to Brussels or Cologne. 

Calais is a second-class fortress, and contains 
about 12,000 inhabitants. It is surrounded Ij 
sand-hfUs on one side, and by morasses on the 
other, which, though detracting from its beanty, 
yet adds much to its mflltary strength. The town 
is situated in a very barren and non-pictoreiqiM 
district. It faas l«tterly been ro-fortifled, and 
its works strengthened considerably perticola^ 
to the sea coast. Itsharbour,whichhasl>eenmneh 
improved and lengthened, is defended by several 
small forts, and consists of a large quay, ter- 
minated by two long wooden pieri^ stretoking 
into the sea. Its inhabitants are diiefly «a* 
gaged in the herring and ood-flshery trads^ 
and cany on • ooniiilwiMifc VnaSbt^ 
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•pIrltB. Calais has lately taken *^ encourage 
manufkcturing esta>»»*-*^^^ ~ *^® bobbln-net 
(fuUe) to***-"*'^^*'"®* ®° there with great vigour, 
^'nidon to a similar branch of trade in 
England. Sereral mills have been established, 
steam-engines hare also heibn introduced in 
Increased numbers, and factories have been 
erected within the Inner ramparts. It is stated 
that 65,000,000 of eggs are annually exported 
firom this place to England. 

The pier of Calais is three-quarters of a mile 
in lengtli, and is used as an agreeable promenade. 
On a spot of it is seen the pillar erected to com- 
mem<n«te the return of Louis XVUI. to France. 
ft originally bore the following inscription :— **Le 
24 ATril, 1814, 8. M. Louis XVIU debarqua 
tIs iUyis de Cette Colonne et tat enfin rendu 
a ramonr des Frangais; pour en perpStuor le 
souTenir la vllle de Calais a €Lev6 ce monument.** 
His Mi^esty Louis XVUI. disembarked beside 
this column on the 24th of April, 1814, and was 
at last restored to the love of the French people. 
The town of Calais erected this column to com- 
mem(urate the event. A brazen plate was fixed 
on the exact spot where the Monarch's foot 
stepped, in order to fiuther commemorate the 
act ; Jrat at the revolution of 1830 both plate and 
inscr^on were eflTaced, leaving the pillar to 
stand as a monument of the eapridousness of 
French enthusiasm. Calais has very little to 
interest; and though one or two incidents in its 
history are flraught with deep interest^ particu- 
Uurly the recent embarcation of French troops on 
board of English ship* for the Baltic, yet its ob> 
Jecta of attraction are few, and may be visited in 
aboot two hours. Its principal gate, built in 1635 
by Cardinal Ridielien, and figured by Hogarth in 
bto celebrated piotore, is worth a short inspec- 
tion. The Hdtel de Guise win also interest the 
XngMrti traveller, as haiing been the place where 
Henry VIII. lodged, and as the original building 
iHiert was established the guild hall of the mayor 
and aldermen of the **st^[>le of wool,*' founded 
in IMS by Edward in. The Hdtel de Ville, or 
Town HaU, situate in the market place, will 
repay a visit. Within it are all the public offices, 
Sttd the firont of it Is ornamented with busts of 
il. Pierre, of the Duke of Guise, and of Cardinal 
d» Eiehelieu. It Is surmounted by a l>elfry, 
•intalning a dilme of belli. The tower and 
^twe jd e M the p ri n c ipa l church, built when Calais 



appmrtafned to England, deserves attention. 
Immediately to the rear of the choir U a modem 
drcDiMT chisel, and the chiurch itself is a fine 
•tmcture, built in the early Gothic style. 

The ramparts around the town and pier form 
admirable jTronwnodEes. The basse-ville, or lower 
town, is a pleasant walk on a f&te day. The 
new light house should be visited. It is one ot 
the moftt beautiful works of mechanism in the 
world . The view firom the tiunmit of the tower 
presents a panoramic scene of great beauty, 
comprising, on a dear day, the distant clifb of 
England, and the outlines of Dover Castle. TlM 
public cemetery outside Iflie town contains the 
ashes of Lady Hamilton (Nelson's Emma), who 
expired here, destitute and impoverished. 

The railway from hence to Lflle, enables pas- 
sengers to proceed direct by rail to Brussels and 
all parts of Belgium; also to Douai and Paris — 
Travellers proceeding to Belgium or Germany 
win avoid much trouble by informing the antho> 
rities of their place of destination, and by what 
train they iatena to inroceed ; their luggage should 
then be duly marked for trantit, and they wHI 
avoid the annoyance rf a custom-house seardi 
in France. Travellers with a foreign pasqMurt 
are subject to a visa, the expense of whidi is two 
francs. The British minister's passport is ao 
exception, no charge being made for the visa. 

Travd'ers not going to Paris, but en route to 
Brussels, need not exchange their paaH>orts for 
a paste provisaire, the viti of tbe Calais authori- 
ties only bdng necessary to enable them to pro- 
ceed on their journey. The British consul hero 
will grant a passport for 4s. 6d., to parties not 
provided with one. 

The police signature to the passport can bo 
procured at any hour of the day or night, and 
hence travellers should not be imposed upon by 
the commlssi<maries at tha hotels, who will often 
endeavour to detain strangers, on the plea tiiat 
the police bignature cannot be procured. Tho 
owner of the passport should attend the policO 
office himself to have it vitS. English diapd. 
Rue des Fi^tres; hours of service on Sundayo

Steamers ply thrice each day between Calais 
and Dover, making the voyage in about one and 
a half to two hours. Steam-boats sail direct to 
lx>ndon twice a week, pwforming the voyage Id 
firom 10 to 12 hours.

■itaated on a canal. A little to the west of the 
road, between the town and Goisnes, is the spot 
caUed by historians the " Field of the Cloth of 
Gold," where Henry VIII. of England and 
Francis I. of France met in 1520. It is so called 
from the cloth of gold covering the tents and 
liayiUons occupied by the two Monarchs and their 
suites, compridng 5,696 persons, with 4,325 horses.

A third rate fortress, situated in a marshy dis- 
trict en the Aa, well built and strongly for- 
filled; streets wide and well made. A pleu- 
fiAd siq^ly of refreshing water is afforded 
froto 12 fountains in different quarters. The 
Hdtel de Yille is situated fan the Place d'Armes. 
Begrond the walls are two considerable suburbs, 
between which and Clairmarais are situated, 
•add extensive marshes, several floating idands, 
covered with trees and exceU«at pasture. The 
proprietors row them like a boat to land their 
cattle or take them up. The town is on the 
line of railway from Cahds to LOle. Living 
Is laid to be cheap. It c<mtains a population 
of 21,000 inhabitants, and possesses two ee- 
deslastical buildings well worthy of notice— the 
Cathedral, and Abbey Chnrdi of St. Bertin. The 
former is a magnificent construction, exhibiting 
a transition from the round to tiie pointed s^e 
of architecture, situated in the Rue St. Ber- 
tin. Its east end is of a polygonal termina- 
tion, witii prqjecting chapels. The hitaior 
pf the church is in good preservation, and the 
■nan Chapel of the Virgin has been lately 
re-decorated. At the extreme end of the street 
in wfaidi this church is situated are to be seoi 
tiie remains of the once funous Abbey of St. 
bertin, fivmeriy the noblest Gothic building 
in French Flanders. The only fragments now 
Nmaining Is a stat^ tower, noble even In its 
lidii% the mutilated pannelling of its walls be- 
■l^oaklnu the chaste and svqperior el^^anoe of its 
tald Ootlilc style of ornament. From off the 



tower, irtiich Is propped by a rude bnttre« of 
masonry, a fine panonunie view of tiie town may 
be had. Thomas a' Bedket sought reftige fai this 
once-frmous abbey, when a fugitive from Eng- 
land, and within its doister were passed the last 
four years of his life; by Childeric HI^ the last 
of the rots fainiant of the Merovingian race, who 
died there in 754. The monastery was sup- 
pressed in 1792, but was qpared by the convention. 
The Directory was less considerate, and under it 
the roof was taken off, the buUding str^i^ied of 
its fixtores and wood work, whidi were sold. 
The work of destruction was completed a ftur 
years since by the local authorities, who had tiie 
walls taken down, in order to find work for somo 
unemployed labourers I 

It was here existed the celebrated Jeeidtif Col- 
lie, founded in 1596 by an English Jesuit, named 
Parsons. In it were educated many of the 0(m- 
spirators mixed up in the Gunpowder Plot, and 
some of the wild qiirits that intrigued against 
Elizabeth. This college was succeeded by a 
seminary, for British Roman Catholics, and in it 
was educated the fiunous agitator, tiie late Daniel 
O'Connell.

This city is strongly fortified, and formi^ on 
the northern frontiers of France, the central 
point cf defence. With a population ci nfi9t 
inhabitants, it is the seat of thriving industry and 
of busy manufacture, ranking as the seventh 
industrial and commercial dty of the new empire. 
The town is traversed by the waters of the Haste 
and Basse Deule, whidi fill its moats, and work 
the mill machinery about. Th^ are oonneoted

The Cifadel ia looked upon aaamaster ^edmen 
oC.tbe skill of Vanban, who held the poaitkm of 
f OTemor for many years. The Hdtel de Yille is an 
erection of the 13th century, built by Jean Sans- 
Fear, inhabited by Charles Y., and was anciently 
the palace of the Dukes of Burgundy. The build- 
ing is in the early Gothic style, and has in one of 
Its tonrelles an exquisitely groined staircase and a 
diapeL A school of art, containing an interesting 
and rich collection of drawings by the old nuu- 
ters, occupies one diTision of the building. This 
coileccion consists of 44 paintings by Raphael 
some by Masacdo Fra Bartolomeo and a few 
architectural designs by Midiael Angelo. An 
inspection of them will interest and gratify all 
lovers of the fine arts. Chevr Wicar bequeathed 
them to the dty. Though Sunday Is the only 
day on which there is a public admission, the 
housekeeper will not hesitate to admit persons 
of respectability on other days. 

The Museum will scarcely repay a visit; it, 
however, contains many curious old portraits -of 
the Dukes of Burgundy and of the Counts of 
Flanders, besides a painting by Bul>ens, and two 
by Arnold de Vuex, a native artist, bom in 1642, 
and cansiderably eminent in his profession. The 
former painting represents St. Catherine rescued 
Ihmi the wheel of martyrdom, and the two latter 
are portraits of Saints Francis and Cecilia. 

The chief church in Lille is that oi St. Maurice, 
a Gothic building of the 16th century, resting on 
delicately light pillars, but presenting no appear- 
ance of general httorest. The Rue Royale, a street 
one mUelong, should be visited,and the immensely 
large com stores seen, as also the very fine houses 
of the Rue Esquirmoise. 

The suburbs of Lille for miles around, as well 
as the entire Department du Nord, will strike 
the traveller as strongly resembling the districts 
through Lancashire and the West Riding. On j 
all ddes is heard the busy hum of industry, whilst ] 
tall chimneys and numerous mills proclaim the j 
active and vigorous trade being carried on, form- 
ing the rather novel combination of a fortress 
and a manufacturing town. Flax forms the sta- 
ple manufacture, wliich is grown in and about 
the adjacent country. It is spun into ordinary 
thread, and twisted into Lille thread. Cotton 
ginning Is also carried on to a consideraUe ex- 



tent, and In its miimflaelare Lille has been a con- 
siderable rival to England. Its other bnacbea 
of trade are the mann&ctnre of sugar from beet- 
root, the extraction of oils flrom colaa and the 
seedt of rape, poppies, Unseed, &c. Its other 
ol)|}ects of attraction are the Hoqyital, founded in 
1739, the Bridge, the Concert Hall, the Gaol, the 
Botanical Garden, the Triumphal Arch, wected 
in 1782; in honour of Louis XIV ., and the Column 
raised in memory of the siege sustained by the 
city fai 1792. Railway to Doual and Paris; to 
Valenciennes, Mons, and Brussels; to Coortraj, 
Ghent, and Brussels 

Lille to Brussels, by OooaI and 
Valenciennes.— Sbclir, Canvn, and Lb-

Population, 17,600. The town is conveni- 
ently situated on the river Scarpa, which 
communicates with the canal of. Sense, and is 
surrounded by fortifications, which the railway 
twice crosses. An old detached fort on the left 
bank serves as a defence for the town, whidi 
belongs to department du Nord. It has a vetry 
picturesque Belfrey m the market place, sur- 
mounting the Hdtel de Ville, a gothic building 
of the 15th century, in which is the library, con- 
taining 30,000 vols. A rather curious spectacle 
greets the traveller's eye here in the early part 
of each July, when a procession takes place called 
G€ant Gayant. a large osier giant, 80 feet high, 
attired in armour, and accompanied by a tuxdif 
of proportionate size, consisting of his wifb and 
children, perambulate the streets, accompanied 
by the populace. Eight men enclosed witUn this 
giant fhbric move it. Douai has been fiuned for its 
college, founded by Cardinal Allen hi 1669. In 
it Roman Catholic priests for England and Ire- 
land have been educated. Daniel O'Connel 
also studied here. A good trade in flax is car* 
ried on. Here the Great Northern Railway 
divides into two branches, the one proceeding to 
join the Belgian Railways by Valendennes; tlM 
other by Arras and Amiens to Paris 

Monnoinr, Somain, Waxubbs, and RaismbI 
stations are passed previous to our arrival at

Hotel de C<»nmerce, the onlv good house in townt 
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FopnktloD, 22,000. A plaoe of oonsidenble 
trade and wealth; rituatedon the Great Northern 
Railwajr; also strongly fortified by its position 
on the Scheldt, at its confluence with the Rhen- 
ddOe, by which it may be surrounded for three- 
foorths of its circumference by water, retained 
by means of sluices in the fortifications. The 
town is well built ; the houses are generally of 
brick ind wlilte stone. The Hotel de Ville, in 
whidi the Gothic style is mingled with sereral 
orders of architecturCi will daim attention; it is 
highly decorated the handsome ih^adeis soJ^ 
mounted by an attic, adorned with Cariatide 
figures, representing the four seasons. The 
hoepital and the theatre are also remarkable. 
Many agreeable promenades will be found— the 
Cours-Bourbon, the Flace-Verte, the Embank- 
ment between the city and the snburb% the 
flircnit ^ the outer fortifications flrom the Mens 
Gate to the Quesnoy Gate, the Faubourg Cam- 
bnri. From the Citadel the valley of the Scheldt 
is seen to advantage. Froiasart, the historian of 
Um 14th century, was bora here. Here passports 
must be delivered up hj travellers entering 
F^raaoe. The tourist wQl not find much to 
gralUy his taste or fancy in the country about 
here^ which is non-picturesque in the extreme, 
and altogether undiverrifled with any tracts of 
wood or water scenery.

BovBABL, an industrious and manu&cturing* 
town, which has lately risen into great importance 
and still continues to increase in population and 
trade. It has a population of 26,000. Its steple 
trade is cotton manufacture. Close to it, the 
Bni^ldi, under the Duke of York, suffered a 
•evwo defeat flrom the French, commanded by 
Flehogru, on May 18, 1794. They lost, in that 
MOgmaary aifiray, 1000 killed, 2000 prisoners, and 
Moaanon. 

Tounoonra (7| mUes from Lille), a town with 
^OOO inhabitants, no ways remarkable in its 
gemval appearance, but famed for its manufacture 
of taUe Uuen.

Iti chief impfltt aa o t MPl m 
from the fact of its beiag sitoated OB tlie flrontkr. 
It is tbe chief place of its oommnne^ aad oontainf 
a population of 6686 souls. The country aboat 
Is rich and well cultivated, produdng wheat aad 
rich pastures. Passports and baggi^ are ex* 
amlned at this station. Facing Mouscron, to the 
left, is the village of Lulngnes. Here (Junctton 
of the raOway flrom Tonmay) a change of oor^ 
riage takes place and an examination of luggsfo. 
TravellersforBrnasels,via Jurblse,also toNannry 
should take espedal care and get into the proper 
train. From this station the railway proceeds oa 
through a beautifid country, until its arrival st 
Courtray, on nearing which the country appoMt 
highly cultivated, and picturesquely agreeable. 

CouRTRAT— (Inns: Lion d'or and Foete) — 
in Flemish Kortryck, is a fortified town, aad 
the diief place of a jndidal and administra- 
tive district of West Fhmders. It Is sitaated 
on the Lys^ which divides it into two part% 
securing to it a communication with tlit 
principal towns in the north of Franoe. Ita 
population is 26^600. The streets are ]arg% 
and finely built. Under the name of Cortor* 
iacum it existed In the time of the Romaas. 
The first cloths were made here in 1268^ aad two 
hundred years afterwards it contained 6^000 
weavers. In 1312, Philip of Burgundy carried 
away a celebrated docl^ considered at that timo 
one of the wonders of the age, and the two fignrea 
(Jacqnomart and his wife) which struck the 
hours. The regularity of the motions of theat 
latter gave rise to a proverb wUch still exists in 
Courtray, when speaking of the love existinf 
between a couple^ ** Th^ agree like Jacquemart 
and his wife." It is still fiunous for its mannflu»« 
ture of table linen and other damask, with whldi 
it supplies all parts of Europe. The surrounding 
country ia noted for its growth of flax, with whldi 
it supplies, not alone its own manufiustories^ bnt 
many of the markets of Europe. In the ndglu 
bourhood are large and extensive bleaching* 
grounds. The flax is steeped in the waters of tht 
Lys, esteemed peouUariy fitvourable for bleaching 
purposes. 

In a plain near Courtray, was fough^ in 1809^ 
the sanguinary battle of the Golden Spurs, between 
the French troops, under the Count d'Artols^aad 
the Flemish under John, Count of Naamrx fa, 
which the former wec« Vsi^aSA^ ^toftm^aft »%»j^^^m^ 
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Count d* Artois and the Constable of France, to. 
gether with apwards of twehre hundred knighta, 
and aeveral thousand men, left dead on the field. 
The battle derived its name from the immense 
number (700) of the gilt spurs, worn by the 
knights, which fell hito the hands of the Tictors. 
To the right of the road is seen a small chapel, 
erected in 1831 to commemorate the event. It Is 
outride the Forte de Gand, and marks the centre 
ofthe battle field. 

The public buildings and monuments of 
Coortray are not numerous. We will describe 
shortly the principal. 

Hitd de Viae: the interior possesses two 
cbimneys, one placed in the police court or hall, 
the other in tbe coundl room ; their sculpture 
is of exquisite ddicacy and highly finished, and 
worthy of attention. 

Ofnurch of Saint ifartin} this church was 
founded about the year 650 by Saint Eloi. It is 
remarkable for the tower (one of the lofdest in 
Belgium) which surmounts the portico. There 
is a tabemade in the interior, most admirably 
sculptured, and a picture by Vleirick, a painter 
fit the 16th century, representing the ** Descent 
<tf the Holy Spirit upon the Apostles," and on the 
two wings ** The Sleep of Adam in Paradise," and 
*The Baptism of Christ." There is another 
picture by Van Manderen, the historian and poet, 
representing ** A scene of Martyrdom at Rome." 
The rich ornaments made use of in Divine wor- 
ship are worthy of notice for the beauty of the 
chasing and engraving. 

Noire Dame : this church is worthy of notice, 
diiefly from the richness of its marbles. It waa 
founded in 1238 by Baldwin, Count of Flanders 
and Emperor of Constantinople. It deserves to 
be visited on account of the richness and grandeur 
•f its ornaments, particularly a chef-dTceumre of 
Tan Dyck, placed behind tiie high altar, anc* 
representing the Elevation of the Cross. The 
tabernacle, a fine piece of carving, by the famous 
Xiofevre, of Toumay; two bas-reliefii by Gode- 
eharles; and Christ at the Tomb, deserve to 
be noticed. This church once possessed the small 
Ivory statue of the Virgin, known as the Virgin 
of Oroeningen, celebrated for the ndrades which, 
according to many, it performed : it is now in the 
Chnrdi of Saint Michael, and litiU attracts crowds 
^/xff^srrinu to Its shrine. The two towers, called 
Mrvtea.ToJrea, built in HIS, are remarkable 



for the extreme strength and thidmeas of th(» 
walls; they are united by a bridge over the Lys, 
built in the year 1465. 

The Markei Houses are seen In aU their 
ancient simplicity in the centre of the town ; the 
front of the building is adorned by five elegant 
turrets. There was formerly a high tower in the 
centre of the structure, in whidi the celebrated 
elock previously mentioned was placed. A modem 
building has been erected for market purposes. 

Theatre I this is remarkable for the beauty 
of its decorations ; it f omv part of the new market 
building. 

The OaUery of Paintings Is but of recent 
establishment, and contains as yet but a small 
oollection of andent and modem works; the 
liberality of its members, however, promises soon 
to add rare and valuable productions to its gallery. 
The collection of the late M. Goethals-vercruysse, 
consisting of books, pictures, and interesting oh- 
jects of natural history, should be seen. 

Promenades t the ramparts or boulevards 
surrounding Coortray form a fine walk, from 
which may be had a beautiftil view of the city. 
The park of Saint George is likewise a delightfrd 
place ; but by far the most agreeable of the public 
walks is the esplanade ; it Is planted with chesnut 
and lime tree8,and has nlcdy laid out plotsof green, 
fturnished here and there with elegant and com- 
fortable seats. Hallway to Bruges ; also to Ypres. 

Leaving Conrtray for Ghent, the railway runs 
parallel to the paved road, and after a short run 
arrives at 

|TAiti".i?««irg, a commune and diief place of a 
canton in the district of Courtray, containing a 
population of 4,000 souls. It was the oldest town 
in Flanders, and the residence ofthe first govern- 
ors of the country. Antiquities have frequently 
been foimd here. The churdi is remarkable for 
its ardiitecture, and contains a superb pulpit, a 
master-piece of Decreux, of Toumay. 

Wakkbohbh is an important and andent com. 
mune of the district of Courtray ; population, 
6,600. It has a considerable trade in linen. 
Situated 4 miles north-west of it, is the village of 
Roosbecke^ remarkable as the spot where Philip 
Van Artevelde^ the brewer of Ghent, suffered 
defeat by the Frendi in 1382, losing his own life, 
with 20,000 of his countrymen. Shortiy after 
leaving Waereghem, the railroad crosses the

The traveller will be most agreeably surprised 
on entering this rich and poptQoua dty, to observe 
the animation and activity imparted by the floa* 
rishing state of its manufactories. Its population 
of 90,000 persons is chiefly engaged in the 
manu&ctnring of linen and cotton threads bj 
machinery, and the blea<diing and printing of 
calicoes. On the accession of the present 
dynasty, the good folks of Gtient predicted 
an immediate declension of their trade, and ft 
general reverse of prosperity, as the inevitable 
results of the separation from Holland. We are 
happy to learn that the prophecy has proved fklse 
in every respect, and that its trade is increasing 
and flourishing now more than ever. This dr- 
cumstance is explained by a consideration of the 
fact, that the reigning king is not the i>atron and 
protector of particular interests, but the promoter 
of good to the whole nation, governing constito- 
tionally by a cabinet possessing the confidence of 
its parliament, and composed of men representing 
the interests, and conversant with the wants and 
necessities of the agricultural, commercial, manu- 
facturing, and mineral brandies of Belgian in- 
dustry ; hence there is a more general proqierltj 
throughout the land—and, if the dty of Ghent no 
longer monopolizes the manufacturing trade of 
Belgium, it is satisfactory to know, that the greet 
centres of population, Antwerp, Lidge, Bmasds^ 
Namur, and Verviers, were never in a more floo- 
rishhig state than at present. Ghent, though no 
longer the great commercial dty of former days, 
is still the Manchester of Belgium. In 1800 s« 
enterprishig Fleming, named Liviere BaaeiMk 
brought over fr^m Manchester several Engllih 
workmen and spinning-Jennies; mannfSsotoses 
qutekly took root, and in a short time 80^ COO 
workmen were employed, 60 steani-eaqsjBMk «%.

Tho political bUtory of Ghent If tanooa and 
imereiting. Notwithstanding the sererettrlctarca 
of the historian Haliam, it calls up to the recollec- 
tion many soenes which inspire us with erery sen- 
timent of sympathy and good-will towards the de- 
scendants of many a name illustrated in centuries 
past, by deeds of patriotism and dome«tic virtue, 
which still do honour to the Flemish diaracter. 

Ghent is one of the handsomest towns on the 
Continent; its streets and public squares are wide 
and q;>acious; it has more the appearance of a 
modern city than Bruges; andtbereareanumber 
of elegant and dashing equipages constantly 
rolling through itsbosy thoroughfares. Its objects 
of attraction may be enumerated as follows :— 

The Beuff^oi—BeLbj tower, a building erected 
in 1188. Permission to erect a tower, or tfblfiryt 
was the earliest privilege that the dtiscns ob- 
tained firom their feudal lords. » nd was, hence, long 
regarded by them as a monument of their power 
and wealth. It originally served as a watch 
tower, firom whence an enemy could be descried, 
and in which was a tocsin-bell that called the 
dtisent to arms, and to debate. The gilt dragon 
on the top was carried off from Bruges, by the 
Gantoises as a trophy of their conquest of that 
town, under Philip Vlaeuderlaudt. It has lately 
been re giit. Its history is rather a remarkable 
one, it having originally adorned a reek church at 
Constantinapia from whence it was carried off by 
the Dieu of Bruges, who went to the first crusade 
as soldiers under Baldwin, Count of Flanders 
It is now used as a prison and had deposited In 
the lower part of it, not Inn^ since the tlt^e deeds 
and records of 61 ent. Fronri its top a magnifi- 
cent view can be had, and the entrance to it lies 
through the shop of a watchmaker, who charges 
2 francs for admission. The following reply was 
made by Charles V. to his cruel and atrodous 
minister, Alva, who advised bim to destroy the 
city, "combien 11 fallait de peaux d'Espagne pour 
lisir un gant de cette grandeur?" — (How many 
Aina of Spanish leather would it take to make 
Sttch a glove?) Thus spoke the king, polnthig 
out the dty from the top of the Beffroi. 

The CcOhedral of Ghent is one of the handsom. 
cat gothic buildings in Belgium. It was formeriy 
jk diurch dedicated to Bt John,buttookthename 
of St. Bavonin 1640, when Charles V. removed 



thither the collegiate diapter of the Abbey of 
that saint, and 19 years alterwarda it waa raised 
to the dignity of a cathedral diurdi. The present 
bnOdhig was commenced in the thirteenth, and 
finished in the beginning of the sixteenth century. 
The mi^estic effect whidi the structure is oalon. 
lated to produce is much impaired by the want 
of an open area around and in flront. The tower 
is remarkable for its degimoe; it is 271 feet 
high, and the ascer t to the platform whidi termi- 
nates it is by 446 steps ; the vi^-w from the summit 
is of great extent and boauty . The Cathedralitself 
is divided into three ai-ies by ft donble range 
of Ught and degant columns. On each side are 
disposed twdve chape's, which, as well as the 
cbohr, are in excellent keeping with the rest of 
the building. The choir, which has two dde 
aisles, is raised above the floor of the body of the 
churdi by a flight of steps ; in front is the grand 
altar, endO'Cd by three bronse doors of elaborate 
workmanship, and surmounted by Corinthian 
columns of the purest Carrara marble, with a 
statue of the saint in his ducal robes, and two 
collobsal marble statues by Van Peuche^ repre- 
senting the apostles Peter and Paul. In flront of 
the altar arc four taU copper candlesticks re- 
markable as having been the property of Charlei 
the First of England. It is surmised that they 
may have adorned the Chapel of Whitehall, or 
St. Paul's C hurch. It is supposed that t*)ey were 
sent out of England and sold; on them arn aUU 
seen the arms of England. 

The f talis of the cinons in the choir are said to 
be the finest specimens of carvhig in mahogany 
known to exist in the world. Over there stslla 
are eleven paintings in imitation of bas-rdief, by 
P. Van Reyschoot. Mostof ihenumerouschapds 
wbidi Une the Cathedral are adorned with 
paintings. The first contains the Beheading of 
St. John the Baptist, by Crayer; the second, tte 
Donat on of St. Colette (a saint of Ghent, who 
died iu 1 447.) of a piece of ground for a convent, 
by Paelinck, a modem artist; the third, the Bap- 
tism of our Saviour, by Crauwer; the fourth, a 
dead Christ, by Abraham Janssois; the siztti, 
Christ disimting with the Doctors, I9 Pourbos^ 
alt the figures of which are portraits of different 
individuals holding official dtuations under 
FldUp n.; the seventh, a fine picture of tiie 
Martyrdom of St. Barbe, hj Crayer ; the tenth, 
ft Christ between the Thieves, by Vanderlieiten 
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ft pofdl of Van Eyek ; the elerenth, the Paschal 
Lamb, one of the most celebrated pictures of the 
Flemish school, painted by the brothers Van Eyi^ 
the inyentors of oil-painting; and, though more 
than 400 years hare elapsed since this picture was 
painted, the colours retain a vividness truly won- 
derftd, the numerous figures are all finished with 
the most elaborate care, and each countenance 
is endued with admirably appropriate expression. 
The towers, wliich in the luminous horizon are 
supposed to represoit the New Jerusalem, are 
taken from titose of Maestricht, near which town 
the artists were bom. Above this picture are 
three smaller ones by the same artists ; the centre 
represents Christ on a throne, holding a crystal 
sceptre, surmounted by a large sapphire; the 
transparency of the crystal is represented with an 
effect almost magical : the left-hand picture is an 
exquisite representation of the Virgin, and that 
on the right is an equally fine figure of St. John 
the Baptist. These four pictures, whether con- 
sidered with reference to the date of their execu- 
tion, or to their intrinsic merit, must rank among 
the most valuable in Eiurope. In the fourteenth 
«bap€l is a fine picture by Rubens, representing 
the B.ocet>tion of St. Amand in the Abbey of 
StBavon, after he had given all his property to 
the poor. The fifteenth contains the Resurrec- 
tion of Lazarus, by Otto Vennius, the master of 
Rubens, and also Judas Maccabeus seeking a place 
of Burial for his Soldiers. In the sixteenth is the 
Martyrdom of St. Lieven, the patron of Ghent, 
by Seghers. The seventeenth has a copy from 
Rubens's picture of the Martyrdom of St. Catha- 
rine^ the original of which is in the church of 
St. Catharine, at Lille. In front of this chapel is 
the maukolem of Bishop G. Van Eersel, executed 
by Charles Van Pouche and F. Janssens, after 
the designs of the former. The nineteenth 
chapel contains the Seven Works of Meroy, by 
Coexie; in the twentieth is the font in which 
Charles V. was baptised; the twenty-first has 
the Assumption of the Virgin, by Crayer; in the 
twenty-secoDd is one of the finest productions of 
Crayer, representing St. BCachaire praying for 
the cessation of the plague ; before the altar is a 
bas-relief in white marble, byM. Portots, repre- 
smiting the body of St. Machaire carried in 
prooesaion. The altar-piece of twenty-third 
duq[>el represents St. Sambart carrying burning 
ooals on an unconsumed surplice to St. Sandoalt ;

I this picture is by Van Hoffd ; the twoity-foarfli 
and last chapel contains a Descent from the Creasy 
I hj Rombants, which is esteemed the finest pro. 
I duetion of that artist. The organ baa a fine tone* 
and delights the ear, but is placed in a situation 
which offends the eye^ fr^m interfering with the 
harmony of the construction of the rest of tiie 
edifice. The pulpit, which is the workmanship 
of Lawrence Delvaux, of Ghent, is in the centre 
of the right nave, and is considered one of the 
most beautiful hi the world. It is composed of 
white marble and oak. The tree of life supporta 
the pulpit, and covers the sounding-board with 
its branches. At the foot of the ix^ is seated a 
figure of Time, repres«iited as a venerable old 
man, whose eyes are covered with a thiek veil, 
whidi he is lifting up In order to contemplate the 
features of Truth, who presents herself before 
him as a l)eantiflil woman, holding an open bool^ 
in which are traced the words " Surge qui dormis 
iUumlnabit te Christns," 'Arise thou that 
sleepest, Christ shall give thee light." At the 
foot of each st^-case are two angels. The four 
fronts of this exquisite piece of woikmansh^, 
which cost 37,010 fiorins (£2,900), are ornamented 
with bas-rellefb in white marble. 

The most perfect work of art in this cathedral, 
or indeed in the whole of Belgium, is the mauso- 
leum of Bishop Triest, by Jerome Duguesnoy ; 
it consists of a statue of the bishop contemplating 
the cross borne by our Saviour. On the oppodte 
side is a figure of the Virgin, and two small angela 
are stationed at the bottom of the mausoleum. 

The visitor should not leave St. Bavon withont 
descending into the crypt, a low subterranean 
arch under the choir. It is divided into five 
ehapels, adorned with paintings, and containing 
the tombs of Hut)ert Van Eyck and his dster 
also a painter, who might be reckoned an enthu- 
siast in the art, as she r^ected all offers of marri- 
age, in order to devote herself entirely to its stud^. 

The CfturcA. <^ St, NiehoUu is one of ths Jiost 
ancient in Ghent. It waa burned hi 1120, but 
re-built on the same plan. This edifice suffered 
much in the religious wars. The church o». 
St. Pierre is a building of the seventeenth century. 
It is approached through a beautifUl square, and 
contains a few good paintings. 

The Church of 8t. Miahael in the centre of the 
ci^, is remarkable for the elegance and Ughtnese 
of its architecture, which is seen to advantage 
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from the open q»aSe ia which it is situated. The 
square tower which surmounts the chu'ch, was 
hegrun in 1440, ani was to have been carried to a 
height of 400 feet, but the desigpi has never been 
•onipleted. In the twelfth chapel of this ediflcp, 
is a magnifleent picture of tlie crucifixion, by 
Van Dyck, the only work of this master which is 
to be found In any of the pubhc buiidings of 
Ghent. Each of the chapels, which are twelve 
in number, contains one or more pictures of 
various modt : it will be sufBdent to direct the 
ftttention of the amateur to the Annunciation, by 
Lens, and the Assumption, by Frangois, both in 
the newly finished chapel, to the right of the 
cross of the church; the Apotheosis of 8t, 
Catherine in the third chapel, by Crayer,and the 
Finding of the Cross, by the Empress Helena, 
whoee figure, represented in the picture, was fur- 
nished by the Empress Josephine, who sat for the 
modeL There are also in this church, numerous 
paintings, by Belgian artists. The organ recently 
erected In this church is remarkable for its sweet- 
ness. The other principal churches worth 
visiting are those of Saint Pierre, St. Nicholas, 
and St. Jacques ; this latter church is situated in 
a vast square. It was destroyed in 1720 and after- 
wards rebuilt. 

The Biguinage. The community of B6guines 
was founded by St. Bagge, Duchess of Brabant, 
and sister of Philip of Landen. The community 
is peculiar to the Netherlands. Cl^nent V. 
Ishued a bull against these sisters, but John XXII. 
revoked it, and accorded them many indulgences. 
It is one of the few nunneries not swept away by 
the tary of the French revolution, or suppressed 
1>y Joseph II. Their existence received a legal 
laiification bi 1826. The sisters are bound by no 
vow, and may return to the world at any time. 
Their chief duty is to attend to the dck and visit 
the hospitals, where they are constantly to be 
met with. In the order are persons of the highest 
fkmilies and wealth. The sisters in Ghent amount 
to about one hundred, whilst their entire number 
in Belgium is six thousand. The building is of 
oonsiderable extent, with streets, squares, and 
gates, enclosed by a wall and moat. The house 
at Ghent, called the Grand Beguinage, is situated 
hi the Rue des Bruges, and vras founded by Jane, 
Coimtees of Constantinople, in 1234. The first 
chapel was built in 1242. The sisters live in 
Miparata houses^ and each door has inscribed on 



[ it the name of some saint, dioaen •■ tta pi 
tectross. Visitors to Ghent should Tisit tl 
church at the hour of vespers, which 
half-past sev^ each evening. The 
most impressive. The sisters are aU driMed 
black robes with white veils; the novloei tre d 
tinguished by a different dress, whilst tliOM w 
have but lately taken the veil, are distiiigidih 
by a chaplet, which they wear arofund tin 
heads. The chapel, barely illumfaiated by a f 
lamps, and the solemn singing, together wttiil 
large assemblage of sisters, so pi otuf we q ii 
dressed, imparts to the scene an aspect <^idlai 
gprandeur and mystic beauty that cannot fhil 
Impress the mind of the beholder with feaUngi 
awe and reverence, such as are only felt in 1 
presence of ol^ects interesting and subUme. T 
chapel itself is interesting in the extranet and 
the stone work of one of its pillars, was fauwrili 
the following touching inscription by LamaitfaM: 

«* Un pen do bauoie \ la Sonffirance 

Aa corps qnelquo rdmede, aux imea I'espcnu 
Un secours au malade, iiax parents un adfea 
Un Sourire k chacun, a tons no mot de Dien.** 

HGtd de Ville is situated partly in the R 
Haute-Porte, and partly in La March6<«a-Bea] 
The portion standbig in the former street 
buUt in the Gothic style of architecture^ preaei 
a magnificent appearance, and is adorned wi 
exquisitely wrought ornaments. It has t 
fa:a''es, built at intervals between 1482 and U 
after several planp, by as many architects. T 
turret or tribune at the comer, was built in ICi 
1560 by Eustace Policy t, and is in the riohi 
flamboyant Gothic style. The other facade, bv 
between 1600 and 1620, has columns of tbi 
d'fferent orders of achitecture, one surmounti 
the other. In the SaUe du Trone, so oelebnl 
in the annals of Ghent, was signed the tra 
known as the " Pacification of Ghent,** drawn i 
in 1576, by the congress of confederates, i^io i 
sembled to adopt measures calculated to drJ 
the Spaniards from out of Belgium. Two modi 
paintings are to be seen hi the interior of the bafl 
ing, which will not elicit very much admfawtk 

Palace of Jugtice. — A striking bulianf 
Rolands, is dtuated in the Rue du Theilra. T 
ground fioor is used as the Exchange^ and t 
upper chamber as Courts of Justice. 

Palaiede L'UniversiU— Founded by WOUi 
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I^ King of Holland, in 1826. It is a beautiftal 
and modern edifice, having a splendid Corinthian 
portico, modelled from the Pantheon, at Bome^ 
and is built on the site of the Jesuits' College. 
The principal hall, and the amphitheatre, in 
wUch the academ6 meetings are held, can ac- 
wnnmodate from sixteen to seventeen hundred 
people, and is richly ornamented and embellished. 

The Muteum of Natural SRstory is not less re- 
markable for its extent than for the richness of 
Its collection. The uniTendty contains a library 
open to the public each day firom nine to twelve 
and firom two to five o'dock, unless on Sundays^ 
and feast-days. This library contains sixty 
thousand volumes, and very many, precious 
manuscripts. The Jardin Botanique, instituted 
in 1797, belongs to the univwaity, and is spoken 
of as one of the finest in Belgium. It con- 
tains a collection of eight thousand plants, of 
a thousand different species. 

Maiton des Batdiers, on the Quai aux Herbesi 
is an old and picturesque edifice^ built in 1513. 

The La HaXLe aux Drops will also r^>ay notice. 

Ifaiion da Detention, a house of correction, 
rituated on the north side of the dty, on the 
Coupurea canal, which is bordwed by a double 
row of large trees. It was constructed in 1773, 
in the reign of Maria Theresa, and forms a per- 
feet octagon, in the centre of which is a spacious 
eourt, communicating with the different quad- 
rangles of the establishment. Each quadrangle 
or ward has a yard, and in the centre of that be- 
longing to the female ward, is a large basin of 
water, in which the female prisoners wash the 
linen of the whole establishment. Each prisoner 
sleeps alone in a small, but well-aired room, and 
is employed during the day in working at what- 
ever trade or business he or she is most compe- 
tent to ; and of the produce of this labour, five- 
tenths are retained by government when the 
prisoners are merely detained correctionally; six- 
tenths when they have been sentenced to hard 
labour. The remahider is divided into twopor- 
tions; half is given to the prisoners weekly for 
fiocket money, and the other given to them at 
the expiration of the term of their imprisonmnent, 
to assist in their re^establishment in the world. 
Seligiuus service and instruction are provided 
and attended to in an admirable manner ; and if 
prisoners are found ignorant of the first elements 
aC knowladge^ as reading^ writing, aad arithmstio^ 



thay receive Instruction in the various brandbea. 
Insubordination or r^ractory oonduotispuni^ed 
by solitary confinement. The shop for nfreA- 
ments sold to the prisoners, is kq[>t under strict 
regulations by the officers of the establishment, 
and the profits are employed as rewards for the 
most industrious and well-behaved prisoners. 
The new part of the building, which has been 
recently completed, has cost upwards of £40,000 
and the whole edifice will, when finished, contain 
two thousand, six hundred prisoners. There is 
still, however, much to be done. 

Le Ka/utetf or Place dArmes, is a large square 
planted with trees. It is a bei^tiftil promenade, 
and has a military band usually playing there on 
summer evenings. 

The MareM oh Vendredi (Vr^days market), 
avast square, so called firom the day on which 
the fidr is held. It is remarkable as having 
been the wpot where the trades' unions of 
the middle ages planted their standards and 
rallied to arms. On it the ceremonial of 
inaugurating the Counts of Flanders was cele- 
brated with a gorgeous and luxurious gmndeur, 
unequalled at the present day. This spot is also 
identified with one of the most painfiU and tragic 
reminiscences connected with the history of 
Ghent. It is celebrated as being the scene of an 
internecine slaughter, in which fifteen hundred 
citizens were slain by fellow citizens. The wea- 
vers and fullers constituted the two &ctiona, and 
the former were led on and headed by Jacques 
Van Ariivelde, called the brewer oi Ghent, in 
the corporation of which body he enrolled him- 
self, though descended fir<Hn one of the first 
fiunilies in Flanders. The day, to mark the san- 
guinary and disgraceful worl^ was called Evil 
Monday, in the annab of the town. On that spot, 
and on that day for^ years after, Philip, the son 
of that Jacques, was saluted Protector of Ghent, 
and received the oath of fidelity from his towns- 
men on the occasion of his being called upon to 
lead them against Louis de Mile. In the Marcbi 
au Vendredi also were lighted the fires of the In- 
quisition, under the duke of Alva. The grettt 
cannon, situated in a street called the " Manne- 
kens Aert," dose to the March^ is called Du 
dvUe CHrtOe, alias Mad Margery, is the moat 
enormous ever cast, measuring ten feet ia length 
and ten and a-half feet in eircumference. It 
is made of luunmered iron, and was used io 
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1382 at the siega of Oudenarde, by the citizens 
of Ghent. An interesting monument of anti- 
quity, stands in the Place St. Pharailde, near the 
Marche aux Poissons. It consists of an oid tur- 
reted gateway, called the Ondeburg or the count's 
stone or castle, built in 86S, by Baldwin 
Bras de fer. It is incorporated with a 
cotton factory iiuw, and deserves a visit, 
as one of the oldest buildings in Belgium. 
lA the year 1338, Edward ill. and his family re- 
sided here. During his residence his queen gave 
birth to a son, calte<l John of Gaunt. An iniimate 
and flriendly alliance existed for years between 
the En^lah and people of Ghent. It may not 
be unintecesting to mention the fate of Jacque^i 
Van Artiveldl, the txrewer, whom Edward III. of 
England used to ttyle familiarly '* his dear gos- 
sip." He was a faithfiil firiend and ally to this 
king, and lost his life, it may be said, in his service. 
He invited Edward III. over to Slnis, In 1344. 

with a view of taking council fbr the promotion 
of the promise made to the king by Jacques, to 

the effect that he would make him ** Lord and 
herlcor of Flanders," a thing altogether opposed 
to the wishes of the Gantoises. Public indignation 
was excited against him, and was further in- 
creased by a rumour to the effect, that he had, 
during his aumin'stration of the government of 
Flaadere, stealthily sent large sums of mo- 
ney oui, 9f the exchequer to England, which so 
exasperatcl the people, as to cause thorn to enter 
into a revolt against him, assault his house, which 
was attacked by a mob of 400 persons, and bro- 
ken into, when a citizen, named Thomas O. 
Dennys, slew him without mercy. Thus perished 
the man, by the hands of those citizens whom he 
once influenced, led, and governed ; and whose 
sanguinary affrays were often undertaken in his 
desire to gratify the ambition or daring to which 
he ministered. 

Portes de la ViOe, vt City Gates — There are 
•even principal g&tes, the most remarkable of 
which are those of Brussels, St. Lievin, St. Peter, 
and Bruges, all of which present curious relics of 
the ancient gates erected in the fourteenth cen- 
tury. The greater portion of these gates have 
been re-coostmoted, after a style of beautifu] 
architecture. 

Casimo — Situated near the canal, cut in 1760, 
to unite the Lysand Bruges canal together. The 
botanical sodety and the musical society of St. 



Cecily had this edifice constructed, in which 
might be held the reunions of the latter, and the 
floral exhibitions of the former. 

Citadel — Was erected by Charles V., and was 
the first thing of the kind raised in Belgium. It 
was called ** Chateau des Espagnoles," and ie 
situated on the east side of the town, not far from 
the Porte d'Anvers. In it were imprisoned the 
Cotoits Egmont, and Horn, and it was besieged 
in 1570, by the townspeople, under the Prince of 
Orange, when they rose to throw off the Spanudi 
yoke. The Spaniards vigorously defmded it, 
but three thousand Gantoises, wearing white 
ibirts to distinguish them, assaulted it, and were 
repulsed, in consequence of the ladders behig too 
short. The Spaniards ci^itulated next morning; 
after the attack, and terms being granted, tlie 
Senora Mondragon, who had bravely defended 
the fortress during her husband's absence, with 
about one hundred and fifty men, some women, 
and a fbw children, the sole remnant of the gar- 
rison, marched out, to the surprise of the victors. 

Hospitals. — Ghent possesses one and twenty 
hospitals, civil and military. The principal of 
these is the Byloque, founded in 1226, and capa- 
ble of containing six hundred sick. In the 
church attached to it, Jacques Van Artlvelde 
was buried. The military hospital is rituated 
near the church of St. Martin, among beautiAit 
gardens. 

Theatre.— A. magnificent theatre has been lately 
erected at the comer of the Place d'Armes. 
The salon, concert hall, and ball rooms are bean, 
tiful in their construction and decoration. It 
was erected at a cost of 2,600,000 francs. 

Palais de Justice — Situated in the Rue du 
Theatre, is a very fine building, and will repaj 
notice. 
I The commerce and manufactures of Ofacat are 
very extensive and various ; the most in portant 
of the latter consist in cotton pribtin(^ oottoa 
spinning, cloth working, gin distilling, sugar^re- 
fining, soap making, brtwhig, goldsmith's work, 
paper making, and numerous other branches of 
industry, particularly the making of masks, of 
which large quantities are exported all over the 
world. There is alsoti nqierb iron foundry in 
Ghent. Every day in tlmnoming, at noon, and 
in the evening, a bell rings, to announce to the 
workmen, who amount in number to fifteen hun- 
dred and upwards, the hours of goin^ to worlb 
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White this bell is ringing, none of the bridges 
ire aUowed to be tamed, lest thqr should inter- 
«ept the passage of the industrious artisans. 

TbB environs of Ghent are pleasant and fer- 
tile^ abounding particularly in com, flax, nudder* 
and tobacco. Outdde the gate of Courtrai, are 
numerous country houses, and the road is bor. 
dered with pleasure gardens. Near the Antwerp 
gates, are still to be traced, the ruins of the 
citadel constructed by Charles V., on the site of 
the abb^ of St. Bavin ; and in the neighbour- 
hood of the gate of St. Lieren, is found a 
transparent stone, resembling the flints of 
Fleurls. 

The fiUrs held at Ghent, commence on the 16th 
Mardi, and continue for eighteen days; 10th 
July, serenteen days; 9th August, one day; and 
8rd October, two days. 

Post Office, Bue de rUniversit^. 

A communication between the sea and Ghent 
exists by means of a canal, which enters the 
Schelde at Temeuse. This ensures all the ad- 
vantages of a seaport to the city. Vessels 
drawing eighteen feet of water, can enter the 
basin. About fourteen miles north, at Sas van 
Ghent, are sluices, by means of which the entire 
country can be laid under water.

CHmdI to Illechlln.--Leaving Ghent, the 
railway, after crossing the Scheldt, is carried 
along the south ride of it. The scoiery is 
Interesting, and such as usually characterises 
the environs of a great and populous oHgr, until 
we arrive at 

HbELLK—Sitnated on the Esoaut, and containing 
a population of 1,900. The route from Brussels, 
to Rhent, and from Ghent to Mons by Grammont, 
traverses it. From this station to Wettem, the 
line describes an immense ourve, following the 
bend of the Escaut, on whose surface can be 
Men the boats as th^ sail up and down the river. 

Wbttbrit, is a charming village, or rather town, 
the capital of a canton situated to the right of 
the railway, on the right bank of the Escaut. It 
contains a population of about 1,000 souls. 
Leaving here the road crosses a viaduct, and 
passing along has to the left, the little villages of 
Cherscamp and ScheUe-B^le, and arrives at 
Wiohelen, alter paashig the Molenbul^ a stream 
flowing into the Esoaat. 

WnmaiMK, is aamall eonmrane to the right of i 



the railway, with a population of 4,000 lahabl^ 
tants. This station is the point-d'anfit for each 
train. On quitting this place, the railway jj^ro^ 
ceeds through a rather uninteresting i^eee ef 
country and anives at 

AuDBOHBM— (From here Alost is distant 8 
miles). Omnibuses meet each train. 

AxosT, on the river Dendre, the chief towtt 
of the district of East Flanders^ is said to owe its 
origin to a fortress built by the Goths in 411. It 
was formerly the capital of what was called Im- 
perial Flanders, and was reduced to ashes by a 
conflagration in 136C, and in 1667 the celebrated 
if^»i^i»iti Turenne took and dismantled it. The 
town hall is a fine Gothic edifice, built in laiOjp 
and is in excellent preservation. The ooU^iate 
church of St. Martin was built by the same ardii- 
tect as the cathedral of Amiens, and contains 
a fine picture by Bubens, representing the 
'< Plague of Alost." The population is about 
15,000, chiefly engaged in linen, so^ and tiuread- 
lace manufactures. 

T&RMORD^ (Isaat Aigle; Demi-Lnne) an 
andent town, said to be earlier than the time 
of Charlemagne. It is situated at the mouth 
of the river Dendre, at its confluence with 
the Scheldt. The inhabitants have a taste 
for the fine arts, and the traveller may readily 
obtain access to several private collections, among 
which we may name those of M. Schellekin and 
Madame Terlinden. David Teniers married in 
this town, and resided here several years. The 
population is about 8,000, chiefly engaged in the 
hemp and flax trade. It is 16 miles, by railway 
west of Malines. and 19 from Ghent. The 
church of Notre Dame wiU repay a visit. It is a 
low, old building, surmounted by an octagon 
tower, and contains a Crucifixion and Adoration 
of the Shepherds, by Van Dyck, and a Vb^in 
and Saints, by Crayer. 

On leaving Termonde, we p«ss a great many 
pretty villages, of no note, and leaving East 
Flanders, arrive at 

Maldersn, a commune containing 1,700 inhabi- 
tants, situated at the extremity of the pro- 
vince of Brabant. The town presents no remark, 
able otjects of attraction save its church and 
a few curious monumoits of the dxteemth and 
jeventeenth centuries. The route through which 
we pass from here to Capelle, is no way interest- 
ing. Capelle au-Bois is a little viUage cf ne 
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importance' Leaving at a aliort distance from 
here the prorince of Brabant, we enter, at 
Hombeck, the prorince of Antwerp. Passing the 
ruins of the famous valley of Seliendael, we 
arrive at 

Meenlln s (French Malines ; German, Mech- 
len; Flemish, Michelen) Hotels : — 
Hotel de la Orue, is an excellent house, well situ- 
ated in the Grand Place, facing the cathedral 
The landlord and waiters speak English. 
Hdtel St. Jacques. 

The Malines station is about five minutes walk 
from the town, which is one of the most pictur- 
esque Flemish cities. An obelisk is here erected, to 
mark the point where the various Belgic lines of 
railwi^r diverge. The entrance from the railway 
station is fine. 

Mechlin is a large town, in the province of 
Antwerp, divided by the Dyle into two parts. It 
Is equidistant from Brussels, Antwerp, and Lou- 
vain, and contains a population of 25,000. 

The streets are broad, and bordered in many 
places by good buildings. 

The river Dyle passes through the town, and has 
an ebb and flow of tide for more than a league 
beyond Mechlin, in the direction of Louvain. 

This town dates its origin as far back as the 
seventh century, and was long a subject of con- 
tention between the lords of Bral>ant and Flanders. 

The lace produced at Mechlin is considered 
second only to that of Brussels, fro*n which it 
difiTers principally in being made in a single 
piece, by means of bobbins, by which the entire 
patterns are produced at once, instead of being 
i»orked gradually by the hand, and honce it is 
stronger than the Brussels lace, though inferior 
to it in delicacy of workmanship. 

The principal building of Mechlin is the cathe- 
dral, which is the metropolitan church of Belgium. 
It is dedicated to St. Rombauld, who was assas- 
sinated by the Pagans, in 755, in the chapel of St- 
Stephen, which stood near the site of the present 
edifice. The cathedral was commenced in the 
latter part of the twelfth century, but was not 
finished until the year 1513. The round tower, 
which surmounts the building, is almost entirely 
composed of buttresses, which give it, when seen 
from a distance, the appearance of a fragment 
of a colossal fluted column. It was commenced 
in 1452, from the funds supplied by the offerings 
ft the pilgrims, who came in crowds to Mechlin, 



to share the advantages of the Jubilee and general 
indulgence proclaimed by Pope Nicholas V., oa 
the occasion of the war in the East, whidi how- 
ever, terminated the very next year in the 
annihilation of the Eastern Empire^ and the 
occupation of Constantinople by the Turks, un 
der Mahomed. It was from this jubilee that the 
town acquired the name of " Malines I'heureuse,'* 
as it has since, fk>om its ST^eat deanliness, been 
named " Malhies la propre." This tower is three 
hundred and fifty feet high, and has a dial plate 
of one hundred and forty-four feet in circum- 
ference. The view firom the summit, over the 
surrounding country, is extensive, comprising the 
towns of Antwerp, Brussels, and Louvain. It 
was originally intended to surmount the tower 
by a vane of copper gilt, which would have in- 
creased the height nearly one-third, but the pro- 
ject has never been put into execution, and the 
tower remains unfinished. The alarm occasioned 
by the reflection of the moon on this tower 
which gives it the appearance of being on fire, 
was the origin of the proverb of the wise m&a. 
of Mechlin, who try to extinguish the moon; 
the bare mention of which, to an inhabitant of 
the town, would even now, excite an irritation 
not easily to be appeased. The interior of the 
cathedral presents nothing worthy of notice, 
except the altar-piece, which is by Van Dyek; 
its subject is the Crucifixion. The exterio? 
gr^nd-front is ornamented with several statnesi 
amongst them are Faith, Hope, Charity, and 
the Apostles. In the church of Notre Dam^ 
behind the grand altar, is the Miraculous Draught 
of Fishes, painted by Rubens expressly for the 
Guild of Fishmongers, and considered one of hia 
finest productions. In the same cliurch aro 
also a few fine pictures by Van Dyck. The 
traveler must take care not to ooirfbiuid 
this church with that called Notre Dame 
d'Hansioyok, which is remarkable fbr iti 
beautiftil cupola, and also for its carved 
pulpit, representing the temptation and fall of 
Adam and Eve. This church owes its origin to 
a miraculous image of the Virgin, whidi floated 
in a boat against the strettoo, until it arrived at the 
spot whore the church now stands, when Ife 
approached the bank and remained firm; of 
course a sacred edifice to enshrine the image wat 
immediately built; and equally of course^ th« 
image repaid the devotiop of th« InhrtrftMrti by 
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porfonning numeroiu ana stupendous mlrmclesy 
which soon attracted pilgrims and oflferings, 
suffident to repay the expense to wliidx they had 
put thonselTes. Tliis purpose behig an«wered, 
the image no longer thought it worth while to 
exert its miraculous powers to protect itself^ and 
it was destroyed by sacrilegious hands, when the 
town was pillaged, as abore mentioned. The 
church formerly belonging to the Jesuits, and still 
bearing their name, deserres attention for its 
handsome gothio front, and also for a series of 
paintings, forming a history of St. Frauds Xarier, 
the Indian Missionary. In the church of St. John 
are four fine paintings, by Rubens, representing 
the Adoration of the Magi, the Birth of Christ 
the Descent from the Cross, and the Resurrection. 
The streets of Mechlin are wide and nandsome, 
particularly that called Den Bruhl, in which is 
the splendid hotel belonging to the Commander 
of Pitzembourg, of the Teutonic order. It was 
inhabited both by Louis XIV. and Louis XV. 
The magnificent garden is now open to the public. 
Near the Antwerp Gate is a small conrent of 
Biguines, whidi desezres attention. In the 
chapel are some pictures worthy of notice. 

Medilin also possesses a college, a public semi- 
nary, the catholic uniyersity, as well as some 
sodeties for the culttvation of literature and the 
fine arts. The prindpal articles manubctured 
here, in addition to the lace wliich has been before 
mentioned, are leather, jewellery, all Unds of 
woollen and cotton stufb,hatS) combs, pins, oU of 
colsa, and flax. There are also tan-yards, dydng- 
houses, salt-refineries, and factories for all kinds 
of work in copper and tin. Considerable trade 
is likewise carried on in com, oats, hemp, flax, 
oolaa, and hops. The Mechlin gingerbread, and 
the dish called d^eunerde Malines, composed of 
pig^ feet and ears, and acceptable presents to 
amateurs of such ddicades. John Bol, one of 
the earliest miniature painters, and Michael 
Coxii, an liistorieal painter and pupil of Raphael, 
were natires of this town. The boulevards 
and ramparts afford pleasant walks, and are the 
general rendesrous of the townqteople. There 
•re two fairs of fifteen days each, commencing the 
first Sunday after the 1st day of July, and the 
second on the Ist of October, for all kinds of 
menshandise; and on the Saint Saturday in Oc 
tober, is a weU-fre<iuented hone and cattle fUr. 
The population is about 26^000. 



On leariog this station for Brussels the raU 
crosses the Louvain Canal. On the east of tht road 
between Bfalines andVilrorde, is seen the durtean 
^Rubens at Stdn, of which he was proprietor. 

YiLTOuDB, a small, healthy town, of 6000 In* 
habitants, situated between Malines and BmsMli. 
It is one of the most andent in Belgium, and is 
mudi ridted by phibmthropists desirous of 
inspecting the great prison or penitentiary, buiH 
in the suburbs of the town. The churdi of 
Vilvorde contains some exqnidte eanringa in 
wood In this town Tindal, the first English 
translator of tiie Bible, sufliared martyrdom In 
1536. At present this littie town haa acquired 
coodderable reputation, from its possessing an 
excellent boarding-school fnr the education of 
young ladies ; this establidunent is conducted by 
Mademoiselles Squilliers, and the concnmnt 
testimony of innumerable Protestant famiUea 
represent it as being one of the best and most 
irreproadiable institutions on the continent. 

The route on leaving the last station takes in 
the riew of many beautlAil country seats, spread 
along the banks of the canal leading to Brussds. 
To the right, as we approadi Brussels, is seen the 
Palace of Laeken, belonging to the King ot the 
Bdgians. This palace was originally built for 
the Austrian Governor of the Netherlands. It 
was afterwards inhabited by Napoleon, and it 
remarkable as being the place where he planned 
his Russian campaign. It is endosed by magni- 
ficent gardens and a park, and is 3 miles flrom 
Brussds. A statue of BiadameMalibran is erected 
in the cemetery at Laeken, where she is buried, 
her husband having brought her body teonn Man- 
chester, at which place she died, to be interred 
here. The statue is a work by Guss, and is placed 
in a Und of temple. A beautiftd and lengthy 
avenue of trees O'^^^^ vo^) extends firom 
La^en to Brussels. The railroad traverses the 
opposite dde of the canal and near the Botanical 
Gardens, oppodte the Roe Nenve at the Forte 
de Cdogne, enters 
BnvssKLs, see page 81. 

KOUTB 2. 

Lille to Bmsgcls— <«ia Monscron, Tour- 
nay, Avh, and Jurbise).->Distanoe, 84 EngUdi 
miles. 

Roubaix, Tourooing, and Monioron Stations^ 
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described in prerious route, at page 5, are first 
passed. 

At the latter place travellers for Toiimay 
ebange carriages, and luggage is examined. 

Leaving Mouscror, we quit tlie line from that 
place to Lille, and find ourselves on the branch 
one leading to Toumay. To the left is Herseaux, 
at the extreme point of the firontler, risfaig to the 
south-eakt by the province of Hainault, into which 
the road enters, verging for some miles towards 
the Fren;h frontier. Leaving the village of 
Estampu<s to the left, and that of Watreloos and 
Ha church to the right both the latter of which 
are in France, the road passes the hamlets of 
Koumette, Jonquidres, and Esetaimbourg, the 
capital of a commune, and arrives at Nechin, a 
pla'*e of no importance. The next station is 

Temfleovs, a town containing 3,000 inhabi- 
tants. As we approach Toumay we see to the 
right the village of Froyennes, the faubourg de 
Muin« and the beautiful promenade of the Seven 
Sisters, all forming a qplendid panorama. Ad- 
vancing on, the railway cros cs the Scheldt by 
a splendid viaduct of many arches. Look to the 
right; what an admirable entrance to the town. 
A beautiful coup cPceU is formed by the bridges 
towers bou«es, and rivers, all identified with some 
historical event. The terminus is approached, 
and we arrive at the station, on the Quay 
Esoaut. 

Toubitat: Hdtel d« Singe d'Or, the best. 
A Belgian city, in tiie province of Hainault. The 
to^m itself is indifferently built, and has a gloomy 
aspe<!t: it contains a population of nearly 
35 000, who are engasred in the manufacture of 
cotton a.n^^ woollen stuffs . The workmen labour 
at home, instead of in factories. Of the public 
buildings that of the cathedral is the most cele- 
brated; it is one of the most ancient and curious 
in the country. The internal ornaments are 
numerous. The choir is of a remarkably bold 
and striking nature: the pulpit Is a gem, by Gills, 
aud the shrine of St. Eleu Marcus a masterpiece 
of workmanship in gold. There is also a beau- 
tiful gallery, by Lecronx, of Tournay ; and four 
genii, the gems of the placft,by Dtquosnoy. The 
pictures are. a Purgatory, by Rubens, and a 
Crudflxfon, by Jordaens. 

The Churche* of St. QuenUn St. Plat, and St. 
Jamei, are interonting specimens of the primUive 
Ootbie style. 1 he Church of St. Nicholas de 



Chateau is of remarkable arenitecture, and p<js- 
sesses some fine picture*. 

Henry VIII. captured Toumay in 151S, and 
beetowed it upon Cardinal Wolsey, who yielded 
it up to Francis I., and persuaded his royal mas- 
ter to sell the town to the French King, influenced 
by the promised interest ot that monarch to 
obtain his elevation to the papacy 

The Public Librarp v*ontain8 20,000 volumes, 
and several conous manuscripts. The cabinet 
of natural hist<»7, in the museum at the Hotel 
de Ville, Is worthy of notice. 

Post OfiSoe, Rue Notre Dame. 

Five miles south-east of Toumay, to the right 
of the post road to Ath, is the battie field of 
Fontenoy, seen immediately after passing the 
village of Bourquembrays. In this spot was 
fought the battle between the English, Dutch 
and Austrians, commanded by the Duke of Cum- 
beriand, and French under Mar- hal Saxe 

Quitting Toumny, the following stations are 
met with, none of which is of any importance . 
Harmes, Bary Leuze, aud Ligne. After which 
we arrive at 

Ath, (Inns : Cigne and Paon d'or) a fortified 
town on the Dendre, 21 miles firom Tour- 
nay. A terrible fire In 1433, a hurricane in 
1600, and an earthquake in 1691, and other 
disastrous events dismantled Ath of all her 
monuments, &c. St. Julien's Tower and the 
Parish Church alone escaped the conflagration. 
Ath sustained many deadly sieges. The forti- 
fications constructed fn 181.S are strengthened 
with great care. The population is about 9 000 
At a short distance from Ath, on the Brussels 
post road, is Enghien, a town containuig about 
3,700 hibabitantf. The beautiful park and gar- 
dens surrounding the chateau of the Duke 
D' Aremberg, destroyed during the French Revo- 
lution, deserve notice. At Meslin I'Eveque, near 
Ath, the cultivation of the mulbcTy and silk- 
worm has been introduced with much success. 
The Belioel, 6 miles from Ath, not far from the 
road, is famous as the patrimonial estate of the 
Prince de Ligne, — illustrious in the triple capa- 
city of diplomatist, soldier, and author. 

MaflSes, Attre, Brugelette, Lens stations, are 
next met witii and are all })l*ce8 of no importance. 

J URBISE, a small commune, with a popuiation of 
700 souls. It is about 8 miles from Mons b^r rail- 
way. The country along firom Jurbise to Braine* 
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Ift-Cointe Is ntliev intarMfcliig. Here there is • 
sorrespondaice with the ndlwaj from Mons. 

Soiemss (Hotels: De I'Ange; des Voyageon; 
des Trois Bois) is the chief town of s canton (tf 
the province of Hsinaolt, in the district of Mens* 
with a population of 6,600 souls. Its origin is 
andeiit. The oliajrob of St. Vineeat is believed 
to be the most imoient in Bdghun; from its 
shape, and by the style of architeotore, it is cer- 
tainly one of the most curious. The beantiftiUy 
sou^tured stalls are wortt^ of notice. The ooU 
lege of Soignies is one (tf the most renowned in 
Belgium: it is still well attended. Theprindpal 
trade earried on is in the quarryiiif of the tUmi9» 
known as that <tf Solgnise. 
Post (Mm, near the dmrdi. 
Bbaikb-ia-Coictb is ft small ancient town of 
the province ol Hirfnan1t» in the disbrict of Mons. 
It is said that Brennuay the Gaul, 891 years before 
Christ, founded a fortress and tower upon the 
site <tf the present church. The parish church 
is deserving of notice. The stone tabemaoie at 
the ehoir is a fine piece of sculpture, but much 
disOgnred with gilding and painting. The front 
of the convent of the Dominicans is an elegant 
itruelore. The principal hotel is du Cygne. 
Tlie manufiustnres are diiefly cotton spinning 
and laee thread spinning. On the right the line 
turns off to Oharleroi and Namur, Travellers 
|uro9eeding direct to Nammr and Liege change 
carriages at this station. 

The surrounding district here is celebrated tor 
the siq^eriority of its flax, the best grown any- 
whore. It is employed in the manufacture of 
Brussels lace. To the north-weet, a few miles 
distant is Steenkerke, the spot where the Duke 
of Liuembourg defeated William HI., with a 
loss of 7,000 men, in 1692, 

Quitting the last station, the railway pierces 
the tunnel of Bralne-le-Comte, and enters a deep 
entting, passing Heunnnyres^ a commune of the 
province of Hainault; and La Oenette, where 
Jean Jacques Bonssean died in 1741, alter which 
It arrives at 

ToBisB, a commune in the district of NiveOes, 
in the province of Brabant, with a population of 
^00 souls. 

Lsmbeoq; a town containing 2^300 inhabit 
tants, with no objects of interest save its old 
flhatimn and its numerous distilleries. Nothing 
wofth notioe pnwents itself after leaving the 



Tubise station. Crossing the Seone and the eanal 
Oharleroi, the next station arrived at is 

Hal (Hotel des F^rs Bas) a small but inetty 
village of 6,000 inhabitants, buOt partiy on the 
Sonne, and partly on the canal CharleroL It has 
no objects of partlonlar interest, save the ohurdh 
of St. Mary, cdelurated as possessing a miraeie- 
working image of the Ybgtai. It is of wood, two 
feet high, and has acquired immense wealth bgr 
pious ofidsrings, Including gold plate giv«i bf 
Charles V., Maximilian I., Pope Julius IL, dw. 
A ride chapel contains thirty-tliree cannon baOib 
aimed, it is said, at the church, and caught by tha 
virgin In her mantle, which she bad spread over 
the town to protect it during a bombardment. 
The high altar deserves special notice, it being 
one of the most beautifril in Belgium, made 
of marble^ and sculptured, it would seeiDt 
by Italian artists. Below is the tabenade^ 
and underneath, St. Martin dividing bis cloak. 
The Seven Sacraments are r e p rese nted on the 
bas relied, admirable works of art» at the lower 
rows, and the entire constmoti<m is surmounted 
by a pelican. The gorgeous font, of brassy cast 
at Toumay, by the artist Lefevre^ in 1467, to 
worth seeing. It is phMsed hi the octagon bap- 
tistry of the church, and is covered with a splM^ 
adorned by statues, and groups represmting the 
baptism of Christ, St. Martin, &c. 

Leaving Hal, we pass the village of Eysingham, 
and crossing the Senne, arrive at 

Loth, about 5 miles from Brussels. It has a 
very fine church, richly ornamented, and having 
over the high altar a painting, by De Crayer, tiM 
Martyrdom of St. Peter. 

Quitting Loth, the r^way runs parallel with 
the canal Charleroi, pesses Buysbroeck and Foreel 
stations. After which, it leaves the suburb of 
St. Gillis, crossing the gate of Hal on the left, 
the boulevard, and arrives at the south statioBb 
entering

Fifteen miles south the light of Dunkirk is seen, 

before the Oelend one shoirs itself. Two jetties 
•flank the Ostend harbour, which is dry at low 
•water, and form very nice promenades. 
I The Paraport and Custom House Offices are 

<intte close to the harbour, and open daily, at 6 
:a.m., in summer, so that tourists wishing to pro. 

oeed on their rou/e need not he delayed. A com. 

missloner will be always found at hand to attend 
.to one's passport and secure places, for whose 

serrioes a couple of francs will be demanded. 
' Trayellers going direct firom Ostend to Cologae 

o%n avoid the necessity of having their baggage 
.searched here^ by declaring it for transit, and 

deUreriDg it over to the care of arailway offldal, 

who is to be found at the Custom House. On 

arrival at Cologne it will be ddivered vp on the 
< production of the ticket. 

. Ostend.— Hotels :

Hotel Fontaine, a first'dass house.

Onmibuses attend the arrival of each train. 

The Earbowr of 0$Und is formed by a natural 
Inlet of the sea, which has forced a passage 
between two Kand.hiOs. The south western bank, 
or beach, is of a triangular shape, and possesses 
some degree of elevation above high-water mark, 
and the surrounding flat country, so that, at half 
tide, it is completely peninsulated ; and on this 
bank the town is built. This inlet has been im- 
proved at different times. Ostend is a strongly 
fortified town, containing 13,000 inhabitants, and 
Is placed between the sea and the harbour, being 
surrounded by water on every side, and endoied 
with ramparts. The land all round is low, and 
the waters have to be controlled by sluices. It 
sustained a memorable siege of 3| years duration, 
between 1601 and 1604. 60,000 of the besieged, 
and 70,000 of the Spaniards who besieged it, 
mndet General Spinola, fell during the seige 
which was given up only by order of the '* States 
OancraL" The town was reduced to one heap 



of ruins. It was ceded in 17)5 to flie En^aror 
of Germany. Louis XV. entered it in 174fi^alUr 
a seige of 18 days, whldi all but completed ita 
destruction. In 1826, the gunpowder exfAo^mL 
which occurred there committed great ravage* 
and inflicted much ruin on the place. Ostend 
po ssesse s a College of Navigation. The cjtbst 
parks are outride the Bruges Gate, and ought to 
be visited. The town, but shabby in appearance 
contains, however, two good squares, or, as they 
are more properly called places. The Maison de 
Ville forms the entire ride of one of them. It 
was formerly reckoned among the most mag- 
nificent structures of the kind in Belgium, being 
ornamented with two fine towers at each wing 
and a dome in the centre; but this superb 
building vras nearly ruined by the bombardment 
of 1746. The body of the town-house still sub- 
sists, but of its dome and two beautffhl towers 
there only remains the stump of one of them, 
surmonnted by a wooden cupola. The churdi 
has no claim to architectural merit, but the inride 
is richly ornamented. It has a lofty octangular 
steeple, with a very clumsy spier, affording 
however, an excellent sea-mark. 

The Forti/ieatiofu <>^ Ostend are more than two 
mUes in circumference. They were dismantled, 
but had not been essentially injured. Th^ are 
now under«coing repairs and additions which will 
make them very formidable. As the place is 
rituated on an elevated beach, the ramparts 
tower above the flat country, which being loww 
than high-water marie, can be speedily and ex- 
tensively inundated. The only hostile approadies 
are along the high sand-hills to the north and 
south ; the former is protected by a strong re- 
doubt, built by the late French government and 
called Fort Napoleon It forms a fkrouitt* 
promenade. 

Ostend is a favourite watering place, and Is 
much firequented in the months of August and 
September. There are very many bathing ma- 
chines on the beach ; and near the sea, on the 
Digue, a bathing house has been established. 
There are steamers for London twice a-wWk 
every Tuesday and Friday night, performing UiG 
voyage in about 11 hours; also every evening 
except Saturday, by the British and Belgian go- 
vernment mail packets, to Dover in 4| to 6 hours* 

Ostend to Bmges.— (Distance, 14 Bng- 
Urii miles). The railway, on leaving Osmd 
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tbnragh a oountry presenting no very 
tuppMinsMBf being rich in an agricul- 
|)oliitofTiew,1mtflat and undivenifled in 
■nvml appearance. The tknt station met 
li XAflXKB, a commune with a population 
r«r IJtM, eitaated a littie to the right of the rail. 
It potjeesee no object of interest save its 
iflllBt ohfttean nasschendael.

On tearing Ostend it Is a very general custom 
te trsTCllars going to Germany to take a railway 
Hskatfor the whole distance to Cologne, for the 
fuypow of reaching the Rhine with the least pos- 
Ale delay. In so doing, they deprive themselves 
flf the opportunity of visiting the cities in Bel* 
fhmi, which possess more objects of interest to 
Am lover of the fine arts, more pure and perfect 
specimens of florid Gothic architecture, a ridier 
aoDection of rare and beautiful paintings, by the 
dd Vlemlsh masters, than can probably be found 
in the whole of Germany. li^ instead of hurry, 
log hi this hot-haste through a country whidi 
presents fo many points of interest to travellers 
la genera), and to Englishmen in particular, our 
countrymen were to devote a part of their time 
to Belgium, they would never regret becoming 
aeqnainted with its peculiarities, Its fine old cities, 
Its gliNrious monuments, its arts and sciences, the 
people and their institutions. 

BmgM occupies a prominent place in the 
history of Flanders, the traveller will find this 
town evedally worthy of notice— not that it 
presents the aspect of a populous modem city, 
bat beoaose it has preserved the peculiarities 
whlob distinguished its appearance during the 
Mlidls MM^ wh«aU WM ttio emporium of Euro- 



pean commerce, the resldenoe of mcrdiaBt 
princes, occasionally that of the reigning sove- 
reign, and when its population exceeded 200,000 
The mailed warrior or the gloved artisan meet 
no more upon the fortifications the commerce 
which animated Its quays and canals is dispersed 
over Europe, its merchants are no longer opu- 
lent as princes, the city is no longer the capital 
of West Flanders. Tetthough these things have 
passed away, we cannot infer tiiat it was in vain 
that Providence ndsed up this town to such a 
remarkable point of grandeur and importance in 
a remote age. The characteristic intrepidity, 
actirity, and proverbial turbulence of its artisans, 
the inflexible will and sturdiness of its burghers, 
the associations of its merchants and traders, 
which led to that interchange of opinion, that 
communion and unity of sentiment so fatal to 
despotism and feudal oppression, created and 
fostered that honest love of individual liberty, 
that regard and attachment for corporative and 
communal pririleges, for which the men of Ghent 
and Bruges struggled during several centuries. 
This deep attachment to local institutions has 
been mwgod into that of national patriotism, 
and if the traveller, in conversing with an inteU 
ligent inhabitant of Bruges, deplore its dqwpn- 
lated streets, he wUl be told that if Bruges is not 
the great and important city it was formerly, it 
has still much to be thankAil for ; its dtisens, 
instead of being at continual variance with their 
sovereign or the neighbouring towns, are now 
members of an independent kingdom, governed 
by a Prince of their own choice, with one of the 
most liberal constitutions in the world->that 
Bruges is no longer isolated in its splendour and 
solitude, but that it forms a component part of 
the nation, and confident in the resources of the 
country for the gradual development ot aU 
branches of industry, it aniicipates a return of 
comparative prosperity. 

Bbvoes is situate in a spadous and beantiAd 
plain, about six miles firom the sea. It is inter- 
sected by a great number of canals, and is, 
indeed, the central point at which all the canals 
of the province meet. 

The population of Bruges now exceeds 49^509^ 
and on fete days the fine old city wearsa gay and 
animated appearance. ThebcantyctftliewoBMA

Bro^ contafaia very many ot^ects of interest 
which w£Q require a day at leaat to visit. 

The Ca(hedr<a {St. Saveur). This beantiftil 
drarch was foonded in the seventh century by 
8t. Eloy, and was greatly indebted for its erection 
to the liberality of Dagobert, the then King of 
France. It was entirely consumed by fire in 
1358, but was again erected, after a more magni- 
ficent scale^ on the same spot, the charitable sub- 
sorptions of the faithfbldefiraying the cost. It Is 
buQt of brick, and in its external appearance 
presents notUng remarkable or attractive, but its 
faiterior is admbrable. The paintings are worth 
notice because <tf thdr antiquity, and representing 
contributions to the history of Flevish art. 
Immediately under the grand entrance are several 
works by J. Tan Oost, the Baptism of Christ, 
Christ on the Cross, and Jesus leaving his Mother 
to ascend Calvary, being the principal. A small 
lecture, vrith diutters, hangs at the south side of 
the aide, representing the Martyrdom of St. Syl- 
vester, by Hans HemUng. There is likewise an 
excellent painting of the Last Supper, with 
Abraham and El^ah In the centre, and at the 
aide, by Fetev Porbns. On either side of tho altar 
to a black and white marble tomb. The choir is 
adorned witii tapestiy executed by Vanderboight, 
along which are suspended the arms of chevaliers 
ef the oMer of the Torson d'or, presents from 
» abaptav of that order, placed in tixe dmrefa by 
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Fhilip the Oood, to wiiosa memoiy a tomb Is 
erected in one of tiie ehapeia. In the north aid* 
of the chapel of the Cordonnie are several 
monumental brasses^ built into the wall, whioh 
may be looked upon as interesting specimens uf 
eariy Flemish art^ in the fifteenth and sixteenth 
oenturiea. 

Notre Dome is a dinroh no ways remarkable 
for its arolilteeture, surmounted fay a tower and 
stunted spire, 436 feet high. The most predous 
ornament of Notre Dame is a statue of the 
Virgin and Child, said to be by BCichael Angele. 
Ifitbesurprisfaig to find a work by this great 
man in Beli^nm, behold the explanation. The 
woilc was painted for Genea^ and the vaasel in 
'wUiek It was behig conveyed was takm by a 
Dutch pirate^ who brought it to Amsterdam, 
where a Bruges merchant bought it and pre- 
sented it to this diurch. Horace Walpole 
ofltere^ in vain, for it 30,000 florins. There are 
many other excellent paintings in tho church, the 
Iffindpal of which are the Adoration of the 
Magi,by Seghers ; the Adoration of the Shepherdsi 
by De Crayer ; an Infiuit Jesus, by Jacques Van 
Oost ; St. Anthony of Padua, an Assumption, and 
the Marriage of St. Catherine of Sicnne. 

The Tombs of Charles tho Bold, Duke of 
Burgundy, and of his daughter, Maiy, wife of the 
Emperor Maximilian, arc to be seen in the south 
aisle of tho choir. Tbcse were the last native 
sovereigns of the Netherlands. Mary of Bur- 
gundy (lied on the 27th of March, 1452; and 
Charles was kOlcd at tiio battle of Nancy, hi U77. 
The monunirat of tho DdcTiess was erected in 
1495. In 155S Fliiltp H. paid Master longehUnck 
the sum of 14,000 florins for the execution of one 
similar to that of tlio Duchess, for bis grandfSsther 
Charles the Bold. The cfflgics of both are n>»4m 
of copper, richly gilt, and repose at fhll length 
on slabs of black marblo. Beneath and around 
the slabs are coats of arms riclily enamelled. 
They liare lately been rc-gllt aiid cleaned. They 
arc shewn to the public only on days of 
solemnity, but strang^crs can eadly obtain 
to SCO tliem on other occasions. 

Visitors wUl bo well repaid by vidts to the 
churches of St. Giles, Jacques^ Walburge, Anne^ 
&c. Tho Church of Jt/nuaJjom is the firait of a 
vow made by a pious merchant of Bruges, vrtie^ 
when in the Holy City, promised to haUd fai Uto 
■at]fetowa,iffvtrlMretaniedfott inaifk^,a 
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temjte, on the model ci that of JeroBalem, with 
an exact representation of the tomb of our 
Saviour. The church also contains some fine 
specimens of coloured glass. 

In the Church of St. Sahmdor are the Seven 
Acts of Mercy, by Van Dyke; the Resurrection, 
by Van Os; the Ifar^rrdom of St. Barbara, by 
Cels; and numerous other pictures. 

The Church of St. Mcuy is remarkable for its 
fine specimens of carving; the pictures are not 
<tf striking meriL 

Church of St. Basil, or of the Holy Blood is 
situated opposite the Town Hall. A beautiftil 
Gothic fit^ade will attraet notice. It is called, 
LepetUe (Igise de SaibU BasiU, and tradition says 
that some drops of our Saviour^s blood, brought 
by Count Thierry of Alsace, flrom the Holy 
Land, are now deposited in a richly jewelled and 
enamelled shrine of gilt silver. Tliis is shewn in 
the Upper Chapel, the shrine beUig exposed on 
every Wednesday to the veneration of the fidth- 
ftal. In this cfai^pel are some beautiAil paintings, 
and a pulpit, with medallions carved in woo<l. 
Fifty cents are charged for admission. 

Ho9pUdl of St. John, which is dose to the 
arardh of Notre Dame. The period of its foun- 
dation Is unknown. It is only known that in 
1188 the governor prescrH)ed many rules to the 
jsUgions brothers and sisters of the house. It 
originally only received Bfagdalenes into it, but 
now persons of every description are received 
and attended by the sisters. This fautitution is 
edebrated for possessing several beautiftil pic- 
tures, painted by Hans Hemling, so renuuftable 
for purity of colouring and brightness of tone, that 
the most indifferent qtectator will find himself 
an admirer of their prominent beauties. In 
the chapter house are hung the portraits of 
some of the directors and superiors of the 
establishment, the celebrated paintings, — the 
pride of the city and admiration of traveUens — by 
Hans Hemling, presented by him to the hospital, 
as a mark of liia gratitude for the kindness with 
which be was treated when a patient there. The 
other oljects are the Virgin and Child, the 
Marriage of St. Catherine, the Deca];rftation of 
St. John the Baptist, and Si John the Evangelist 
«t Patmos, with a Crucifixion by Franks, and a 
Holy Family, by Vandyke. The Belegary, or 
C^aae de St. Urnda, is worth notice, eouristing 
•fa wooden coffer, painted fay H*«wifc»y, in which 



is the arm of the sahit. The sides are painted 
with representations of St. Ursula's pilgrimages 
and mar^rdom. The history of these paintings 
is singular and merits a short notice. Hemling 
was originally a libertine and dissipated charaotor 
at Bruges. He was engulphed in misery and 
became a soldier. . He was not known as a uainter 
when a wound, received in 1477 at the battle of 
Naney, compelled him to enter the hospital as a 
patient. His wound was healed in a short tfanet 
but he so well liked the mode of life, &o., of th^ 
hospital, that he remained in it for six years> and 
paid his expenses by painting these pictures. 

The H6ta de YUU is a beautiful gothic monu. 
meni^ well preserved, founded in 1377 by Count 
Louis de Made. It was formerly surmounted 
by six beautiftil towers. The niches seen in 
firont contahied 33 statues of the Counts of 
Flanders, the designs of which are preserved in 
the beautiftil work of M. Delpuire--7%« Annale 
of Bruge*. To-day these niches arc empty. In 
1792, the troops of the French revolution caused 
the statues to be destroyed as *' images of tyrants.*' 
They were burnt in the Grand Square in a bon- 
fire, the materials of which were composed of the 
gallows, the scaffold, and the wheel. In the 
Grand Hall of the building is the public library 
containing 8,000 vols, and 600 MSS. The stair- 
case of the Hotel deserves notice, and also the 
paintings adorning it 

PdUUe de JuHiee is dose to the H5i<M de Vme^ 
and was formerly the residence of the Counts of 
Flanders, aad was andently called Palais du 
Franc de Bruges— the Palace of the Liberty of 
Bmgea— a large district Independent oi the citj. 
The interior contains little remarkable save the^ 
council chamber of the magistrates and- the 
magnificent chimney or mantd-pleoe. It Is 
carved in wood, and Is a eh^-dfceumre of scnlptoro 
in its way, induding statues of Charles V., Mary 
of Burgimdy, Maximilian, Charies the Bold, and 
Marguerite of York. The Story of Susannah is 
represented on the marble Uu^eU^ deoomt- 
Ingit. 

Tour da JioKe^ or Mariiet Tower.— In tiie 
Grand Square, or market-place. Is hdd the an- 
nual fair, commencing the 4th M^r» and laatfait 
15 days. There are also two horse t^bn, of twq 
days eadi, hdd the first Thursday after Easlers 
and the 2Sth July* The meat market in tins 
square Is exquisitely neat and wdl anran«ttl. .ksw 
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the nctremlty ofthe wqpaf tea iteeple or beffry, 
wkldi is estMrned one of the most be m tl fl il in 
Bvrope; tfaeaaeaot to It is hj US iteps, and It 
eontalns a splendid set ef ohfanes, widoli ave set 
in motion erery quarter of an Iioor by an im- 
mense cylinder, acting like tlie barrel of an 
organ and setting in motion the kqpv ef tbein- 
ilmment* 

Near this belfry Is the splendid building Ibr- 
meriy ocoupied as the drapen^ haU; it to now 
dirided into two oofflBe-honses, and contains a 
line vanlted saloon, in which the National Society 
of Ltteratnre hold their meetlngB. Opposite to 
tide boilding, and forming the comers of fhe 
street of St. Amend, are two old houses, one of 
which was the residence of the Emperor Charles, 
and of Gharies n. of England, dnring his exile. 
In his ezfle he did not want a royal titles for the 
bmghers of Bruges eleeted hfan Roi dei Jrberte- 
irisrt, Kfaig of the Cross-bowmen. The house 
now bears the sign "AuLknBeXge** 

The Covered FUh MaHbei, with Hs granite 
columns, is a handsome Irandtaig, lately erected. 
In the opposite comer of tiie Rue St. Amaud is 
the site of the Craenenberg, traditionaUy interest. 
Ing as being the prison of MazimUian in 1487-8 

Near the Rue Noordsand is the Frtnssenhof. 
In it BCarguerite of York, sister to Edward IV., 
was married, in 1468, to Charles the Bold. 

The Academy efPckMng is In the bnOdfaig 
known as Het Poorlen Hids^ formeriy the fkc> 
toty of the Bisoayens» and contains some very 
tne old paintings, by J. Van Byck, Hans Hem- 
flng, Trobns, and Claeesens. 

nie iffinc^ manolhctares eH Bruges are 
Imm^ woollen stufb, camlets^ hats^ snuil^ diina, 
eaipets^ tioking, dtanitle% and a bfaie dye which Is 
fecnWsT to the loom.

TheUgh 
state of onUlvation Into which this provlnee has 
been brought by the nnrsmltting exertlMia ef 
the inhabitants^ cannot be too mnoh admired* 
The northern porta aboond In the ridheat pas^ 
tores^ and produce wheat, lye^ and barley In pro* 
fkurion, while the southern dlstrlola are aqwal^ 
fortlle In flax and nqie^seed. 

Braces to Qheiit.— Quitting the stoHonat 
Bruges, the railway is carried alittle to the soofli 
side of thft oanal,and passing to the right the vIDage 
of Oostcamp, it runs through a c ountry no wa|i 
interesting, and arrives at Bkemendaal, a Uttls 
vfllage containing 8^150 inhabitants, and wnftered 
by the l^enterbeck, iridch flows into the eanal* 

Shortly after leaving this station, the road winda 
to the left a little distance from the eenal fhan 
Ghent to Bruges, and entering the district of the 
commune of St. George, It quits West and entsn 
East Flanders. Shortly after arriving it Aeltc«b 
a commune of the district ef Ghent, witt&apopo* 
ktion of 6,400 inhabitants^ it is seen to the right 
el the canal. The road from here passee for 
some minutes through a cutting, and emergiii^t 
flience commands a view of Bellem and Hans* 
bekfr-^e former a village of 1,700 inhabitant* 
the hitter one with 2,800. The railway la next 
carried over, by abridge^ the Canat do Neviisb 
whldi joins the canal friwi Ghent to Bruge% 
and arrives at Landeghem, a oomnrane of the 
district of Ghent, witti a popokthm of S^MI 

souls. Leaving here we croes the Lys by a bridge 
and arrive at Ghent. The bridge «yM»««|f the 
Lys was the scene of a serious accident on 90lh 
August, 1837, in whidi two railway ''^MwIb weto 
killed and one grievously wounded. 

Ghent station is on the south.«ast dde of the 
town. On the high ground to the left, at the 
other side of the Scheldt, is the new dtadd. 
The Church of St. Pierre, with its done^ Is aecn 
on the other side of the hilL 

The Qreind CStmol between Bruges and GhMl 
is bounded by high banks, and lined with tiA 
tree% entwined by pretty villas and 
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I«iNidoii lo Antwerp (by tbe SelMldt)^— 
XMrtiaee 310 milts. Tht direct rant* from Lon- 
don to AiUwvrp,«Ai the Thames sad tbe Sohildt, 
is most pleMsat sad oonTenieiit. 

Tlie eleameni start from St. KafiiariiM's Whuf , 
London, every Thnnday and Sunday mora*ng. 
•mej are splendid Teasels, with ezoellent aeeom- 
modatiou. 

VsmiUea in partlealsr, who are gotaig to the 
BMne^ and wish to iadnde a Wsit to Antwerp in 
tkelrtonr, win Snd this route par cawmeiiM, tbe 
moat advantageous. The fares are reasonably 
low; and tiie ad vantag e of conveying that indi». 
pensableenemnlirance— tiie luggage— from Lon- 
don to Antwerp without a ** transfer,** will be 
appredated by every head of a " fiunily.** 

The safl down the Thames Is fi«ught with 
efaaraeteristies ftiU of interest. A perfect forest 
of masts, belonging to diips of all sires and 
natlomi^ looms oat in the Pool. CoIlier% coasters, 
steamboat*, and river crafl^ throng the Tliames 
in eveiy direction, and the fleet of merdiaatraeD, 
and the reatJeas aotivity seen along the baalkt, 
give a vast conception of the glories of that 
oommerce which has enriched the dty of London. 
As the vessel proceeds cantlouily on, we are inte- 
rested by the graaariea and wharft on each side^ 
recognised as the largest in the world. 

The IVneer Is on tiie northern l>ank of the 
Thamea. It Is a large ^e d building, induding 
an area of vmore tlian twelve acres, and owea 
Its irregularity to having l»eea erected and 
enlarged by varions sovereigns at disttnt periods 
of time. Besides bdng the repodtory of tlie 
r^raUa, it Is new used as a garrison and arsenal. 
St. Katharine^s Dookiy adjacent to the Tower, 
oeovy twenty-four aorea, and were opened 1828. 

The London Dock$ come nexl^ covering an 
aren of thirty-four aorea. In the vaults more 
than <M00 pipes of wine ean be stowed. 

Tlie Thaimu TwmA ailbrds a curious and 
eomeplSBt communication between W^pplng 
and Botfaerhithe. It Is thirteen hundred feet 
iongi and pasiea underneath tlie river at the 
depth of six^-three feet. It was opened in 
184ay and cost £600,000.

OBSSRwroH, with its line observatory and bos* 
pits!, stuidfaig out boldly and pf oturesqudy from 
the dnstering foliage of thepsrl^ greets our view. 
For its description and history, see Bradshmifi 
Outde trough London and Hi enmkrcM. The 
Ide of Dogs is on the oppodte side <^ the river, 
and an abrupt turn in the river brings ns to 

Blackwall, idth its pier and the handsome 
terminus <^ the Blaekwall BaOway. Just below 
the railway station on the left are the new 
Victoria DodEs, recentiy opened. 

WooLwxcB, on the rights with its rotunda, 
cannon-foundry, arsenal, and barradcs, Is now 
leen, and 

EniTH, on the right, with its pretlgr rural 
diurdi, inunediatdy after. 

Oravxskiid^ on the right, with the dope of the 
uindmill-UDl rising prou^ iMhind the town, 
wUl next attract our notice. Tilbury Fort, with 
its gate or blodthouie of tbe time of Heory VIIL, 
lies across the river, and the widening expanse 
ci water, enlivened by tbe constant trandt of 
vessds, presents to ns a moving panorama of 
animated Interest. 

From hence to the Nore there Is nothing on 
dther side of tbe river, deserving of a detailed 
notice. 

We sail afanost in a straight line from tbe 
Tliames to the Bdiddt. Tliefetter»tr«amissito. 
ated immediately oppodte the mouth of the Ei^? 
liah river and the port of London, It cauffht the 
qre ti NiqjMleon as suitaUe for a two-fold pur- 
pose, either to annoy the EngUsh ia war, or rival 
thom in commerce. Bntesiag the West oeheMt 
at the mouth of the river, we see, on the left^ 
Waleheren, the most extendve of the nine islands 
forming the province of ^MianA. The district 
Uesmanyfeetbdowtbelevdofthesea. Varlens 
branebes of tbe river Sdiddt separate tbe isbmds 
one from tbe other, which are protected from

break. The great dyke of West Kappel rup- 
tured in 1808) and the waters burst in, inundating 
the greater part of the island. In the streets oi 
Middleburg the sea was up to the rooik of the 
houses^ and the strength of its walls only saved 
the town fh>m l>eing destroyed. Com and mad- 
der are the stifle produce of the province, which 
is vary fertile. As we ascend the Sdieldt, we see, 
now and then, peering over the artificial mounds 
enclosing them, the tops of the spires, roofis and 
tan chimneys of the towns and villages in which 
the province is very populous. The inhabitants 
of Zeeland are extremely industrious. 
Cadsand we see to the righ<^ fiudng Walcheroi* 
FLUsHnfo — (Inns : Engel, and Gouden Appel) 
is the first town we see on our left. It is situated on 
the right bank of the river, contains a dockyard, 
naval arsenal, and has a population of 7,000. The 
largest merchant vessels are enabled to get up to 
the town, and unload at the quays, by means of 
two deep and wide canals communicating with the 
sea. A great part of the town was destroyed in 
1809, when it was bombarded and taken by the 
English, under Lord Chatham, on which occasion, 
three hundred of the inhabitants perished. This 
cruel act was the only result of the naval expedi- 
tion of 1809, which conristed of thirty-seven ships 
of the line, twenty-three frigates, and eighty-two 
gun-shot boats, with a force of one hundred 
thousand men. The defences of Flushing have 
since been much strengthened. The fort of 
Bammekens, on the east, and those of Breskens 
on the opposite side of the river, near three miles 
wide, together with the works of Flushing, com- 
pletc^ command the entrance to the mouth of 
the river. 

This place is remarkable as the birth-place of 
Admiral de Buiter, to whom a statue has heea 
erected. The town hall and two churches, to- 
gether with one hundred houses^ were destroyed 
by the bombs and congreve rockets of the English* 
We can seeat West-Kappel, to the best perfection, 
the ooDStruoiion of the dykes. There is a gap 
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in the Dunes at tUs point, wfaieh Is detaided bj 
a ^ke four thousand seven hundred yardabqg'i

BixRVLnET, a small town, a short distance ofli; eo 
the left bank, is only famous aa the birth jfkum 
of William Beukels, who invented, in 1886^ tha 
art of curing herrings. In the cfaoroh here^ a 
monument was erected to him, and niariiMi T. 
and his sister, the Queen of Hungary, visited II 
through respect to his memory, who founded far 
Holland, the great stifle trade of her weaUh. 
An inundation, in 1377, which drowned "i ^Mrt WHl 
small towns and their inhabitants^ detached 
Biervliet firoin the continent, but every acre lost 
has since been recovered by Dutch enei^ and 
industry. 

TcRirsusBif is seen to the left. The duloe gates 
dosing the entrance to the new canal, extendinc 
to Ghent, are dose by it. This canal ia 16 fbet 
deep, and gives and serves as a drain to oarry off 
the waters of the district through ^diich It pamrifl 
There are duices at Sas Van Gend, whidi canlay 
the entire country under water. Plara and 
breakwaters of piles or masonry protect the arti- 
ficial embankments of the Schddt firom the onr- 
rentsandfloating masses of ice. Both banks of the 
Schddt, below this place, bdong to Holland, bot 
the river flows tlirough the Bdgian territory*

Tbe Duke of Parma, In 1506, threw across the 
tdhtidt his celebrated bridge, 2,400 feet long, 
between the Callto on the left, and Oordam on 
tha rlfhtiby means of which he closed the nariga- 
tton of the rirer, and so cut oiT all supplies firom 
the besieged city of Antwerp, which caused it 
iUefly to surrender.

Htoes of caimon. Beside, it was a protecting 
fleet, which was to assist in repelling any attack. 
A foreign engineer residing at Antwerp in- 
tinted fire-ships, which were sent against the 
bridge and blew up one of the stockades, killing 
800 Spanish soldiers. Another attempt was made 
1^ the besieged to destroy the bridge, but it 
*t{led, and Antwerp had to surrender. 

Opposite the Fort of St Lawrent, immediately 
below Antwerp, a young Dutch officer. Van Speyk, 
blew himself and his ship up, when boarded by 
the Belgians. A monument for this suicidal 
act, has bf en erected to his memory.

The ooiinmeroial eapital of Belglom is sttnatsa 
on the banks of the Scheldt. It is celebrated for 
its magnificent docks, constmcted under the 
direction of Napoleon, which are Capable of re- 
oeiving two thousand ships. At a former period 
of its history, Antwerp contained a population of 
200,000 souls, and at this faistant it stiU appears a 
bustUng thriving dty, with only 80,000 persons^ 
who find empli^yment in the occupations afforded 
by its maritime commerce, and its manufketorles 
of black silk, its sugar refinnles, its mannflMStnre, 
Ueaching, and embroidery of btce. 

Objects of attraction to be seen in Antwerp ;— 
1. The Cathedrsl and Qneutin Matsy's Well; 2, 
Church of St. Jacques i 3. Rubens' House; 4. 
Church of St. PauI— Paintings and Cavalry; 6. 
Church of the Augustines — ^Pictures by Rnbeni^ 
Vandyke, and Jordaens; 6. The Museum— Col- 
lection of Paintings: tT Statue of Rubens, Plaiee 
Verte; 8. The Citadel; 9. Zoological Garden^ 
near the railway station. 

Tradition ascribes its origin to a giant, who in- 
habited a fortress on the banks of the Scheldt,and 
exacted a heavy tribute from all who wished to 
cross the stream, under pain of losing their right 
hand. This continued until Brabon (who gave 
his name to Brabant) succeeded in destroying 
the monster, whose right hand he cut off; and 
threw It into the river, thence the residence of 
the giant obtained the name of Handwerpen, 
from hand, werpen, to throw. The memory of 
this fabulous legend is preserved in the dty armi^ 
whi^h contain two amputated hands, a triangular 
castle. It is, however, historically certahi that 
this town was in existence as early as the fourth 
century. In 630 a church dedicated to St. Peter 
and St. Paul was built by St. Amend, who first 
preached the Gospel here. The town was after- 
wards ravaged by the Normans^ and firom 886 to 
980 was in the possession of the Moors, who were 
annihilated in th ^ latter year by the inhabttanti of 
Flanders. In the 12th century the commerdia 
privileges granted to Antwerp by the Dukes of 
Brabant, had attracted so many strangers, that 
the town was insufficient to contain themselvesi 
and in 1304 John II. enlarged it oondderaMy . Its 
harbour wss open to ships of all nations^ and 
Antwerp became in the 16th century, the first 
commercial dtj in the world. The Sdieldt was 
navigable for the largest vessels, being 20 feet deep 
at low water, aod 4C feet at high waftec. Ajl^SdS^ 
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t«MtiiepopalclloBoftlitoallj«nMd«dSOt|MO, 
among whom w«ro 800 pointcn and ISA gold- 
anttbs; 600 vew oh enfturod tho harbour dalljr, and 
1^500 was the aTeragt mimbar of IhoM at amthor 
before the dtj. The tazea received in the city 
Mnnally amounted to 3»000^000 florins (ill60,000)» 
the sums ciroulated every jear bj the commerce 
of the town exceeded 500,OOQ»000 (^840,000,009). 
During the ttisa of the enqMror Charles V., a 
merdiant of Antwerp^ named Daeoa, having re- 
ceived the honour of his sovereign's .company 
at dinner, closed the repast by throwing into the 
flames the Smp«<nr'& admowledgment for 
9^000^000 florins, which he had lent him, saying 
that the loan was more than repaid by the honour 
of the vidt. It was on this occasion that the 
Bmperor made the runarbable reply, which 
coming firom such a mouth, is a never-to-be-for- 
gotten tribute to the dignfly of commerce, *'My 
flriendsl the noUee pillage me, the men of letters 
instruct me, but the merchants enrich me." From 
thetime of the independence of the United Fro- 
vinoes, the importance of Antworp gradually 
dedined; the Dutch, with their usual policy, 
having made themselves masters of the Scheldt, 
blocked up the entrance of the harbour, and by 
that means transferred to Amsterdam the greater 
part of the commerce of Antworp. In 1576. the 
Danish garrison having been left for a long 
time without pay, rose in a revolt, burnt the town- 
hous^ pillaged the dty, putting to the sword 
more than 1(^000 inhabitants. In 1582, the Duke 
de Alenfon, having been unsuccessful in his 
attempt to gain the hand of Elizabeth of England, 
arrived in Antwerp, where he was inaugurated 
Duke of Brabant, in pursuance of the treaty made 
in 1580, at Flessis-les- Tours. In 1583, the Duke 
contrived to introduce a numerous body of 
Frendi troops into the territory, with whose 
assistance he endeavoured to establish himself as 
the absolute king of the Low Countries, but, being 
defoated in his attempt by the resolute resistance 
ef every dass of the inhabitants, he retired to 
Chateau-Thierry, where he died of grief, in June, 
16S4. It was at Antwerp that the celebrated 
tmce^ for twdve years, between Bdgium and the 
United Provinces was signed, on the 9th of Ajuril, 
1009. In 1700^ the Duke of Marlbpireugh took the 
town, and in 1746 it was successfully besieged by 
the Frendi, but restored to Austria in 1748, by 
|k» treaty of Aix-Ia-ChapeUe. After the French 



revdntloQ it was fire<iatntty taimn and: 
bj the Frenob and Austrian^ but remainad 
quietHy hi the possession of the former firmn 179A 
until 1814, when it became part of the new Ung- 
dom of the Netherlands. By treaty made betweea 
France and Holland, in 1796, the mouth of the 
Schddt was re-opened, since that period, the 
commerce of Antwerp has been reviving, and, as 
the navigation of the Schddt is now dedarad 
open, it is fast regaining, at the expense of Ami* 
terdam, the commerdal advantages of wlilch Ik 
had been deprived. There is no town in Belgium 
which possesses so much attraction as Antwevpi 
It literally abounds in the riches of art, and seveial 
days, at least, should be devoted to an attentive 
examination of its treasures. The diurdiea daJm 
our first notice. 

The Cathedral of Notre Dame is the moil 
splendid Gothic building in Europe. It was oom* 
menced about the middle of the thirteen th oentuy 
and occiq>ied 84 years in buUding. It is 600 foek 
long by 230 wide, and 360 high, and contains 231 
vaulted arcades, supported by 125 colunms. Tin 
tower is 466 feet high, and the ascent to it Is bf 
622 steps; it was commenced in 1422 firom dedgai 
by the architect Amelius, and finished iu 1618. 
The exquisite lightness and purity of proportion 
exhibited in this tower are uneqiutlled ; the view 
firom the summit extends over an immense ex* 
pause of flat country. It was intended to lutve a 
second tower of the same height, whidi wm oooi* 
mencrd, but was never built higher than thf flrri 
gallery. In 1540 a diime of 60 bells was added ti 
the tower. On entering the cathedral by tibs 
prindpal nave, the eye is struck with the magni- 
ficent cupola; hi the ceilinj is seen the Virgli 
surrounded by Angels with ux.folded winga 
Approaching the choir we percdve the grand 
altar, executed in marble firom the designs of 
Bubens, and ornamented with his immortal work 
representing the Assumption. In this catliedzd 
are also the Elevation of the Cross^ condating of 
a centre with two wingfl^ and the Deaosnt from 
the Cross, to which have been appended, as wing% 
the VisiUtion and Purification of Slary. TlMif 
pictures are in Rubens^ beet style, the anatosDcdcal 
precision with which every musde is delineated 
by the Elevation is beyond praise ; in the Descent 
the right arm of our Saviour deserves particular 
notice. It would be imposdble to particularise in 
detail aU the ol^eeti of intetesi in thiaq^lMiM 
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troQ^ttng, but we must mention the chapel of fhe 
Sacrament, the altar of which, executed by Ver- 
bulggen, represents the Holy Ark, and is orna- 
mented by a q>lendid picture of the Disciples at 
Emmans, by Herreyres ; the portraits of Luther, 
CaWin, Erasmus, and the other now celebrated 
reformers, contained in a lecture representing 
our Saviour disputing with fhe Doctors, by 
jfnnck, the elder. The tomb of Ambrose Cap- 
pello, seventh bishop, deserves particular praise^ 
the pulpit, also by Verbruggen, the white marble 
figure sculptured by Scheemakes^ on the tomb of 
Van Delft; the maoBoleum of the printer, Moretns, 
enriched by the pencil of Bubens, and an ezquirite 
pictore of the Marriage of Cana, by Martin de Vas. 
This catiiedral formerly contained 82 altars^ an 
of white marble, but one only escaped fhe devas- 
tating ftiry of the i«volutionary mob. Near the 
foot of the tower, outside the cathedral, Is the 
tomb of Quentin Mat«ys, with this inscription : 
«* Connubialis amor de muUebra fedt i^petan.'* 
This epiti^ph commemorates the fkct of Matqrs 
leaving abandoned his original trade of a bladc- 
smitb, in order to study painting and render 
himseir worthy of fhe hand of his beloved, the 
daughter of Flors, a painter, who had resolved to 
have none but an artist for a son-in-law. After 
Indeftttigable stndy for many months, Matqrs 
began to hope that he should succeed in his new 
undertaking, but had not determined in what 
manner to make his first attempt to win the inro- 
fesrional approbation of Flors, when behig one 
day in the artists study, his attention was struck 
*by a singular painting called fhe FtJlea Angels, 
which Flors had Just finished, after immense 
labour, and which he conddered as his nuuter. 
piece. Actuated by a sudden and irresistible 
impulse Matsys sdized a pendl and painted an 
enormous bee crawling on the thigh of one of 
the Angels. Sudi an exploit would have ruined 
the young aspirant with most artists, but Flors 
had seen enough to appreciate the talenv dis- 
played in the execution, and not only forgave the 
singular manner of its development, but rewarded 
the artist with his daugh^s hand. The picture 
is itill preserved in the Museum. Near this tomb 
is the fsmous well, fhe iron work of which was 
entirely made by Malays with the hammer, and 
without the use of files^ proving that he was as 
eminent in Us orl^nal trade as in his ad<qpted 
pfoftaliiL On Sundayi and high ftstivali tiie 



masses of the great German composen tn 
admirably performed in the cathedral. 

The church 'next in importance Is that of 
8t. James ; it is of great extent^ and adorned with 
a number of Ionic columns in marble^ siq>porting 
the great entrance; the marble gallery and^he 
grand altar, inlaid with white and black marble^ 
and supported by twisted columns, are perfect 
q»ecimens of art. In this church is the tomb of 
Bubens; near it is a pictore by himself, repre- 
senting the infimt Jesus dtting on his motho^s 
kneei^ surrounded by a number of figures^ all of 
which are p<tttraits of the painter, his wives, and 
flunily; one of fhe females r^resents the original 
of the celebrated Chiq[>eande Faille. Thepn^ils 
chastely and elegantly sculptured by WOlemsensb 
merits attention, as do all the windows. The 
various chapels^ 28 in number, are built wMh 
marble of different colours; in that dedicated te 
fhe Holy Sacrament, is a i^lendid picture of tiie 
Last Supper, by Otto Vennius, and three admi* 
rable pieces of sculpture^ St. Peter, by Werbrog- 
gen, St. Fan], by WiUemseni^ and the FirstPerson 
of the Trinity, by Quellyn; and in that of St. 
Boch is a magnificent picture of the saint) by 
Seghers. TheLastJudgment,by YanHeemsen, 
is a singular picture, deserving attmtion from fhe 
peculiarly vivid tint which the robes have re- 
tained, though more flian 80O years have elapsed 
since it was painted. There are numerous other 
works of great merit, but it is sufficient to draw 
fhe attention of the tourist to the above as the 
prlndpaL 

The Cfttureh qf Si. Andrea was made a paro- 
chial church in 1629, by Margaret of Austria, the 
rister of Charles Y. of Germany, on the oecasloa 
of her signing with Louisa of Savoy, Duchess of 
Augoul&ne, the mother of Francis I. of Fraaee^ 
the treaty of Cambay, which, negotiated^and con- 
cluded by the talents of two women, brought to 
a termination (though unfortunately but for a 
short time) the long pending wars between fhoee 
powOTftd and rival princes. In this church are 
numerous marble altars of great beauty, and 
several fine pictures, the principal of which are 
the Martyrdom of St. Andrew, by Otto Yenning 
and the Guardian Angd, by QueUyn. It also 
contains a portirait of Mary, Queen of Soota^ and 
a marble mausoleum executed to her memory 
at the expense of two English ladies. 

The parochial CfturcKof a^,'Pa>a.'«v^VciS&N.v&- 
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1246 by H«nr7 IIL, Dnke of Brabant, and con- 
tains numerous fine paintings, among which are 
the Adoration of the Shepherds and the Scourging 
of Christ, bj Rubens; the Descent from the 
Cross, by Cels; Clirist in the Garden, and the 
Seven Works of Mer<7, by Teniers the elder; 
Clirist bearing the Cross, by Van Dyck; a Head 
of Ctirist, by Otto Venius; Christ Crucified, by 
Jo rdaens ; and St. Dominic, copied from Correg- 
gio, by Grayer. A globe^ with Time holding an 
Arrow, whidi points to the hours in succession, 
forms the dock, and is a curious piece of me- 
chanism. Near the entrance of this church is 
the celebrated representation of Mount Calvary, 
beneath wliich is the Tomb of Christ, containing 
an image of the Saviour in a shroud of stq>erb 
silk, surrounded by a vivid picture of Purgatory, 
the flames of which are reflected on every side^ 
while the horridly grotesque expression of the 
tormented souls inspires, at first right, a senti- 
ment of involuntary awe, which stifles and sub- 
dues the perceptions of the ridiculous aridng 
from a more detailed examination of the samo. 

In the Church of the Augustines is an admirable 
picture by Van Bree, a living artist. It repre- 
sents the Baptism of St. Augustine, and is 
remarkable for the beauty of its colouring. The 
Martyrdom of St. Appolonius, by Jo rdaens, 
S^. Augustine's Vision, by Van Dyck, and a series 
of designs representing the principal events of 
the life of St. Augustiu, are not to be passed 
over without notice. The pulpit and the grand 
altar, the one carved the other sculptured by "Wer- 
bruggen, are also much admired. The church 
of St. Anthony contains only two good pictures, 
a Dead Christ, by Van Dyck, and St. Francis 
receiving the infant Christ from the hands of 
his mother, by Rubens. The church of St. 
Charles Borromeo was formerly the most costly 
edi^ce of its size in Europe ; it was commenced 
by the Jesuits in 1614, and finished in 1621. The 
most botmdless expense was lavished on it ; the 
finest marble was brought fr^m Genoa for its 
construction, and the whole was completed from 
the designs of Rubens. The great altar was 
formed of marble, porphyry, Jasper, and gold ; 
and the shrines of Uie Virgin and St. Ignatius 
were of dazzling magnificence. But this q>lendid 
•difice was destroyed by lightning In 1748, and 
the present imitation of it in stone has supplied 
Its place. The most remarkable picturet are^ 



Simeon in the Temple, by Delhi ; the Assumption, 
by Schut, and a Priest administering the Sacnu 
ment to a Knight, by Crayer. In the diapel 
St. Ignatius is a communion-table of Carrara 
marble, sculptured in the finest style of art, by 
Van Papenhaved. The Museum is the finest In 
the kingdom, and contains 127 pictures by the 
first masters of the Flemish school ; among them 
(in addition to the picture of the Fallen Angela 
we have before mentioned) are the Martyrdom 
of St. John, the Burial of Christ, and ttie Head 
of John the Baptist, by Quentin Malays; a Uol; 
Family, the Virgin interceding for the souls in 
Purgatory, the Communion of St. Frauds, Jesus 
shewing his wounds to St. Thomas, the Adoration 
of the Magi, St. Anne teaching the Vurgin to read 
(an exquisite picture of still life), Christ between 
Uie Two Thieves, and numerous others by 
Rubens (the last mentioned picture is, perhaps, 
tiie finest spedmenof the artist's genius; the 
impenitent thief is depicted with a fidelity almost 
too horrible to be contemplated); a Dead CluiBt, 
Clurist on the Cross, St. Catherine of Sienna, 
St. Dominic, and others, by Van Dyck; St. Luke 
before the Proconsul, the Charity of St. NldMdas 
to a Poor Family, and others, by Otto Ven- 
nlus; the Last Supper, the Adoration of the 
shepherds, and others, by Jordaens; the Resur- 
rection, by Martin de Vos ; the Adoration of the 
Magi, by Albert Durer; Portrait of St. Ignatius 
surrounded by a garland of flowera, by Segheis 
and Scbut; &o. The chair of Rubens is 
likewise preserved here, and in an adjoining 
apartment is a fine collection of casts. In 
the garden of the Museum are several busts, 
and a bronze statue of Mary of Burgundy orna- 
menting her tomb. She was drowned in at* 
tempting to save the life of her dog, vi^ose Image 
likewise forms part of the monument. This 
Museum may always be visited by strangers 
without difficulty. There are also several private 
collections, whidi are shewn to travellera with 
great readiness ; the most remarkable is that of 
M. Van Lancker, in the place de Mer, which is 
ridi in most carefully selected specimens of the 
best masters. There is also a Museum of Natural 
History in the Rue du Convent, which is worthy 
of attention. There is a public Academy for 
paintings, sculpture, architecture, and engraving, 
which was originally founded hi 1454, and was 
taken under immediate patronage of royalty in 
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1817. An Immense number of ymxag artists 
■tady there. A society for the enoonraerement 
of the fine sorts has long been established, which 
distributes prises every third year, to artists of 
merit; theallottingof the prizes is preceded by 
an exhibition, to which none but the works of 
Ihring and native artists are admitted. 

The Citada was originally built in 1668, by 
Baociotto and Cerbelloni, under the direction of 
the Duke of Alva; it is of immense strength, 
lieing in the form of a pentagon, with six bastions, 
which command each other, and are defended 
ky deep and broad trenches. This fortress for- 
■oerly contained the bagne^ or place of detention 
for criminaLs condemned to hard labour. It con- 
tains fifteen wells, and a handsome church, in 
idiich protestant service is peformed. When 
Camot was governor of Antwerp, under Napo- 
leon, he spared no pains to strengthen these 
fortiflcations, and succeeded, as he thought, in 
rendering them impregnable, but they opposed 
a very ineffectual resistance to the progress of 
the English arms in 1814, when the town was 
taken, after a bombardment, which nearly de- 
stroyed the whole of the docks. But the event 
which gives the citadel of Antwerp its greatest 
interest in modem times, is it Aege and surrender 
to the arms of France at the dose of the year 
1832. From the period of the revolution, which 
divided Belgium from Holland in 1830, the 
J>utch had retained possession of the citadel, 
which commands not only the navigation <tf the 
Scheldt, but holds the entire city of Antwerp at 
Its mercy. The forts Iralow the town, on eadi 
side of the river, were also in the hands of the 
Dutch, sothat the late monarch had the control 
of the commerce of Antwerp as effectually as at 
any period during his reign. To put an end to 
the incongruous state of things, after upwards of 
two years spent by Great Britain and France In 
fruitiess endeavours to effect a padflcation be- 
tween the parties, these two powers resolved 
upon employing force to compel the King of Hoi- 
land to rdinquish a podtion which gave him so 
dedded an advantage, and which also kept both 
countries in a state of agitation and warlfte 
inreparation, the evils of wfaidi werenoi very In- 
ferior to those of war rtsdf . A MmUnei Eng- 
Bsh and French sqnsdron was therefore dis- 
|>atdied to blockade the month of the Sdiddtby 
fee, while an Impodog V^rendi foroe^ imder 



Marsha] Gerard, proceeded to lay siege to tiie 
dtadel And the adjacent forts by land. The 
Frendi army was mudi larger than was deemed 
necessary for the mere reduction of the fortres s^ 
but the Frusdans had established a large corps 
of observation on the right ot the Mouse, and 
the King of Holland, on his dde, had levied a 
powerful forc^ which was kq;it ready tar action 
within a few leagues from Antwerp ; consequently, 
in order to be ready for every contingenqr, 
the army under Marshal Gerard was sudi as to 
ensure its success; it consisted of nearly 60,000 
infsntry, 6,000 cavalry, and atremo&dous train 
of artillery. The siege of 1832 commenoedoo 
tiie 29th November, and terminated on Che 23rsA 
of January, 1833, in the surrender of tiie gar* 
risen. The French, under Marshal Gerard 
amounted to 66,000 men. The late Duke of 
Orleans commanded the troops in the trendies 
The best proof that could be given of the deter- 
mination and bravery sdth wlddi General Ghaase 
had defended the trust confided to him, was 
found in the state of the fortress when entered 
by the victors, all the places whidi had been 
built and conddered bomb-proof were discovered 
to be in a state of utter devastation; heaps of 
ruins, black and smoking from recent oonflagr». 
tion, marked where buildings had previoudy 
stood, and even the hospital whidi contained tlw 
dck and wounded, and amputated soldiers, aiMl 
which was so placed as to be^ at least com- 
paratively secure was found to have been so in- 
jured as to threaten momentarily to fidl v^om 
the heads of the inmates ; the loss of the besieged 
was stated at 90 killed, 349 wounded, and 67 
missing; that of the French, 108 killed and 687 
wounded. The order of the day of the Frendi 
Marshal stated that 14,000 metres (between 
eight and nine miles) of trendies had been opened 
during the siege, and 63,000 cannon-balls fhred 
atthedtadd. An application through a laqual 
du plaee to the Hdtd de Yllle will obtain an

The Hdtel de VUU is dtuated In the principal 
market-place, in which the markets are hdd every 
Wednesday and Friday. It was built In 1681, and 
enlarged in 1713, by pulling down twenty-nine 
houses. It has a firontage of 260 feet long, and 
is adorned with statues of the Virgin, Justloe^ 
and Ftadenoe, with their attributes. The whole 
front is covered with omameatal Molpion* In^ 
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thifl boil^f is an eL-tonrire Public Library, and j 
a collection of ancient and modern pictures. I 
The Bourte is principally remarltaUe as naving \ 
been the model from whi(di Sir Thomas Gresham I 
formed his design for the Royal Excnange of 
Lmdon ; it was commenced in 1531, oumt down 
ia 1683 and finally completed in 1584. It is 
one hundred and eighty feet long by one hundred 
and forty wide, surrounded by forty-four stone 
columns, supporting a gallery. It has two towers, 
with a olodcand asun.dial. Above the Exchange 
is the Academy of Fainting, and beneath it are 
sttbterranean warehouses for the use of the mer* 
dumts. The form of the City of Antwerp r«- 
sembles a strung bow, the string being repre- 
sented by the Bcheldi, it contains twenly-three 
poblio squares and upwards of two hundred 
streets. The most beautiAil is the place de Meir 
In which is the royal palace, which was pur- 
chased by Napolecm, and ftimished by him 
for his own residence. It contains a few 
line paintings. In the place Verte, a square 
handsomely planted with trees, are held on the 
17th of May, and on the 16th of August, foirs 
which last thirty days, for merchandise of all 
kinds; here also Is the handsome building in- 
habited by Gamot, while gOTernor of Antwerp. 
In the square, called the place Vendredi, is a 
house the firont of which is embellished with a 
figure of Hercules accompanied by a woman, 
bearing the inscription <* Lahore et Constantia." 
This was formerly the printing house of Christo- 
pher Plantin and his successor, Moretus. The 
town also contains a Theatre, a Circus for the 
exhibition ot horsemanship, an Athensum, a 
Mont-de-Pi^ a Foundling Hospital, four 
Aqrlums, one of whidi is for foreignen^ and 
fire Hospitals. Antwerp is the bhrth-place of 
Grayer, Rubens, Van Dy<^ Jordaens, the two 
Teniers, and Omm«gaak, all painters of the 
first class; Edelink the engraver, Ortelius the 
geograi^er; Gnunmage, Butkers, Sanderus, and 
Vammeteren, historians; Moretus the printer, 
and Stockmaoa, whose legal decisions are of the 
greatest authority in the Belgic courts. The 
hwuse of Rubens still exists; the street in which 
It is situated now bears the name of the pidnter. 
The numerous associations called "harme- 
nies," in which the best compositions of the best 
masters are admirably performed by amatftturs, 
wIU afford great pleasure to the lover of music. 



There are pnbUe balhi In the Piaee Verte aad Im 
the Esplanade. The environs of Antwerp afford 
beauti All walks, partteularly in the park, which is . 
situated Just outside the gate leading to Bmssds. 

The scenery between Antwerp and MaUnei is 
rather pretty.

It was in this place that the Bishop of Lincoln 
and his colleagues negooiated the marriage of 
Edward, Prince of Wales, with the daughter of 
Philip, King of France, and that of Edward L, 
the Prince's father, with the sister of that monarch.

RouLERS, a small town picturesquely situate op 
the Mander, amidst beautiful meadows. The 
church of St. Michael, to the rear of the west side 
of the market-place, a small structure with a 
beautiM spire, and the Stadthuis, an old building 
situated in the market-place, are \7orth a visit.

- looms ceastautly at work. It is fkmons for its 
mannfaetore of linen and thread, producing the 
, famous linen which we call diaper, so much 
' HMd throughout the world. 

Let HeXlet, situated in the great market place. 
It is ft long, low building, yeiy extensive, built in 
the Gothic style of architecture. 

The Cathedral cjf St Mmtin may be worth » 
^Wt; it is built in the Gothic style, and contains 
a very neatly carved pulpit, and a painting, said 
to be by Van Efck. The sul^ect of it represents 
the stoiy of the FUl of Man. In the choir along 
Mone potaits out to the vidtor the tomb of Jansen, 
Biahop of Tpres, who died in 1083. He was 
Ibnnder of the sect called the Jansenists, and 
waa long and violently persecuted by the JestUts. 
BnuweUu— Caution— Travellera are recom- 
mended not to believe cab drivers and omnibus 
coDduetors, when they represent certain hotels 
as being Aill, but insist on being put down at 
the bouse they wish to go to.

We have now to introduce the fair dty 
of Brussels to our jreaders, a dty whidi has 
formed the subject of the wannest eulogiuma 
from three of our greatest modem poets* 
Byron Scott, and Southey— and no person 
who visits it in the present day will aay that 
their pralsea are exaggerated or nndeserved. 
No traveller, vidting the lower town, obeerfea 
Its noble streets and mandona, its magnificent 
arcade known as the Passage de St. Hubert, 
inhabited by the mercantile part of the com- 
munity, and then proceeds to the upper or 
** west end'* of the dty, commencing with the 
Race Royal, embeUished by the church of St. 
Jacques snr Candenberg, vrith its fteaoo ^dao&Sett%« 
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fBtreanu out its setting glories upon it, and Illu- 
minates the vivid colours with magical effect 
and the statue of the crusader, Godfrey of Bouil- 
lon, thence to the Place des Palais, and there ad- 
mires tlie pleasing ceup-cPoeU formed by the King's 
Palace, the Palace of the Prince of Orange, the 
beautiful and umbrageous Park, the magnificent 
Rue Royale, the noble buildings in the Rue de la 
Loi, the splendid view from the Place du Congrds, 
but what will exclaim that the beauty of the tout 
ensemble, the neatness and cleanliness of this 
part of Brussels, render it one of the most charm- 
ing cities in Europe, and impart a becoming 
dignity to the" seat of the Belgian government. 

Its history is replete with a succession of event- 
Ail scenes and tragical dramas of the most 
harrowing description. At one period depopu- 
lated by the plague, produced by thirteen months 
of consecutive rain; at another epoch its citizens 
decimated by the atrocious cruelties of the Duke 
of Alva, the Spanish Regent; by civil wars and 
revolutions; religious persecutions of the Pro- 
testants by the Catholics, of the Hebrews by the 
Christians.

The city of Brussels, which is called In Trench 
Bruxelles, and in Flemish Brussel, is in the form 
of a pear, and is buUt partly on an acclivity, onoe 
covered by the forest of Soignie, and partiy on a 
plain, which being intersected by various branches 
of the river Sonne, was a perfect marsh, till a 
long course of draining and hard cultivation 
changed it into rich meadow land. Its name is 
supposed to be derived from Brug-Senne, (bridge 
over the Sonne), corrupted into Brussels and 
Bruxelles. The climate of Brussels ia temperate, 
and, although extremely variable, and somewhat 
laoist, it is healthy, particularly in the higher 
part of the town. It has been computed, that 
during the year, upon an average, there are 
seventeen days of snowy weather, eleven of hail, 
and one hundred and forfy-nine of rain. The 
manufiftctnres of Brussels consist principally of 
Its fitf-famed lace; printed cettons; carriages, 



remarkable for their elegance^ oomfort, light 
appearance, and solidity; beer of generaQy es- 
teemed quality; printing and hanging papers; 
lithographic and printing establishments, e^eci- 
ally of bo<^ type foundries sugar refineries horse 
hair and woollen stuffs; brass and iron foundries; 
painted norcelains; furniture; soaps; gold snd 
silver lace, and chemical productions. The me- 
thod of counting money is in francs and cmtimes, 
the coin adopted by government. Having adopted 
all the French decimal measures, the metre is 
used, in Bruxelles, for long measure, the kilo- 
gramme for wei^t, and the litre for liquid 
measure. 

The Ropail Sqwwei or La Place Royale, is one 
of the beautiful executions of the last century, by 
the architect Guyman. It presents a monumental 
aspect, and is remarkable for the grand reg^darity 
of its appearance. It is, however, to be deeply 
regretted that the triumphal entries had to be 
removed, owing to the necessity of making way 
for the establishment of convenient communica- 
tions between the different parts of the <Atj, An 
equestrian statue of Godfirey de Bouillon, the 
celebrated chief of the First Crusade, adorns the 
square. It is a fine work of art in bronxe^ by 
M. E. Simonis. 

The PorJb is an enclosure in the higher town, 
forming a square divided into avenues, lined with 
trees, and intersected by beautiful walks orna- 
mented with statues. It is a favourite promenade 
with the people of Brussels, and has three prin- 
cipal walks, planted with lofty trees. On Sundays^ 
during summer, when the weather is fine, a mili- 
tary band plays from a paviilion near the green 
badn, or round garden, for the amusement o« 
the promenaders oi all classes^ who move hithw 
in crowds on these occasions. No time can be 
better selected by a stranger, for forming an idea 
of the luxury and fitshion of Bruasds than tfai^ 
when a concert is given in the open air. This 
Park was the prindpal sc^ie of action in tiie 
revolntioa of 1830; the marks of the bullets are 
yet to be seen in the trees. A fine basin in the 
cmtre, plentiAiDy stocked with gold and sflbrer 
fish, adds to the attractions of this delightfol 
spot. On each side the principal walk, two val- 
leys offer an agreeable retreat from the heat of 
the sun. In the valley to the righ^ a square 
basin of Uae marble is deposited, which bete*

The Kinffs Palace. — A burge and vast edifice^ 
f^reeenUng hi its exterior neither attraction near 
heanty. Its interior is magnffloently ftimished. 
Under the French, this Palace was the Hdtel de 
fak Pr&ectnre. Napoleon and the Empreas Jose- 
lAine lodged in it in 1807, and Maria Louise 
in 1811. It has^ howerer, several suiter of Teiy 
noUe rooms. 

The QaUery (ff^Paintingt collected t^ King 
licopold, is wen worth Tisiting; moreorer, there j 
are several paintings of peculiar interest to En- [ 
glish risiton* vis. : a portrait of the lamented j 
prinoeBB Charlotte^ a beantiAil one of the late 
Qneen of the Belgians, several others of great 
merit and interest; for instance, those of the 
King of the French and his Qneen, Marie 
AmeUe; and last, though not least, two ftiU 
length portraits of Queen Victoria and Prince 
Albert^ by Winterhalter. 

The Palace of the Prince of Orange is dose to 
the King's Palace. The late King of Holland 
ereeted it at the cost of the dty, and presented 
it to that Prince, but is now appropriated to 
the use of the Duke de Braoant. 

The Chambers <^ BepreteniaUnee, or Palais de 
la Nation, are situated in the Rue de la Loi. 
They were buili by the Empress Maria Theresa. 
There is nothing very remarkable connected with 
them, nor is thore any ol^ect of attraction within 
them to particularise^ except three pictures, one 
by Wappers, the Belghun 2Vot« jour, the Battie of 
Woeringen, by De Keyzer, and the Battle, of 
Waterloo. — ^It is entered from behhid Jthe Rue 
de I'Orangerie. Strangers are admitted during 
the debates. 

The Mvuewn, or Le PaXaii des Beaux arts et 
da VlnduslHe is destined, as its name-indicates, 
as a repository for the works of art and of 
national industry. ^ 

The first object of attraction in it is the Picture 
Gallery, whidi contains in its collection several

Very many valuable paintingis pnrohaaed at th* 
King of Holland's sale^ have been added to tiba 
collection, whidi, in all amounts to SOOpaiBtiagi^ 
The Collections of Painting and Natural History 
are open to the public on Sundays^ Wednesdays 
and Thursdays^ but strangers can gain admit* 
tance on other occasions by exhibiting thdr pees- 
port. The works of Wappera^ GaOai, Do 
Keyser, and Verboekhoven are well worth 
attention, as specimens of the modem Belglaa 
school of paintings. They are to be seen in 
the ante-room. 

The Burgundian L^trary, containing ten thoo* . 
sand manuscripts, ij well worth an inq;>ection« • 
The collection is an exceedingly valuable <mo,, 
collected by the Dukes oi Burgundy. The man^i* - 
scripts are rich in predous miniature painting^ 
execnted by Van Eyck's acha\a3c»* <^^wi^s«a5$c&d^: 
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of Hainaiiilt^ tnt PMlter of Louis de Mdle, and the 
Missal of Matthias Corvinus, King of Hungary, 
should be ieen. The Library contains 200,000 
▼olumes, and has been formed by the union of the 
Ifbraries of the State with that of Van Hultem, 
purchased at a cost of 316,000f. It is open each 
day, Sunday excepted, from nine to ttiree. The 
reading room is exceedingly comfortable. 

In the same building is the Musetmi of Natural 
History. In it are a series of the volcanic 
products of VesuTius, and of tiie fossils of Maes- 
treobt. Its zoological and mineralogical depart- 
ment contain some interesting specimens. In 
tills building lectures are given on the various 
branches of science, at the expense of government, 
and to them an are admitted free. 

Hdtel de VUle, in the Grand FIac«!, is unques- 
tionably one of the most beautiftil monuments of 
Brussels, and one of the most magnificent of Bel- 
gium's municipal palaces. It stands on an elevated 
spot by itself^ and commands the admiration of 
all visitors. The structure was commenced in 
1401, and finished in 1411, aftw the plan of an 
architect called Van Ruysbroeck, and is built in 
the Lombardo Gothic style. The chief object of 
wonder of the building is the lofly tower, of 
Gothic open woi'k, three hundred and sixty-four 
feet Vighf surmounting the principal facade. It 
formerly stood at tiie end of the building. The 
tower is crowned by a gilt copper figure of St. 
Midiael, which serves as a weathercock, and is 
seventeen feet high. On the tapestries preserved 
in the interior, is represented the Abdication of 
Charles V., which took place in 1656, in the old 
I>ucal Palaoe, burned down in 1733. This tower, 
so remarkable for its antiquity and architectural 
beauty, has lately undergone repair, and is now 
restored to its original perfection. The canings 
and ornamental work were effaced during the 
I^rench revolution. Critics, however, find fiuilt 
with the architect for not placing the tower in 
the centre of the edifice. 

The Place is one of the most shigular in 
Europe, being a regular parallelogram, the four 
sides of which, though ornamented with buildings 
dissimilar in shape, and in the form of the archi. 
tecture, is nevertheless condstent with the general 
plan. This square is larger than It i^pears to 
be. Opposite the Hdtel de Ville which is si- 
tuated in this square, we see the Maison du Hoi, 
tnOt in 1516, after a plan by Keldermaas, 



aroiiitect to Chf rlee V. In ihls nouse the Counti^ 
Egmunt andHonii passed the night previous to 
I their execution, which took place in the Grand 
Square, and was witnessed, from a window, by 
Alva, by whose directions they were beheaded. 
Several of the buildings formerly belonged to 
corporate trades or companies who seemed to 
hove endeavoured to surpass each other in the 
expenses they incurred for embellishments, and 
embodying the various forms of aroliitecture in- 
troduced into the Low Countries, viz., a com- 
pound ot the Gothic and the Morisco, equally as 
astonishing fbr its Ughtness and its boldness, as 
fbr the beauty of its forms, and the harmony of 
its proportions, introduced by the Siuuiish, who 
copied it from the Moors. 

The CoUegiate Chinch of St. Oudtde is dedi- 
cated to St. Michael, patron of the city, and St. 
Gudule,nieceof Pepin of Landen. Thegraudfront 
in the Rue de la Cathedrale, surmounted by two 
lofty towers, which would have been carried con- 
siderably higher liad there been sufiBdent Ainds. 
The original plan was to have thrown an arch 
over them at their present elevation, and to have 
reared upon it a third steeple. In the ninth age 
the site of this magnificent diurch was occupied 
by a mill. Lambert, Count of Lonvain, erected 
there a temple, which was finished in 1047, at 
which period the body of St. Gudule, which had 
been preserved in the church of Saint Gery, was 
translated thither. A chapter of twelve canona 
was founded, which was afterwards carried to 
twenty-two. Henry, Duke of Brabant, demolished 
this temple in 1226; ttie present structure was 
commenced immediately afterwards, but was not 
finished till 1276. The workmen employed upon 
it earned didly a small coin called abrass pfenning; 
this pittance seems, however, to have been com- 
mensurate with the price of provisions at that 
period. The following dates mark some of tive 
principal events connected with the church of 
St. Gudule : a whole volume would be insufficient 
to name them all : —

Befi>re proceeding fkrther, let us turn round 
to admire the choir lately erected, in such a 
luanner as to throw open the magnificent repre- 
sentation of the Last Judgment, pahited on, or 
rather in, glass, by Floris, usually called Frank 
Kloa. This is superior to the paintings on glass 
toeonted by Van Ack, which are seen over the 
two doors in firont of the choir. The organ, 
■Hddh is one of the finest in the country, was 
b«UtbyM.I>evolder,of Ghent. In the aisles are 
ilglileen pictures of inferior merits representing 



the history of the host, which, according to tra. 
ditlon, was hi the year 1370 carried off, and 
stabbed by some Jews, in their synagogue, situ- 
ated in the Rue de Salaaar, where, as we have 
already said, a chapel has since been erected. 
Five Jews were burnt alive on the occasion, on 
the spot which is now occupied by the hotel of 
the Duke of Aremberg. The mutilated host, 
firom which blood is said to have issued, having 
been collected together, was restored with great 
solemnity, and from this period is dated the 
festival of the St. Sacrement des Mfaracles^ which 
is celebrated every year, on the first Sunday after 
the 15th of July. Iti8then,too,thatthekerme8se 
of Brussels is held. On the same occasion are 
exhibited, during several days, in the church of 
St. Oudule, some large and splendid pieces of 
tapestry, on which are storied the interesting 
traditions Just mentioned. 

The Chapel called that of the Holy Sacrament 
of Miracles, at the left of the grand choir, was 
rebuilt in 1639. It is of large dimensional having 
four windows^ beautifiilly painted by Roger, of 
Brussds. The old tabernacle, which was of mas- 
sive sUver, was removed in 1792. The new one 
contains a Remonstrance in the shape of a sun 
in solid gold, enriched by precious stones ; in this 
are deposited several of the miraculous hosts. 
The design of the altar-piece is grand, but it is 
overcharged with ornament. Rubens fiumished 
the plan of the altar-piece, which was formerly 
raised in the centre of the church. On the right 
side of the altar of the Holy Sacrament is placed 
the monumental stone which covers the tomb of 
the Archduke Albert, whose remains were de- 
posited there in 1621, invested with a fMar's 
habit, and of the Infimta Isabella, who was buried 
there in 1633, in the costume of a nun of the 
order of St. Clare. Several other members of the 
same illustrious house were afterwards entombed 
in this vault, but were taken up and translated to 
Vienna in 1749. The same tomb also encloses 
the remains of Prince Charles of Lorraine, who 
died at Tervueren in 1780, very deeply regretted 
by the citizens of Brussels. Betjreen this chapel 
and that of St. Mary Magdalen, which is very 
lof^, is seen a piece of wood fixed to the wall; 
this is a flraction of the beam in which the 
miraculous host was concealed diuring the 
troubles which lasted firom 1579 to 1586. 

Over the door of the saorisQr is a cnalL VOl

l/eagtb figure of the Virgin, said to be the pro- 
duction of FrandsDuquesnoy ; ^rhoe^er may have 
been the artist, it is conslderod a little chef- 
d'oeuvre, the Infant in particular being finished 
with exquisite beauty. 

The Chapel of the Virgin, styled Notre Dame 
was constructed in 1653, at a cost of 66,823 florins 
ndsed firom the voluntary subscriptions of the 
dtissens. The four windows are painted by 
Delabaer, of Antwerp. They represent the prin- 
cipal events connected witit the life of the Virgin, 
and eshibits portndts of the Emperors Ferdinand 
and Leopold I., of the Archduke Albert with the 
Infanta Taabulla, and the Archduke Leopold. 
The altar, whidi is of black and white marble, 
was designed by Verspael. The Virgin over it 
was executed by Arnold Quellln. 

The high altar of the diurch is modem, dating 
only£rom 1743; a widow Laving bequeathed a 
sum of 18,000 florins for the purpose of erecting 
one in white marble, this was raised on the plan 
of the architect Doukers. It is of the composite 
order, and owes the sculptured ornaments to the 
chisel ef the older Deroy. At the sides of tlie 
sanctuary are two statues of white marble, by 
Delvaux, one of St. Martin and the other of 
St. Benedict. They were brought from the 
Abbey of Affhghem« and were at one time des- 
tined for the Museum at Paris. The tabernade 
is very rich ; by an Ingenious piece of mechanism 
the Remonstrance is lowered from it into the 
hands of the officiating priest. A »ove the altar 
is a square table, the top of which bears the arms 
of the Duke of Brabant. On the left is a superb 
mausoleum of black marble, named the tomb of 
the Dukes of Brabant, upon which reposes a 
brass gilt lion resting on a cushion. This flgure, 
which weighs six thousand pounds, was cast in 
1610, by Jerome de Montfort. The Archduke 
All>ert erected this mausoleum to the memory of 
John II, Duke of Brabant, who died in 1312^ of 
his wife Margar^ daughter of Edward, King of 
England, deceased in 1318, and of Philip I, who 
died in 1430. Some writers affirm that this 
monumont encloses the ashes of Philip the Good 
but this Is doubted. Opposite to this mausoleum 
and on tne other side of the choir, is the sepul- 
chral monument of Archduke Ernest, who died 
at Brussels 1&95. This prince, dothed in maii, 
f^poses on a cushion. His sword, armour, spurs, 
modi glor&B te near him, and there appears his 



motto, '* Soli Deo Gloria.** The choir Is Uglitad 
by five whidowi, painted by Abraham Vna 
Diepenbach, a pupil of Rubens. The loss of tiiie 
style of art has long been regretted, but it is be- 
lieved that on artist of Toumi^, namoti Martel- 
^que, has succeeded in restoring it. Two village 
scenes, each on one piece ef j^ass, were exhibited 
by him a short time ago. 

The SqvuKrei^lheUint, oi Place de la Ifonnsie^ 
notwithstanding Its uregularity, is one of tbw 
handsomest in the dty ; ii possoises some etogabt 
coffee-houses, the prindpal of whidi are the Suisse 
and the Milles colonnes, t>qual to any of the kind 
tn Paris. It takes its name from the Mint, which 
face* the portico of the Royal Theatre. This 
square Is the resort of fiashiooable loungers, specu- 
lators In the funds, chroniders of fisdse news, and 
0/ the dilettante, who swarm about the theatre. 

The Chiwrch o/ St. Nicolas is of irregular bnl 
handsome architecture. It was eonsiderBd tiie 
finest in Brussds. This church poesesees a rich 
collection of pahitlngs. The high altar is adorned 
by a produeti(m of Van Helmon, represeoting 
Jesus Christ restoring health to the child of 
Canea. The chapd of the Virgin has two good 
paintings by Janssen!^ one representing Joshua 
annihilating the Amalechites; the other, Dsfid 
penitent : two by Van Orler, St. Peter released 
by an Angel and St. Rodi oaring tiie infiBcted, 
are appreciated by conndteeurs. There is a 
picture placed against one of the i^Bars whleh is 
much admired, and is supposed to be by Robsnst 
it lb a half length figure <tf the Virgin regartfng 
with teudemess her deeping Lifiinit. It is dftt- 
cult to conceive any thing more tonohing^ mr more 
diarmingly executed, the drawing beiiig ex- 
tremely correct, and the flesh natorelly ooimned. 
This picture was presented to the chimdi by a 
curate of the parish, who died some yeeis siwts. 
Near the altar of the dead, Is the dief-df esune of 
a modem painter, d'Herr^n% of Bfalinss; tiw 
subject is the Last Supper. 

We next come upon the 8af>kn, so 
firom its having been covered with, sand 
of being paved, in order to fiusilitate the 
of troops, to which this square was 
It is the largest in the town, and, 
irregular, is very handsome. In the centre ef it 
is a magnificent fountain of white mnyM^^ i^iek 
Lord Bruce, Earl of Aylesbury, who hadlfsA 
in Brussels forty years, ordered in hii tiflllils 
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[Cted as a grateful memorial to the inhabitants 
this city, of the kfaidness he had expoieneed 
them, and the happiness he had ever ei\}07ed 
there. This admirable pieee is by Berge. It 
l op re sen ts Minerva sented, and holding the por- 
traits of Maria Theresa and Prands I; on the 
right is Fame, on the left the Scheldt ; a genius 
boUs the aegis (tfliinerva. Lord Brace occupied 
« lionse dose to the Sablon church. His nephew 
raised this group of white Genoa marble, after a 
model fturnished by the Count Callemberg; 
beneath are the arms of Lord Bruce, well sculp- 
tured. The railing round the monument is wire. 
"We now proceed up the Petit SaUon, which 
ftrmerly served as a cemetery, bleachlng-ground, 
and stabling for the brotherhood of the Holy 
Ohost, of which we Just now spoke. This place 
presents nothing of interest except the Hdtel 
^Aremberg, where Rousseau long resided on a 
pendon of fifteen hundred firanci^ with admission 
to the I>uke*s table. 

, Palais ajremberg, J7, FUce dn Petit Sablon. 
In the palace, which is richly and magnificently 
adorned, is a very select gallery of paintings, by 
the Dutch and Flemish sohooL The chief ones 
are by de Uooghe, Rembrandt, and Jean Steen, 
together with some Etruscan antiquities, and old 
furniture. A head of the famous I<aocoon may 
be seen ta the library, and the palace can be seen 
In the absence of the fiunUy. 

The worthy descendant of the Prince has 
embellished Ms hotel, already admired for its 
architecture and vastneas^ with the prodnctlcms 
of art. It possesses a number of vases and varie- 
ties from Herculaneum and Pompeii, and the 
original head of the Laocoon. A gallery of 

paintings by the first masters, increased of late by 
that of the late Prince d'Aremberg, and a mag- 
nificent garden, render the mansion constructed 
on the site of that of the unfortunate Count of 
Egmond, one of the ottfects most worthy of 
iKUniraUon in this dty. 

The AUeS Verte is nearly a mile and a half 
In length. It is the chief summer resort of 
the gay and fashionable residents of the elegant 
OMtropolis, who here exhibit their handsome 
aq;ni^iages or mingle among tlie promenaders 
of this favourite spot. Bdng planted with 
fanr rows of old and lofty linden treea^ having 
% very degant iron gate at its entrance^ and 
pgascHing an agreeable ooolneis from tiM oanal 



by the side of it, it was once, particalar|y «a 
Sundays in summer, the rendexvous of tiie 
wealthy and fashionable of the Boulevards. The 
Botanic Garden is 600 metres long and 160 
broad. The edifice wfaidi crowns its gentie 
dope presents a front of about 140 feet, its centre 
bdng occupied by a rotunda, endrded by ft 
colonnade, and surmounted by a dome. The winga 
which, together with the rotunda, are of g]as8,form 
on each dde a gallery, termhiated by a square 
building resembling the portico of a temple. 

From the green-houses we descend by a grada* 
tion of small terraces, adorned with fountains^ to 
the garden,which is circular, and contains propeaij 
dassed and immense varieties of plants, offBring 
a vast study to the naturalist. 

The Botanieal Qardtn of Brussels is declared 
by travellers to surpass in beau^, magnifloenoiw 
and richness, every other in Europe, except thai 
of Paris— the coMp-dTosil is admirable^ but to ho 
seen in perfection this fUry place and garden 
diould be virited when illuminated, as it annually 
is, during the fetes of September, commemo- 
rative of the revolution. This faistitution bdonga 
to the Horticultural Society, who give annnal 
exhibitions of flowers to that institution. 

The Ptium des PeHU Carmei stands on tho 
dte of the Hotel de Cuylembourg, dose to tho 
Place Petit Sablon. In the reign of Philip tiie 
II. the Protestant Confederates met in thishotel« 
and in it prepared, in 1566, the petition called tho 
'* Request." On its betaig presented to Margaret 
of Parma, the vice Queen, it is recorded that one 
of the courtiers whispered to her, *<Not to be an* 
noyed by andi a pared of beggars.** The Con- 
federates looked upon the epithet as a titie of 
h<mour rather tlum of reproach, under the cir- 
cumstances in iriiioh it was applied, adopted it aa 
their nam de guarre, and appeared on thebaloony 
that evening after supper with wallets on their 
backs and porringers in their hands, and drank 
snooesB to the Geuxl This little event tended to 
fkn the flame which soon kindled into revolotioD. 
The Duke of Alva had the building where tho 
Confederate meetings were hdd levelled to tho 
ground. 

The Theatre JBoyalisaveryflne and interesting 
building, erected in 1817, after phms by M. I>»> 
me8me,ataoostof l,400^000f. The other theatrei 
are the Theatre du Park, Theatre dei Nouveao^^ 
and Tbeatro du Vanitoi^Ste. 
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The Maee det Martian Is one of tbe mott 
baantiftil tqnarw in Brawotei notwUhstandtaig 
thftt the itreetB nmounding It are nnintereetlng, 
without appearance, and badly arranged. In 
this eqiuure la erected a qdendid monument 
to the memory of the three hundred **braye8 
Beiges," kffled in the Ben>luti0n, 18S0. This 
monument is placed in the middle of the square 
and consists of a pedestal having on each of 
Ita four comers kneeHng geniuses, and sur- 
mounted by a statue of Liberty. A sort of sub- 
terranean gallery runs around it, in whidi the 
slain were interred, and the name of each victim 
is inscribed around on dabs of black and white 
marble. The statue represents Belgium faiscrib. 
ing on a dab the dates of the memorable events 
of September. At the foot of the statue is 
eouched a lion. The monument is surrounded 
by iron railings. This monument is one of the 
moet beautiftd works of the celebrated sculptor, 

The Porte de Hal is a large gateway, after the 
Gothic style, erected in 1381. It served as a has. 
iJle for Alva during his sanguinary persecution 
of the Protestants. It now serves as a kind of 
museum, and contahis a Tory interesttaig coUec- 
ti<m, among whidi is the cradle of Charles V., 
and a font from Tirlemont, dated 1149, together 
with many other yery interesting antiquities. 

The Bavdl Sguaire, or La Place Boyale, is one 
of the beautiful executions of the last century, by 
the architect Guymai. It presents a monumental 
aspect, and is remarkable for the grand regularity 
of its appearance. It is, however, to be deeply 
regretted that the triumphal entries had to be 
removed, owing to the necesdty of making way 
for the MtabUshment of conrenient communica- 
tions between the different parts of the city. An 
equestrian statue of Godfrey de Bouillon, the 
edebrated chief of the First Crusade, adorns the 
square. It is an execution in bronse, by M. B. 
ffimmons* 

Septonber, 1848, will be memorable in the his- 
tory of tUs line old dty as tlie days on which the 
FiBST Pbacb Conoksss, condsting of 150 gentle- 
menft^m England, Scotland, and Wales, together 
with ddegates from various parts of the Con- 
tinent, assembled therein, to enunciate thefar 
prlndtplea-forthe promotion of universal peace 
■— ftar the settlement of international differences 
by arbitration— and to cell the attention of 



fOTenmienti to the advaatages of a meaauM ef 
general disarmament, as oondndre to a friendly 
understanding among tlie nations, and toeing 
directly to prepare tiie way for the farmatlon of 
a general Congress of Nations. Tlie proceedingi 
of the convention, from tiidr novelty, ana the 
influentialand talented duuraeter of the assembled 
representatives, excited the greatest interest. The 
reception given to tiie del^;ates^ botii at Ostend 
and Brussels, was extronety gratttying ; and we 
can but hope that thlrexposition of the principles 
of peace before Am worldmay be fbe herald of that 
day ** when nation diall not lift npiwovd against 
nation, neitiier diall they learn war any more.**

The excursion to Waterioo is a yery pleasant 
one indeed^-4hrough the forest of Soignies. Few 
English or American trayellers who visit Brussels, 
can refirain from going to Waterloo and Mount 
St. Jean, the Chateau of Hougoumont, La Haie 
Sainte, Quatre Bras, &c., wliich, with their 
exciting associations, are as attractive as ever. 

The expense of a party going to Watorloo was 
formerly 27 francs, but this has been reduced to a 
more reasonable price by the spirit of English 
enterprise. Instead of the close v^^Oonte, or lum- 
bering carriage, there are now two English four, 
horse Mail Coaohei, belonging to Messrs. Copper 
and Suffell, which run daily between Brussels and 
Mount St. Jean on the field of Waterloo Fares, 
5 francs there and back 1 1 Ladies in particular 
will find these conreyances by far the meet 
agreeable and unexceptionable, as a iwo-horse 
branch coach conwyi the passengert f^rom the 
village of Motmt St. Jean cusross the field to 
Vougomont, thus obviating all fatigue on a sultry 
day, and inconvenience in unfavourable weather. 
The "Warrior" starts from the Hotel de 
I'Dnivers, at 9 a.m., and the ** Victoria** from 
the Hotel de Saxe, at 10 a.m., calling at the 
Hotel de i'Univers, and both taking up passen- 
gers, a short time after, at the Hotel ** Grande 
Bretagne," on the Place Royale, returahig to 
Brussels hi tfane for the Table d'Hdte. We 
strongly recommend travellers to secure their 
places, for the day they wish to go, immediately 
on their arrival in Brussels, at Sulfell's, No. 17, 
Rue Villa Hermosa, Montague de la Cour; or of 
J. Copper, 23, Esplanade, Port de Namur. 

These convejanees render a visit to Waterloo 
afl^eable and cheap, but as they Interfere with 
the parties who formwly let out vehides for 
Waterloo, these coaches are opposed by Waiters 
and Commiaslonen. We therefore think it 
right to warn our readers, that if they mention 
'* Watertoo," attempts will be made to diasaude 
them from going by the "Mail Coaches," though 
we hope unsuccessfully, as these conveyances are 
Jcddedly the beet, being respectably conducted 



The proprietors of the above conveyances 
having made arrangements with Sergt. Biartin 
Viseur to actompany aH pissengers by the 
said coaches over the field, they are recom- 
mended to paj a franc in aididon to the fiare, 
to indude the services of the above Guide. 
This of course does not ^>ply to passengsrs 
by other conveyances, and It Is therefore 
another advantage of going by the Mail 

Coaohea. 

Travellers wishing to possess a ccmdse and 
authentic history of the celebrated battle, should 
purchase **The Voice from Watwloo,** by tiie late 
Sergeant-major Cotton, to be had at the Waterioo 
Muaeimi, at the foot of the Lion Mount. 

Waterloo is a large and handsome vUlaste. Its 
church is an elegant rotunda, adorned by a neat 
ftt>ntiq>iec^ bearing an inscription, wliidi states 
that the Marquis of Castanaga, governor of the 
Low Countries, laid the first stone of the churdi 
in 1690. The hamlet of Mount St. Jean Is a little 
beyond Waterloo. The French named the battle 
of the 18th June, 1816, after this hamlet, Mont 
St. Jean; the victorious armies^ as it is well 
known, called it after the village of Waterloo. 
Planoends, where the fkrm of La BeUe AlUaoce 
is situated, is still a Httle fiirther on. 

The road firom Brussels to Waterioo lies for 
the greater part through the Forest of Soignles, 
and except the view of the town obtained near 
the village of Ixdles, presents no feature worthy 
of observation. 

Byron, using a poetical license^ desoribea the 

march of the British troops through the forest 

In the fol'owing beautiftil lines :•- 

" Ardennes wsbtss above them her neen leares. 
I>ew7 with natvxe's tear drops, aauktij pssa, 
Orlering, if ought inanimate e'er grieves.

This forest is nine mUei long, and about tight 
broad. 

The village of Waterloo receives ns immedi- 
ately on leaving the forest, but contains noithing 
to attract our attention, (!xcept the elegant littlt 
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church, surmounted by a handsome dome, and 
containing several marble tablets to the memory 
of those who fell hi the contest, and fhe house 
in which the leg of Lord Uxbridge was ampu- 
tated. The spot in the garden in which the 
shattered member was buried, is designated by 
a small monument. In this church are thirty 
tablets and monumaits, melancholy memorials of 
the horrible vicissitudes of war, of its victims the 
English officers who fell on that memorable field.

SOTITHXr. 

It was hi this village that the Duke of Wel- 
lington established his head quarters on the night 
of the 17th of June, 1816. About a mile beyond 
Waterloo we pass through the hamlet of Mount 
St. Jean, and leaving the road to Nivelles on the 
right, we proceed in the direction of Clenapi>e and 
Charleroi, and soon after arrive at the &rm of 
Mount St. Jean, which was immediately in thj 
rearof the centre of the British line. Proceeding 
ftirther on the road to Charleroi, we arrive at 
la Belle-alliance, a flam-house and hamlet situate 
on the opposite ridge, and corresponding with the 
fturm of Mount St. Jean. This is the extent of the 
scene of the tourist's observation; and before 
drawing his attention to the minute localities, we 
proceed to recall to his mind the principal events^ 
of those memorable battles. The campaign of 
1815 was remarkable for its brief duration — it 
lasted but four days ; yet, in that short space of 
time, more than 50,000 human beings were swept 
from the face of the earth by the ruthless 
hand of war. On the 15th of June, the French 
army, commanded by the Emperor Napoleon in 
person, and consisting of about 130,000 men, 
20,000 of whom were the old imperial guards, all 
well equipped, and accompanied by a numerous 
train of artillery, passed the Sambre, and having 
defeated some regiments of Prusslani'. took pos- 
session of CbarleroL a town, at that time, witbonS 



defence. On the 16th, they advanced into the 
plains of Fleurus, where the fate of Belgium has 
thrice been decided, and at Ligny attacked the 
Prussian army, whose commander, Field-Marshal 
Blncher narrowly escaped being taken prisoner, 
he had been thrown from his horse in the midst 
of the action, and surrounded on all sides by the 
pursuing enemy, whose prec^itation alone pre> 
vented their recognizing the marshal's person. 
A momentary repulse of the French by a body of 
Prussian cavalry, afforded Bludier time to be 
extricated firom his perilous situation and 
mounted on a dragoon horse. The French took 
some pieces of artillery and remainpd nutters of 
the field. While these operations were rapid^^ 
earrying on, a strong column of French troops 
advanced towards Quatre-bras, a point of junc- 
tion of four roads, nearly twenty miles firom 
Brussels, on the road to Charleroi, where the 
Prince of Orange was posted with a division com. 
posed partiy of Belgian and partly British troops. 
A warm action took place^ in which the young 
prince displayed the greatest bravery and abittty, 
and the Duke of Brunswick was killed at the 
head of his fiuEQOus black corps, so caDed firom 
wearing a black uniform, out of re^tect to the 
memory of the duke, his father, who was mortally 
wounded at the battie of Jena. During the 
night this division of the troops fell back upon 
Waterloo, to Jofai the Duke of Wellington, oom- 
mander-in-chief of the Anglo. Belgian army, who 
had his head-quarters in that village; his troops 
were posted in firont of the forest of Soignies, in 
an extensive line, covered by entrenchmentSi and 
defended by a numerous trahi of artillery. This 
position occupied a line of about one mile and a 
half in length,- the centre being hi flront of tho 
fiurmhouse of Mount St. Jean; the leftextendtaig 
along the ridge, until the extreme flank reached 
a hamlet caDed Smouken, and a fiurm-house 
named Fftpelotte^ and having in firont the tana of 
La Haye-Sahite, whence a succession of broken 
roads formed a precarious communication w th 
Blucher's position at Wavre; and the right 
stretching along the same heightSi followfaig their 
direction in a semicircular slope backwards, until 
the extreme flank rested on Marle-Braine, where 
it was protected by a ravine. The right of the 
British army, extending along the same «ni. 
nenoe, occupied and protected the rivellea Boad 
trflir as the enclosures of HQ^jucjcKoscckOsoiw. "Via 
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ground In firont of fhe British position doped 
easily down into lower ground, forming a sort of 
▼alley— not a levei plain, but a declivity, varied 
by many gentle sweeps and hollows, as if formed 
oy the course of a river. The ground then 
ascends in the same maimer to a ridge opposite 
to that of Mount 8t Jean, and running parallel 
to it at the distance of twelve or fourteen hundred 
yards. This was the position of the enemy. The 
valley between the two ridges is entirely open 
and unindosed, and on that memorable day bore 
a tall and strong crop of com. But in the centre 
of the valley, about half way between the two 
ridges, and situated considerably to the right of 
the English centre, was the Chiicau de Oou- 
mont, or Hougoumont. This was a gentleman's 
house of the old Flemish architecture, having a 
tower and battlements. It was surrounded on 
one side by a large farm yard, and on the other 
opening to a garden and orchard, and faced by a 
brick wall: the whole encircled by a grove of 
tall trees. This chdteau, with the advantages 
affbrded by its wood and orchard, formed a strong 
poka dappui to the British right wing. The 
cliftteau was occupied by a detachment of the 
guards under Lord Saltoun. The French army 
was fiiU two miles in length, extending along 
fhe opposite ridge, and having La Belle Al- 
liance in the centre of their line. Napoleon 
at this time had about 100,000 men with him; 
the allies about 70,000, exclusive of the Prus- 
sians. Here took place, on the 18th of June, the 
sanguinary battie by which the fkte of Euroi>e 
was decided. It began at eleven o'clock in the 
morning and continued till seven in the evening. 
The boldness and exasperation exhibited by the 
French troops in their repeated attacks have few 
parallels in history; whUst the English received 
each successive shock with the coolest and most 
determined intvq;>idity. The Frendi army was 
preparing to make a last assault, when the Prus- 
sian geiaeraX, Bulow, ^>peared on their flanks, at 
the head of two divisions. A frightful panic then 
spread through the French ranks, and Bona- 
parte, abandoned by fortune, whose idol he had 
so often seemed, was hurried from the field by 
the impetuous torrent of fugitives. All the 
French artillery, a great part of the baggage, and 
even the private carriage of Napoleon, fell into 
the hands of the victors. This victory, however, 
»M» dear^ir purchased. The loss to the victors 



was great indeed. Beside the Oenerals FIctoft 
and Ponsonby, the loss of the British and Hano* 
Terians on the 16th and 18th, amounted to not 
less than 13,000 men and 760 ofAoers, the flower 
of the army, of whom more than two-thirds Mi 
at Waterloo; the total loss of the Prussians, fkmn 
the commencement of the campaign, to iMt- 
second triumphant entry into Paris, has beoA 
offldaUy stoted at 38,000; but that of the Frenoli 
almost exceed belief. They began the day 
between 156,000 to 160,000 strong ; and flMna 
thefar own account the wreck of the army when 
it was collected together did not amount to 60,000 
men. Who can tliink of this work of human 
destruction without a thrill of horror at the 
dreadful havec of modem warfkre, or what man 
would hesitate to adopt the christian principles 
of peace and good wUl, with the view <tf averting 
such inhuman conflicts as these scenes haive 
witnessed, or of which these plains were the 
theatre. From that moment the village of 
Waterloo became an object of interesting curi*. 
osity to travellers of all nations* but above aM 
to the English, who contemplate, vdth a melan* 
choly pride, fields which have been moistened 
with the life-springs of so many of their fellow 
oountrymen. 

Having briefly traced the momentous events 
that will long continue to impart a powwttd 
interest to the plains of Waterloo, we proceed to 
point out sudi particular land-martES as may 
serve to give the tourist a correct Idea of the 
positions taken by the contending armies during 
the contest, and, with the assistance of a few 
detaQs, enable him to ascertain the precise spot 
of many heroic deeds. For this piupos^ it is 
necessary to retrace our steps. In order to c<»n- 
mence with the Forest of Soignies. The forest 
presents itself at a mile and three-quarters from 
the village, and after di^layhig all the nu^estio 
grandeur of sylvan scenery, disappears a littla . 
beyond Waterloo. The principal road through 
the vrood to this village is of great length and 
extreme regularity; but the unvarying, uniform 
appearance of the trees which fringe it, give a 
sombre u^ect to the route. The forest, which 
is about seven miles and a half in breadth, and 
nine miles in length, contains many defiles, and 
Is interq>ersed with lakes, valeii, brooks, hamlet% 
and cultivated plains. Great quantities of oak 
were felled by command of Bonaparte^ in order 
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to mipply the dock-yards at Anistordam; but f 
fbe forest still abounds in Ane tbnber, and a 
thousand acres of it, which belong to the Duke 
of Wellington, are said to yield a revenue of 
fbrty francs an acre. The proximity of this 
fanniense mass of wood to Brussels, renders the 
city somewhat damp and cold when the wind 
blows from that quarter; ou the other hand, 
from its great attractive powers, thunder-clouds 
frequently dis<diarge themselves there, which 
might otherwise carry heavy storms into the 
town. Nearly at the extremity of the forest, and 
about ten mUes from Brussels stands Waterloo, 
as before-mentioned. 

Mount St. Jj£A5— Tliis hamlet, which, as 
before-mentioned, is mwe than a mile from 
Waterloo, at a place wbeie the road divide* faito 
two branches, of which that on the left leads to 
0«nappe, and that on the right to Nivelles, must 
not be confounded by the tourist with the farm- 
house of Mount St. Jean, half a mile in advance 
of the village, on the road to the farm of La 
Baye Sainte, which was in the immediate rear 
of the British position. From this farm an easy 
ascent leads to the ridge which formed tke Mne 
of occupation of the British army. Near the centre 
of this ridge stood the Wellington tree, so caHed in 
•consequence of the duke having taken Us station 
there during a gretft part of the 18th. This tree 
was cut down and sold in 1821. In front is a 
little TaUey, irregularly formed, with numerous 
genfle windings and hollows, and varying in 
breadth from a quarter to half a mile. Thb was 
the scene of the murderous conflict. The op- 
posite ridges, running parallel to Mount St. Jean, 
were occupied by the French. A stupendous 
triumphal mound of a conical shape, surmounted 
by a oolossal Belgic lion in bronze, was con- 
structed at the expense of the Netherlands 
government on the plains of St. Jean. The base 
of the monument is a hundred and dxty yards 
in diameter, and the height of the whole nearly 
fifty yards. 

La Haye Sainte. — This is the name of a large 
farm-house on the road from Mount St. Jean to 
La Belle Alliance, and about a mile from the 
former place, on the Genappe road. It was in 
the left centre of the British position, and a little 
la advance of Wellington's tree. In the imme- 
diate vicinity of this house, whidi recdved roudi 
li^ury in all directions, and eepsdaJly in what 



forms the back pa^t of the building, a dreadfti. 
carnage took place between the combe tanta. It 
was taken by the French army on the day, and 
maintained by them until nearly the end of tha 
batUe. On the side of the building towards the 
road a monument has been erected to the me- 
mory of some officers of the 2nd German Legion, 
who fell in the onslaught; and at a littie distance, 
on the opposite side of the road, is a hollow way, 
where 4,000 men and a great number of horses 
were buried in one common grave. Near this 
spot fell Sir Thomas Picton, leading a galknt. 
charge on the Frmch cuirassiers. 

Baugoumont The large farm-house or chi- 

teau so caDed was fiercely contested. It is 
situated on the right of La Haye Sainte from 
Waterloo, at the distance of about a mile from 
the former place. The British had possession of 
the house and gardens, and fought with a des- 
perate courage to maint^n it; while the French, 
led on by Jerome Boni^tarte, who, though 
wounded in the arm, still kqpt the ficli, made 
equal eflforts to expel them, aware that, if they 
became masters of the place, the whole of the 
British lines would be exposed to thtdr fire. It 
was, in fact, the key-stone of the British position. 
The garden was protected on three sides by a 
strong wall, which served oar troops as a breast- 
work, and from behind which they aimed at the 
assailants with deadly certainty ; the unprotected 
part commanded a view of Lord Wellington's 
podtion on the heights, bi vain the enemy made 
repeated attempts to scale the garden wall from 
the adjoining orchard, and though they thrice 
entered the gates of Hougoumont, they were as 
often repulsed, and driven out with severe ices* 
At length, after a destructive fire of artillery, and 
the most firightfUl carnage, the French succeeded 
in setting the place on fire, and great numbers of . 
killed and wounded on both sides were buried in 
the ruins. The place was entirely destroyed} 
with the exception of the chapel and an out- 
house, which escapod almost uninjured. Bfany 
of the surrounding trees were severed in two, 
while others were completely perforated with 
balls. A large but rudely-carved figure of the 
Saviour is placed over the altar hi the chapel, 
which is very small, and by no means curious. 

La Belle illUanee.— A small fiurm-house, so 
called, and serving as an inn of the humblest 
kind, is situated about three-quarters of a miks

It was here that the Duke of WeUington and 

Prince Blucher met on the evening of the day of 

battle. Having embraced fai the most affectionate 

manner, the duke retired on his position, and 

Blucher went in pursuit of the flying enemy. 

Bonaparte posted his favourite guard inAront 

of this place, and never approached in person 

nearer to La Haye Safaitethan the hoDow part of 

tiie ground betweon that place and La Belle 

Alliance and the main road. The Prussians 

have erected a monument in iron near this spot' 

to commemorate the success of their army. 

Ma RLE BaAiNB. — This small place is on the 
right of the village of Mount St. Jean, and 
about a mile from it. The British reserve on 
the right, commanded by Major-General Hum- 
ber, was posted on this part of the field; 
but no event occurred to render the spot 
memorable. 

The ground where the battle was fought pro- 
duced the best crops in Belgium for many years 
after the sanguinary event. Over the n^sK where 
lay mouldering hi ashes the broken fhtgments of 
humanity, sacrificed at the shrhie of cruel, re- 
morseless war, the green com of spring waved 
luxuriantly, and in sununer time shot forth its 
golden ear ftiU of grain, nurtured by the dust of 
friend and fbe, who, but for the ftiry of war, 
might have slept peaceably in consecrated earth, 
beneath the green sward of the village church, 
yard, and appeared before the God of Peace, 
undefiled with blood. 

" Bat where I ttood, beneath the fresh gteen tree.

Days^ weeks, and months 
rolled by; his money was all gone. Van Oyck's 
passioa being now cilmed, and hfs re ourees 
exhausted, he found that his interests and fame 
called bim to Rome; but what was be to do, not 
having a florin to brin^ him there 7 Happily his 
courage sustained him. He presented himself to 
the cur6, and propostd to paint an altar piece for 
Ms ehurch. The fcuhject was agreed on, and the 
price fixed at lOJ florin.-*. The pninting was 
finished in five day«. Van Dyck hlmstlf and bia 
hoise served as models for the horse and saint, 
and the beadle of tbe church for the poor man.

Mom (Hotel: de la Couronne, the beBt% 
thirty»elght milea flrom Brussels, is a large and 
fbrtifled town, the chief town nf the proTinoe of 
Uaiiutult. Population, 31,000. The river Trouille 
divides it into two parts, and Is partly overlooked 
by the mound of the Panina. It is said that 
Julius Caesar built a cast.e here, which, taking 
the name of Caeirum Cnsaris, formed the be- 
ginning of the town of Mons — destroyed by the 
barbarians in th3 fifth century. AIberi<^ Count 
of Hainault, repaired the remains of the town, 
and surrounded it with walls. In 804^ Charle- 
msgne formetl it into the capital of a province. 
Mons atler this became the scene of many 
troubles. Under the reign of Charles V. it had 
its greatest degree of prosperity; the manufac- 
tures of cloth and serge were carried on to a 
great extent. Iron was wrought here to great 
advantage, and the beauty of the chasing in their 
jewellery excited the admiration of strangers. 
0nder the French Republic, Mons became the 
department of Jemmapes. The fortifications, 
retuilt in 1816 upon a new plan, are preserved 
witii much care. The streets are steep, but wide, 
dean, and in good repair. The monimients and 
euriositiai are numerous, and worthy of attention. 

Mons was the natal town of Orlando Lassus, 
the celebrated musician of the sixteenth century. 
Ten miles south of Mons, within the French ter- 
ritories, is the spot where was fought the san- 
guinary battie of Malplaquet, at which the Duke 
of Marlborough and Prlnco Eugene conquered 
the French, and lost on the battle field 20,000 men. 

Mons has a communication with the Scheldt 
by the Canal de Cond^ ; and also, by railway, with 
Jurbise, Ath, Toumai, Lille, and Calais. 

-Mons also possesses manufactures of gloves, 
leather, and cutiery, and several tan-yards and 
bleaching grounds. The principal buildings are 
the Ca^tie, the Hdtel de Ville, and the Church of 
St. Waudru, which is said to be built on the site 
of Caesar's Castie. The altar deserves attention. 
There is also a Theatre, a Public Library, a 
College, and a Foundling Hospital. Mons was

Church of St. Waudnt-iB said to be the finest 
in Belgium. It was founded fai 1460, on the site 
of another church burnt in 1169. More iIm« a 
century elapsed ere the works were finished. The 
nave is a masterpiece of boldness, elegance, and 
lightness; the numerous columns whidi adorn 
It and form innumerable Gothic arches at the 
top, compose a most delightful whole. Sgace

St. Nicholas, in Havre^ Is noted for the severe 
and imposing aspect of the interior. It possesses 
some fine carving in wood. From the tower of 
the belfry a magnificent view of the surrounding 
country is obtained. 

The Pu^Ite JDi&rory is open every day : it con- 
tains 13,000 volimies, and about 300 manuscripts. 

Hdta de ViUe is a Gothic edifice, erected in 
the year 1440. It contains nothing cemarkableb 
but Is the chief ornament of the Oraiid Square. 

The Palaii de Justice and Ifttfeifm will well 
repay a viidt. 

At Mons a branch rallwaj ensures a direct 
communication from Paris to Cbarlerol, Namnr, 
and Cologne. This route avoids the detour to 
Braine-le-Comte. On leaving Mona^ (be railway 
crosses the river TrouHle, and passes not very fiur 
from the Canal de Condi and the Mitices of St. 
Ghlslain; after which it reaches Jeianmapes Sta* 
tion.

The village of Quaregnon Is passed 
after leaving Jemmapes, near to which are seen 
the ruins of the ancient tower, known by the 
name of the High Court. The railroad here 
takes a considerable bend, and shortly after runt 
Into the straight line, which continues to the 
firontier. The country on each side is in high 
cultivation, and adorned with many beautlAU 
country houses. The station of 

St. GH1SLA.TN is next readied, the church of 
which is on the right. On the left are the magni- 
ficent establishments of Homu, established by 
the late Mad. Degorges Legrand. St. Ghislain 
is a very ancient town ; population, 3,600. The 
surrounding country very much resembles the 
neighbourhood of Manchester and Bolton. 

Boussu is the next station; it is the chief 
place of a canton ; population, 3,600. The di&teau 
of the Count de Caraman, at present the pro- 
perty of the Count de NedoneheUes, Is here 
situated. This architectural wonder should be 
seen by the tourist; there are many remarkable 
traditions connected with it. The station has 
been erected in a part of the magnificent park,

Leaving the Mens Ballway on the right, the 
station of Ecaudnes is lAiortly arrived at; it Is re- 
nowned for its valuable quarries of Uue Ume stone.- 
After leaving the station a fine viaduct of nine 
arches is passed. The diurdi of the village of 
Harch6-les-Ecausine8 contains some cxoeedingty 
curious tombs. Passing through a countiy pos- 
sessing no remarkable features, the station o' 
Manage is next reached. The Junction of Mobs 
and Manage lines takes place here. On the 
left lies Seneffe, remarkable as the q»ot where 
^Uliam III., Prince of Orange, in 1674, fought 
the old warrior, Conde, on which occasion 
27,000 were killed. There is at the latter 
place a magnificent di&teau, endosed by a re- 
markable park. Leaving Manage the scenery 
becomes more varied : interesting works of ait 
are numerous. Travenring the tunnd of Godar- 
ville, the ndhroad takes a course, the vrlndfaigs 
and turnings of which it is impossible to desoribe 
— ^now turning to the left, now to the right— now

On quittliig Goasdies, the nflroctd tra- 
vcnes a rich and beautify country, cutting 
through MTnral beds of coal, and paadng Sumet^ 
situated in a most pioturesque nuumer at the 
base of a little hill ; the Abbey of Sart-le-Moine 
is here situated. It contains a rich altar-piece of 
wood sculptiure. Fasshig the village of Roux, at 
which there is a station, the road traverses a rich 
open country, in the midst of whidi are the 
manufacturing districts of Charleroi, and shortly 
reaches the station of Marchiennes-an-Pdnt, the 
junction with the Sambre and Mouse Hallway, 26 
miles of which are now open. Other branches 
wlU be opened on the 1st of July, 1863, and the 
main line is to be completed on 1st May, 1864 (see 
Introduction, p. zv). Here the Brussels and Char- 
IwiA canals Join the Meuse. The river Sambre is 
here met with, and between this station and Namur 
the railroad crosses it no less than sixteen times* 
The railroad here crosses it on a beautiful bridge. 
On the right, after leaving Biarchiennes, the 
gigantic establishments of Moncean Fonteine are 
seen; at the distance of aleague and a half firom 
these, the ruins of the Abbey of Alne are situated 
—the traveller should visit these. Crossing the 
river Heur^ which effects its confluence imme- 
diately after with the Sambre, the coal works of 
Lodelmsart are passed on the left, and the town 
of La Providence, — here the manufacture of iron 
is carried on to a large extent. The stranger 
should not think of quitting the neighbourhood 
without visiting some of these Cyclopean caves, 
which cast into shade the Vulcanian smiths of 
Etna, and all the mythological fictions of the 
ancients. Approaching Charleroi, the fortiflca- 
tions of which are seen through the trees by 
which they are shaded, the station situated hi 
the lower town and near the place is arrived at. 

Charleroi.— Inns 

Hotel Payt Bas, the bsrt 

Has not more than 6,000 inhabitants, and is of 
Uctle consequence, the fortifications having 
prevented its becoming what it otherwise would 
have been— one of the most fiom-isiiing towns 
on the Continent; it has a population of 
80)500, and presents a scene of extraordinary 
acttvily. The Charleroi coal-field is the most 
extensive in Belgium, giving employment to 
j^fi^ mlnen^ and yielding annually 2^000,000 



tons of coal ; the glass trade it also carried on to 
a very great extent, and those numerous and ex- 
tensive iron workfl^ v^ch derive their supidies of 
iron ore firom the Sambre and Meuse district- 
one of the most picturesque and interesting 
countries in Bdgium, but, with the exception o« 
a few eminent geologists, totally imknown to 
tiravellers. It extends about forty miles south of 
Charleroi to the fVench Ardennes. The Sambre 
and Meuse Railway, which commences at Mar- 
ohiennes-an-Pont, about a mile firom Charleroi, 
win shortly traverse it in its entire length, 
terminating on the Meuse, near Givet. 

Th> Sambbb aho BIkusb Railway Bbahchks. 

The Samlnre and Meuse present attractive fea- 
I tnres to the lovers of angling, the trout of the 
: formerand craw-fish of the latter being abundant 
', and excellent. Bridges q;»an both the rivers here. 

At two leagues' distance firom Charleroi, in the 
picturesque valley of the Sambre, are tlM ruins 
of the Abbaye d'Alne, the most ancient monas- 
j tery perhaps in Europe, built in the year 656. 
• The railway crosses the river Sambre many 
times between Charleroi and Namur. Thesoenery 
is most charming. At Charleroi the Une branches 
off, and leads to Walcourt, and having oflUioots 
to Laneffe, Moriahne, and Florenne. 

Shortiy after leaving the station, the village of 
Couillet, renowned for its metallurgic establish- 
ments, is passed; then Montignysur-Sambre, the 
factories of wliich give employment to many 
workmen. Crossing the Sambre, the elevated 
chimneys of Chatelineau are observable^ at the 
station of which town the traveller shortiy 
arrives. The town is celebrated for its earthen, 
ware, whidi is in high estimation. Leaving 
Chatelineau the traveller passes the beautifol 
chfiteau of BeauUeu, the gardens of which are 
much spoiled by the railway, and shortly arrives 
at the station of Farciennes, which has been 
literally cut in two by the railway paadng through 
it. Farciennes Is a pretty village of 1,500 inha« 
bitants. Passing through a country rich, varied, 
and»interesting, llie station of Tamines is next 
arrived at, a village of little importance,— thai 
that of Auvelais, a pretty village, possesshig no- 
thing to interest the tourist Crossing the 
Samlnre for the seventh time ^ce leaving Mar- 
dilennes, immediately after leaving Auvelais^ the 
railroad enters vast cuttings, made in enormous 
banks of schistosi. curiously disposed. PMsfaif 
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ttie haxnlet of Grand Bote, and a^in crossing the 
Sambre^ deep cuttings are entered, on emerging 
Dronifliich are seen richly dad meadows, through 
which meanders the Sambre. Oo the right is 
•een the steeple of the chuisdi of Ham-sur- 
Samlnre, and on the left that of Lemmepe. The 
next station of Moustier is then seen, and further 
ontotheleftMornsmerit; then a cutting, then 
agafai the Sambre, and always the Sambre, which 
recedes^ approaching and imdulating like a 
sexpent, unfolds amorously the green hills, then 
TCtfres^ co<iuette as she is, to wander about in a 
fhoosand circuits, where the eye in vain strives 
to follow her. 

The railroad next passes through a lovely wood, 
mronnded by forests ; on the right, as far as the 
^ye can reach, rise a succession of hUls, entirely 
wooded, which lower insensibly, and terminate 
In firont of us by a slight elevation, in which is 
dtoated the village of Franccres ; on the left are 
the park and ch&teau of Loye, and looking across 
the viaduct the traveller may perceive the mag- 
*»ificent buildings of the Abbey of Floreffe, 
situated midway on the side of a hill higher than 
all those we have hitherto seen, and bristled here 
and there with the points of rocks, which cut off 
by their acidity the vigorous vegetation which 
•urrounds them on all sides. 

Floreffe station gives evidence, in the immense 
church and the beauty of its abbey, of the im- 
portance anciently attached to it by the Counts 
of Namur. It has 1,600 inhabitants. Crossing 
the Sambre three times after leaving Floreffe, the 
railroad passes Malenne, a celebrated abbey, the 
beautiful steeple of which, erected in 1651, is seen 
between two hills towards the right. Passing 
through a country somewhat varied and inte- 
resting, the Sambre, in following the course of 
the railroad describes innumerable curves and 
turnings, and crossing a fine viaduct, reaches the 
station in Namur, situated outside the Forte-de- 
Fer, which leads to Louvain. 

Namar.— Hotels : 
Hdtel d'Harscamp, highly recommended. 
Hdtel Belle Vne. 

The capital of the province of Namur, at tlie 
eofiflnx of the Sambre and the Mouse, a well-buQt 
Bity, vrith wi^e and dean streets. It con- 
tains a population of 22,300, who are chiefly 
•mployed in the cutlery business. It is defended 
by a dtadel, built on the summit of a craggy 

H 



rock. Here are ezteosive m«2iuf!EU»ures of fire- 
arms, swords, knives^ scissors, and other artidea 
of iron, copper, and brass. Quantities of kather, 
paper, thread, and tobacco are also prepared here. 
Namur has often changed masters, and is noted 
for the many sieges which it has sustained. Tt is 
the strongest fortress in Belgium. Namur, owing 
to the destruction inflicted on its monuments and 
structures during its numerous sieges, bombard, 
ments, &c., has now but few ot^Jects of interest 
to enlist the traveller's notice. Among the few 
still remaining is the 

Cathedral of St, AubiUf an degant modern 
building, in the Corinthian order, having a 
portico supported by twenty-five columns (the 
capitals of which are elaborately ornamented) 
and surmoimted by statues in white marble. 
In the interior will be observed some fine 
paintings by Rubens, and some remarkable 
monuments. On the right of the altar is a monu- 
ment to the Bishop PIsanL Here also is the 
mausoleum of Don John of Austria, the victor oi 
Lepanto. The pulpit erected in 1848, trom a plan 
by M. Geerts, deserves notice. The figures sculp- 
tured on it are very fine. 

The Church of St. Loup, or the Jesuit's Ghurdi 
is also a fine specimen of the ornamental style of 
architecture. The roof is constructed of the stone 
of St. Hubert, brought firom the Ardennes, in the 
neighbourhood of Marche; and the wood of the 
confessionals is curiously and elaborately carved. 

The Ctt&teau, remarkaBle for its siege of 
two years, from 1266 to 1268. The Govern, 
ment House was formerly the Bishop's Palaoe, 
built in 1725, by an Englishman named Stride- 
land, who was bishop of the diocese. The 
Citadel and Ramparts, built on one of the 
mountadns overhanging the town, command 
varied and extensive views over the fertile 
country watered by the Mouse. The town also 
contains several hospitals (the prindpal of which 
is that founded by the Countess of Harschamp, 
in 1812, for aged destitute persons of both sexes) 
a Public Library, an Athenseum, and a Theatre. 
In the neighbourhood of the town are iyim pj ase 
quarries of firee and lime stone, and also of black 
red, and grey marble, susceptible of a very high 
polish. 

In addition to working these quarries the in. 
habitants of Namur are employed in the manu. 
facture of cutlery, fire-«nns» paper, glue^ osHa 
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The village owes the first part of its name to 
its situation on the confines of the andent dis- 
trict of Namur {Marchy frontier limit), and the 
latter part, refer to the foimdatLon of the Abbey, 
which still attracts a number of visitors to 
Marche-les-Dames. An affecting tradition con- 
nects its origin witu the first crusade. When in 
the reign of Albert III. the Namur crusaders set 
out for the Holy Land, such of their wives as were 
unable to follow them, assembled in the rustic 
and lonely valley, of which the industry now 
established t'lere has not entirely destroyed the 
charms; they raised a modest chapel, in which, 
prayhig for the deliverance of the Holy Sepulchre, 
they waited for the return of their husbands. 
But out of the many warriors who had been to 
seek for glory on the burning plains of Palestine, 
Tery few, indeed, ever regained the green hills of 
fheir native land. When the crusaders who had 
escaped death returned to the banks of the Mouse, 
desolation reigned in the Valley of Notre Dame 
due Vivier, as it was then called. Most of those 
wives learned that they were widows, and resolved 
to end their days in the retreat which they had 
chosen, and young girls, whom the war had 
made fatherless. Joined them. An abbey was 
founded there, which, in three centuries after- 
wards, adopted the rule of St. Bernard. 

Opposite here, on the right bank of the river, 
Is the ch&teau of Brumagne, in a shady park ; 
«nd on the left bank, at a small distance, is the 
furnace of Hainiai. A little further on, as we 
enter the village of Namdche, against the extreme 
point of a rocky chasm, we see a modem little 
chapel, almost buried iMhind tlie embankment of 
the railway. It is dedicated to St. Roch, and haa^ 
above its door, the following ohonograny :—

TMs church was erected at the cessation of the 
cholera in 1833, which ravaged Namgche with 
great violence. 

Above Nam&che, on the opposite bank, on the

Nambohb Station. — ^Beyond N«m8<die,ft short 
dtetance from the village, the extreme point of 
an elevation which skirts the railway presents 
the exact image of a grotesque human figure. 
The artist, in drawing it, has not made the least 
alteration, nor the slightest addition. He has 
merely copied the fantastic profile which offered 
itself to his view, and which vanished from bis 
sight, when he only met with a capricious assem- 
blage of shapeless stones which the railway out- 
tings have exposed to view. 

SCZ.AIONEADX Station is a small village depend- 
ing on the village of Veain. Amidst the buiidings, 
whose redish waUs contrast with the grey tints 
the of overhanging rocks, appears a lead manu- 
factory. The village on the opposite bank, that 
reflects itself on the waters of the Meus^ is no 
other than Sdayn, situated in the centre «t a 
basin, whose collective prospect presents one of 
the most agreeable sights on the line between 
Namur and Huy. 

The railway, after bdng for a pretty consider- 
able time coniired between rocks and the rirn^ 
crosses a first tunnel, two hundred and thirty-five 
metres long, pierced through the rock, and leading 
at once to the beautiful and extensive basin of 
Andennes. In the first place^ on the right of the 
railway, a oharmlng castle, in the style of the 
fifteenth century, reflects forth on the blue arch 
of heaven the elegant architecture of its battle- 
ments and turrets. It is the castie of Seillefl^ and, 
though lately erected, it i^peara as if the barona 
of the country had held their court for agea 
witiiin its feudal precincts. The Roman towery 
which appears on the left, belongs to the diurch 
cf Seilles. In the private dispel of the andent 
Lords is a tomb, a real woi^ of art, sacred to 
Michael de Warisoulx and his wifiB Jeanne de 
Crehen. 

An DEifNBS Station. — ^An important town on the 
right bank of the river. A bridge is now construct- 
ing for uniting the two banks, and ensuring to the 
town all the advantages which the ndhray affords. 
The population is 6,000, of whidi a large number

walls and vast slate roof, the lordly residence of ' 
Moisnil. Lower down, and occupying the bottom 
of the valley, appear the gigantic rocks of Samp, 
son, opposing a seemingly irresistible bairier to 
the river ; on the highest block are the ruins of 
the cafctie of Sampson. 



and iron mines, whidi the town and its vicinity 
possess. Andennes is indebted to the odebrated 
Cockerill for the establishment of a vast paper 
manufactory, wtiich is now no longer the only 
one there that affords a profitable employment 
to a considorablo number of workmen. \&^^vm^ 
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Andennei and Bas-Oha the raQway, passing 
through the provhice of Li^ge, crosses the Tillage 
of Java, renowned for its orchards and vineyards, 
which are the mort produciiye in the country. 

On the right bank, the hilis, whidi had receded 
as if to Allow the villages of Gives and Ben to 
extend in the plain, again draw nearer to the 
river, and on the ahry top of the rodu are seen 
the imposing ruins of the castle of Beciifort. 

On the left bank, near Huy, the church, buUt 
on the hill, the slope of which stops the railway, 
is that of Static, one of the seven suburbs of 
the town. Just before erostdng the M^haigne 
which served as a line of defence at the close 
of the 17th century agidnst the armies sent to 
raise the siege of Namur, and before entering 
the tunnel, which ends at the station of Huy— 
quite at the end of the charmhig landscape, 
formed by the lleuse and the hills, partly green 
and partly barren, which enclose and command 
it— one discovers the vast bastions of the citadel, 
suspended like an eagle's nest on the brow of a 
rock. 

Hut Station, half way between Namur and 
Li%e,has, from its £?tuation as' well as its impor. 
tance, been selected for the central station of this 
line. Nothing ca nbe more striking than the pros- 
pect which rises, as it were, to the view, when, after 
the subterraneous darkness of the long tunnel of 
Statte, one finds oae's-eelf suddenly under the 
blue vault, reflected by the Meuse, between the 
steep heights of the left bflnk, all covered with 
vineyards, and the woody hills on the right bank, 
under the shelter of which the toWn lies, and 
over which peer; amidst the houses which they 
command, the lofty i-pck, crowned by the dtadel, 
the Gothic Collegiate Church, under the invoca- 
tion of Notre Dame, and the tapering *phni of its 
church, dedicated to St. Peter. 

Uuy is divided by the Meuse into two parts, one 
on the right bank, in Condroz, the other in Hes- 
baye. The town is so confined between the hUls 
that overhang it, that the streets i^pear crushed 
by them. Under the government of the Prince 
Bishop of Liege it contained only 5,000 inhabi- 
tants, but could boast of 15 churches and a con- 
siderable number of abbeys and convents. The 
ruins of the cnreatest purt of the religious build- 
ingSy a few m'^numents entirely preserved, and a 
quantity of curious constructions of a more or 
dJttJOit epoch, will long afford a plentiful

The Bridge was bnilt in 1294, and cost %<U$ 
livres. The ardies, seven in nnmber, are 
metres above the level of the bed of tiie 
The far-fkmed rose of the Collegiate Chmdh-ij 
adorns the interior fit^ade of the buildlni^ 
finest monument of the second pointed aljlij 
Belgium. 

The Brass Basin of the fonntidn on the 
Place is ornamented with curiously worked ! 
figures, presumed to be satirical allusions to J 
tain convents in the neighbourhood. 

The Citadel was built in ISlT^n.the 
occupied by the old castie, destroy^ hgr 
Dutch hi 1717. It commands at the same tlii^ 
the town and the courses of the Meuse mwj 
Hoyoux— the latter a small rapid river whidi 
crosses the right bank quarter of the town, and 
falls into the river at the very foot of the r j<^ 
crowned by the bastions of the fortress. 

We should be guilty of a gpreat oversight did 
we not invite the tourist to spend a few hours is 
rambling through the deep and narrow Taney, 
watered by the limpid waters of the Hoyooz. Its 
rapid course gives impulse to a number of manw -■ 
factories, whose presence adds to the picturesqiMk | 
ness of the landscape. From Huy to

From the station the railway, in its 
tion towards Liige, regains, by a considerahlt 
curve, the bank of the Meuse. Here one en^Joyt

^middle of it, and the rode of Fort, wliich over. 
' hangs it, and whose greyish mass detaches itself 
on the rerdant ground of the sorroundbg heights. 
The long drain wldch crowns the right barrier is 
saddenly interrupted by the ste^ rode that shd- 
ters the town, and in front of which the fertile 
basin unfolds itself, in which. In the first place, 
appears the pretty village of Tihange. 

The railway, after coming near the old road 
flrom Namur to Liege, which from the right bank 
has passed to the left, runs by the blackened 
buildings of a sine manufactory, whidi douds of 
dust and smoke envdope in a constant fog. It 
orosses the tunnd of Loyable, cut in the rodcy 
height, which on that side bounds the vaUey of 
BEuy, and arrives in a vast basin, to which the 
freen carpet of the meadows, the varied mosaic 
work of cultivated land, and the shade of the 
■uceeeding orchards and tuftr of trees, give a 
most rural aspect. The village of Ampshi, seen 
on the left, with its diurch, the steeple of whidi 
■hews on the gpreyish ground of a calcareous 
rock, is crossed by the stream of Be ode. At the 
right of the railway, on the banks of the Mouse, 
rises the Castle of Ampsin, consisting of three 
buildings, the most extersive of which is flanked 
by a square tower, surmounted by a Bdvedere. 
It is bunt in the water, and is entirely isolated, 
and communicates with the inner court by a large 
bridge. Opposite the Castle of Ampsin is the 
Castle of Neuville, a superb construction in the 
modem style, consisting of a double building 
with two wings, terminated by two pavilions, the 
dome- shaped roof of which is surmounted by two 
lanterns. The banks of theriver are embellished 
by the gardens of both residences. 

Amat Station is a league beyond Ampsin, and 
to the first intermediate station between Huy and 
Liege. The station, built along a park, enclosing a 
handsome country-house, presents the most de- 
lightful aspect. The vUlage lies at the foot of the 
hills which tend to draw near the Meuse. The 
Gothic collegiate, with its three aisles, presents a 
considerable building to the view. Beyond the 
ooUegiate a steep rock serves as a pedestal, as it 
were, to asmall ohusch dedicated to St. Catherine, 
but commonly known by the name of St. Pompey. 
At the loftiest top of the neighbouring heights^ and 
hcirionie lardi trees, whose dark brandief appear 
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Ake blade lace on the osiire of the liky, a windmID 
merrfly turns its sails, exposed to all the wfaids off 
heaven. It is the only windmill to be seen en 
the line, and looks like a tmhan sentry of andemt 
industry, in the confines of a valley where modem 
industry rules with absolute sway. An excellent 
kind of plum is produced there^ whidi, when 
dr'ed, is supplied to trade. The vine is culti- 
vated with success : the Amay wineis the best in 
the country. 

A short distance beyond Amay the railway, 
leaving the basin where it deviated from the 
Meuse, again approadies the river, going the old 
highway, whidi is crossed near Ampsin, and 
which it meets once more to the left of the naiw 
row bank, bordered by a long diain of formidable 
rocks of various tints. It next crosses the village 
of Fldne, at the extremity of which appears the 
celebrated abbey, the site of which is undoubtedly 
one of the most remarkable in the Journey. 

On the right bank between tha river and the 
hills, undulating on the horizon, one peredvee 
the village of Ombret, then the castle and burgh 
of Hermalle, of whidi the triple central building, 
with the two towers ov«r the eastern fk^e, and 
the two square pavilions erected before the gar- 
den, forms an ensemble by no means destitute of 
grandeur. 

The rocks by the side of the ridlway continue 
to appear as far as la Mallieue, a small villagei 
whose thatched houses, picturesquely grouped at 
the foot of the heights, contrast, in their rustic 
and ruinous aspect, with the recer t constructions 
of the neighbouring sine manufactory. The 
line next follows a huge embankment, which rune 
along the river nearly as fur as the works of the 
Nouvelle Moutagne. This important zinc estab- 
lishment, of whidi the vast work-shops extend 
along the Meuse, fiEtces on the opposite bank a 
few slate-roofed brick buildings, forming a d^en- 
dency of the village of Clermont. As it draws 
near the Nouvelle Montague, the railway onoe 
more crosses the old road, passing to the right of 
the zinc works, whilst the line itself, passing to 
the left, deviates from the river by a curve traced 
between two embankments^ whldi are too high 
to allow us a sight of the village of Engis and 
the neighbouring plantations. 

Eireis Station presents^ on the side towards llM 
Meuse, a rathv rapid dope^ in a southern dlreo- 
tion, a most tkvonrable situation for the onltiTft- 
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^orcSiMed liii royal co-proprietors portton, and 
ihos became sole proprietor of tHe establbhment. 
It is now worked by a company formed in 1842. 
«ifter the death of its founde'*, which toik pla e 
at Warsaw, where n» stopped daring^ one of the 
^stant ezcumions which his intelligent actirity 
induced h'm to make erery n «w and then, with 
the view nf stimulating the indmtiy of nations, 
and opening to them new sources of wealth and 
prosperity. The ar'^a occupied by the Sprung 
works amounts to one hundred and forty>two 
acres. They contain rich co il-pits furnaces, an 
iron manufactory, and a number of workshops, 
three of which, one for boilers, another for loco- 
motives, and the third for steam engine?, prope -ly 
BO callei, are of immense extent. All the appli- 
cations of iron are made in the same establish- 
ment. It enters in the sta e of ore, and comei> 
forth transformed into mighty engines Twenty- 
six steam engines, equivalent to nin" hundi ed and 
nineteen horse power, are unceasingly adding to 
the labour of a whole popuUtion of workmen, 
■ometiioes amounting to four thou^nd. 

In the evening, when the shades descend, the 
q>ectacle wliich presents itself to the traveller's 
riew, on the way from beraing ti Ougr6e is 
indescribably roarniflcent Glimmering lights 
tremble in the air, on the tups of the • hi(nc>e>8. 
rising like as many light.hou>es on the bank* of 
the Meuse: raging fl ira. s reflecting all (he co ours 
of the rainbow, wlii'-lwinds of scarlet vapour, 
fpangled with white sparks, burst on every side 
from the furnaces and workshops like so many 
orators in eruption. This vast bUze does not 
cause the slightest altrm to the surrounding 
villages, which it illuminates with its reflection 
the inhabitants of the coimtry are mo 1 aw-re 
that it is the breath of industry that excites it, 
and rejoice at its intensity and duration, as a 
certain guardmtee of Inbour and p osperity. 

OuoRKK is a village containing a population of 
1,600 kihabitants; it is i>ituated on the left of the 
raixW4j. On the rignt are two country bouses 
aorrounded wi h plantations. The tunnel near 
the atation parses through the establishment of 
ftiriiaoet, on a length of one hundred and thirty- 
Ave metres. 

Scarcely his the liue pas^e I through the tun- 
nel when one discovers at tha left the Castle of 
Ougr^. It consists of a square building, flanked 
by four torreti^ covered in a pavilion styles and 



sormoimted by aereral lantanu. The railwaj 
next passes for more than a laagae through fHiUt 
Celds, orchards, and meadows, confined between 
the river and a chahi of green hills, the last slopes 
of which are crowned with thick ahades, which 
form part of the wood of Quinqnempois. 

Just before leaving the last hills, which are on 
the sides of the Une, the traveller sees unfolded 
before him the beautiful valley in which the 
town of Li6ge Is situated.

Thd market place and the quay are 
remarkable. The church, the construction of 
which dates as far back as the 17th century, is 
adorned with an elevated tower, and contains one 
of the finest pulpits in Belgium, magnificent)^ 
carved, and representing, in a group of ten 
figures, Jesus among the Doctors. There are 
also some fine pictures : one especially should he 
examined, the Circumcision, by Veraeghen. A 
fine picture, representing Abigail going to meet 
David, by Otto Venius, is the property of a baker 
of the town, and ought to he seen by every visitor.

To the left, on the summit of ft rock, half a mOe 
or so below Dinant, is seen the ruined castle of 
Bouvignes. A thrilling tale of fonale heroism 
is connected with the history of this castle, and 
tradition does not fkO to perpetuate and hand it 
down to each succeeding generation. The 
French, under the Duke de Nevers, besieged this 
eastle in 1654, and three beautilAil women, with 
their husbands, took refixge in the tower of 
Creveooeur, designing to aid the garrison by their 
iuoeour and presence. The besieged were all 
■lain sftTO the three females, who, rather than 
mtimtt to the brutality of their conquerors, threw 
themselves from the top of the battlements, and 
were dashed into atoms on the rocks beneath.

The ancient history of Dinant is lost ia remote 
antiquity. It is ftihiftted in a romantic position 
at the base of limestone diffb, with the citadel ' 
and church crownbi? their summits. 

The Bouvignese and people of Dinant were 
rivals in the manufacture of copper, and from this 
arose a hostile animus on both sides which led to 
the most cruel and sanguinary encoimters. The { 
two people fought constantly against each other. ' 
The castles of Crevecoeur and Montorgueil were 
built, the former by the Bouvignes, and the hitter 
by the Dinantese, for the purpose of mutual 
annoyance. Dinant was besieged by Philip the 
Good, with an army of 30,000 men. On behig 
summoned to surrender, they hung the mes- 
sengers sent with the terms of capitulation, which 
BO enraged the duke that he, on the town being 
forced to surrender, gave it up to pillage for three 
days, and then burned it to the ground, ordering 
eight hundred of the inhabitants, bound two and 
two, to be thrown into the Meuse. The town was 
rebuilt by his son, Charles the Bold, but was again 
pillaged and sacked, in 1554, by the French, under . 
the Duke de Nevers, who, history tells us, was 
provoked to this cruel act by the message of the | 
townspeople to his summons to surrender. They , 
replied that if the King of France and the duke 
fell into their hands they would roast their hearts 
and livers for breakfast. The treaty of Ryswick 
gave Dinant to the Prince Bishop. Attacked and 
taketi during fbe first French revolution, it be-

Above Dinant the road leads us through a 
species of natural portal, abr u p tl y tennln«ted b/ 
a wan of rook shot out tnaa the predpitoiii 
cliflii on the left, and on the right by the RodM 
i Bayard, an isolated mass of ro<dt; doee by beie 
quarries of black marble are to be found; alas 
immediately above is the pretty little town of 
A nseremme. The valley ia very plctnreeqn^ and 
well deserves to be explored. At tht« q^ tki 
Lesse falls into the Bf euae. 

The road now begins to aaoend, and at thns 
miles above Dinant is the Chfttean of Freye^ 
situated at the base of luxuriantIy.4dothed hill^ 
on the left bank of the river. It is a country seatof 
the Duchess of Beaufort, and has within iti 
grounds a beautiftil grotto. Opposite here tiie 
scenery is very picturesque. Forms and outlines of 
the most singular caste and diaracter are shadow- 
ed forth by the broken masses of Umestone, rising 
like so many giants out of the Meuse. At ftr ai 
Flamignoul the scenery partakes of qtdte aroman- 
tic aspect. Passhig by Heer we are attracted by 
a red marble quarry; and as we iqpproach tiie tap 
of the hill our road is enlivened by chaste and 
beautiftil scenery, until we ascend tiie top^ ttna

The capital of the arrondissement <tf the 
same name, a large, Irregularly-built town, ot 
a circular form, situated on the Dyle, whidi 
passes through it. We enter the town by a gilt 
iron railing, or gate. The foundation of Louyain 
has been attributed to Csesar; but nothing cer- 
tain is known of the history of the place until the 
year 888, when the Emperor Arnold, in order to 
protect the country from the predatory incursions 
of the Normans, built in the place of Louyain a 
eastle, which has been long improperly called 
Ghiteau CSsar (Caesar's Castle). The Dukes of 
Brabant resided many years in the castle, and 
Henry, the first Count of Louyain, was assassin, 
ftted there hi 1506. It was rebuilt at the expense 
of the magistrates hi 1375, and was the winter 
residence of Edward III. of England and his 
Queen, hi 1485. At a later period it was selected 
as the place of abode of the illustrious Charles 
V. during his youth. The ruins of the castle 
are still remaining. Till the year 1792, when the 
reyolutionary troops^ under General Kleber, 
made thcmselyes masters of the town, Louyain 
could boast of neyer haying been taken by an 
enemy, though it had been repeatedly besieged 
during the sixteenth, seyenteenth, and eighteenth 
centuries. 

In the beghmhig of the fourteenth c«atury 
Louyahi was a large, populous, and rich dty, hi 
which the manufacture of woollen stufflB was so 
considerable, that hi 1317 it reckoned 4,000 es- 
tablishments connected with the cloth trade 
alone, and contained 150,000 inhabitants. During 
the reign of Duke Wenceslas, howeyer, and about 
the year 1870, a tumult arose in the town, in 
oonsequence of tbe arbitrary ptmishment of a 
citizen, after he had been Judicially acquitted of 
a petty theft of which he was accused. A number 
of doth manufacturers took part in this tumuU, 
and on its suppression were banished trom the 
town. These ingenious workmen retired to 
England, drawing after them many of their rela- 
lions and friends ; and so rapidly did the town 



decrease fai popnlatkm from that period, that ki 
leas than forty yean Louvaln presented all the 
appearances of a vast 4ea«rt«deUy. Toremedj 
the eyO, John, the fifth Duke of Brahanti 
founded, in 1248, a nnlyerstfy, which afterwards 
became one of the most celebrated bx Europe. 
It was suppressed by the French in 1798, and the 
buildfaig oonyerted taito an ho^ltal tat invalids. 
It was, howeyer, re^^stabUsbed, under the kte 
goyemment, in 1817, hi a large building of great 
simplidty, erected at the dose of the last century. 
There are 17 professors and about 600 studenti. 
The library oontahis about 40^000 yohunes, and 
the nniyersity also possesses a botanical garden 
and a tolerably good museum of soology and 
mineralogy. Strangers are strudc with admira> 
tion on the first yiew of the <wiiw^»infHf edifice 
of the Halles Its vast and superb saloaai^ 
deyoted to the study of dvil law, phyaic^ and 
theology. 

The principal prodnctlons of Louyain are 
woollen stnffli and dimities^ with the varioui 
artides proceeding firom the salUworiEi^ sugar 
refineriei^ manufactories of potash and stardw 
bottle works, window-glass manulketoriei^ pot- 
teries, brandtf and gin distilleries, and establidi- 
ments for extr ac t ing oU flrom rape-seed and oolsa. 
There are also a number of cottcm-printhig 
estabBshments and seyeral printing offices. 
The ^rfaite beer of Louyain is in great repute, 
and eo^Kirted to all parts of Belgium; besides 
whidi, another kind of maU liquor, called 
peterman, is the common table beer of the 
higher dasses. Some idea may be formed of 
the trade in beer, when It is known that the 
town comprises upwards of forty breweriee^ 
produdng, annually, above 200,000 barrds of 
malt liquor. 

The H6ta de VUU in, perhaps, the most per- 
feet qpedmen of Its kind of Oothio architecture 
extant; and the InnnmeraUe carved figures 
whidi enridi the firont esdiibit Indubitable 
traces, notwithstanding the ravages of time, of 
exquisite workmanship. It was built in 1439. In 
the council dumber are some paintings by Ver- 
haegen, and the Continence of Sdpio, by Luoa 
Giordans ; and in the Grand Saloon is a collec- 
tion comprising the Resurrection, by Rubens 
Jesus, Bfary, and Joseph, by Crayer ; and a por- 
trait of Lepsius, by Van Pydc 

The CaUnodnU Chtarch qf 8t. Petcr^ a beailflftil 
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tfdilloe, wu built under Cdnnt Lambert BilMrie, | 
tebout the year 1010, and was formerty snmoinited 
ty aapire of the extraordinary height of 68S feet, 
ooDiidered by the people of Louyain at the ^hth 
wonder of the worM ; but, unfortunately, thto 
bold and JusUy-adinfa^d apecfanen of steeple 
building was levelled with the ground, by A 
violent storm of wind, hi 1«04. The interior of 
this church contains mudi to attract the atten. 
tion, particularly a fine allegorical suliiJeot, repre- 
senting Faith, Hope, and Charity, by Grayer, 
whldi is hi the Chapel of the Trinity, and tiM 
Holy Family, by Quentin Matsys, in that Of St. 
Anne The hron screen, eurionsly wrought in 
one piece, by the same artist, before he had 
quitted the forge and anvil for the pallet, is much 
admhred. The Orudflzion, by Van Dyok, which 
adorns the altar of St. Jnlien, is renuurkaUe for 
the artists inti-odnction of ft nnml>er of winged 
boys, wiio are stfttkmed with ft cup at the foot of 
the cross, to catch the Uood of our Sftviour. The 
Last Supper, and the Martyrdom of St. Erasmus, 
by Hemling, should also be noticed ; as well as the 
marble altars of the Chapels of the Sacrament 
and the Virghi Mary,— the latter of which was 
designed by Rubens. The oak pulpit was brought 
to this church in 1807 from the suppressed Abb^ 
of Ninoren, near Brussels. It is the work of 
Bergere, in 17i2; and may be considered as 
one of the finest spedmens of carved wood in 
the world. The tabemade is an exquisitely 
Ihrought piece of workmanship, richly sculp- 
tured. The Conversion of St. Paul occupies 
the lower part, and round it are a number of 
figures of animals, intertwined with imitations of 
trunks and leaves of trees. In the choir is the 
mansolenm of Henry IV., Duke of Brabant, who 
died in 1286; and beUnd it, in a small chap<4, 
that of Margaret nf Louvain, assassinated in 1225, 
patroness of servant gifls; in connection with 
wliidi there is a marvellous story told, somewhat 
as fbUowB :— Bdng servant at an inn, the night 
previous to the day on wfaidi she and her master 
and m istre s s had resolved to enter a convent, she 
went out to fetdi some wine for some pilgrims 
who had arrived. During her absence these pil- 
grims murdered her master and mistress, and on 
her return they assailed her with the same hiten- 
tion. Overpowered, after a long straggly die 
wae thrown into the Dyle, and, uoutn u ry to natural 
lawsyhetbody floated upwards agaioft the stnaBiw 



tiBToanded by ahalo of gloiy, and emitting iweet 
and harmonlons sounds. Henry, the first Duke 
<a Lonvain, saw this wenderAil miracle; the 
report soon spread, her body was embalmed, and 
ft shrine erected for her honour; and there, to 
the admhatitm of the fidthfhl, may the wootei 
pitdier te which she feiohed the wine to this di^ 
be seen. The dmrdies of St. Michael, 8t An- 
thony, and Bt Gertrude, are also worthy of 
notlos^ aa well as the new prison erected at fibe 
DIest Gate. The ban called Fnscatf s shouM 
Mt be left nnvisited; it is remarkable at onea 
finr its great rise^ the taste displayed in its embd- 
lUuntat^ and the ingenhnal and oommodions 
tbaxmer in wUdi it is distributed; it affords saf- 
fident space for eighty sets of quadrilles; eight 
hundred persons may walk at tiidr ease in the 
galleries and ponr tours ; while the boxes art 
capoUe 6f containing three hundred, and aft 
equal number may be con v e ni e ntl y ptoeed at flit 
buiret or sideboard. 

The Tower of Jammmhn, In wMdi he is sup- 
posed to have written Us great work on grace 
and firee-wiO, and the hotise of Lepsius^ tha 
artist, are also shewn to strangers. Lonvahl 
contains a tribunal de premidre instance, and 
another of commerce; it has also a subsor!^ 
tion library and a theatre. The walks fbrmed 
In the ancient m«>at around the town, especially 
that called St George's Garden, are extremely 
pleasant; and the quarter named the Rtvage'li 
handsomely built. The town, endrded by walls 
surmounted by turrets, presents a drcunifiBrenoe 
of about six miles, in which space, however, are 
comprised many gardens and ordiards ; it com- 
municates with Mechlin by a canal, formed in 
1760, along the banks of wUefa is a post road, of 
two and three-quartei^ posts^ or fifteen ndles In 
length, by wliidi we Jofai the high road leadfaig 
flrom Brussels to Antwtfp and to Amsterdam, at 
Mechlin. The princ^tal promenades art the

On the left the communes of 
Corheck, Loo, Love^JouI, and Beratersem, the 
station of Vertryck is arrived at. Vertryck, a 
iXisU commune of the district of Lonvain, with a 
population of 600, possesses nothing peculiar. 
The commune of Oumptedi, population 1,100^ 
is seen. The railroad running alongside the road 
to Brussels reaches Tirlemont, the station of 
which 1b outside the town. 

TiBLSMONT — (Inn; Le Flat d'Etain). The 
diief place of a canton of the district of Lou- 
vain, in the province of Brabant, is situated 
on the great Oette^ which crosses it. From 
its size Tirlemont was probably once very 
populous ; the present population is about 8,000. 
The Church of St. Germain, biult upon the sum- 
mit of an eminence overlooking the town, is of 
great interest to scientific men. It belongs to 
the first period of Christian architecture. The 
tower is Roman, and must be mentioned as a 
model of that style. Its date is probably the 9th 
eentury. The town hall deserves a visit, as also 
the magnificent hospital of Tirlemont, and the 
barracks. The great square is remarkable for 
its sise, as it is the largest known. Stocking, 
iaaAel, and woollen stuff manufacturing, is car- 
ried on here. ^ 

Landen (route 18) is the country of Pepin ot 
Landen. founder of the race of Charlemagne. 
He died here in 640. Shortly after leaving Lan- 
den the railroad leaves the province of Li§ge, 
and enters that of Limburg. Crossing a part of 
this province, it returns to that of Li^e; and 
at the station of 

Bosoux, a small commune on the right, of 6O0 
inhabitants, it leaves Li^ge again, and crossing 
ttaa river Geer, it reaches the station of Wa» 
remme. 

Wabbmmi is the chief town of a district of tho 
iwovinoe of Li6f e ; population, 1,400. The church 
is said to have been founded by the templar 
Gnathier, in the 12th century. The ramparts 
are now changed into public walks; there is also 
» Ai0 gguMn in tbB esntn. Ootbebaiikiof the

IthMfl^ 
inhabitants. 

On approaching L16ge the traveller ahonld be 
particular in watching the ascent of the tradiv 
from the station at Ans to the stationary enginai 
house on the summit of the hiU, and tten pr»i 
pare himself to behold, during the descent on the 
inclined plane, one of the most sptendUtpeao- 
rsmic views in the world, which will barst iq^ 
h*s sight with instantaneous grandeur. The 
whole <Atj of Li€ge, with its copula d<MneB« its 
innumerable manu£M$tories, and its ptlaee, ex- 
tended over the valley, or plain at the junetitm 
of the Mouse and Ourthe— is one of those sights 
never to be forgotten.

Litfge the capital of the ancient prin<^alitgr of 
that name, which formerly appertained to the 
Westphslian circle of the German empire^ to a 
large and fine city, lytaig in a fertl'e valley aft n^ 
Junction of the Mouse with the OBrthe^ tU 
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Vendre and fhe Bteose-Ambrorlz. A prince of 
the ancient Gauls is said to have been the founder 
of Li^ge, whidi derlfes its name from the Latin 
word Ugio, on account of a Roman legion having 
been defeated by the Ebure, or ancient inhabi- 
tants of Li^e, during the stay of Julius Ctesar 
ittEelginm. 



charter, securing, in the amplest manner, the 
rights and privileges of the dtiaens. 

The toTm paid no taxes or contribution towards 
defraying the expenses of the state ; the bishop 
had his episcopal revenue, and the ftmctionaiiei 
their fees. About 700 men formed the army of 
the prince, but the inhabitants, intoxicated with 



The prince-bishops of Li§ge were, at an early j military glory, frequently engaged in foreign ser- 



perlod, prelates of great power, though constantly 
obliged to re«st the turbulent insubordination of 
the dtisms. In 1468, tbe Bishop of Li^ge was 
mordered in his palace by the insurgent citizens, 
and Charles the Bold, Duke of Burgundy, his 
relative and ally, instantly marched to avenge 
Ua death, and insisted on Louis XI, King of 
Vraac^ who was then his guest, or rather 
prisoner, at I-erome, to prove the truth of his 
denial of any partidpation in, or encourage- 
ment o^ the rebellion; he did not hesitate to 
oomidy, and, the cnited armins having carried 
thi* placA by asnanlt, set it on fire three times, 
and ai last hiuned it ahnost to the ground. 
"Preftoxu to this horrible catastrophe Liege con. 
tained 120,000 inhabitants. An interesting ac- 
count of tills siege, and of the narrow escape 
of the duke and the King of France teom a 
p!o* laid by six himdred citixen% to surprise 
them in the house they inhabited, will be found 
to rhilip de Commes ; and there are of course few 
readers who are not familiar with the animated 
anl Interesting description of the murder of the 
tifthop, and bloody retribution exacted by Oharlee, 
in 81? Walter Scott's celebrated romance ot 
Quentin Durwaid, some of the most interesting 
acenffl of which are laid in Li6ge. We may for 
a moment digress, to remark that Quentin Dur- 
ward is generally prized in France^ above most 
of the other productions of this illustrious author, 
to consequence of the admirable fidelity with 
which it depicts the characters of the leading 
historical personages, and the masterly truth 
and vigour of the picture he has given to the 
manners of tbe time. During the succeeding 
centuries, Li6ge was constantly the victim both 
of inteatlne commotions and foreign invasions; 
but it continued under the dominion of the 
bishops, until its Junction with the French terri- 
tory to 1794. In 1814 it became part to the 
Ungdom of the Netherlands. Under the govern- 
ment of the UshopB, Li^e enjoyed most extensive 
pufritafeib anA mm nndar tbe antfaorltY of » 



vice, and displayed their courage in Austnei, 
Spain, Holland, Prussia, and France, espedally 
to the foreign regiments employed by the last 
named power. In 1788, Louis XVl. raised a fine 
regiment of infantry to the bishop's territory, 
known by the name of the royal reg'ment of 
Li6ge; and before its Junction with France^ 
several of the adjointog states constantiy kept vsp 
recruiting parties withto the town, the regiment 
of Walloon guards, to tb3 pay of Spaii\ bavtog 
a complete establishment for the purpose of 
sending their numerous recruits, by detachments, 
toto the Peninsula. The traffic to men was long 
very considerable, owing, to some measure^ to tbe 
immunities and privileges accorded to deserteM 
and strangers frt>m all countries, who sought 
reftige to Li^ge. 

In traverring the town the river is divided toto 
a variely of branches, forming numerous i«i*w«T^ 
bordered by handsome quay% and communicating 
with each other by means of bridges very dis- 
similar to construction, the most considerable of 
which is caned the bridge ot arches, on account 
of the great height of those to the centre ; it was 
built to 1037 by Bishop Beginauld and commande 
a fine view. The houses are generally lofty. 

The Palace, partly destroyed by fire to 1503^ 
and re-constructed five yean afterwards by Bishop 
Erard de la Marck, is a fine structure of the 
Irvtoe order, comprising two square courte^ sur- 
rounded by galleries, under which are raiu;es of 
shops. The second court contatoed the Female 
Prison. It is now used as a court of Justice. 

The Biota de VUle or Town Hall, situated to 
the prtocipal market, is a heavy building, erected 
during the last century. In this place are three 
ancient fountains, and several others are to dif. 
ferent parts of the town ; but except Delcou/i 
statue of the Virgto (whidi adorns the fountato 
of that name), to the Great Square, there is no 
beanly to be perceived to them. The Place de 
la Com^die affords a striking coup d'oeiL Lufronl 
is tbe handiome Oy^iidA ^ ^<^ -^Mim ^wkx%« ^attt. 
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the rigbt are fhe dmroh of tt IIhUb and Iha 
Abb«7 of St. Lawrence^ tnd a haadfOKM row of 
houses on an emtaience; and on the left tlM 
Spire of St. Paul and the aneient Chnroh of St. 
Croix. 

Cathedrat ^The Clrareii of St. Paul Is now 

the Cathedral; and by tne arohlteetuia] grandeur 
of its extejiior, and the exifnWte arrangement of 
its faiterior, ornaments, well de e ei ies the distiao- 
tlon. The style is invariably that of the pointed 
bTdht with massive columns below, and light 
pilasters above. The di<^, which is (dosed hy 
two degant brass doors, is very beantiftil; and 
the great altar is enriched by six soUd silver 
oandlestioks of great size. The pahited windows 
and roof also deserve attention. The pulj^t by 
Oeeft, Is a remarkable item in the list of attrae- 
tions. The i^rincipal pictures in this dtinroh are 
the altar-piece, the Assumption, by Oaravaggio; 
a Descent tmm the Cross, by some attaAuted 
to Rubens^ but more probably by one of Us papik ; 
a St. Jerome^ by Lalresse; and the Plague at 
Milan, with two other pictuies hy Bertkolet. 
There is also a flne sculptured figure of oar 
Saviour, by Delcour. The anieut Cathedral 
Churdi vxf St. Lambert, founded In 713, and 
destroyed during this period of revolutioBary 
ft«nsy, was a vast and massive bwildtaig, a* once 
the ornament and pride of tike city, of wMdi 
hardly a vestige now remains. The dignitarisB 
of the chapter were tiM Prince-bishop, the Grand 
Provost and Archdeacon of the Cily, the Great 
Dean, head of the chapter. The canc&s» who 
w«re named trefonctors, and were all nobles or 
Uoentiates in theology or law, enjoyed the right 
of nominating the bishop, who was a sufOragaa 
of the ardiblahopilo of Cologne. St Matene 
waa the first bishop of St. Laakbert» and the 
Prince of M6an, late archbishop of Bfalines, the 
nlnetietik and last. The site of this buUding now 
forms a handsome place d'armes, or open square. 
In the 01 . ch of St. John the BvuigeUst are 
several mo ' m pictures, and a number of imagea 
of the Virgin, dressed in the most gaudy and 
ludicrous maimer. 

The Chwrch of 8t» Jaeqtteti is deservedly oon. 
aldered as the wonder of Li^ge, faideed nothing 
can ne Imaghied so mi^estio as this fenmense 
otrnoiiure, and yet at the same time it is degant 
and Hght. This masterpiece of arohiteotare 
i«9ii/(f be Men b/ every traveller. The organ

St, MerUm^TUM ofauoh, finmded In 962^ 
destroyed in 1S«^ and rebuilt In 1649^ Is noted as 
the fint chnreh hi whUh tlw feetlval of the Holy 
Saerament was eetotiratod. The fine chordi <tf 
the Carmelites, formerly a Chftteau, should be 
seen; the flront» the moat leaaarlGable in Liige, 
has two Hens in stone, sea^ptored by the oele> 
brated Deiooart. The otiMrehurdMS deserving 
of notfM are BL Jean, 8t Denis, St. Croix, and 
lt.SirthelonMW. 

The UMwrifiy oeatalna a library of aeventy- 
fiva thousand vohunes, and several good ooXiee- 
tlODB, The botanioal gardsa oenlidns a great 
number of rare plants; the ^jrsteui by which the 
ooOection Is daeaifled Is that of Jassiea. 

The Promenade de la Santa Nidralsan agree- 
able aad pletarssqaa wak. 

CttodM.— The traveler sbonM aaoend ta ths 
aonuBlt fa order ta eqloy ttemagalfloent paoe* 
rama of the town and raburbs presented to hha. 
Outside the etty stiU raaMdne St. WiUkm*a eoB> 
vent, in whi htothetombof Sir John ]faBd<9vim 
the traveller. The other pabliabaildinga deesrv- 
ing mention are the Place-aax-Cheveaiu^ ereelei 
in 1S21, the barradcs^ the heepital, the oaanoOi 
fonndry, est^Uri&ed by Napoleon at an eopeme 
of nearly half amillion sterling^ and the university, 
fbunded hi 1817 by the lata King of the Nether- 
lands. The lectttre>-room is a handsome square 
stone buildiag, with a portico supported by d^ 
Ionic columns. There are about five hundred 
students educated^ at a very moderate expenssb 
by seven;teen professons who are also obliged to 
give gratuitous evenlBg leoturesi to the woridng 
claaMS, on arithmetic, dementary algdna, pcao* 
tical geometry, artihlteeturek linear^^brawing, me* 
dianica, and dMtnislry a^Ued to fha arts and 
manufhotures. Li^ Is the seat of a anpezier 
court, whose jurisdiction extends over the pre- 
vineee of U6ge» Namur, Lfanbrnr^, and Luxem- 
burg, and» hi addition to the university, it poesesses 
a Sodet6 de Libre fimulation, a free oompetltioA 
•dKK)], founded hi 1779 by Bishop Vdbrudi, a 
school of arts and trade, a shiging school, amu* 
seum of natural history andphiloeophy, abotanio 
garden, a society for the cultivation of Frenob 
literature, the last, it may naturally be oonolndedb 
a highly beneficial institution, as the lower rlawiif

Between this and the station of Pepinster, a 
eonntry, wild, mi^estio, and beautiftil by turns, 
Is traversed.

The road to Spa proceeds along the Valley of 
the Uo^nne, dothed with meadows of the 
brightest yerdure, and studded with country- 
houses belonging to the manufacturers of Ver- 
viers. Beyond is the village of Theus^ famous 
for its quarries of black marble. 

An avenue of lime trees is passed through, and

There are besides great numbers of lodging 
houses. 

Spa. — A town in the arrondissement of Ver- 
viers, situated on the little river Wahay, in a 
▼alley surrounded by heights. It dates from the 
year 1327, when its founder, an Iron ma8ter,who 
purdiased from the prince-bisbop of Liftge 
a quantity of woodland (in which the Foiihan 
spring was discovered, lying in the centre of a 
small meadow), caused the ground to be deared, 
and reared the flrat habitations. It afterwards 
became celebrated throughout Europe for its 
mineral waters, to which it is indebted for its 
existence and preservation, and in attracting 
crowds of strangers A^m the north of Europe 
and particularly from England ;— has more than 
once been honoured with the presence of several 
crowned Jie»d3 at the same time, who laying 



aside the pomp and drcnmstanee of power, were 
engaged in the pursuit of health from the use al 
its medidnal springs. The town comprises up- 
wards of 600 houses; the greater part, tasteftdly 
and, el^antiy Aimished, assume the name of 
hotels, and offer every accommodation to those 
taking up a temporary abode in the place. The 
principal street is terminated by an irregularly- 
shHxd place or square, in the centre of which 
stands a- fountain, and near it a large public 
saloon, built in 1820, at the expense of their 
B.H the Prince and Princess of Orange, in r^ 
membrance of Peter I., the Emperor of Russia, 
who derived great benefit from its waters^ during 
a residence of six weeks, in 1717. The produc- 
tions oi the neighbourhood are not equal to the 
consumption of the town during the period of 
the influx of strangers; and fruit, vegetables^ 
fish, and pon try are consequentiy brought fr^m 
Li^ge. The ordinary water is excellent, and 
more pure thtm might have been expected in a 
spot abounding in mineral springs. The princU 
pal industry of the inhabitants is the fabrication 
of an infinite variety of articles, known as Spa 
Ware ; these articles, the best of wbicb are made 
of the bird's-^e maple, and are previous^ 
stained grey by inunorsion in the mineral water 
of the place, are often elaborately painted, and 
are then really works of art : the flower-pointiog 
is exquisite. The great improvement which has 
taken place of late years in this peculiar industry, 
is mainly owing to the foundation of a drawing 
academy in 1843, which has produced many very 
clever artists. 

Mineral Springe. — Of these there are no less 
than seven, without counting a variety that lose 
themselves in the mountain. The names of the 
most important are— the Pouhon, the Geronst^re, 
the Sauvenidre, the Groesbed^^e two fountains 
of the Toimelet, and the Bsrisart. 

The Pouhon is the most celebrated and best 
frequented, and the only one from which Spa 
water is taken for the purpose of being sent to 
foreign countries. It rises from the ground in 
tbe centre of the town, and is supposed to have, 
its source in the mountidn of argillaceous 
slate, the base of which is veined with oxide 
of iron. At some distance to the west the 
slate appears slightly mixed withsilex and alum, 
and is easily decomposed by the atmosphere 
and rain. The Pouhon is endosed in a regular 
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htdlSiag, detymted witfa oolamns; and those 
drinkliig tiM ffftten find reftige flrom the inde- 
menoj of llie weather ia a aaloon of the monu- 
menty already mentioiied, erected to the memory 
<rf FMor flie Great. The spring is equal to the 
dally oonnunption ; it even loses much of its 
irater, of wliioh no use is made, and appears 
mere or less abundant, and possesses its medi- 
dnal qatSUiim in a greater or less d9gree, ao- 
cord tng to the season of the year. A tolerable 
Idea of the quantity of water supplied by this 
fmnHdn may be formed, when it is stated, that 
Bolirlihstanding the greater nimiber of those 
wIm drink it, the consumption of the inhabitants, 
wIm Bsate a haMtwal use of it, and flrom 80O to 
l^MO pitdiem sent didly to foreign countries, 
the d iminuti on in the basin is scarcely per- 
oqCBde. The water is perfectly limpid, but it 
depodts an ochr^ or metallic earth, which is 
daQy lenored firom the mouth of the fountain, 
and gaaaooa bubbles constantly rise from the 
bottom of the spring, bursting with a dull sound 
on Hm aurikoe of the water, the temperature of 
wideh is M degrees Fahrenheit, or 8 degrees 
B^aom, and its specific gravity 1.00098. It has 
a ^tugbufoM, acidulous taste, without smell, 
onlem aftar the longest rains ; and if the water 
is left some time exposed to the air, it gradually 
loses Its bubbles, taste, and limpidity, and de- 
poalts a reddish brown sediment, that changes 
to a reddish yellow on drying. The Pouhon 
qning is impregnated with iron and carbonic 
aeld In a greater degree than any other spring 
known. To the former quality it is indebted for 
its medicinal qualities; while flrom the super- 
abimdaiice of the carbonic add it is capable of 
being preserred during entire years in well- 
ooricad bottles and pitchers, and for this reason 
is sent in considerable quantities to foreign 
conntrlee. 

The Cferonstire is the principal spring afte 
the Ponbon, and that of which the greatest use 
Is made: It lies at>ont three-quarters of a league 
flrom !^^ half way to the mountain, forming a 
semldrde round the town to the south. It comes 
flxNn a solitary grove^ near the dwelling-house of 
tlie keepers, in which is a pretty large saloon, 
wldtlMr the water-drinkers resort in bad weather. 
Fine gronpa of trees, and alleys with agreeable 
foot-patlia winding through diarming meadows, 
lend tbalr infliMnot to the ttdniiy, and those fre- 



quenting this well, to indulge in Hm pleasores of 
the promenade. The mouth of the spring ia 
contained in a round basin, three feet in diame- 
ter by two deep, covered over with a cupola, sus- 
tained by columns, and connected with the 
saloon by a gallery. Fewer of those bubbles that 
burst on reaching the surface of the water are 
seen here than at the Pouhon; but the most 
striking difference between the two wells is 
perhaps to be found in the disagreeable smell 
emitted by the water of the Geronst^re, which is 
sendbly felt by the visitor at the entrance of the 
little construction, and still more so on carrying 
a glass of it to his mouth. This odour is, hew- 
ever, promptly dissipated even in the pitchers 
when the water is drawn. Its taste is deddedly 
ferruginou9, but loss addulous than the Pouhon, 
and its temperature 49 Fahrenhdt, or 7.65 
R^aum. Spedflc gravity, .0008. Pic-nio parties 
and fStes perpetually enliven the beautiful 
grounds of the Geronsture during the season. 

The SauvenQre is situated half a league firom 
Spa, in the direction of the Geronsture, and on 
the route to Malmedy. The spring, which flows 
from a rock, is covered flrom a cupola, and con- 
nected by a gallery with an a^oining saloon. 
Oh emptying the basin it Is found to fill itself in 
twenty minutes. Sometimes the water is divested 
of smell, and at other times it possesses, though 
in a slighter degree, more than that of the 
Geronsture. Its temperature is 49.6 Fahrenhdt 
or 7.77 Reaum. Specific gravity, 1.00076. 

The Cfroe^ck is in the neighbourhood of the 
Sauvenidre, and like it is covered over. From 
an inscription we learn that the Baron of Groea- 
beck, who recovered his health there in 1651 
erected this building through gratitude. The 
temperature of the water ia 49.6 degrees Fahren- 
heit, or 7.77 degrees Bdaum. Spedflc gravity, 
1.0C073. The position of these springs is very 
picturesque, and the grounds attached to them 
are much admired for the taste and sUU with 
which they have been laid out. Ad|Joining them 
is a beautUtd ravine, at the entranoe to whioh to 
a truncated column, erected by Louis Fhil^pe^ 
in remembrance of the benefit derived flrom the 
waters of the Sauveniire by the Dudiesa of 
Orleans, in 1787. A comfortable eetabUshment 
is attadied to these i^ringa, and great numben 
of victors breakfrst here in fine weather. 

The ToimtitU, whkh derive their namea firom 
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9i tka buin for th* reoeption 
of tlM valtr, haTinf at flnt been formed of a 
tciimeaw or bairel, are ritnated about a quarter 
of an bourse walk from the Banvenidre. The 
ground ia molet and iwamnr in many places. 
Among other springe that take thetar rise in this 
spot, there are two at an inconsiderable distance 
from eadi other that merit particular attention, 
on account of tiM difference existing in their 
constituent parts. One of them la covered, and 
proeents a handsome portico and columns, while 
the other, whose virtues entitle it to a higher 
distinction and more oooslderation, has not re- 
ceived a similar mark of honour. The latter 
flows abundanUj from a soUstne rock, and con- 
tfamallj gives out a quantity of gas^ im>dnoing 
■B moeasiBg noise^ rfiwiiMi^ xo the crackling of 
flames. The temperature is 7.77 degrees B6aum, 
or 49| degrees Fahrenheit, with a spedflc gravity 
of 1.00075. When poured into a glass the water 
presents a crystalline limpidity, and produces a 
quantity of bubbles. Its taste is more a g r eeable 
and less ferruginous than thoee above described, 
audit is used as the ordinary drink of the inha- 
bitsnts. The smell resembles that of the Oeron- 
st^re, but is somewhat less strong. Both these 
feuntains are remarkable for the quantity of 
carbonio add th^ contain, and with which the 
ground in the vichiity seems strongly impr^- 
nated ; for it is given out not merely with the 
water, but it is even evaporated in the clefts of 
the rocks bordering the q^rings. 

The Barisart is situated at about a mile firom 
the town of Spa, lying due South ; it is reached 
by a new road opened through a pleasant valley* 
the road being continued on to the Oeronstdre. 
This spring, like all the rest, contains abundance 
of carbonic add gas. Its flavour is most agree- 
aUei and its m>pearanoe in the glass is as spark- 
Uag as the water of the Ponhon. This valuable 
curing was a roadside well, only reputed among 
the peasantry for its vermifuge qualities, unto 
Dr. Cutler's researches, in regard to its other 
medteinal properties, led to its almost immediate 
apprcdation by the pnbUc. The authorities of 
the place then directed their attention to this 
delidoai source, the most powerfU of all in 
ijtpepHo affections; improved the »ppenna.o% 
of the spot by an ornamental phmtation; en- 
(doeed the weU in solid masonry, lined witUn by 
a C MtlT OP cylinder, to ezobade the ingress of 



soft springs, and oonstrueted over It » grotto of 
the boulders scattered about the nelgUwarhoo^ 
the whole surmounted by a pratlar Klotque. A 
diftlet is to be shortly buHt for tlM better aoooni* 
modation of invaUds, and when completed, flie 
Barisart, now the most firequented of all flie 
qnrings out of the town, wOl be one <^ flis 
prettiest ot^Jeots in the environa <^ Spa. 

The CJkdybaate TTotsrs of Spa ara distingnisbii 
flrom those of Germany, by tbe greater quantity 
of carbonio add gaa they oontain, and, with ths 
ezoeptloB ci the springs of Fyrmoiit« there ii 
none that may be compared to them in thb 
req[»ect. When qMaUng of waters U^ilyfaiipNf- 
nated with carbonic add, the late Dr. Murray, in 
his Materia Medica, says, M«yar«0ra«^>hNB 
iheir pmffmey, tU Ugh* <m the.ttommeh, ami li 
alarge dote proditc$ a tmifUe degrm cfmU!» 
ratiomf iheif iacreose fke ofpetUe, and fftmerani 
hoM a dhurtUe tgt/dL Then proee wsffkl Is

The Spa waters are perhaps tliemoftusiAd 
in nervous and uterine affectioiis^ and in dl^ 
orders ot the digestive qjstem ; In Bver eo» 
plaints firom long residence hi hot «»HiMf flMgr 
are invaluable. There are two bath taHljH* 
ments at Spa. 

The Bedonte is one of the flnest eatabBriunsnlf 
of the kind in Europe. The exterior <^ tUl 
edifice, from its simpUdty, would certainly not 
lead the stranger to suspect the richness of OS 
interior. Besides a cafd and a billiard rooob 
there is an elegant saloon in the style of IjoA 
XV., and a smaller one ac^oining for the g—^*** 
of Roulette and Rouge et Moir. In the largssl 
of these rooms are the prindpal Buropean nevi- 
papers; a gallery ornamented with pictures and 
statuary connects them with a ball room ef 
miOotlc and harmonious proportions^ In the bat 
style of Qredaa architecture^ near which ii 
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he theatre, wherein four times a week, during the 
ea«oii, comedy and light opera are i>erformed. 

The Redonte is the great centre of the fashlon- 
kble gaests from the 1st of May to the 31st of 
>ctober. In no other watering place oa the 
iontinent if the society so select as here, and 
,he elegance and hen ton of Spa, remarkable foe 
nore than two centuries, still maintains its high 
'eputation. There are two other noble edifices 
'or balls and tdtes, the Vanzhall and Sa'le Levos ; 
ihey are both surrounded by beautiful pleasure 
grounds. Steeple chases taVe place in June and 
September, and flat races in August j rery large 
ramt are run ijpr, granted by the town and 
Belgian Government. 

Spa is exceedingly well supplied with masters 
[n erery brancb of learning and art, for the 
Bdoeation of youtb. A subscription pack of 
food working harriers is kept, with wh^ch 
strangers are permitted ta hunt. This place has 
become of late yean a winter residence; and 
divine service is performed twice every Sunday, 
throughout the year, by the resident clergyman. 
There is an excellent cinb, called the "Spa 
Union," situated at the entrance of alleS de tept 
heure»t one of the loi^ely promenades with which 
the place abounds. More than S'^O saddle-horses 
and ponies are let out to visitors, and the car- 
riag*e for hire are not inferior to those of Paris 
or Loaden. Hotels, excellent. Physician— Dr. 
Cutler, the Author of " Notes on Spa and its 
Gh«iybeate Springs.'* Bapker — Mr. Hayemal. 

Shortly a<^ter leaving the station of Pepintter, 
the Vesdre is crossed by a fine bridge, and the 
railroad shortly enters an open cutting, the rocks 
on either side of which are magnificent in form 
and colour. 

Ensival is the next station arrived at; it is 
possessed of numerous factories, and its popula- 
tion la 8,0'*0 Tbe steeple of the church, the top 
tS which is very elegant, produces a pleasing 
effect Leaving Ensival the raiUroad passes 
through a long tunnel, and esters the station of 
Verviers. 

Vsmynaa. — Hotel da Chemin de Fer. This 
QQinfortablo house is most conveniently situated, 
(q>posite the railway station.

Situated in the valley of the Vesdre, about 
sixteen miles from Liege, the seat of the cloth 
trade, and may justly be termed the Leedf of 
Belgium. Population, about 28,000, happy and 
thriving. It is rarely that a complaint is heard 
flrom Verviers of want of employment ; tbe 
manufacturers, instend of distracting the goveas- 
ntent with demands which it cannot satisfy, 
quietly pursue their vocation, and study to im- 
prove their productions : many of them are very 
wealthy. The town contains nothiag remark- 
able, but the tite is extremely picturesque. The 
rai way station is very convenient for the exami- 
nation of the luggage and passports by the 
Belgian authorities, which takes plHce here in 
returning from Germany. 

Here travellers entering Belgium from Prassla 
have their luggage subjected to a loug and 
tedious examination. Cariages are-«Lio changed 
here.

— Fastengers are sometimes required 
to alight here, that it may be ascertained that the 
carriage contains no small luggage^ This oaee 
flourishing town is now nearly in ruins. The 
view into the valley is agreeable, but there ia 
nothing worth stopping to see. The railway here 
quits the valley of the Vesdre. The first Prussian 
station met with is 

Hkrbesthal —Passports are called fer at this 
station, and taken away. If net vUi and re- 
turned, they roust be reclaimed at the Bureau dea 
Passports, at the Aix-la-Chapelle station, where 
the luggage is all examined and declared for 
transit.

possessed, during the middle ages, so many im- j 
portent prhrilegea aLd inmnoUiei^ that it was 
said the very air of Aiz-lA-Chape'le enfranchised 
•ren the oatlaw ! During the earlier progress 
of the BeforBiatlon, the dty was the scene of cItU 
dissensions and rellgioos conflicts between the 
Catholics and Protestants, ontU the latter were 
oomielled to emigrate to other countries; and as 
they were principally the mo»t wealthy aad influ- 
ential merchants, their em<gratirm prored highly 
prejudicial to the prospeiity of the tuwn. which 
declined for centuries. Latteily it has acquired 
an adrentitious kn),oitaace in bistory, from it-» 
baring had several European Congresses held 
within Its waUs. Thtoinrested it with a temporary 
dignity, emanating, as it were, in a graceftd act 
of filial piety from the sorereigns of modem 
Europe towards the foronrite city of Charlemagne. 

Commerdally, Aix-la-Chapelle was renowned 
In former ages for the excellency of Ita woollen 
maattfaetnrea.

A moat sur- 
rounds i\,, into which the legend tells us Fra- 
strada's r'ng was thrown. Departing ft-om For- 
cttte the way leads to it by the Warmeweier 
along the PockenputzoheD (<<aiallpox puddle pit) 
through a pictureaque rocky cleft At a sh02t 
distance eastward lies Drimborn, adjolniiig to 
wh'ch is a delightful Uitle wood; ocatahilag the 
ru^ns of some knight's srunghold of yore, a 
dilapidated chisel and a |tf cophagus. Schoen- 
forst. t\ e ruins of a fttron^hold of the 1 3th cen- 
itaj, li^ €U';Ward not far from Frankenberg. 
Its neighbourhood abounds in wild growing 
plants, amongst which are to be f^und tho 
Piatanthera hifoHa and Chloraniha, the Orchis 
eortspnora, Gymnadenia viridU and Conopsea, 
the Aimca montana, Parnatia palustris^ Limo- 
sella aquatica, and many oth -rs. Malaten (rery 
likely a later corruption from the French ** ma- 
la(le>"), a mile and a half westward from Alx, 
the ruins of an infirmary and chapel, of the dawn 
of the 13th century. This spot owns the Quid- 
nu-i Source. Septfontiines, about iwo miles, in 
thA same direction . S . ven springs are objenred 
itsuing out of the base of a barren hill of cal- 
careous mail. Flowing fir^m a Idghly romantic 
country, these springs give birth to the Wildbach

1 his plaM 
consists of some few buildongs^ <diie4y clofli 
manufajtories. Some good flower and Utdien 
gardens are attached to them, and also a smal 
park, the proper t/ of the cloth mmufaclarer, 
Mr. Kuetgens. Garde s and park form a part 
of the Bois de Paulme, a name given to this 
wood by Napoleon's irister. Boads oondoot to it 
from different sides.

Oladbach— 6,000. On the Ners, about 18 
miles N. of Juliers. It has a Benedictine Abbey, 
and considerable manufactures of fine strong 
linen are carried on. Tliis is the j>uiction where 
t^e Railway branches off to Ruhrort. 

NeoSB — 8,?00. Thisplice used formerly to 
be quite cl «e t3 the Rhine, but since the four- 
teenth century, ow'ng to the altered coarse of 
the stream, it has been removed f.om it about a 
mile acd a h Jf. 

Mumerou!! excaratons of Roman antiqalties 
have been made here and this is supposed to be 
the Novetium of the Romaus. Here Dnuaa, 
who buiU the t wo. threw -a bridge over the 
Rhine Neuss has su tiined some remarkable 
fieges, which are mentioned <n hihtory. Aoioag 
it% edllces the old church of Sl Quiriaua» i^ fine 
Oothlc building, erected in 12U9, is well worthy 
examination, it-< dome having some early paint - 
logs In fresco by Comelinti. 

Near Neuss, is the ancient abbey of Eberieb 
the church of which built in the thirt#eath 
century, was remarkable for i.8 monniMats. 
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On the decease of the Princee and BiiAops of 
Wurzburg, their hearts were deposited ia it.

Crefeld — 25,0C0. This is a flouri hing town, 
with fine wide streets of nioely>built houses, 
about 6 miles from the Rhine, between Dussel- 
dorf and Cleres. Here tbere are coD«ideraUe 
nunnfactnres of velret, si% cotton, wool, Unen, 
and other articles, beside dyeworks. The pro- 
duce of the luoms amounts annually to about 
4,0r 0,000 dollars. During the se«en jears' war, 
an important conflict to jk place hereabout. 

Uerdlnffen.— 2,800 Close to the left bank 
of the RhiLe, surrounded by poplars. Near tnis 
pUce, at Eichelskamp, the French Rerolntion. 
ary army undt r Lefebre, numbering about 26,000, 
first crossed the Bhine in 1795, and turned the 
Austrtan position. 

Ruhrort.— 2,500. Situated at the conflnenoe 
of the Ruhr (Roer), with the Rhfaie. It possesses 
many large ship-building docks, and has an im- 
mense coal -trade with Holland, the coal bdng de- 
rived from the large beds of that mineral on the 
banks of the Roer. This is the best harbour on 
the Lower Rhine, and does a la^ge carryiaf trader 
besides those in corn, timber, and wool. To 
Ltif&>allon, a publio pleasure garden about a 
mile distant, an agreeable walk may be taken ; 
and the ironworks at Sterktrade, near Ober- 
hauven are worth vidting. 

8tolbeiV«~Hotel8 : Hlssels and Wetttrs. 
The town, a manufkcturlng one, with about 
3,000 inhabitants, is built about three miles south 
of the station, 'up a Tall^y stadded with mUls, 
forges, &o. 

Escliweller.— An industrioui little town 
of 3,600 inbabitants, buUt on the Jude, and 
haying silk, iron, and wbre nanufactoriee. 

florren^— beyond whose Tillage is the fine 
old Ca>t1e of Frens. Paishig from the Erft hito 
the Valley of the Rhhie, through Konigsdorf 
Tunnel, a m!Ie long, carried through a hill of 
sand 136 feet below the summit, we arrire at

Aiz-la-Ch%pelle to Colosne— The rail- 
way leaves Aix-U- Cbapelle station by a »plendid 
viaduct, of two tiers of fifteen small and twenty 
large oriok arches. The viaduct spans the narrow 
valle> of the Wurmbach, and is eight hundred 
and ninety two feet lovg, and seventy feet high 
in the centre. 

Close by the side of the line, to the left, is the 
Castle of Frankenberg. Charlemagne is reported 
to have founded a casile on this spot, in which he 
dwe't, and the e cied his C^ueen Fastrada. Tra- 
dition states that he never U ft her body, night or 
day, which was indosed in a g'ass coffin, until 
Tnrpln the Wise opened the coffin one day 
during the emperor's deep, and released him 
firom his thraldom, by taking from off the dead 
queen's finger the gold wedding ring, and 
throwing it into the moat of the castle. 

NiRsx — This village is seen just previous to 
entei ing the cutting leading to the Nirem tunnel, 
three hundred end twenty-ssTen yards long, and 
carrying the railway through the basin of hills 
#hicb surround AIx. Passing through the beau- 
tiful wood of Reichswald, 

STOLBS.BCI is reached. The town, a manuf«c. 
turing one, with about 3,000 hihabitants, is built 
about three miles south of the statloo, up « valley 
3tudded with mUlsi forges, Ac. The town is 
surmounted by a i^uresque old csstle. Leaving 
hcre^ the railroad traTerses a country ridi in coal 
mines, and having houses, ehimnqns and steam- 
engines on every side. To the left and right we 
see the little village of Pump, with its extensive 
iron-works, and, crosshag the Jude, we enter a 
curved tunnel, pierdng the rode of the Schen* 
berg, snd arrive at 

EscHswaixia. — An industrious little town of 
3,600 hihabitants^ built on the Jude, and having 
silk, iron, and wire mannfaotories, and also an 
old picturesque castle (dose to the line. The 
old castle of Northberg is next psssed; it is 
flanked with four towers, and then we pass over 
the high embankment which precedes the de^ 
cutting passed through by the railroad previous 
to our arrival at 

LABGUtwxHS.* — Beyond this, through the 
Vale of the Wehe, a viaduct of seven ardies 
conveys the railway, which, after emercJb&%«Mi«BL 
the cuUin%> VKJka Vj v:i»% yfiSw^j^ «A. «*»^ ^ 
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Merc Je, and again purfolnc Usoonrw tkrengli 
th« vniafe of Dhorn, croasing the Rhine imme- 
diately after by a bridge of aix aroiea, we 
enter the station. QuittiDg here the railway 
passea through the Tillage i of Dhom and of 
Gwasauch on the left, and is there carried orer 
the Baber, by a bridge of six arches, after which 
we arrive kt Duren, aboat one mile distant. 

DuREir, a manofaoturing town, with a popula- 
tion of 8,000 souls. Its cbief articles of numu. 
fac!ure are doth and paper. 

It contains one church, that of St. Anne« and 
a Protestant place of worship Iate*y erected 
From here a pleasant excursion may be made iq;> 
the valley of the Rhur to the beautiftil Tillage 
Niedhegan, eight miles south of Duren, built on 
a hill, on which are the ruins of a castle, where 
Engelbert, Archbishop of Cologne, was impri- 
soned in the thirteenth century ; the Meuse and 
Shine, terminating a little way short of 

Bui a, from wbich it proceeds by a high em. 
banloment, over the lowlands of the valley of the 
Sf ft, crossing that river by three bridges before 
reaching 

HoRBKM, beyond which village is the fine old 
Castle of Freos. Passing from the Erft into the 
Valley of the Rhine, through Konigadorf tunnel, 
a mUe long, carried thro -igh a bill ef sand one 
hundred and thirty-six feet below the summit 
we arrive at 

CoLOONS, with iu myriad towers and steeples, 
elevated far above which rises the octagon of St. 
Oereon, with its detached forts and half-burled 
towers surrounded with trees. This brings ua to 

Koniosdobf; from here we proceed to 

MuiraxBsooRF, crossing the rosd from Cologne 
to Julicb. Here a very ftoe view can be htd of 

Cologne.— (Gei man, Koln; Dutch, Keulen.)

Cologne is a fortified town rituated on the led 

baitk of the Rh-ne, with a population of 90,00(^ 

' including its suburl>s, T§te de Pont and Denti, en 
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Jie right bank. A bridge of boats four hundred 
'eet connects the town and niburbs. 

DrosJeies or cabs, hired at the rate of 16 to 20

This remarkable town owes its origin to the 
samp that BCarcus Agrlppa pitched on the skirt 
>f the bill that stretches from the church of 
U. Mergen as far as the ground now occupied by 
he Street Obenmauren. That ramp was afler- 
rards perfected by the removal of the Ubl. under 
rAertto, a native tribe, from the east bank of the 
ihine, on which they had previously lived, to the 
i^ht baitk, on the spot where Cologne now 
t uids. At a later period, about a century after, 
his original city, c»lled Oppodum Ubiorum was 
mlarged by a Roman colony of veterans, sent 
lither by Agrippina, the wife of Claudius and 
nother of Nero, who wss bom here in the camp 
>f her father, Oermanicus. It was thence called 
iter her, CohtUa Agrippina: from which arisei 
Is modem appellation. Cologne is deeply Inter- 
isting in its historical reminisoencei, as well as in 
he analysis of its <dieqnered destiny, traced on 
nany a page of overflowing prosperity. Prostrate 
me leawn and flourishing in another, this town 
Mtfsed through epoctis different in their character 
IS they were diea<trou8 or beneflclal in their con- 
«quences. At tliis distant and remote periot', 
rhen cycles of centuries have rolled over since 
he mail'dad Roman swayed his delegated im- 
terialism ia this city, we can trace monuments of 
i<s sovereignty in thefragmentalatoms of broken 
rails dispersed throughout the city buildings, in 
;he antiquities of Roman origin dug up daily from 
)eneath its smfuce, as well as in the marked 
lutline, dassi* al features, and aquiline noses of 
h» population, whose physiognomy indicates their 
sereditary descent, and di tinctl> marks them as 
»f a different race firom their German neighbours. 
The distinctive mark of iheir Roman origin has 
lot seemed otherwise than as a boast and an 
ftonour to the people of this city, who, in tbe 
inthusiasm of their pride, dcrlgcated themselves 
Patricians. The consular toga adorned tbeir 
*hief magistrates, who, like tbe Roman Consuls 
wd triumvirs^ were preceded by lictors, and had 
ascribed on tliebr banuers S. P. Q. C. The 
intiquarlan disposed to rigidly scan the outline 
ind extent of the Ctm'tus Ubiorum, will traee 



through the Auf der Burgmaenr, by the Zeoghaof , 
by the Klaren^wmt erected «b the Roman weDs 
by the Franks, thence tiim>ugh the gardens to the 
Ladi, where appears another Roman tower, and 
to the Marsiltein ; and thence again eastward to 
the church of St. Maty, erected on the site of the 
capitol, and thence by the Rathaua, tlie site of the 
Roman Preetorium, to the cathedral, the fcunda* 
tions of 'ttie Roman walls, from ii^ch he can at 
once ascertain the limits of tbe Colonia AgrtppitM 
and its extensions. 

The outer walls enclosing the town date from 
the twelfth and flfteenth centuries coneeontively, 
and are a perfect specimen of that i^edei of 
buildhig of the midd'e ages, being flanked with 
picturesque towers and gate-houses. The present 
extent of Cologne is about 2| English mUes from 
the Bayenthurm, at the vcgupvt end of the Thiirm* 
Chen, or little tower at the lower end; and 4| 
Englirii miles between these same points on the 
land side, round the walL 

ne'e it wss that Vitellius and Sylvanns^ the 
latter of whom was assasshiated in the eapitol, 
had themselves proclaimed emporors; and at n 
later p^od, in 600, Clevis was prodahned King 
oif the Franks. 

In the middle ages, Cologne was a powerful 
and flourishing city, and one of the most Important 
members of the Hanseatlc Lesgue, and the em« 
porium of the trade of Eastern Europe^ being the 
central medium from whence were tran^orted 
the arts and products of the east to the west of 
Europe, and maintaining an incessant communis 
cation with Italy. Nor is it at all improbable that 
the southern school of painting received many of 
its peifections and improvements at the hands of 
northern artists ; at all events, it is certahi that 
we can trace an intemate connection between the 
Rhenish and Italian schools } whilst the southern 
style of architecture is seen in many of the oldest 
churches. And to-day, when, after the lapse of 
so many centuries, we should expect to see all 
traditional observances of Roman custom de- 
parted, we behold, in Cologne, the celebration of 
the Carnival after the same style, and with as 
much spirit, as in Rome — an inheritance and n 
legacy bequeathed by the early Roman inhabitants 
the Colognese. Very many assodatieBe of 
bygone years, and thefar events render Cologne 
an object of deep interest to English travellers, 
not the least of whiRh.Vi^&«k'*»'«^NSMk'wM«6«^ 
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of WUlUm Caxton In 1470, and the place where 
he learned the art of prhithig, which he introduced 
into England a short time afterwarda, and thereby 
laid the foundation of that n.ighty power which 
has contributed bo ranch to her greatneaa and 
proeperlty. 

In 1259 Cologne obtained fbr itself the **BUxfel' 
richi '* (staple laws), whereby all goods arrlring at 
this port were transferred to Cologne vessels, and 
made to pay a high rate of duty fbr fnrther transit. 
The dignity and importance of this city had by 
this time become acknowledged OTer all Europe : 
It waa called the ** heilige stadt,*' or holy city. 
Its merchants were highly pririleged la England 
by Henry VI., who allowed them the sole occupa- 
tion of the Guild Hall. It numbered within its 
walls 2i66 churches, and conld trend into the field 
80,000 fighting men. Bat the hcur of desolation 
was at hand— the day of its decline was approach- 
ing. Commerce departed from its port, and sought 
a new road across the European Continent,whil8t 
Cologne Itself, bent in craven Subserviency and 
menial subjection to the blighting de»poti»m and 
withering tyranny of ecclesiastical bigotry, which 
on three consecutive occasions trampled out its 
prosperity, annihilated Its commercial and social 
Independence, and finally completed its downfall. 
The first edict issued by the persecuting church- 
men within ltd saactuary was aguinst the Jews, 
who were hunted like wild beasts, and expelled 
without mercy. The second act of iatoierance 
and persecution was the banishment of the 
weavers ; and the third the exiling of the Pro- 
testants in 1618. In the case of the weavers, 
1,700 looma were burned, and the owners emi- 
grated to VervIerSjElberfield, and Aix-la-Chapelle, 
whither they tr^msferred their industry from an 
ungrateful city, and where they established the 
celebrated cloth manufactories, still flourishing in 
and enriching ihese towns. The expelled Pro- 
testants settled at Mulheim, Dusseldeif, Etber- 
fieldt Crefeld, S. lingen, and other places, where, 
as exiles and victims of persecuting bigotry, they 
Baised establishments and promoted the arts of 
peace and iDdustry— .so true is it that persecuti<:n 
&»ils to effect its purpose, whilst it ever gives new 
strength and energy to the emancipated victims 
of its cruelties. In this period the church, or rather 
ecdeaiastical body, reigned paramount, until the 
rreoch Revolution destroyed its sinister influence, 
Uugbed at ita cenMoreSf wbiM its weH-filied 



coffers were bdng emptied, its Ql-gotten' 
seixed upon, its churches and conventa plnndesed 
and secularised, and converted into atablea and 
warehouses, whilst the entire fobric of itsstreBfth . 
was being crushed into Jitoma. 

The (dosing of the navigation of the Rhine by 
the Dutch, in the 16th century, waa a great blOY 
ftt the prosperity of Cologne. The renioval of this ■ 
impediments in 1837, has greatly tended to give a 
new stimulus to commercial enterprise and in- 
dustrial development. Vesaels daily throcg her 
harbenr, along which new quays and bondhig 
warehouses have been erected, a foreign eammo- 
■icatlon by sea is carried on and extending, whilst 
the daily increasing prosperity of the city is being 
added to, and strengthened by, the railway com- 
munication with Paris, Antwerp, and Btrlio, 
whoae railroads converge at this point; so that, 
if the blessings of peace be continued to Europe 
Cologne of to-day bids fldr to rival the Cologne of 
the 12th, i3th, 14th, and ISthcenturies^aiidagMhi 
have her empty warehouses and stores filled with 
the skill of industry, whilst her populatiea 
increases in prosperity and happiness. 

Its objects of attraction are numerous, and 
widely spread abroad, but the tourist will find 
his visits much facilitated by making them in tiM 
following order : — 

The Cathedral (Domkirchl) is one of the purest 
monuments of Gotnic architecture in Europe. 
The name of the great architect who designed the 
plan of this colossal temple is lost. The earliest 
builder engaged hi its erection was Master 
Gerhard, who was still living about 1252, but ef 
whom nothing fUrther is known. The building 
was projected by the Archbishop Engelbert Voa 
Berg, and commenced by his successor, Conrad 
Yon Hochsteden, in 1248. The edifice is but a 
fi agment of its designed proportions, which, if 
carried out, would have made it the St. Peter o; 
Gothic architeeture. The whole length of the 
building at present is 400 feet (when finished it 
will be 511 feet), the breadth of the lower chnrdi 
161 feet, and the height of the outer gable at the 
west end, corres) ending with it, amounts to 23 
Ofet. It is built in the shape of a cross ; the 
arches are supported by four rows of *6i columns^ 
which, together with the half columns and the 
pillars of the porticoes, amount to 100, The fbor 
central ones meastire about 30 feet in dzvnmi- 
feience ; each of the entire terminates in « capita^ 
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Ohismented in a peculiar manner. Of the tivo 
towen, or steeples, each of which was intended 
to be 600 feet high, one, whose height is very in- 
considerable, stands on the north side j and the 
other, at present used as a belfry, is scarcely a 
fhim of its Intended height. In this steeple is 
suspended the large bell, weighing 25,000 lbs., 
ani requiring the strength of 12 men to ring it. 
On its top stands the crane used by the workmen 
in drawing up the stones. It has remained in its 
resting place for centuries, except on one occa- 
sion, when it was taken down j but a violent 
thunderstorm occurring immediately after, the 
citisens attributed it as a consequence of the re- 
meval of the crane, which they had instantly 
replaced again The mi^estio choir, rising heaven- 
wards, together with the surrounding chapels, are 
the only finished portions of this immense edifice. 
Btaatiftal in the extreme are the groups of tall 
columm standing there, like the trees of an ancient 
forest^ only split at the cnlminaUng points in a 
crown of branches, and rising with their colleagues 
in a pointed arch, almost inaccessible to the eye 
that would trace them. 

The late and present Kings of Prussia have 
expended in the space of eighteen years upwards 
ef 220,000 thalers on the repair and preservation 
of the building, rendered almost a ruin by long 
ages of neglect. The restoration, &c., is being 
effected in a masterly style, and the Dracheiifel 
stone of the exterior replaced by a species of vol- 
canic origin, brought from Treves and Andemach. 
In 1842 the now khig laid the foundation-stone of 
the new transept, and an association has been es- 
tablished, branching all through Europe, for the 
purpose of coUeciing subscriptions for the com- 
pletion of the edifice after the original design, 
which, according to an estimate of the architect 
Zimlner, would take £750,000; of this a million 
dollars were collected from 1842 to 1851. ~ The 
aisle, nave, and transept were opened in September, 
1848, the two latter portions being covered in by 
a temporary wooden roofing ; and on our visiting 
it in the autonm ef 1852, the five windows of 
stained glass, presented by the late King of 
Bavaria, were placed in the south aisle of the 
nave, and the one executed in 1608, in the north 
aisle. On the whole, the transepts being now all 
hut completed. It is possible for the vlMtor to 
form some exact idea of the nH extent. The 
cliolr will fill the visitor with enthasiiitlc awe. 
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The Prtiibytery, in the choir, and the high 
altar, are works of a modem date, and we think 
accord but very 111 with the antique majesty and 
solemn grandeur of the dome. Among the colums 
at the entrance there are two very fine marble 
statues, representing the Virgin and St. Peter, 
exquisitely sculptured in the Italian style. The 
two tombs, in the choir, of the brothers Adolphus 
and Anthony, of Schauenberg (both of them 
Archbishops of Cologne), aire fine statues of white 
marble, adorned with elegantly arranged foliage, 
and deserving of considerable attention, as rich 
specimens of high art. The beautifhlly stained 
windows have been refreshed and repairvd, and 
the frescoes redecorated by Stelnii, an artitt of 
the Dusseldorf school. The colossal gold-fluwered 
statues of the Tijoelve AposUes standing against 
the columns are fine specimens of the antique 
German plasters of the fourteenth century, of 
which date also are the superbly carved stalls and 
seats. 

In the Chapel behind the high altar we behold 
the monument of the Three Kingt, or Magi, who 
came from the East to worship the Saviour, and 
present him with g fts. This chapel was built 
by the Elector Maximilian Henry of Bavaria, 
and the bodies of the three Oriental King?, or 
Wise Men of the East, were bestowed to it 
by Frederick the Flrdt, also called Barbarossa, 
who CArried them off from St. Eustorgio, after 
he had taken and plundered Milan, giving 
them to the Rainaldo, ArcUbishop of Cjlogne, 
who accompanied him, and had them convened 
to that city in 1170. The chests in which 
they repose is composed of plate gold and diver, 
exquisitely engraved, with an encircling of rmali 
arcades supported by pillars; however, the rich 
treasures and exqtrisite decoratioLs of this shriae 
were carried off and much injured during the 
fUry of the French revolution, at which period 
it was transferred for safety to Amsberg, in West- 
phalia, and several of the jewels sold, which were 
replaced by paste or glass counici feits. The 
coffin has two partitions, the lower one of which 
has on either side a liaif-rooflng, while the upper 
one has a whole one. The lower, and broader 
partition contains the bones of the three kings 
whose heafs appear (separated) in front, between 
the half-roofing upon which yon »9% in rubies 
the names Casper, M^chhr, Balihoterf these

nearly wrought aiid gilt, partly by antiqut^ 
predoiu stonti, aaamali, and othsr ornamanti 
given by the people of Cologne^ and the ihrina, 
without the Tahie, has much of iti original 
appearanoe. The front of the shriue lue 
Inioribed on its snrfaoe the following huoription : 

" Corpora lanctomm reoubant bio tema IfiJoiniiD 
Kx hii cabUtnm nlhU ««t, aUUba looatum." 

It is atsBTted, though we think without truth, 
that this tomb and its predoua ornaments are 
worth 4243^000. 

On SundiQrs and holidays the shrine Is open to 
the public, but visitors desiring a oTose examina- 
tion of it had better apply to the sacristan, and 
by paying l^tii., a tidcet to admit self and friends 
will be given. Tidcets admitting to an inspec- 
tion of the choir cost 15^., and are supplied by 
thebeadle. The ascent to the galleries costs 2t^. 
Between the high altar and the sluine of the 
Three Kings, under a slab in the flooring, is 
buried the heart of Mary of Mediois ; and bkfore 
the chapel the tombstones and epithets of the 
Arcbbishopsof Colognemaybeseen on the marble 
walls, the most remarkable of which are those of 
PbUlp of Heinbcrg, surrounded by a mural 
parapet, and of Conrad of Hodutedea in a 
bronse. 

Particularly remarkable and worthy of notice 
is .''be beautiful old picture of 1410, representing 
the patrons of the city, and the Three Kings ador- 
ing the divine babe in the centre, St. Ursula and 
her companions, tbe 11,000 rirgius, with St 
Gereon and hb Theban legion on the others. 
This painting was remcved from the Bdtel de 
Villein 1810, and placed in its present position In 
the Chapd of St. Agnes, on the right of the 
Magi The artist is not known, but he is sur- 
mised to have been Master William of Cologne^ 
or his pupU Stephen. 

The Sacrittjf contains some interesting anti- 
quities, and splendid specimens of art and work- 
manship^ ia the shape of churdi plate, ahrines, 
sword of Justice used at the coronation of the 
emperors, oarrlngs in ivery, archlepisoc^al orois 
^ Jb^J^ sad tevenl other ot^eota of intwwt.

The Chwreh of St. Ursuta, fiunous by ths 
legend of h^r and her 11,000 lirgin^ w» 
erected partly in the 12th, 14th, and 15«li osB- 
turies. The singularity of Its ardiiteotni% li w«D 
worth attention, and the entire choroh is nearly 
filled widi bones. On the right hand near the 
entiance is the golden chamber, in wbidi St. 
Ursula and a few of her IkTourad aasoelatea >is 
In repose in coffins behind the altar. The bones 
are encased in sUtw, and among the reUos pointed 
out in tills chamber, is one of the stone vends 
used at the marriage feast in Cana, and in wfaldi 
the water was turned into wine. The rdlos In 
this church are iiideous, bones every where meet 
the eye, and are disposed in ghastly arrsy in glass 
eases about Tlie liietory of this childish legend 
is painted in the dioir, and represents the safa^ 
as the daughter of an English king, who, on her 
return from Bome, was murdered at Cologoei 
together with her 11,000 companioni. 

The C%iirc^ qf Sta. Maria, in Ci^itollo, !i Ha 
oldest in Cologne. PiectruiUs, the ooneort of 
P^in, of Hertttel, who separated firom hat 
husband in consequence of his attaohassBt ti 
Alpais, the mother of Cluurles Martel, faumdad 
this establislunent, and built the dmrdi.

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dvriog the iaroftdf of the Normans. Several 
paintiogs were remoyed to this church from that 
of St. Martin, of which that by Aagnstin Braun, 
an excellent painter of Cologne, a»d contem- 
porary of Rubens, is highly deserving of being 
noticed. This church alio possesses a large and 
excellent organ by ihe late Mr. Koenigthedder, 
the celebrated artist, of Cologne, who also built 
the organ of Nimwegen. The Churdi of 8t 
Maria is new, and built in an elegant antique 
st^le, ornamented with painted windows. You 
majf also see it in an exceOent painting by Duerer 
(representing the dispersion of the Apostles and 
the death of Maria), which by a lucky acddeiit 
was found in the loft of the church, in a heap of 
old rubbish. 

The Oiurch of St. Qereon, and the Thebaic 
Martjfrs was built by the Archbishop Anno, In 
1066, on the spot on which the temple built by 
8t Helena formerly stood. It received at a later 
period, a large, boldly executed cupola with three 
galleries, and is one of the finest churches in 
C<dogne. St. Gereon lies buried here, along with 
his warriors, a he diulls of these maityrs are 
exhibited in the church. Beneath the church, 
in the crypta, or vault, theie are two chapels, on 
whose floor traces of andent mosaic are visible. 
The altars at the entrance of the church are 
adorned with two good paintings by Schuett and 
Oeldorf; artists of Cologne. 

The Church of St. Cunibert, near the Rhine, 
is spaeious, beautifUl, and has a fine pen^ective. 
The a^tar is constructed after the pattern of that 
of St. Peter at Rome. The gate has a fine 
frame in the last style of the 12th century. The 
Tumba of St. Cunibert, which once was so re- 
markable, has been scandalously mutilated under 
the dominion of the French. Some years ago 
the steeple of this church fell down. The fine 
glass paintings in the choir sre well worth seeing. 
The church of the Apostles, near the new mar- 
ket is likewise a btautiAil old German buiit^ing 
of the llih century. An Ascoisionof the Holy 
Virgin by Hulsmann, and the martyrdom of St. 
Catharina by Pottgiesser, deserve to be noticed ; 
as iJso does the fragment of a lent doth, woven 
by Lady Ridimod Mengis, of Adocht. to which 
Is snnexed the tradition of Richmodis, of the 
fiunOyof the Usophsklrchen (Lyridrchen), who 
was buried alive, and by a peculiar aoddent saved 
herself from her coflBn, and afterwards lived 
many years with her consort very li»ppily. 

The Chureh of Maria Ateenriont or the late 
ohurdi of the Jesuits, though buiit in a mixed 



style, half andent German and ha^f modern, 
has many ornaments in the iniide 'espedimy 
a splendid commnnlon pew, with arabesques 
and baS'relieft of white marble. There are 
some paintings bv Schuett on the high altar. 
The walls of the cho^r are adorned with land- 
scapes. Tbe marble flooring, the pulpit, and 
the organ are handsome. Contiguous to the 
church Btants the late college of the Jesuits, in 
which there were a valnaUe librarv and rich 
cabinets of artificial curiosities. The French 
carried off the most valuable articles : among 
others a volume of letters, In Leilnitse*s own 
handwriting, to the Jeeult Brosses; the most 
valuable minerals ; about 1,400 pieces of Greek 
snd Roman coins; a pretty complete collection 
of stiver and copper coins of the middle age ; a 
number of antique bowls, vases, urns. Images, 
&c.; an Invaluable col:ection of more thm 6,V00 
orig^al drawings of the most celebrated artis s 
of ah schools; and a similar collection of andent 
engraving**,^ There exists a printed catalogue of 
the latter coTection that was sent to Paris, and 
returned in a very defecive state 

There are some of the other churdies and 
chit pels (not mentioned here) that may have been 
built at the time whnn the Christian religion was 
introduced on the banks of the Rhine, and frir- 
nish fine specimens for a history of andent 
German a* diitecture. Others there are tiiiat are 
remarkable in other respects. In the Church of 
St PanUiUon (of 9f 4) there is the tomb of the 
Empress Theophani*, the consort of Emperor 
Otto II. They also preserve in this churdi the 
unciirrupted body of the martyr Albinns. The 
body of the famous Duns Sootus, who died at 
Cologne, in 1308, whose manu»oripts, in 14 folio 
volumes, were in the possession of the Minorite", 
is bulled in the char ch that formerly belonged to 
their order. The churches of St. Severin and 
St Goeris (George) are very old, but defaced by 
many coloured piaintiags. In the former, the spot 
on which the Emperor Sjlvanus was murdered, 
is marked with marble figures, inserted into tbe 
fiooring; and, connected with tte latter, jou 
behold atowor of enormous thicknefs, which the 
Arciiblnhop Anno placed right before the upper 
and older town gate, to keep the dtixens of 
Cologne in awe, who were disaffected to him. 
The Lis, or LIsolph's Church, is remarkable for 
the andent tomb c f Matemus ; the painting of a 
lateral altar, by John Von Calcar, who learned 
bis art at Cologne, and afterwards became a 
pupil of Titian, has been removed. The remains 
of tlie fiunous Albertus Magnus were deposited 
In the church of the Dominicans, which has been 
pulled down since. Spadoos barracks for the 
artillery now occupy the ground on which it stood. 

All doisters, pious foundations, and other cor-* 
porattons in Cologne were seoulsrised by the late 
French Government; many parish churches went 
to decay; othera were removed to finer churches, 
formerly belonging to cloiiters or other pious 
foundati ns; some also were turned into manu- 
fao'ories and magasines, or demolished. The 
handsome, though plain diardi of the Antonites, 
was given to the Lutheran and reformedoon^^- 
gations. 
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PA SSPORTS.— No penon is permitted to trarel in Oermany without being provided witli a 
Passport, which he is bound to produce whenever requiifed so to do by the police. If viiritin]^ a 
large town and purposing to sleep there he must exchange his passport for a receipt, (schein) in order 
that it be forwarded to the police-bureau to be vise. On the production of the schien or receipt, 
he receives back the passport. In small towns, the passport is only delayed a couple of minutes 
during the registry of the bearer's name, after which it is at once returned. Innkeepers are bound 
to submit the names, professions, age, religion, and motives for travelling, &c. of all the visitors 
who may arrive at or depart firom their hotels. And the better to ensure attention to this rule, 
a stranger's book called " das Fremden Buck" is kept at each hotel, in which the traveller is required 
to enter all the necessary particulars. 

The traveller should also be cautious to understand and comply with the regulation that requires 
him, under a severe penalty, to send or take to the police office, before he has been two days in the 
town, the ticket which he received at the gate, when if he so requires, he wUl receive a permission 
of residence for any fixed period, at the expiration of whidi the permission oan be renewed. 

On leaving the town the pasqtort is returned to the traveller, and should be vis6 by the police, his 
own Ambassador, and by the representatives of the States he may have to pass through. The traveller 
should never pass from one state to another witfaont adopting this course ; and on leaving a great ci^ital 
where are resident Ambassadors from the several dominions through which his Journey lies,' he 
should secure the signature of all these ministers to his passport, iMtrticularly if bound for Italy or 
any part of the Austrian domhiions, as no one is ever permitted, (many pretence or eondUiony to erts 
the Austrianjirontier withota the signature <^ some Austrian Ambassador, 

IMNS. — ^In Oermany the innkeepers are of a superior class in life, and g^eneraS^ of obliging and 
kind manners. They preside at their own tables d'hdte, and their conversation Is almost invariably 
found intelligent and agreeable. 

Travellers intending to remain a week or longer at an hotel, should make an agreement before- 
hand with the landlord, who will generally abate one-third of the charge. Tables d'hdte tickets can 
also be purchased much cheaper when taken by the score or dozen. In Oermany, apartments in 
hotels are charged for according to size, accommodation, and the story in which thqr are situated.

The Packets firom London are now mostly 
new Teasels of a rery superior class, combining 
great speedF- absence of vibration— and nnexoep • 
tionable accommodation for passengers, includ- 
ing private st«te cabins for families. They leave 
St. Katharine's Wharf for Rotterdam, every 
Wednesday, Saturday, and Sunday mornings, 
returning from Rotterdam the iwne days of the 
week, and they generally perform the passage in 
18 or 20 hours. Pisces can be taken at the 
Landon offices of the Companies Arom London 
for sny towns on the Rhine, as far as Basle, at 
very moderate fares; and in l>ooking throughout 
passeogershave the advantage of belngpermi ted 
to stop at any 'place they please on the Rhine, 
and of proceeding on their Journey without the 
least additional charge.

In the northern provinces of HoBamd thare an 
neither mountains nor hi Is to rdisivetlia eyefirom 
the monotony of one flat surfkoe; and wbea 
viewed from the top of a tower or steeple, the 
country appears like a vast marshy plidn, inter, 
sected in all directions by an Inflnity <tf esmli 
and ditches. The prospect is not, kowevsr, sKo. 
gethr uninteresting, though wantiiv in iritat 
we deem the first features of plotaresqnebasatri 
as it exhibits vast meadows of tlie trmh&Kt ver^ 
dure, and covered with numerous hards (rf calfla 
The numerous barks passing in eresy direotfas 
a'so tend to enliven the soana^ and the rlsii 
succession of farms, villages and towns^ dtow 
at once the industry and wealth of the eoaatiy. 

The Maas is the estuary which aondnalB the 
grea'er portion of the waters of the Bhina and 
Mens « into the sea. At its mouth there is a bar 
whidi causes vessels much difficulty to paHb 
especially in a low tide, when there is only 7 Alt 
of wator to sail in. Entering the Maaa. we est 
to the left the Hook van Holland, a sandy teak 
stretdiing into the sea. 

To the left we see Brdll^ a fbrtiflad toai 
of small dimensions, sitaatad on the right baii 
of the liver as wa asoead the tfeream. It ill 
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celebrated as being the birfh-plaoe of Admirals 
Tromp and de Witt. At tUs i»oint the yessel is 
boarded by the officers of cottoms, who examine 
the ship's pM^ers, and close the hold of the TeueL 
It was taken from the Spaniards by tbe Dutch in 
1672, William de 1a March commanding the 
Water Guensen at the attack. Thts town wss 
delivered to the Eoglish in 1586, in whose hands 
it remained until 1616. At this point we find a 
ferry across the Maas. We arrira at the en- 
trance of the New canal, which is 6 mUes ftirther 
up than Breille. This canal has prored an invalu- 
able aUl in the navigation of the river. It bisects 
the island of Voom, and enables resaels of large 
burden to avoid the risk incurred by entering at 
tbe mouth of the Maas, from which place they 
oaU piss into the large and commo^ons harbour 
of Helvoetslnys, where we see a royal dock and 
arsenal. It was from here William III. set sail 
for England in 1688. It is the chief naval port 
for tbe Uutch in the south, and may he looked 
upon in reference to Rotterdam and the mouth 
of the Rhine and Meuse, in the same light as 
the Holder is to Amsterdam and the Zuyder Zee. 

Viulardihgen is seen on the right higher up, 
and is the chief sUtion for the herring fishery of 
Ho land, in v^ich a hundred or more vessels are 
engaged annually. The fishery season lasts from 
the 2nd of June to the 1st of November. The 
chartering of the herring fleet is an interesting 
afTair; some time about the middle of June the 
offioers to be employed assemble at the Stadhuis^ 
or Town Hall, and take an oath of fidelity to the 
laws of the fishery convention. After this they 
r^e their flags, generally on the 14th of June, 
and proceed to the church to assist at the service 
specially celebrated for the occasion, with the 
object of praying for a fruitful season. The 16th 
of June, on which day they weigh anchor, is 
generally kept as a gala day devoted to amuse- 
ment and feasting. The flrstfhdts of (he expedi- 
tion are looked for with much anxious expects, 
tion, watchmen being pUced on the Tlaardingen 
steeple to keep a look out for the vessel which is 
deq;>atcfaed home with the first fish taken. A 
cargo of herrings realizes about 890 florins, and 
the King and his Ministers are presented with 
the first kegs. 

Closer to Rotterdam, situated at a distance 
from the river side, is Schiedam, with 12,000 
inhabiUnts. This place is fiunons for its distil- 

M 



leries, with the reftise of which upwards of 30,000 
pigs are fed annually. It has the appearance of a 
huge forge, whidi vomits, every minute, volumes 
of smoke that covers the town in a black mist. 

Botterdam is Ufxt seen at a turn of the river. 
The Maa9 is facing the town, and is from 40 to 
46 feet deep, thus ecabliog vessels of the largest 
tonnage to moor c^ose to the houses. The 
steamers land their passengers on the quay. It 
is a very fine one and singularly picturesque, in 
conseque n ce of the large avenue of beautiful elms 
which stretch along itsbanks, offering a d^ghtful 
shade. These trees give the quay its name — 
Boompjes which means little trees. On this quay 
is situated the Custom House, to which the 
passengers' luggage is conveyed for examination. 
It also serves as a favourite promenade for the 
inhabitants, and ha^ situated on it some exoeU 
lent houses, and many of the best hotels. 

Rotterdam.— Hotels : 

Hotel d* York, deservedly recommended ; also 
Hotel St. Lucas, good, but prindpallyflrequented 
by commercial travellers of the smoking class.

For travelling 
to the interior, canal boats hourly to Delft, and 
Hague ; fare to the lattor place 76 cents. 

Rotterdam is situated on the right bank of the 
Maas, with a popuhition of 82,600. The form of 
the town is that of a triangle, made up of aboat 
an equal proportion of streets and canals, tht) 
p-indpai of the latter being the Leuve, Oude, and 
Nieuve, which discharge themselves into the 
Maas and serve as a medium of communication 
between that and the several otiier canals by 
which the town is intersected. 

The visitor to Rotterdam, for the first time, 
will be surprised at the large number of draw* 
bridges keeping up a communication. The 
canals, crowded with vessels discliarging their 
cargoes at the very doors of the shops and ware, 
houses, will appear quite as singular. Thus the 
easy communication with the sea has contTibuted 
largely to swell the tide of prosperity for 
Rotterdam. It has constantly employed in 
the service of its foreign commeroe ov«x. 
eighty merchant chLv^ -^Yiwea. xtknQi.^ ^Ob^^ '*'*^- 
age to tA4 ttOTH Ittj^ik ^aft. liai^ xBWoS»» '^^ 
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ohief foreign trade is with Batavia, but a 
good traffic is also maintained in the produc- 
tions of the East. Its com and provision 
trades are also very great, whilst its dockyards 
supplied with timber from the upper parts of 
Germany contiguous to the Rhhie, make it the 
seat of a busy industry in ship-building. 

The appearance of the town, its novel and 
attractive combination of trees, bridges, water, 
und vessels; its old houses overhanging their 
foundation as if about falling in ruins ; its shops 
and the semi-barbarous Images in their front, 
together with its many other peculiar scenes 
and customs, will serve to amuse the visitor who 
enters it for the first time, much better than any 
.engthened description we can give of its build- 
ings and institutions. The high street called 
Hooggtraatf is built upon an enormous dyke or 
dam, which stands at the Junction of the Rotte 
stream, from whence b derived the name Rot- 
terdam, and Maas. The town Is Intersected by 
this dyke, between which and the quay Boomp- 
jeSf the most modem part of the town is built 
on ground gained from the Maas. 

The chief object of attraction in Rotterdam 
is the bronze statue of Erasmus, standing on a 
bridge of considerable width, which spans a 
canal, and on which is held a market. The 
house in which Erasmus was bom, in 1467, is 
now a gin shop, and is seen in the Breede Kerk 
Straat : it bears the following inscription — "Hio 
est parva domus, magnus quA natus Erasmus.** 
His real name was Gerrit-Gerrits, which he 
changed into Desiderius Erasmus. 

The Church of St. Laimrence, called the 
Groot Kerk, is a structure of the I5th century, 
being built in U72. Its architectural proportions 
are much neglected and even mutilated, but still 
preserve a very fine appearance. It is surmounted 
by a tower, from which can be obtidned an excel- 
lent view of the town and surrounding country, 
which like all scenes in Holland, is varied and 
picturesque, presenting a combination of wood 
and water, avenues and farm- yards stretching 
along a singularly level horizon, but broken by 
an occasional church spire or windmill peering 
through the distance. This church contains a 
large number of monuments, among which 
are those of admirals de Witt and Codener, 
erected hy the states-general. The organ 
jr/ff attnot attention on accouAt of its 



immense size and sweet tone : it has 6,600 irfp€8» 
91 stops, and its largest metal pipe is 36 feet, 
long, and 17 fandies in diameter. It la 90 liett 
high, and considered superior to the organ of 
Haarlem. The organist will play it on the oooa- 
don of any visi^ on being paid ten gilders. 

The Exdumge, over which, in a room, is a fine 
collection of philosophical instrument*i. The 
Town HaU or Stadhuis L» a fine building, having 
a composite portico. The house formerly occu- 
pied by the East India Company, near the Hotel 
des Pays Bas, will interest. The dock-yard, 
though small, is worth a visit, and can be seen by 
an order from any respectable housekeeper. In 
it is preserved the stem of the Royal Charles^ 
which was taken by the Dutch in 1667. The 
oollection of pictures bequeathed to the town by 
M. Boymans, can be seen daily, except Monday» 
by pay ing a small fee. 
English is generally spoken. 
The English Church is on the east side ^of the 
Hamig-blut, and has emblazoned on its portal, 
the arms of Qu&en Anne and of the I>ake of 
Marlborough. 

The Scotch Prei^tyterian Ckwreh is on the 
Schottiche D^k. There are many places of 
amusement in the suburbs, sudi as tea gardenay 
in which are biUiard-rooms and skittle-grounds, 
&c. The public walk, outside the eastern gate, 
called the Fluntage, is much frequented : and 
there are also several clubs, to which strangeri 
are admitted on being introduced by a member, 
and in which English as wdl as continenUil 
newspapers are taken. 

Post Office (Net Post Kantoor), is sitnated on 
the Nynhaven, in the Wynstratt. 

Treksthenten or dray boats ply every hoar to 
Delft and the Hague. 

Diligences daily to Utrecht, Mymegen, Gonda, 
Antwerp, and Breda. Steamers to Nymegen 
every morning in summer and every second 
morning during the winter months. 

Steamers daily to Moerd^k in three hours ; to 
MIddleburg, in Zealand, in nine; to Dort, twice 
daily. Daily to Gonda and back. To Havre and 
Dunkirk six times a month. To London every 
Tuesday, Wednesday, and Saturday ; to Antwerp 
daily, in from eight to ten hours; to Boisle Duo 
daily, hi ten hours; to Hull once a week. For 
the hours of sailing and ftirther particulan, IM 
BrQdshaw*9 ContinerOal Guide* 
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From Maas to Katendredit a ferry boat plies 
9fetj half hour, fitre 16 cents. Here the left 
bank of the Maas Is formed by an island called 
Ijsselmoiide, and which, though only fifteen miles 
hi length, by seven in width, is surrounded and 
intersected by dykes to the extent or2000 miles 
in length.

Rotterdam to NytneffeD. 

The voyage firom Rotterdam to Nvmegen 
generally occupies twelve hours, and if for a 
party, where there are several ladies, the state 
cabin should be engaged. 

The ** Waal" is the largest of the arms into 
which the Bhine divides itself on reaching 
Holland. 

Leaving Rotterdam, we first pass on the left, 
the guard-ship, and F^yenoved, the seat of a 
large engineering and foundry establishment, 
where we see the banks &t both ddes dotted with 
numerous picturesque villas and summer resi- 
dences. At the Spaniard'8-Diep» windmills, cot- 
tages^ and ship-yards are seen, and at this point 
the Lek Joins the Maas. 

DORT OR DORTRECHT. — JxOiB : 

Bellevue. 
Oonde Leeum. 
Wapen von America. 

Dort b dtuated on the left bank,on the expanse 
of the Maas. It has a population of 21,000 inhabi- 
tants, and is the seat of a condderable trade. It 
w&s here met, in 1572, the first assembly of the 
states-general, after Holland had revolted firom 
the Spanish yoke. By one of its decrees, the 
Prince of Orange was declared governor of the 
country. 

The famous assembly of Protestant divines, 
I nown as the ** Synod of Dort " was held here in 
1618-19, in the house now called Klove-niers 
Doclen. The room in which this celebrated 
synod was held is still preserved unaltered, though 
often used as a ball-room. Its ritthigs lasted six 
months, and numbered 152, the upabot of whidi 
was to confirm as the established fidth, the Cal- 
vinistic doctrine of Predestination and Grace, and 
condemn Armenius and his followers. The pre- 
ddedt, in dosfaig the sittings, declared **it8 
miraculous labours had made beU tremUe." 



The Oofhie Cliureh has a beautiftil iqiiare 
tower, and is remarkable for its exquisitely carved 
white marble pulpit, its various monuments^ and 
massive gold church plate. The Mint wHl also 
repay a visit, as a building of the fifteenth oeiu 
tury. 

Dort is the chief station for the rafts (See 
Route 21 The largest East Indiamen can 
saS up to the quays at Dort. The country 
about is very low, and its every hollow is so Ml 
of water that fears are entertained that the 
entire should be swallowed by the waters, were 
the Rhine to rise even a few inches. Sailing 
through very intricate sandbanks, we arrive at 

GoRCUic, aUat Gorrichcm, an antiquated town 
to the left, situated at the junction of the Mouse 
and Linge, and is connected with Ylanen on the 
Leek, by the canal of Frederick. This was one <tf 
the first places taken firom the Spaniards by the 
water geusen, in 1572, who, imder their chief 
officer Lumey, murdered nineteen Roman 
Catholic priests, for which savage act he was 
degraded by the States General. Opposite Gor- 
cum, on the left, is Worcum, and we see alio to 
the left 

The CasOs of Loevestein, famous as the 
prison of Grotius, 1609. It stands on a ppint oi 
the island of Bommel. Grotius was concealed in 
a box by his wife, and so removed out of pristm 
by his servant maid, who conveyed it to Gorcum, 
to the house of an Armenian fiiend named Jacob 
Daatxelaar, where he was relieved firom his 
narrow cell and escaped to Brnbant. Madame 
de Groot was not long detained in prison, and 
soon after rcjjoined her husband in Paris. 

BoMicxL, to the left, once a fortified place, de« 
stroyed in 1629. 

Thiel, to the right, an agreeable little town, 
with 3,600 inhabitants, and famous as the bfarth- 
place of General Chasse.

Nymegen, called In German Nyegen^ con- 
tains 24,20a inhabitants, and is situated on the 
left bank of the ITool. It is a strongly-defended

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tA defend fheir Belgio territoriee against the I 
predatory inraaiona of the Germans. Paaq;>orta 
are taken firom travellers here, and ahouldbe 
again obtained orer night hj those Intending to 
start early on the following morning. The prln- 
d^ buildings in Ny megen are the 

Tcten HaUf a structure of the sixteenth 
oentury, having in front two rows of statues 
of the emperors of Germany who had in 
any way conferred privileges on or benefitted the 
town. Its curiosities are the sword with which 
was beheaded the Counts Egmont and Horn, 
portraits of the ambassadors who attended on the 
occasion of the signing of the treaty In 1678» 
between Cbarlea II. of Spain and Louis XIV. 
and some Roman antiquities. 

St. Stephen's Ckureh, a brick edifice of a good 
cruciform shape, erected 1272, is a pretty speci- 
men of the Gothic style, and remarkable for its 
ancient choir, in which stands the monument of 
Catherine de Bourbon, wife of Adolphus of 
Egmont, Duke of Guilders. Her effigy is exe- 
cuted in copper, and surrounded with devices and 
figures of the Evangelists. On an eminence here 
stand firagments of the church of the castle of 
Valkenhof, destroyed by the French in 1794, and 
said to have been built by Julius Csesar, and 
Inhabited by Cliarlemagne. In addition to this 
fhigment we see on the brow of the hill a circular 
chapel or baptistery, of the thirteenth century* 
adjoining it is a very agreeable promenade sur- 
rounded by trees. Further up is the caf6 called 
Belvidere. A very fine view is ei^oyed firom it, 
comprising a good prospect of the Rhine, Waal, 
and IJssel, and the Maas on the south; good 
views may also be obtained firom Berg-en-dal, 
Beek,andUpbergen, close by.

The confluence of the Waal and the Lower 
Rliine, or Leek, the two branches of the Rhin» 
takes place at about an equal distance of dght 
or nine mUes above Nymegen and Amhebn. 
Previous to sailing Into the united watws we 
should take a glance at the dams^ ^kea^ and 
Jetties made up of earth and widcer woric stroteb- 
ing along the ahore^ or Into the river, and regu- 
lating the course of the waters^ and so goven^ 
them, that at all times, whether in flood or low. 
water, no more than two-thirds of the tributaries 
should eaUae into the Waal, and <mly one-third 
Into the Look. The importance of these hydraulic 
works cannot be over estimated, and on them 
depend the phyrical existence of Holland. They 
are watched over by engineers^ who attend to 
the variations of the current and preserve a 
iMUance of power in the stream by throwing out 
new works when necessary. These worksi and 
the vigilence used by the engineen in strengthen- 
ing tliem, saved the country from being drowned 
in the floods of 1784. 

At Aabt a safety-valve la formed by a dan 
thrown across an old arm of the Rhine or aban- 
doned dbannel, into which the waters oonld be 
turned in case of a great rise of the Rhine. The 
Dutch and Prussian governments have settled fay 
a convention, that the Rhine should be permitted 
an outlet through this dam in the event <tf lis 
waters at Amheim attahiing a certain hdgh^ 
and in such a case a newpassage to the aea would 
be formed for the Rhine in less than five minutes, 
which would suffice to sweep away the dam and 
its erections.

Hotel Domhardt. a very good hoteU tttaalcd In 
tiie centre of the town. 
Dusseldorf Is one of the prettiest and neatest 

towns on the Rhine, oontabiing 86^000 inhabi- 
tants. It is seated on the right bank of the 
Rhine, and is capital of the duchy of Berg. It 
was once a fortified town, but its fortifioationa, 
rince the peace of Luneville, have disappeared, 
and their place is occupied by gardens and 
agreeable walks. Its ot^Jects of attraction are 
few, indeed it may be said that the School <^ 
Painting is the only one ; it occupiea the palace 
erected by the elector John Wmiam, whose 
statue of bronse is seen in the market-place. 
The entire building was destroyed by the French 
in 1794, save one wing, but the main structnreb 
&0., ha* been rebuilt^ The celebrated vdJain 
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SCHOOL OF PAnrriNG^-HOlTKIItCinE — THB BHIKE (c). 
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of ptetoret were remored to Munich in 1805 ; the 
preeent odlleotion is much inferior. Taaao and 
the two LeonorMi by CariSohn, are brilliant 
executions of modem date. 

There Is also an interesting collection of draw- 
ings by the old masters, amounting to 14,250 
specimens, among whidi are many by Ri^hael, 
M. Angelo, Titian, and other celebrities. There 
are also copies of 300 water-colour drawhi£pB 
from the works of the different Italian schools, 
flrom the 4th century. They are executions by 
Rambout. The public librazy is immediately 
below this gallery. 

Tbe DuzUHorf School of Painting, founded 
in 1828, by Cornelius, has an exliibition eadi 
summer of the paintings by wator-colour artists. 
It opens in July, and continues open until Sept. 
Mr. Schutte's Gallery of Modem Paintings, 
at 481, Rue de L'All^e, Is always worthy a visit, 
from its being constantiy renewed by the new 
pictures which are exhibited there as tliey are 
finished. 

The Hoffkirche or church of St. Andrew, has 
some good paintings by Dusseldorf artisti of the 
existing school. The church of St. Lambert, 
In which there are several int^esting monu- 
ments; the Jesuist church, contahiing a painting 
by Deger, representing the virgin as she stands 
on douds, holding the saviour, are the only other 
o)>Jects of public interest. 

The Hofgcurien, one of the most beantiftil 
gardens in Germany, will repay a risit, it Is lined 
with sweet walks, and commands a good view of 
the Rhine. 

Dusseldorf is the seat of the provincial parlia- 
ment of the Rhenish provinces, and Is the 
residence of Prince Frederick of Prussia. Its 
situation on the Rhine contributes altogether to 
its prosperous and thriving condition. It Is the 
emporium of the merchandise sent from the 
duchy of Bwg, and of the iron ware from Soh- 
llngen, as well as of the cloths and cottons of 
Elberfleld. Of the three quarters into which it 
is divided, Karlstadt and Neustadt are the best 
and deanest, contrasting deeply with the close 
filthy streets of Alstadt. 

EngUsh Church Service at the German pro- 
tcstant temple, Berg Strasse, at 11| a.m. and 8^ 
p.m. on Sundays.

•grrie among lofty cntgs, and anon gently dopinf » 
are scattered along its limits as so many triumphs 
won by industrial energy amid this rugged for- 
tress of nature. This rirer is regarded by every 
German with a kind of reverence and affectionate 
Interest, their poetry calling it "King Rhine." 
Castles having a thousand legends connected 
with the traditional reminiscences of their history 
ai« met with as we are borne ahmg its course.

Byron, 
Populous dties^ flouridiing towns and viilagea^ 
beautiftd roads and healthy mineral springs are 
not wanting to add more attraction and beauty to 
that river whose waters offer ch<rfce flsh, as the 
^neyards on its banks offer the choicest wine ; ** a 
river which," according to Dr. Leiber, ** in its 
course of nine hundred mlles^ affords six hundred 
and thirty miles ot uninterrupted navigation from 
Bade to the sea, and enables the Inhabitaats of 
its banks to exchange the rich and various pro. 
ducts of its shores for the choice articles indi- 
genous to other lands; whose cities, illustrious 
for commerce, for the encouragement of science, 
and works of strength, ftunish protection to 
Germany, and are also fiunous as the seats of 
Roman colonies and of ecdesiastioal councils; 
aad are assodated with many of the most im- 
portant events recorded in the history of man- 
kind.** 

The source of the Rhine, wfaidi, in its course 
to the ocean of nearly four hundred leagues, is 
swelled by more than twelve thousand brooks and 
streamlets, issues in the centre of the Alps^ on the 
flrontiers of Italy. Three brooks, uniting at the 
village of Rheinan, in the Grissons, form this 
stream. The Fore Rhine issues on the eastern 
declivity of Mount St. Gothard, where firom the 
lake Toma, which is enclosed by a wall of rocks 
of nbie thousand feet this rivulet breaks forth, 
and, being increased by the wrters <^some other 
brooks, near the village of IMasentla^ joins the 
Middle Rhine, anothe* rivulet, issuing from a 
dmilar lake near Mount Lukinany. FUteoi 



leagues lower down, swdled by near rixty other 
brooks, both rivulets unite with the Hind RUne^ 
and thus united, form the river Rhine. The 
Hind Rhine, the most condderable of these 
three brooks, issues likewise in a ravine, which la 
some mfles long, firom among masses of rooks 
rising to the height of nine thousand feet out of 
an ice mountain, 6-6 thousand feet above the 
level of the sea. 

JZq^ on the Bhbie. — Every traveller on the 
Rhine is sure to meet fast floating islands of 
timber going down the stream. It will doubtless 
be to him an object of interest to leam what this 
novd spectacle means^ its composition, otufect, 
and destinatlim. They are called ro^ and are 
the produce of the forests covering the hills and 
mountains watered by the Rhine and its tri 
bntaries^the Neoker, the Murg, Main, and 
Moselle. After being thrown down from their 
lofty heights, they are feDed, and cast into some 
stream sufficient to float them. Thus is tree 
after tree bound together, and conveyed from 
stream to stream, until floating islands areformed 
which are bound into one great £abric and na- 
vigated to Dortrecht, where it is sold at Neun- 
dorf. As the mass floats along, it presents the 
appearance of a floating village, composed of 
eight or ten wooden houses on a large timber 
platform. Four or five hundred rowers and as- 
sistants are required to navigate the raft. These 
are directed by pilots and the proprietor, who 
lives on board the raft, in a house built eiqiressly 
for him, superior in sise, &c., to the others. 
The captain occupies an elevated position, which 
enables him to see and order all the steeringt 
and movements. The maaa or structure is 
directed by means of anchors and the immense 
oars placed fore and aft. The workpeople are 
accompanied by their wives and children, and 
knitting, sewing, &c., is carried on during the 
day. A very large quantity of provisions is con- 
sumed during the voyage ; so much as 46^000 lbs. 
of bread, 31,000 lbs. of meat, 600 tuns of beer, eight 
or ten butts of wine, 1,500 lbs. of butter, 10,000 lbs. 
of cheese, being the average quantity. The timber 
is sold at the end of the voyage, and often produces 
as much as £26,000, and oftentimes £30,000. The 
duration of the voyage Is generally from eight 
days to six weeks.

Refireshments are provided on 
board at a moderate rate, fixed by a printed 
tariff. In going up or dovm the Bhine, in the 
river boats, if a person wishes, or has necessity, 
to travel with economy, he may take a second 
class ticket, and dine at the table d'hdte in the 
main cabin by paying the di£ference of fkte be- 
tween the two places for such time as he Is at 
dinner ; or, in other words, he will pay 3s. instead

Scenerp of the Bhine — The picturesque gran- 
deur of the Bhine first shadows forth its beautiftd 
hrlllUuu^ at the magnificent duster of mountains 
oalled Siebengeberghe ; and from this place, along

The water Journey from Cologne to Bonn It 
very uninteresting, the banks along being qoite 
flat, and the villages lying on them uninteresting. 

As we near Bonn, to the right, the outline <tf 
the Siebengeberghe, or Seven Mountains, is seen 
to reflect itself in prismatic splendour, glittering 
and sparkling like the walls of some crystal 
palace. The Sieg discharges itself into the Rhine 
on the right bank. This river is famous for 
salmon fishing. It abounds in this fish, som* 
of which weigh from 30 to 50 pounds. 

To the right the castie of Siegeberg rises on 
an eminence above the Sieg, three miles east Of 
the Rhine. It is now a lunatic asylum. 

To the right, also, is Schwaz-Rheindoif. 
There was formerly an establishment for noble 
ladies here in this place, known as the Bene- 
dictine Abbey. It contains to-day a cnriooi 
architectural monument called the Steft Eirohek 
a church of two stories high, interesting to none 
save antiquarians.

Close to Mehlem we find an extinct volcano, on* 
of the most interesthig on the Rhine, called the 
Bodesberg. Its crater is a quarter of a mile 
round, and one hundred feet deep. A good 
prospect of the Rhine may be had firom theardi 
and turrets of the Castle of Rohmdsec^ mp* 
proadied through the Eliasschlnct Gorge. 

The view from Rolandse<dc Is unoommoaly 
beantlAil. If you wish to come to the ruins^ yon 
first strike into the horse-roid, whidi serpentinei 
across the hiU in a western direction. Then you 
come on the left to a footpath that takes yon 
through an overgrown ravine to the summit. At 
the foot of the hiU lies a hamlet with three hnn* 
dred and fifty inhabitants. On the pleasant 
island of Nonenworth, there is a nunnery, built 
in 1 673. It is embowered in trees and deUgfat- 
ftilly situated. It was taken under the protection 
of the Empress Josephine, who induced Napoleon 
to spare it, when the other religious houses on 
the Rhine were confiscated by the French. On 
the height of Honnet, there are some lead and 
copper mines, and a little further down is Rasn- 
nesdorf ; in the shade of the Seven Hilis — ^th^ 
mi^estic Slebengeberghe. With these masses ter* 
minates the chain of mountains that stretches 
through Thuringia, Fulda, and Wetteravia np 
to the Rhine.

betants, is situated in arery picturesque country, 
to the left. Opposite the town, on the left bank, 
there arises a moontafai that contains an Inez* 
hanstible store of large columns of basalt, under 
a layer of 30 or 40 feet of sandy marlground. 
They stand and lie in the quarry In different 
directions, resembling those of the Oiantfs 
Causeway in Ireland; their sides dosing and 
q^reading under ground as fiir as the middle of 
the Rhine, though some lie so deep that one 
can see many of their their horizontal sections 
at low water, and others again generally i^tpear 
aboTO it. The most remarkable of these is the 
Unkelstein, a group that is evidently connected 
with the other columns stretching along the 
shore. There are dreadftil traditions of the 
Unkelstein, similar to those of Scylla and 
Charybdis, current among the people, espe- 
dally the shippers. The basalt forms a first-rate 
material for roads, and as such is largely quarried. 
A landslip hi it in 1846 raised the road forty feet 
above its former leveL We next see, to the left, 
the woody heights of 

Afpoluiiabisbero, a dieerftil mount, with 
its former provost's mansion, which bdonged 
to the abbey of Siegburg. From its height, 
which is uncommonly interesting, a delight- 
taL view of the Rhine may be ex^oyed. It 
is called after St. ApoUinarius, whose head is 
preserved in the ancient Gothic church, built 
flrom the designs of Zwimer, the restorer of the 
dMne of Cologne. Frescoes decorate it inter- 
nally, and drcular windows, except in the choir, 
Bght it up. It contains some of the best works 
of the German sdiool of firesco painting, by 
Deger, A. MiiUer, and Ittenbach. From the 
ApoUinarisberg a splendid view of the seven 
mountains can be enjoyed. At the bottom of 
the hill we see

Romans, with a population of 1367 inhabi- 
tants. It Ues opposite the hi^ road firom Bonn 
to Coblena. When, in 1768, the beantifal road 
between the two latter mentioned places was 
bdng made, a great number of antique monn- 
ments were found here and about. They diiefly 
condsted of Roman mflestones, coins, coIumiM 
with inscriptions, sarcophagi, denoting prettf 
clearly that the Emperor Biarcus Aurelins and 
Ludus had already founded a road here. The 
chief obtlect of interest to the travdler is the 
romanetqtte gateway. It is dose to the chnrdi, 
and has sculptured on it the signs of the xodiac. 
To the right, a little b^ond Remagen, are seen 
the basaltic precipices called the Erpder Lei, 
whidi, are 700 feet high, and almost inaoesssl* 
ble, and have yet, by the energy and skill of hnmsn 
industry been converted into rich vineyards. The 
vines are here, as In other similar steep vinevat^ 
(where one would almost suppose the moantalD 
goat and her kids could alone be the vinedicsMn^) 
planted in baskets filled vrith mould and inserted 
in the crevices of the rock. The costly 1^ wine^ 
the prindpal white wine of these parlay grows 
on the southern or eastern dedivity of ibis 
steep. Proceeding past Ockenfels on theri^ 
the first turn of the river brings us in rf gi*! «f 
Linz, on the opposite shore. 

Lnrz. — Inns : 
Nassaushofc 
Rheinischer Hof, 

A small industrious town, with a popnlattonitf 
2250. It is partly fortified and belonged fomedy 
to the Electorate of Cologne. In 1866^ the 
castle near the Rhine-gate was built by Ai^ 
bishop Engelbert III., In order to seoore fte 
Rhine toU and protect the town against the ^ 
vasions of the dtisens of Andemadi. .TlM 
castle^ as wdl as the town-waOs, are built df 
basalt, and the streets are paved with the saoM 
material. Not far from Linz is Let»b»dotf iritb 
its white steeple peeping forth fW>m the right d 
therock oppodte the Aar, which isaues into ttt 
Rhine, opposite Lfaiz^hnmediately below Sinaig, 
Passing its mouth, we see up the Aar vaB^b 
the conical top of the Landakrone. This Uttil 
mountain stream flows through a narrow daflk 
and crooked valley 12 leagues long, prodnofaig as 
excellent red wine cslled Aarblucfaart. IH 
stream is very rapid and sometimes ownlkm 
its banks spreadhig desolation around. 
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8i9Zie.^(Inn : Sten Krone.) A small town, 1} 
miles from the Rhine, by whose waters its walls 
might haye been formerly washed. Its population 
is sixteen hundred. It is the ancient sentricxun, a 
Roman castle, probably founded by one of Augus- 
tas' generals, called Sentis. According to tradition, | 
the memorable battle between Constantine and 
Blaxentius, which decided the victory of Chris- 
tianity over paganism was fought here. Its 
parish church is an object of interest. The 
altar-piece in it represents Constantine beholding 
the cross in the sky. It is a beautiftil gothic 
edifice, built in the form of a cross. A well pre- 
served painting over the side door on the right 
deserves notice. There are a few German paint- 
ings on the side of the high altar scarcely deserv- 
ing notice. To the right we see the oastie of 
Argenfels. A short distance beyond the village of 
Honningen we see on the left, the village of 
Niederbreisig, a pretty place, with about 1,220 
pihabitants, and from there, up from the 
river, is Oberbreisig, where our notice is • 
claimed by an ancient church and some inscrip- 
tions. In the distant background, contiguous to 
Eifel, we see Olbreuck and the castie of Lands - 
fcron on the Aar. Proceeding to Brohl, we see 
on the left, the castle ofRheieeck, from vhlch the 
prospect is really grand. The ruins are tbe pro- 
perty of Professor Bethman-Holweg, of Bonn, who 
has restored them to their pristine shape at consi- 
derable and lavish expense. Upwards you behold 
Andemach and Leudesdorf. and opposite, bloom- 
ing fields greet your eye, whUst downwards, 
the stream is rolling its waves in delightful 
ecstasy. 

Brohl 0* Hotel Nonns.) is a small village at 

the mouth of the stream and valley of the same 
name. It extends partiy at the declivity of a 
mount, and is mostly hid in different directions 
by two small hills. Upon one of these emi- 
nences there lies an ancient castie. The 
beautiful view, the abundance of springs, 
the evergreen vegetation, and the natural 
loveliness so interesting to a phi'osopher, 
presents one of the most delightful atttrac- 
tions on the banks of the Rhine. All around 
Brohl has the character of volcanic alluvial 
soil, and you frequentiy find in it a mixtur<s 
of pumice stone, removed from its place by vol- 
canic eruption. Brohl possesses a p^per mill, 
together with several other miUs^ which are driven 



by the waters of the stream Brolu-Bach, and ara 
employed in grinding tujGT-stone into trass or 
cement. It resembles Roman cement and the 
pnzzolona of Naples, and was made use of by the 
ancients in the building of their coflBns, which 
were called sarcophagi, or flesh consumer^ 
from the wonderful property possessed by th'^ 
stone of absorbing the moisture of the dead. 

From here an excursion can be made to the 
lake of Laach. This lake and its environs are 
extremely remarkable. Its surface fs 8,694 feet 
long, 7,890 feet broad, and 214 feet deep. It is 
said to have 8,000 sources. The water is of s 
blueish colour, is very cold, and of a nauseous 
taste, throwing out, when agitated, a sand 
attracted by the magnet. The lake fireezea 
rarely and contains no fish but pike, tench, and 
perch. The excursion is made by carriage, and 
will occupy a long day. On the opposite shore, on 
a huge rugged rock, is the ivy clad ruin of the 
castie of Hammerstein, remarkable as being the 
refuge of the Emperor Henry V. when perse- 
cuted by his son. The small old church within 
it is interesting. 

The retrospect from Brohl to Andemach i§ 
charming in the extreme. Massive rodo, with 
the picturesque ruins of the castle of Hamener- 
stein, woody foregrounds, and flourishing valleys^ 
form some of the most charming landscapes. To 
the left we see 

Namkdy, situated romantically within the 
shades of the forest. Here the Rhine forms 
a small harbour where formerly the smaller 
rafts were united into larger ones. As we pro- 
ceed on from here we see Breysich and Hoeningen 
in the foreground of the picture through which 
the river pursues its serpentine course. Fassing 
the islet on the right, the prospect opens between 
two rows of mountains, and a cheerful plain 
spreads itself out on our left, where Lieudeadorf 
is ranged along the river, sheltered by high walb 
I of rocks planted with vines. We arrive at 
Anderxacr, an ande* ttown, founded by the 
Romans, and, in tbe middle ages, a Trea dty of the . 
empire. Endosed within lofty old walls, it con- 
trasts strikingly with Neuwied, further on, which 
lies quite open. It was the flrontier fortress of the 
Romans, the head quarters of a prrofectus militam^ 
and the last Roman station of the army of the Up- 
per Rhine. It contains about 3,000 inhabitanta^ 
and is at present fitmous Cot v«<i \ft^i^!a.^'' — ^"'-^ 
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•PPMT mnfliere dse on the Rhine, or in any 
Europeen country in such quantity as in Hcdland. 
Theae products are ftimished by those remark- 
able quarries of mill stone and trass which the 
geologist will not pass by unnotioed. It is the 
peculiar quality of this volcanic production that it, 
if ml<ed with a proper quantity of Ume, forms a 
mortar that resists water, or rather, is turned by 
it into durable stone. The mOI stones of this 
pla(« are also a volcanic product, and are q>oken 
of as the ** Rhenish mUl stones^' by the Roman 
authors. A great many of them have been found 
among the Roman ruins in England. They are 
also exported to this country, Russia, the East 
and West Indies, and to other countries of 
the world. The curiosities of Andemach are, 
the gate towards Coblenz, the round watch 
tower, the ancient palace of the Frank kings, 
close to a round tower, evidently Roman, and an 
Interesting specimen of the architecture of the 
middle ages. 

The Church is a fine old structure of the 
Carlovlngian ago, and in the neighbouring 
Kirchberg there are Roman sepulchres. In the 
neighbourhood are reveral rich mine<td springs. 
Those of Toenentein and Heilbrun, near the lake 
of Laach, about two mUes to the right of Ander- 
nadi, have considerable repiitation. Those of 
UeHbrunen are white, like milk. A short distance 
fkrom here, on the right of the road, on the spot 
where formerly stood the Abbey of St. Thomas, 
burnt by the French in 1794, there is an extensive 
tannery and lunatic asylum, part of the restored 
ruins of the abb^. Beyond Andemach the 
mountains again approach the river, forming a 
magnificent defile, and having, at the water^s 
edg^ on the right, the ruined castiie of Friedrich. 
ttein, or the Teufelshaus— <. e., the Devil's House, 
so oaUed by the serft forced to buHd it, the 
building of which was begun in the 17th century, 
but never finidied. On the same side lies the 
vUlaflre of Irrlich, connected by an avenue of 
poplars with the town of Neuweid. It is an in. 
dustrious Uttle place, where the Neid falls fato 
the RUne. Opposite to it lies the mouth of the 
Mette, which in its course of ten leagues, waten 
one of the most fertile valleys on the Rhine. 

Nbdweid. — Inns : 
Hotel du Rhin. 

Anker. I 
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An agreeably ranged and dean town, wMh a 
population of 6,300. It is the coital e^ 
the principality of Weld, now Joined to Pnuriis 
and is located in a charming pUto, environed 
as it were by a wreath of emin^Mjea. it 
was founded not much more than a century baek 
by Prince Frederidc William. It has broad 
streets, dieerftil houses, and is a pattern of acti- 
vity and industry. The Count Alexander raised 
the proq>erity of the town by giving perfeet 
fk«edom and toleration in civil and rOUgioas 
matters to all who came to settle there, by as- 
sisting them with large sums of money, uid 
keeping up a splendid court. Luthen&f^ 
Roman CathoUcB, in short, pecq^ile of all per- 
suasions flocked to this place where the foeterii^ 
genius of toleration buUt herself a temple, whwe 
men, though kneeling at different altars,. and 
worshipping by different rite?, yet regarded the 
book of peace and the legacy of love not as a 
bone of contention, nor Christianity as the toneb* 
stone of uncharitableness. 

The Princes Palace overlooks the river. In 
one of its side buildings is a very imp<ntant eol> 
lection of Roman antiquities, chiefly gathered 
from the buried city of Victoria, near Nleder- 
biber, two mUes to the north of the town. In 
the collection are several Tutelar genii; one of 
bronze, whose inscription informs us that it had 
been erected by fourteen veterans (thefr names 
are inscribed on the bads), and other military 
persons, on the 23rd of September, 246 &a 
Besides these, there is silver hi plate^ bronsi^ 
sandstone and pipe day, alabaster and fine 
vohites, shields, arms, helmets, iron tools, pot- 
ter's ware of all forms and materials, and a col- 
lection of coins, female ornaments^ &o. None of 
the coins date later than 376 a.c., which all bat 
precisely setties the epoch of the destruction of 
Victoria, the ruins of which are now covered up, 
and the green com of spring again waves hi 
serial beauty, over the bruised and broken rem- 
nants of its andent grandeur. The palaee 
garden of Neuwied, which is accessible to evoy 
one, is particularly deserving the tourist's notlee. 
A small hill in it, the Sonnenberg, presenti a 
most beautiful prospect of the Rhine, and o# 
Andemach. At ther extremity of the garden 
you see before you, through the trellis gate, the 
beautiAil avenue of popivs that leads to tlM 
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▼JUage of Irrliob. In tbe buflding caPed the 
Pheasant's Waxren, to which strangers are freely 
admitted, a rich and remarkable collection of 
natural objects may be seen, which the cele- 
brated naturalist. Prince Maximilian, of Neu- 
wied, sent during his trayels in Brazil and North 
America. This collection contains 313 Mammalia 
and 1,700 stuffed birds; there are also in it 
many classes of the Brazilian animal reign. 

The flying bridge over the Rhine at Neuweidi 
greatly facilitates its commerce. 

The colony of Zforavian Brothers, occupying 
a disthict quarter of the town will interest ; their 
ohurch, schools, and workshops, being worth 
seeing. 

A pleasant excursion can be made to Monrepos, 
with its park and gardens. It is situated six 
miles N.N.E. from Nenweid, and affords beauti- 
ful prospects. A pleasant road over meadow 
grounds leads us to the ironworks of Rasselhstein, 
and thence to the pleasure park of Nothhausen, 
much frequented by visitors firom Coblenz and 
other places. The palace or ch&teau is a iilain 
building of but one story. Here the most 
beautifU landscapes appear within a drcum- 
ference of about thir^ leagues* Behind the 
ch&teau Is a grove partitioned out into seven 
shady and delightful walks ; at the end of one of 
them is a lone and poetical valley, terminating 
at the entrance to a beautiful beech forest. 

Wo next see to the left^ Weissenthurm, or the 
White Tower. It is a village ];K>s8essing a church 
decorated with modem firescos, and deriving 
its name from the ancient watch tower built by 
the Elector of Treves. At this spot Csesar crossed 
the Rhine, seventeen centuries before, and con- 
structed his famous bridge, described in his 
CammerUaries de Cfaia. The French also, in 1797, 
crossed the river at this spot under General 
Hoche, by throwing a bridge across. They met 
with severe opposition trota. the Austrians on the 
occasion. To the right, on an eminence, we see 
the obelisk erected to the memory of the French 
General. It bear the following inscription: — 
**The army of the Sambre and Mouse, to its 
comnumder. General Hoche." This was the 
same general who was destined to command the 
expedition into Ireland. The bed of the old lake 
here widens into an extensive and well cultivated 
plain, over which are scattered villas with plea- 
sure and fruit gardens arouad thtm; and the

EvasBS, with a castle buOt in the aoefent 
French style, and a population of MO. Scars^ 
a pistol-shot distance from it is the buttress of •

built 38 years b.o by Yirginius Agrippa. The 
castle and the greenhous«> are worth notice^ 
particularly the beautiful ceiling painted by 
Zidc 

MuLHOFBir. — A small village to the right, at the 
mouth of the river Sayn. A road leading from 
Engers, three mOes distant, and from Coblens 
dght miles distant, to the village and chftteaa of 
Si^jm, wends up the valley teom here. At the rear 
of the village of Bendorf, close by, are the caimon 
foundry and ironworks, as large as any of the 
great ironworks of England. The Prsemonstrant 
Abbey at Sayn, founded in 1202, will interest 
deeply. Its church is buUt in the trandtion 
style. At the extreme point of the valley is the 
castie of the Counts of Isenburg. The valley is 
certahilya delightful one, containing summer- 
houses, gardens, and villas. It forms a favourite 
object of summer visits to the people of Coblens. 
The venerable and noble Abbey of Rommersdorf 
is seen on the slope of a hill north of the vallegr, 
about two miles north of Sayn, and the ssme 
distance north-east of Eugers. To the right are 
seen the walls of the Castle of Ehrenbreit- 
stein. Over against the ruins of the ancient 
Castle of Sayn, lies Mount Frederick, also caUed 
Renneberg, where beautiful plantations may 
be seen and magnificent views enjoyed. To It an 
agreeable excursion may be made fh>m Bendorj^ 
situated within a small distance from the right 
bank of the river ; with its ironworks it Is sur- 
rounded with ferruginous eminences which afford 
some beautiful prospects. From these eminen- 
ces you see the Rhine far below Coblenz issuing 
from among the mountains and forming an 
union with the Moselle, near that town. Ap- 
proaching closer to Coblenz, we see on our left 

Nbuitdorf, the vegetable market of Coblenz. 
On the right the cottages of the vinedressers 
from Urbar range along the bank of the river- 
where an excellent reddish wine is grown. The 
charming island of Nicderwerth is next passed. 
It has a handsome church and 762 inhabitants. 
On the left bank we now behold tl&ft y8i»««^«A^ 
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WallonlMhii, irith its doister, and on the right, 
oa fh« dope of a mount, the late nanneiy of 
Beaeioh. 

To thie left, near Keaselheiin, are the renudns 
of tike ofafttean of SchonbbornUutt the residence 
of the Bourbon princes during their exile firom 
France at the French Rerolution. Near the 
confluence of the Moselle and Rhine, to the left* 
is the monument to General Marceau, who fdl 
on the field of Altenkirchen, in endeavouring to 
dieck the retreat of Jourdan. Before reaching 
Coblens the valley widens considerably, the 
mountains of the Hundsrueck on the left side 
terminate, and those of the Eifel are still distant 
ftom the bank of the river, the eminences of 
Westerwald, or the New Forest also recede a 
little on the right hand, and thus the tourist is 
environed with a grand natural panorama. At 
Coblens the Moselle and Bhine unite, and the 
road passing under the works of the Emperor 
Francis^ sometimes called Fort Marceau, crosses 
the former stream by a stone bridge and enters 
Coblenz. Extending along the banks we see 
the immense palace of the Electors of Treves, as 
the steamer reaches her berth. Should our entry 
take place at the close of the day, the silvery 
stream'gets tinged with the last crimson clouds 
of evening, and the numerous old towers and 
turrets of Coblenz, sleeping in the shade, look 
well in the dusky twilight, and impart to the 
scene an aspect of sombre beauty.

Goblenx, the ** Confluentes " of the Romans, is 

a strongly fortified town on the right bank of the 
Rhine, and left of the Moselle ; capital of Rhenish 
Prussia, with a population of 26,000^ including 
4,000 military. It occupies a large triangle, form, 
ed by the influx of the Moselle into the Rhine. 
Coblenz is adorned by many fine buildings, 
squares, and avenues of trees. The old castle, 
near the Moselle bridge, possesses historical inte- 
roit, having been the sojourn of several emperors. 
The Church of 8t. Castor, at the very con- 
flnence of the two rivers, and distinguished by 
Ja/bar towen, dates from 836, Is worth a visit.

▲ nOroad of cast iron, with stone stahrs in the 
•antre^ takes yoa up westward, ahnost per- 
fandicnlarly to the top. From Ehrenbreit. 
•kein, the most charming prospect siiadows 
tkpelf forth. In the foreground, Coblens 
bwdert the stream, limited by two islands, 
%txh of which formerly had a cloister. 
ttrtdnd the town, rising on high, are the threat- 
9Bbag fortiflcations of the Carthusian mount. In 
the plahi there are more than SO viUages Tisible, 
and each point of view presents a new and oichant- 
Ing landscape. Along the foot of the mount and 
losing itself in the tunUng of the valley, near a plea, 
sant mineralspring that issues firom a hill, extends 
the little Tillage of Muehlhehn, 2,500 hihabitants, 
commonly called the Valley of Ehrenbreitstein, 
The objects worth notice in the old town, are, 
betides the church of St. Castor, already men- 
tioned, the monument in front of this church, 
erected by the French in 1812. It consists of a 
toontain, bearing an inscription, oommemorative 
of the inyasion of Russia by the French : to 
which was added, by Gerard St. Priest, the 
Russian commander, on his way to Paris, when 
pursuing the discomflted army of Ni^;K>leon, the 
following, "seen and approved of by us, the 
Russian commander of the town of Coblens;'* the 
Llebfrauen Kirche, a curious building erected in 
1259; the Protestant church, remarkable for its 
painted glass windows, similar to those in the 
Jerusalem chamber at Westminster; the Moselle 
bridge, built in 1344,. and commanding an agree- 
able view of the river and the venerable old 
buildings along the quay, and the ancient Town 
Hall, originally the castle of the electors of 
Treves, now a Japan manufactory ; the Stainhuis^ 
in which resided the late Prince Mettemich, and 
the Hospital. 

In the environs of Coblenz are M oaselwelss, a 
pretty village, much resorted to for recreation; 
Mettemich, eight mUes distant, at the foot of 
the Kriimmelberg. Here are the sources which 
sopply Coblens with water by pipes which pass 
over the bridge of the Moselle. This river is 
navigable to a great distance boyond Treves; 
daring the whole of fts course from that city to 
iu mouth, 147 mCes, it is closed in by mo^in- 
tains, which flmn a oontinued series of the 
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most diversiHeu landscapes, in consequmce 
of the sinuosities of the stream. Oerman steamers 
ply between Coblens and Treves, from whidi 
place to Metz is navigated by a French eompaay. 
Besides the beautiful valley of the Moselle Itself; 
whidi contains some of the most picturesque 
river scenery in Germany, many of the adjaoent 
valleys are weU worth a visit. 

Coblenz being one of those points on the 
Rhine from whence so many interesting ezc^ir- 
sions may be made, it is well, if possible, to make 
it a halting place for some days. Among the 
places most worth visiting are the following :— 
the Pfaffendorfer Hohe^ a hiil on the same side 
with Ehrenbreitstein, and commanding almost 
as fine a view ; the bill of the ChartreuM ; the 
castle of Stolzenfels, three miles up, on tbe right 
bank of the Rhine— vehicles there and back one 
dollar; to the top of the Euhkopf, the highest 
hill near the town ; Lahnstein, on the left bank ; 
Sayn and the abbey of Rommersdorf ; abbey and 
lake of Laach; castle of Elz; Nenwied and 
Marksburg; more distant, Ems and Naasaa.*. 
The neighbouring forests abound in game. 

ConvQronees.— Eilwagen to Ems, Kreusaioh, 
Treves, and Wiesbaden. Steamers several times 
daily to Biebrioh, Mayence, and Mannheim ; as 
also to Bonn, Cologne, Dnsseldorf, and Rotter, 
dam. Steamers ascend the Moseile as far ae 
Treves and Mets. 

At Coblenz the dhreet road to the Brnnen of 
Nassau leaves the Rhine. A great part of it is 
uninteresting, whilst some of the finest scenery 
of the Rhine lies between Coblenz and B&mgen ; 
and hence, to those wishing tA colore Um 
beauties, the post-road by the left bank as. tpa as 
Bingen, where it crosses the rlvei: Rheingan sad 
turns off to Wiesbaden, ia pteferable. In thle 
case an excursion to Ema ought to be m^de,, and 
to the Castle of Nassau, eight miles (brther. 
The cost of a carriage to IRjaoM is 4^ dollars. 

The tour of the Moskllk to Treves can be 
made fti>m Coblenz, retujrniog oq the river by 
steamer; or, if not aU the way to Treves, a twe 
days excursion might be qoade to Miinster- 
Maifield, the Castle of Biz, and the tillage of Alf, 
--sitaated on the MoseUe, at a pohit where the 
uKMt beautiful scenery ezista— and to the Bathe 
of Bertrich.

Distance by the post road along the left bank 
of the Rhlae, 66 English mUes. Conveyances : 
Steamers five or six times daily, performing the 
voyage up in 8 hours, and down in 6 hours. 
Bohndlpost daily to Mayence in 9 hours, and 
to Kreuznach, by Bingen, in ?( hours. 

Above Coblens the long ridges of the moun- 
tains begin to hem In the Rhine, which extends 
as far as Bingen, flowing through a contracted 
gorge.' An mnivalled scenery here presents 
llAelf to the ^re. The broken fragments of 
feudal castles, the mouldering mine of their dis- 
mantled battlements, with the waTed towns and 
venerable buUdinga^ form the most prominent 
features in the scene, which is dt ucly heightened 
by the historical associations connected with 
each and every object that bursts upon the 
astonished vision. Leaving Coblens we pass 



Forts Alexander and Constantine on the left, and I ^^ *** fortifications, and^the moantalBS of 

Andemadi in the distance. 

There is a ferry from Stolxenfels to T-f'*******s 
and another over the mouth of the Lahn; a 
carriage road leads to Ems, np the left bank of 
this river. 

We approach the mouth of the Lahn, wlikk 
issues slowly from a chasm navigable for snul 
vessels as high up as Weibery. At this spot tht 
Russians crossed the Rhine in 1814. The Lahn 
carrios a great number of minerala with itints 
the Rhhie, and above its mouth, to the right, on 
the top of a rock, is the castle of Lahneck, like 
a mouminic Naiad weeping as it were over iu 
ruined grandeur. There is Oberlahnatein. va 
old walled town, with a conspicuous red buil<l<.rf 
at the edge of the Rhine, once a oaatle cf ibe 
electors of Blayence; near it is a amoU whik 



on the right banks seethe fortified fort which 
surmounts the heights of Pfaffendorf, situated 
above a village of the same name. Proceeding 
on, we pass Horchhehn, wh'ch is the list Prussian 
village, and see opposite to it the island of Ober- 
Werth, on which is built the country house of 
Count Pfaffenhofen. Three miles or so above 
Coblenz we behold one of the most interesting 
castles on the Rhine, beautiflil in its picturesque 
eutline and commanding podtlon, it may Justly 
be styled the Proud Book. It is called the castle of 
StoUei^eXSf and was bidlt by one of the arch- 
Mshops of Treves. The wife of the % Emperor 
Frederick iL, and sister of Henry III., king of 
England, was received and lodged in this castle 
ki 1236. A very good carriage road leads up to 
Hi and about it there are very pretty plantations

Near it is the Konigs- 
mM (King's seat), an open vaulted hall, with 
ven stone seats for the seven electors, who 
«d to meet in it to discuss affairs of state. 
I this littie town many treaties of peace were 
■ide and signed; emperors were dethroned, and 
•ptres consolidated by the strength and alliance 
' oentnrle^ withered into clay, whilst dynasties, 
ropped up by the traditions of agea^ were set 
dde and othws substituted in thdr place. A 
eantifiil view is erjoyed firom the terrace and 
indows of the castie. The Rhine here assumes 

very broad expanse. Seated in a valley and,

Braubaoh (Inn ; Zur Fhilipsburg) a littie town 
B the right, located at the base of a lofty rock 
n which stands the strong and feudal fortress — 
be casUe of Marksburg, described below.

MARKSBURa. — A fortress of the middle ages, 
I perfect preservation, being the only one of the 
Ihine casties which has escaped destruction.

among these fs one called the Hundlooh (dog 
hole), into which prisoners were let down by • 
windlass, and another the horribe Fblterkamm«r 
(chamber of torture). A cell is pointed out as 
the one in which the emperor Henry IV. was 
confined. After viewing these dismal records of 
human cruelty, the tourist may ascend the doi\)on 
keep and take aview of the surrounding scenery, 
which is lidetoresque hi the extreme. The 
appearance of the country on the right now 
becomes wilder and more romantic. A long 
sandbank stretches across the bed of the river, 
and the Rhine rolls its waves past Peterspay. 
Mittiespay and Noberspay seen on the left. The 
Rhine here takes one of its largest curves, but Is 
soon repelled again into its proper channel by the 
mount of Boppart. The mountains now appear 
less picturesque, th^ being generally flattened 
or rounded. The charming castie of Leibeneck 
rises majestically abore Osterspay, which may be 
called a neat orchard. More to the right, about 
two-and-a-half miles b^ond Braubach, is fh« 
Dinkholder Brunnen, a funoua mineral qaring. 

Boppart-^Hotels : 

Hotel du Bhin. 
Post. 

An andent walled town, population 4,00*). 
This is a gloomy but interesting place, of 
Roman origin, having been one of the 50 casties 
of I>rusus on the Rhine. In it are the remaioB 
of the palace of the Prankish kings, and the 
ruins of a fine chapel. Behind the town is the 
ancient nunnery of Marienbergh, now an estab- 
lishment for the water-cure. The walls of the 
Roman castrum, a quadrangle of strong ma- 
sonry, stiU exist in the heart of the town. The 
situation of Boppart is remarkably beautifViI. 
The streets of Boppart are very narrow and dark, 
but possess maxy attractions for the architect 
and antiquary, many of the buildings presenting 
great peculiarities of ardiitectnre. 

Approaching Salzlg on the left, the mountidns 
recede a little fk-om the banks^ and give place to 
com fields and meadows. We next see the 
mouldering battiements and ruined towers of 
Sternberg and Liebensteln opporite, to the right 
of Salslg; seated on a lofly rock, clothed with 
vines. The traditions connected with their 
history make tiiem \sA»Mifi<&si^« ^\?tis«i »^ 
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mDed the brothers, firom the flict of two 
brothare hATlng resided In them. The brothcn 
lUl in love with the one Udj, and becune tom, 
end fen by eaoh other's sword.

X'heVeaaUa of the Romans. A small town of 
kM Inhabitants; very interesting to visit, and 
lightftdly situated. The diurch of Our Lady 
Oberwesel is considered a modd of the Gothic 
rle; in 8t.Martin'sisa**I>esoentfromtheCross,'' 
' Dtepcnbrock. The picturesque H»pearanee of 
ia town is mueh increased by its turreted walls 
la the lofty round tower called the Ox Tower, 
" the water side. The village of EngehoUe is 
^ worth a visit. Above this place the Rhine 
rms a lake, which appears to be entirely 
(Xdced up by rodcs. The view is sablimely 
'mxkd, and magnificmtly striking. Beyond the 
ic« the river makes a curve; its waves rebound 
om ft groupe of rocks partiy viirfble and partly 
•xioealed from view, and form a frightftil whirl- 
K>I called the hank. Immediatdy betow the 
*e»Jk there is another whirlpool called the Cfeuybrr, 
Kidi, according to tradition, was formerly con- 
HHed with Bingerkx^ by a sabterraneous 
t«8m. The former whirlpool has often proved 
•^•1 to shippers, especially to the rafts, the fore- 
Urt of which is frequently sacked five or six 
«t under the surface, and the crews plunged 
;> to their necks in water, and many ft rower 
&a found a grave beneath the deep bine 
%ter8 foaming round him. Tradition hands 
i down a mystic legend in connection with this 
K>t, representing it as haunted by a beantifUl 
rr«n, whose deeply rich and magic melody 
d^uiled the passing boatmen to overwhelm 
(^<t drown them in the cavern of her briny 



To the left, the next otjeotof interest we meet 
> Schomberfft a ruined castle built on a rock, 
>UI once the dwelling of an Qlustrioas fiunily of 



the same name, from whidi sprung Bfarsbsl , 
8<^omberg, the general of 'William the Third 
at the Battie of the Boyne, in Ireland. It Is 
called the beautify hill, from the fbct of seven 
daughters of the house, who were as lovely •• . 
they were cold hearted, being turned into sew . 
rocics, seen to this day below Oberwesel, rising . 
out of the bed of the river. 

GmrBNrsLs to the right, ft ruined castle, si. 
tuated above the town of Caub, upon a steep 
mount. Tradition derives it as named flrom ft • 
fair lady named Gauda, a fitvourite of Richard of 
Cornwall, Emperor of Germany, the brother of 
Henry m. of England. In 1807, it was sold for 
the consideration of ft few hundred florins. 
There is, on a projecting point of rock, a watch 
house, which seems to be suq>ended in the air, 
from it you behold with giddy looks the rhr&r 
rolling by deep below you. It was here Gnstavua 
Adolphus, in the thirty years* war, issued his 
orders against the G^;»aniards, who had taken 
their station on the opposite bank. 

Caub is seen on the right bank. It has 1300 
inhabitants. It is chiefly remarkable for its 
slate quarries, which are considerable, and as 
being Just dose the spot where Bludier cr os sed 
the Rhine, on the Ist of January, 1814. FVom 
the heights above the Rhine first was seen by the 
Prussians who gave one loud and exulting dieer, 
OkOiOiDg The Rhine t the Rhine t A toll is paid 
here to the Duke of Nassau by all vessels navl. 
gating the Rhine. The Duke is now the ority 
person who exacts this feudal impost^ though a * 
coi^le of centuries rince all vesseb had to 
pay thirty-two toCs on their voyage of the Rhine. 
Opposite Caub, in the centre of the river, we see 
the fine old castie of Pfkts, bn It in the sixteenth 
century by the Emperor Lewis for a toll house. 
To this littie island Louis le Debonnaire retired 
to die in 840. Tradition informs us that FfSitc 
served as a place of reAige for the Countesses 
Palatine during thebr accouchementi^ but the 
story is very fanprobable, to say the least of It 
The ca^e can only be spproached by a ladder, 
and a portcullis doses the only entrance to It 
In remote times the dm geons underneath served 
as a prison for state prifo** era. Downwards fhwn 
Caub the valley has a more romantic i^peanuMM. 
the mountains draw nearer eadi other, the 
towns and hamlets have a mere antlivae Aa^^ ^ 
and wonA«tt>A VciAVAota v^VSA ««.'^>*xdnjft.5«. 
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witiafand clouten, of tHh, mnd of the wbirlpool, 
and other phenomena of nature. 

SiOHARAHb built along the bank of theRhfaie. 
It* aoftlqna walla and open towers, b; wbldi it ia 
endrded, are pictureique and omamental. The 
mount agafaut which the town is reclined, is 
planted with Tines as high up at the ruins of the 
castle. The excellent quality ot the wine of this 
phtoe, to idiioh the Tallejs of Stdg, Manebaoh, 
and Dubach belong^ together with that of the 
a4Jaoeni emineocei^ the ScfUoMtberg, VoffUiberg, 
and KuchXberg^ is guaranteed by two respectaUe 
historical witnesses. Pope Plus n., better known 
as iEaeas BUvus, ordered a tun of it to be sent 
annually to Rome, and the town of Norimberg 
was granted its fireedom by the Emperor Wen* 
cedaai in return forfbur casks of it. Bacharah 
Is the birth-place of the celebrated painter 
Kttdidchen. 

The ruins of St<Meck, on the left, should be 
▼isited from this place, where one of the most 
beautlAil views expands itself before h'm. The 
easUe was of considerable extent, and seemed to 
have been buQt on the ruins of a roman strong, 
hold. It was the seat of the Electors of Palatine 
until 1253, and is now the property of the Queen 
of Prussia, their descendant. Close below the 
oestle stands the mutilated skeleton of the church 
of St. Werner, a beautiful spedmen of gothic 
architecture, with its lofty painted window, ex. 
hIbMng a perfect spedmen of the most perfect 
tracery work. ** Should the trayeller stop here, 
be ought to devote an hour or two to visit the 
castle tit Stahleck, and e^Joy the magnificent 
proqtect seen from it."— JET. C 

Immediately under the town there is an isle 
in the Rhine of about thirty acres. Between 
this and the left bank of the Rhine there lies a 
stone called Ara Baochi. Its appearance above 
water is hailed with Joy by the vintner as a prog, 
noatioatlon of a good vintage. 

LoKOHAUSKir is seen to the right. It is a small 
vHlage that marked the andent geographical 
border of the Rhine. Above the village, on the 
BidiolU)erg, are seen the ruins of the firontler 
fortress of Sareck, also opposite to it the ruinous 
doMer of Winsbach. As far as this place the 
Rhine flows fh>m east to west, which lays the 
vineyards open to the influence of the noontide 
sun, and the north and east winds are averted 



by the mountains on the ktt bank. The 
vinesthrtve on the highest antnoioei^ bat 4i 
most wholesome ones in the middle reg i one ; warik 
as are produoedin the low grounds beoomeaMte 
potable at a later period. Higher vp ffeoA 
Lorchansen is the ruin of the ancient oaaMeif 
Nollingen, from whidi a very intetresthig visv 
can be had. A beantifhl ground fbnaa fImM 
near the village of Rhelndebadi, abore wMA 
rise the round keep tower and shattered vsli 
of the Furstouburg, reduced to a min tj Ihl 
Frendi in 1689. On the right la

into the Wlsperthal, or Valley of' Whl8pcB% m. 
the right bank of which rises the Kedifeh, m 
I>evil's Ladder, a rocky height, at the top ef 
whidi is the castle of Nollingen. 

The district of the Sheingau, or RhhM^ eoaw 
menoes here and extends along the right haak 
as far as Wallof, induding the vln^yardi wUdl 
produce the most fkmous winea. 

To the left we see the the roint of the easOe 
of Weimburg, and higher np is the Uu nw t e d 
ruin of Sonne<^ originally a robber easOe, de- 
stroyed by the Emperor Rudolph, in 1282. 

Approaching Bingen and Aannandianeeo, we 
see what may be truly styled the «^«tfinnfMji 
Rhine. These castellated ruins, the mesi* 
covered stones, and prostrated hallS) all q;Milr 
forcibly of the past; and, whilst calling vp ia 
every one of their brokoi partldes the memoiy 
of other days, cannot but remind the stndoi^ 
the historian, and the traveller, of the haivy 
change which has been effected flrom fleudal baiw 
barism to dvU and constitutional prlndples. Af 
we proceed along, we are attracted by the cutis 
of Rdchaustein, or Falkenburg, which stands on 
our left, on a lofty Jut of the ro<^ once a dretd* 
fUl den of robbers, destroyed by Rodolph of 
H^[»burg, whilst ftirther up, on the same hv^ 
is the castie of Rhdnstein, built on a prc^ectfi« 
rock that rises flrom the bank of the rtver. Not 
far fW>m here, between the road and the xivsr, 
rises beautiftil and grand the gothio diurd^ 
dedicated to St. Clement, rescued f^m a stste 
of ruin by Prince Frederidc of Prussia. All, or 
nearly all, these stronghold of feudal robboy 
were destroyed at the dose of the thirteontt 
eentury, by a decree of the Diet the Bmp^ 
The castie of Rheinstdn is seen to th« left- thi 
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ndns limTe been partbuiy restored, bo m to serve 
as a Bomiiier retreat for Prince Frederidc of 
P^nissia. The interior is well worth a minute 
faispection, and travellers will find no difficulty 
In. getting access to it, there being a servant 
eonstaatly there^ who will shew visitors round it. 
Bdow Blirtnstdn there is a narrow pass, where, 
vntfl very lately, there was demanded a Jew^ toU. 
The contractors kept small dogs trained to single 
out and seiie the Hebrew children, whose race 
have given ns all that we hold dear, iiliether we 
regard the semetic principle always oonservattve 
of the great elonents of society, or the Divine 
Naxaroae bom firom a Jewish maiden to redeem 
and c<Miswvato a fUlen world. 

AssiuiTRAUflDi is seen to the right. jIU along 
between here and Ehrenfels, the terraced sides 
of the mountsinare covered with vineyi^c^ risfaig 
one above another to the very smnmi^ kept up 
by strong stone walls of from five to eight feet 
high; infiust, the vinqrsrds are nothing more 
than a snoeesrion of terraces, extending from 
the top to the bottom of theliills, someof whidi 
are near 1,000 feet high. Great and severe 
labour is required from the vinedressers in the 
cultivation of the vine in these places, who have 
to carry every particle of manure, and even the 
sou itself, on their shouldws to the hills. And 
yet, notwithstanding their severe labours, you 
behold them cheerfkd and hi4>py. The culture 
of the vine, though it involves much and inces- 
sant labour, is yet uncertain and oontfaigenton 
the weather, wiiidi, if severe^ may in a few 
hours destroy the entire vintage, and there being 
no com crops to supply its place, the cultivator 
is deprived of his sole means of subsistence. 

Among the numerous sorts of Bhenish wines 
remarkable for their superior excellence, those 
of Laubenheim, Bisdihim, and Assmanhausen 
are re<dconed the most pleasant; those of Hoch- 
heim, Johannisberg, and Oeisenheim are the 
most aromatic, and those of Nierstoln, Marks- 
bran and Rudesheim are the strongest and 
most qkiritnous. The Emperor Frobus first 
introduced the culture of the vine on the Rhine 
and Moielle. The vintage of the Rhine does 
not take place now until November. 



The Rtmd. Assmanhausen is a good starting 
point from which to make an ascent to the 
Mederwald. but Blngen, or Rudesheim, having 



better inns, should be preferred. <ou first ocww 
to an open rotunda or small temple, where oh* 
of the most charming prospects on the Rhine 
greets the eye of the beholder, not surpassed by 
any in Germany. Pleasant paths serpentine 
through a wood free frt)m underwood. The 
Rhine glides down before you, bespangled with 
town>llke hamlets and towns^ churches^ vWaM, 
vinehUls and mountains of verdant hue. Oppo- 
site lies Bingen,at the foot of a hiU, bearing the 
{ ruins of a castle of Drusus; to the left rises 
I Mount RochuS) with its pretty chapel; to your 
right the Nahe mixes its waters with those at 
the Rhine, and on the left bank of that river 
yon behold Mount Rupert, with the ruins of • 
doister. Near the tower of Mice or MnuseOiurm 
the rolling waves of the Rhine dis^ppesr between 
the dreary mountains of date hi an abyss. The 
spectator drags himself away tnm that charm- 
ing spot, wishing ever and anon to return to it 
and daguerreotype the charming picture deeply ia 
Us mind. From the tonple we proceed to the 
JRoud, or the foremost top of the NiederwaU 
and shudder as we look into the gloomy gulf 
formed by the mountains on either side, rUbag 
in high perpendicular masses after a very ido- 
turesque fitsliion. The ruins of the cesUe of 
Ehrenfels hangs like an eagle's eyrie below, on 
the beetling rocks^ andseemstobe threatened 
alike by the tooth of time and by the swelUng 
waves. The tumbling stream disappears as if 
engn^hed by the abyss below, and its hollow 
roar rises awftilty ftt>m the deep. The upper 
limit of the gorge of the Rhine, with all its grand 
scenery, is now reached. The river between 
Bfaigai and Boppart cuts across a oliain of 
mountains, which it is supposed at one time 
dammed up its waters as liEur as Bash, untO an 
earthquake, or probably the waters themselves, 
forced a passage and formed the present gorge 
or ravine through which the waters flow to the 
ocean. A remnant of this colossal barrier yet 
remains, and an artificial channel had to be out 
through it in order to afford a passage to vessels. 
It is called Blngen Loeh, or the Hole of the 
Blngen. The navigation of this part has been, 
much improved, yet to the Prussian government 
is due the credit of having widened it from 20. 
to 210 feet. On the left we see the small monu- 
ment commemorative of this event. Under the 
ruins of the oastie of Bhrenfela UMk^SoSak ^Soasoi!^ 
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COoM to tlM left btaakf and tuHiaomi to whoro 
Ibo watora of the Naho unite with the Rhine, is 
the Mouse Tower, notorious for Bishop Hstto's 
tradition. **There was," it tells us, **a great 
fiunine in all the land of the Rhine, and the 
■MO, women, and diUdren perished for want of 
food. Crowds of the miserable peasants sur- 
rounded the castle of Ments, whore Hatto held 
Us feudal court, and implored for bread. He 
would extend his hand in benediction orer 
them, but it held no loaf; and yet the bams of 
the archbishop wore filled with grain. He 
treated them as idlers and imposten^ who did 
not chose to work. The poor pe<q;>le became 
yet more importunate; thoy disturbed his sle^ j can be made to the ruin called Klopp, or Dmsoi

Bnronr.— (Inni Victoria) is itituated in m 
angle of the beantiftil TaOoy of the Mahe^ tfat 
flrontier town of the Rheno-Hessian territory, 
has a papulatiQn of 6,000 InhaMtants. A oo»> 
siderable entrspftt tar trade in com and wines. 
The town is Much frequented by strangers. Tlie % 
Rhine here makes a considerable cunre^ and Hbt 
ioenery around is in the highest degree attraetiva. 
The magnificent scenery in the neighbourhood 
is altogether lost to those who morely pass 19 
and down the river. From here an 



and Hatto sent his bowmen to invite them,— 
all thoy could get, the strong and the ddc, old 
men and children, and shut them up in his great 
bam, to which he then set firel It was a dght 
to draw tears flrom a heart of flint ; and when 
they screamed, Hatto laughed and said,. * Hear 
ye how the rats squeak in my barnl' But 
heaven was not blind. Swarms of rats over- 
spread the castie; no one could remain in iti 
Hatto went higher and higher; they pursued 
him to the very roof. The more ihey were 
destroyed, the more did they increase; th^ 
■eemed to rise up out of the earth. Hatto fled 
to Bingen. In the midst of the river he built 
his place of reftige, and went across to it in a 
■nan boat which held him alone. But the rats 
followed him over there; thay swam across the 
liver ; thay climbed over the walls and over the 
roof, thay entered through evory small hole, 
above and below. Thay devoured Hatto alive 
they ate his very name embroidered in the 
tapeatry wfaidi covered the walls of his apart- 
ment I In the morning mist which setties on 
the grey tower, the lonely flsheraian sees even 
new the q>irit of Hatto." Southey has versified 
this tale, against which history is decisive, for it 
teUs us that the tower of Hatto was built in the 
early part of the thirteenth century, by Arch- 
bishop Siegfried, when he opened the navigation 
of the right bank, fUlly 200 yean after the death 
<rf Hatto. The similarity of the German words 
Maut and 7%urm—MtMB meaning rat, and 
Thurm meaning tower of tolls, has probably 
been the temptation for fixing the legend there — 
the residence of the officer who collected toll 
ilr Um MrebtMkop, who, though one of the moat 



caatle. Narrow and steep stairs lead to a plat- 
form covered with luxuriant vegetation of ahrobs 
and cree p ers; and there are subterranean dun- 
geons below the ruins, vestiges of the feudal 
timea. From here alao the traveler oaa eat ool 
to explore the Rodenaberg, Rbeinatain^ and tiia 
Niedarwald, which may be done in one day. A 
boat taken from Bingen takea ua down the 
Rhine to the caatte of Rheinatehi (page 108,) fai 
twen^ minutea. If we ]nx>ceed on foot, a n^ 
can be saved by crosdng the ferry, beneath tha 
church, instead of proceedkig rovnd by the stooa 
bridge, ffe cross to Aasmanhanaam from Rheto* 
stein, and find donkays for Ifl. Ik., to take us vp 
to the Niederwald, (page 109.) And then we 
aacMid tar about one mile through the gnOy; 
bdifaid the village we find a path leadtag freai 
the right to the Jagd Sdiloae, where refraahmairti 
can be had. Thia exeuraton can be made fei 
about an hour, and a few minutea more auflioH 
to bring us to the BezauberU H9hU, or Magle 
Cave. Here three magnifioent landaeapei 
of the Rhine .may be enjoyed, each one dilliBreBt 
firom the other, and preaenting the appearanei 
of a beautifrd diorama. The Roaael (page lOiO 
is not far firom the cave; overlooking the boli- 
teroua eddiea of the Bingen loch. Here the rola 
of Ehrenfels U seen dinging to the outer snriiMS 
of the rock. This is one of the moat magnifloant 
views of the Rhine. The waters present rather 
a curioua i^tpearance in the river below, exhibit- 
ing three different colours. In the centre. ^ 
Rhine i3 a clear green ; the Nahe, close to ^ 
left bank, a heavy brown : and the Maine, at the 
right bank, a dirty ^d. Though the Maim 
joins the Rhine more thim 30 rnUea be^ood fill* 
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Ben,>«ttlieiPaten,ittoMMrted,do not mingle 
until their anrival at the deep pool of the Lurlei. 
The path now again einlu into the wood, and 
■fker a mOe^ arrives at the Temple, a round 
hriMtwg seen to the right. It rests on pillars, 
Bonsfaraoted on the edge of the hill, (page 109.) 
A q^endid prospect, extending up the Rhme and 
■cross the hills of the Bergstrasse and Odenwald, 
can be enjoyed here. The ^ye and mind will 
Bng«r nnoonsdottsly on its beauties, until, after 
virinldng in all the imq>iration excited by the 
glorious derelopement ot the wild, the romantic^ 
■nd the picturesque scenery with which it 
abounds^ it must be confessed that it is the 
■'loreUest landscape upon earth.'* We descend 
Ckom the Temple in about half an hour to 
Shidesheim, by a path in the midst of yineyards, 
^vUdi is dosed up in the Tine season. 

A TCiy pleasant excursion can be made 
Aom Bingen up the Nahe to Kreumach 
iuid Oberstein. The distance is 91 English 
■niles. The Journey from Bingen to Saarbrucfc 
lij Kreuznach and Berkenfeld, can be made in 
16 hours, 1^ Schnellpost, which runs omnibuses 
iMtween Bingen and Kreusnach, six times daily, 
Ckree, 10s.gr. A two horse carriage can be hired 
%o the latter places and back, for 7 or 8fl.; 'in. 
QlusiTCOi^ the drive. 2| miles beyond Kreuxnach, 
%o Munsterain-Stein, to visit the Rheingraven- 
^tein. At Bingen. the Nahe discharges itself 
Into the Rhine through the gate or portal formed 
^bf the Rochusberg on the right, and by the 
^upertsberg on the left. In its course of 60 
Snilea, it passes through Oldenburgh, Hesse 
^omburg, Frusda, Bavaria, and Hease-Darm- 
, belonging to three different sovereigns. A 



worth seeing are the mhis of the Roman Caa< 
tnam, the ruins of a beantifbl church on the 
island, built in the 14th century, and the ILrant- 
aenberg. Two miles above Kreuznach, on the 
left bank of the Nahe, are the salt works of 
Thevdorahalle, and Konshalle on the right, the 
proper^ of the €hrand Duke of Darmstadt. 
One mile ftirther there is the Munsteratn 'Stein 
salt works, encircled by the Nahe, in which rises 
a dark red wall of porphyry, to the height of 600 
feet, extending two miles to the village of Nor- 
heus, and having on its summit, the few ronains 
of the Castle qf Mhetngravutein, buHt by the 
Rheingraves. The view from it is immense, and 
It is ascended either by crossing the ferry at the 
salt works, and ascending a steep path, or by 
descendfaig upon it fr<mi the hill above, which is 
the more facile and better way. 

The ruins of the CatUe of Ehentibeieg lie 
ftronting Rheingravestein, at the confluence of 
thtNahe and Alsenz. It belonged to Francis 
von Seckengein, one of the most daring and 
chivalrous knights-errant that closed the middle 
ages. He hdd siege to the cities of Mets and 
Treves; and hi this castle he sheltered ftrom 
persecution, many of the early reformers. Me. 
lancthon, Buoer, CEcoIampadius, and Ulric von 
Hutten, found a shelter here. The castle was 
surrendered, after a stout resistsnoe, to the 
Electors of Hesse and Treves, who first robbed, 
and then burned it. In the valley of Alsens are 
some picturesque ruins and fine old castles. The 
quIcksQver mine of Landsberg is near Oberma- 
schel, between which and Meis^enheim there 
some coal fields.

A basin shaped 
valley opens out at Montuistein, having at its ex- 
treme point, the mi^estic ruins of the castle of 
Dhaun. The path leading ftrom them passes the 
villages of Dhaun and Johannisberg, below

Obbbstbih.— A Boull, and dirty town, tus- 
pendedin a ptoturesque manner to themonntafai, 
which presents the appearaoe of a compact mass 
of ro<^ of porphjiT, or amydaloid, beantiAil in 
agates and amethjsts of great bean^ and Tariety. 
The Tillage dinrch is built in a cavfty of this 
rook, and its internal walls are covered with 
mois. It is an»roadied by steps hewn in the 
rock and is lighted up by two large wfaidows. 
An andsnt castle crowns the sommit of the 
nonntain. This Tillage excels in polishing 
agate, and the lover of mineralogy may expect 
to earn a ridi crop fai these mountains of Uack- 
stone and porphyry. Besldes^ieat agates and 
amethysts, very fine crystals^ of cubical Molytfa^ 
harmeton, &c., are got here. Oberstein apper^ 
tains to the dncliy of Oldenburg, and the district 
on the opposite side to Prussia, which purdiased 
it from Saxe-Coburg. Above this village^ the 
Nahe loses its bean^ and interest. 

BuKsirFixLD. — The diief town of a district, is 
next met. It is only remarkable for its white 
ducal cMitean. A good road, provided with 
relays of post-horses^ leads from Bukenfleld, by 
Hermeskiel, over the Hochwald to Treves, a dis- 
tanoe of 32 English miles. A \eiy nice church 
is seen at Wendal. 

Ottweiler, Friedrichstal, where is manuflMstnred 
white glass. Three English miles north of 
Ssarbrucken, at Duttweiler, is the coal mine 
which has been burning for fourteen years. 
When the air is moist, smoke and vapours arise 
from the bottom in great quantities, but when 
the air is dry, very little vapour issues from the 
clefts of the rock, which are covered with salt- 
petre and sulphur. Tou find here, petrifactions^ 
especially of wood and reeds, and m the ilate^ 
beautiful impressions of plants, &o. 

Saaubrcckxv — ^A pretty Prussian town, con- 
taining a population of 8,000 inhabitants^ situated 
on the Saar, connected with St. Johann by a 
bridge. It was formerly the residenoe d the 
Princes of Nassau. In its vicinity are extensive coal 
nUnes. Amane^ possessing a splendid gothio 
cfaurdi, is higher up the val^y. Tberearesdmdl- 
poits daily to Saarlouls and Saarboig; to Mans 
and to Krenmadi, and steam-boats run daily !>••

After the SeoulariMtion of 
ey of Fulda, in 1803; this valuable do- 
icame the property of the Prince of 
who did not p o s s e ss it more than three 
vhen Nap<deoii gavt it to 
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Elellermaa. On tho termination of the war, 
it again changed hands; and was presented in 
1818, 1^ the Bmperor of Austria, to Prince 
Mettemich, whc held it as an imperial gift. He 
enlarged the ch&teau, giving the entire middle 
flrontan additionalstorey andaflatroof inthe 
Italian style. The interior is plainly fitted vp, 
and exhibits much taste in its decorations. In 
the palace cliapel you see the family arms of the 
Mettemidi fiunily painted on the glass windows 
by HeUme. A beantifiil view may be enjoyed 
from the terrace. The vineyard originally be- 
longed to Monks of the Abbey or Convent of 
St. John. The Johannistry of Mount St. John 
alias Bidioftberg, oondsts of about sixty meant, 
rising gently and commanding a beantiAil pros- 
pect. Before you is the Bheingan with innumer- 
able hamlets, viUages, villas, and dolsters; tho 
eminences covered with the ruins of castles; and, 
river with shady islands- The wine of Mount 
St. John has qtread the fiune of this emi- 
nence over a great part of Eurq^. The pro- 
duce is redu>ned at about forty butts; valued 
at 80,000 fiorins. The vines of this yard aro 
caned Beissbinge^ and the choicest of tiie vine* 
grow near thecastie. The vintage takes place 
as late as possible, the gn^es being suffered to 
retain the highest degree of maturity. So inre- 
dous are they that the berries whidi drop off 
are pidied up with forks expressly made for the 
ourpose. So much as 2,200 florins has been paid 
for a cask containing 1,350 bottle^ that Is, more 
than £1 2s. a bottte. George IV, and the lato 
King of Prussia were the purchasers. The 
wine is always placed in the cellars of the diftteau 
and ddivered out in botties. At this place tho 
Bhine flnd^ its greatest breadth, of 2;000 feet, 
stretdihkg itself out to double the width which 
it does near Budedieim. Its breadth at Cologne 
is 1,300 feet, and at Wesel 1,600. From here ixp 
to Mayence small isUnds are scattered in tbo 
centre of the diannel. To the right we se^ 
Winkd, called V*ni C^Ila, firom the fact of 
Chariemagne's wine-ceUsr behig here. Averj 
remarkable church is seen at Mittdheim. It Is 
a structure of the twelfth century, and consist of 
nave and aisles with a white and grey portal.

From this plaoe two pleasaBft 
cxonnf ons can be made In the course of a few 
hoars. One to IQeder-Ingelhelm, not flur dis- 
tant from the left bank of the Rhine, from 
wfalch eminence we behold the entire Bhelngan 
and its charming scenery. TUs village is 
de8ar\ing a risit, as the most memorable in 
Cicrmany, and another Aonid be paid to the 
abbey of Ertiaoh, at one time the most im- 
portant monastfo estabHshmsnt en the Rhine. 
It is ?>eantiAdly situated in a wood, not frr 
from Ellfeld. It was founded fai 1181 by 
St. Bernard do Chdrvauz, but la now used 
as a house of correcion and asylnm for lunatics. 
These establMiments are well managed, but 
Midom shewn to strangers. Its churches^ which 
en be eadly explored, are deeply interesting 
specimens of the Romanesque style, and scat- 
tered amon; them are some TCiy curious monu- 
ments; those of Katsenelnbogen and Von Btein 
(de Laplde) are worth notloe as are also the long 
Dormitory and Chapter House The oldest of 
these diurches is now occupied by Tine presses. 
Up the dope of the hill, dose to the Convent, Is 
the flamous Steinberg vnf-yard, oonristhig of 
about 100 aores. The vaults under these build, 
fngs have been transformed into vine cellars, for 
the ducal -vineyards and costly wines. In them 
the Dtdra of Nassau keepa his "cabinet of wines." 
A magnificent view of tiie surrounding acenery 
can be bad from the Moos-house, on the Boss, a 
bdght dose by here. To the left can be eeen 
Srgdheim, once the frvourlte residence of Char- 
but now a vriserable village.

In 1793 the Praudi ev»- 
eiutad it aftar « dotanninad dafanoa, havins 
oMalnad an lionoiirabla capitulation, and ap- 
paaradbtftava it again in 1784» with a powerful 
baaiaging anny, from which it waa delireredin 
1796 by the Tictory of General ClanfiOt, after 
which an Aoatrian garriaon occupied it until 
1797, when the oeailon of the left bank of the 
Rhine to the Frendi canaed to Majenoe a total 
change of all ita relatlona. By the peace of 
Faria the city waa again faicorporated with 
Germany, and in 1816 ceded to the Grand Duke 
of Heve Darmatadt, to whom it atOl belongs, and 
ia one of the moat important towns in his 
dominions. It ia the chief fortress of the Ger. 
man Confederation, and is goTeroed, alternately, 
every five years, by a goTcmor chosen from 
either nation, and garrisoned by the Austrians 
and Pnuaians in common. It is now the a4>ital 
of Bhainish Hesa^ and has a population of 36)000 
tnhribitauts, and 8,000 hi garrison. 

The KvtfurstUche SeMosSf or ancient palaee of 
the Electors of Mayence, now a museum; the 
GroashsracffUche Schloaa, originally the Teu- 
tonic house, which Napoleon lodged in, and the 
Arsenal, are situated upon the quay where the 
steamer stops. 

The chi^ objects of attraction in Mayence 
are the Cathedral, erected partly in the tenth 
century, by Arcbiahop Willeges, but not com- 
pleted until the eleventh century. It is a vast red 
buUding, choked upon the north and aouth- 
weat by mean houses. It is built in Uie massive 
round style of architecture. Conflagratioms 
bombardments by the Prussians, and desecra- 
tion by the French, who turned it into a maga- 
aine and barracks, in 1813, have severely injured 
the edifice, the original of which is only pre- 
served at the east end, behind the altar. At 
this end the octagonal tower has been sur- 
mounted with a cupola of cast iron 70 feet high. 
It has a double choir, and high altars at the east 
and west, with two trax^epts. The most beau- 
tiAiI of the two choirs b that of All Saints^ 
containing a very fine window, built in 1317. The 
double chapel of St. Gothard is an interesting 
specimen of the Gothic style, built in 1136, and 
to the shame of the owners, is now let as a i 
leather warehouse.

This 
hill is completely exposed to the sun, and pro- 
tected from the north winds by the houses of 
the town.

' The Cathedral qf 8t. Peter and St. HOm is 
situated on the highest eminence in the town* 
The front and east dde of it, conristing of Roman 
masonry, are said to have belonged to the palace 
of the Empress Helena, or to the number of \a«^^ 
basilicas built uxA«c Cavffl{»jc*SKBSk SitjA ^- -^ 
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whose mother, we are told, depodted in the 
ehurch the S^amleu Coat of onr Saviour, which, 
after being hidden for 134 yean, wai, in 2844, 
for eight weeks exhibited to the veneration of 
one million, one hundred thousand pilgrims I 
Huge columns of granite adorned in the eleventh 
century that part where now the great choir 
stands; remains of them are still lying before 
the main entrance In addition to the traces ef 
Roman Byzantine srchitecture, we also discover 
traces of the middle ages in the interior of the 
well-preserved cloister which adjoins the church. 
In the interior of the diurch are several monu- 
ments of the electors of Treves, among which is 
that of the soldier-prelate Ridiard Von Oreifen- 
Uaw. The pulpit c:>rving is pretty good, and 
the seats of the choir are inlaid with ivory and 
wood carving, and beneath the church are vaults 
Sn which repose the bones of ar<dibi8hops and 
•lectors. Large ftmds accrue to this church 
firom the exhibition of the Holy Coat, and a 
portion of them are devoted to the repair of the 
eathedral. 

Close to the cathedral is the LUbfrauen 
Kirchey or Churdi of Onr Lady. It occu- 
pied firom 1227 to 1243 in building, and is 
in the most elegant Pointed style; it is one of 
the earliest specimens of pure Qothio arciiiteo- 
ture. The disposition of the plan is grand, and 
the proportions are happily chosen. The eastern 
choir terminates in the form of a cross, the 
pieces of which form two lateral passages north- 
ward. The semicircular portal isridily orna- 
mented with sculpture, and twelve columns, 
each bearing the figure of an apostle^ support 
the interior. These may all be seen at once from 
a marked spot near the door. They shew here 
the well-preserved corpse of St. Hildulph, bishop 
Treves. The monument of Archbishop Von 
Sirk, and the doorway in the north transept, 
are worth inspection. 

The Porta Jfartis, commonly called the Black 
<}ate, or Porta Nigra, is situated at the northern 
extremity of the town, near the Simeonsthor, 
and is one of the most interesting otivjects of 
antiquity in the city. Its origin or date cannot 
be ascertained, but it is surmised to have been 
built in the reign of Oonstantine the Great.

To tlie east of the baths is the Roman Amphi- 
ta$n, appearing as if scooped out of the 
nrtierg, a hiU covered with vineyards.

bis subjects. They were called Ludi 
MHsloi, or Frankish sports, and consisted in 
INWii^ numy thousands of unarmed Frankish 
taoners to be torn in pieces by wild beasts. 
M arena is 234 feet long and 166 feet broad. 
M efaraus mentioned by Augustinus in his con- 
■IrniSj lay in a southern direction flrom the 
kphitheatre. 

Xbe Bridge over the MoteOe is 690 feet long 
d 34 ftet broad, and is probably one of the 
Mt andent monuments In Treves. It had 8 
alied openings^ constructed entirely of pieces 
lava. The pillars of the bridge are, on an 
Brag^ 66 feet long and 21 feet broad, and date 
»m tlM reign of Augustus. It originally stood 
^r tlie centre of the town, and resisted during 
<qrde of centuries, the efforts of barbarism, 
tU the French blew it up in the wars of Louis 
Cy^ and hence the only parts now remaining 
« the piers of large stones flrom the lava quar- 
ts at Moiditr, near the lake of Laach. 
VHhout the town there were four Abbeys of 
knedictines, renowned for their great wealth, not 
Vagment of which now remains, and modem 
^ttotures have even replaced the old edifices. 
%t^ wer^ ^iioae of St. liatthew, now a school; 
. Mazimis, now a barradc ; St. Martin on the 
CMeOe, now a china fltotory ; and St. Mary of 
« Four Martjra, below the town on the site 
fe«a oceiqrfed by the Boman prefects palace, 



where the soldiers of the Theban legion 
fered martyrdom. 

The University, which had greaUy decline^ 
was formed by the French into a college^ 
and is at present used as a gymnastuiDDf 
in which Is placed the town library, con* 
taining 94,000 volumes, a M.S.. of the four 
gospels, the famous Conix Aureus, written la 
golden letters, bound in plates of gilt silver, with 
figures embossed to high relief, interspersed 
with precious stones, and havtog to the centre^ 
a splendid cameo, representing Augustus and 
his famUy, besides several other literary curiosi- 
ties. Among the collection of curiosities is 
Guttenberg's first bible, many other printed books 
of great value, and a large number of ancient 
coins and medals, and also Archbishop Engel- 
bert's M. S. copy of the gospels, disttoguished 
by many excellent pictures, a German prayer 
book, with masterly mtoiature patoting, ten 
autograph letters of Luther and Ignatius, &c 

Treves was the birth-place of St. Ambrose^ 
and the AUna Mater of St. Jerome. 

A pillar of granite stands to the market-plaoe s 
it is surmounted by a cross, designed to oonw 
memorate the appearance of the fiery cross, 
which tradition tells us, was seen to the sky to 968. 

The environs of Treves are charming; many 
parts are to the style of Swiss landscapes. One 
of the chief potots is Pallien, a village on the 
left bank of the MoseUe, at the mouth of a 
ravtoe, up which the road to Aix-la-Chapelle is 
carried . From this village we behold the moet 
beautiful and picturesque views of the valley 
and its romantic environs, especially flrom the 
archway of a brick bridge thrown over the 
ravtoe by Napoleon. From the pretty white 
house on the height above Pallien, we can eaajoj 
a good view of the abbey of the Moselle and of 
the city before us. 

From Treves a delightftil excursion can be 
made to Igel, a small village six mllei distant 
flrom the city, on the road to Luxembourg, 
abounding in remains of antiquity. 

Conveyances — Schnellposts daily flrom Treves 
to Coblenx in 14 hours; to Luxembourg to 6 
hours; to Mets to 16 hours; to Bingen and Aix- 
la-Chapelle to 19 hours. 

Steamboats on the Upper Moselle betweea 
Treves, Thursmitte, and Mets dallv to ioomMr * 
also to Goblena daJO:! 
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M ayence to Nets. 

DteCance 46 English miles. Diligenoe dafly, 
to Kaissenlautem in 34 hours. Rallwi^ firom 
thence to Metz. 

The road was made by Napoleon to ensure a 
direct route A'om Mayence to Paris. At short 
Astuices we paw the important villages of 
Nlederofan and Worrstadt, arriving shortly after 
at 

Alzki, a small village with a population of 
8^0 inhabitants. It is a very old place, and 
perhaps of Roman origin. The castle is at 
present an extensive ruin, was blown down by 
the French in 1689. We next arrive at Morsch- 
faeim, a village of 600 inhabitants, inhere the 
road leaves Hesse Darmstadt and enters Bavaria 
and in half an hour after arrives at 

KiBCHHBiM BoLAVD, a village with 8,125 in- 
habitants, formerly the residence of the Princes 
of Neasau-WeOberg. The church and family 
▼wH of the Princes are worth seeing, and the 
mountains in the vidnity, especially the slate 
qnanies, are interesting to the mineralogrist. 

(.Six miles from here is The Mount Tonnere, 
or Donnersberg, Arequently ascended ftrom this 
village. The road winding by the base of the 
mount oonductsusbytheright. The mountain, 
oomposed of Porphyry, is 2,090 feetabove the level 
of the sea. To the plateau, you ascend in the 
Aade of chestnut trees, and find there a farm 
house where you can be humbly accommodated, 
and behold the r<^mains of the great Roman 
entrenchments, the measurement of which is 
1^15 feet A splendid view can be obtained 
from the signal tower.] 

Qtdtting Kirchheim Boland, we pass Stande- 
M&d and Sombech, and reach 

Katshrlatttbrn, prettily situated between plea- 
■ant hills, and containing a population of 6,400 
inhabitants. It is a very ancient town and in ruins. 
The Emperor Barbarosa built there in the twelfth 
eentnry a cattle separated from the town by its 
fortifications. In the war of the Spanish suc- 
oeaslon it was destroyed. It is very well situated 
Ihr trade, and encourages considerable woollen 
Manufactories. It is the seat of the central 
prison of the Rhenish circle. 
' Railway to Mannheim, also to Ludwigshafen 
aadtoFariM Jbjjr Homburg, ywinlrtfahffli dustm 



bracken, and Firt>ach. Landstnhl Station. • 
small town containing 1,500 inhaMtanta. Hm 
ruined castle of the Counts of SIckengen of«> 1 
hangs the town. It was partty hewn out of As 
rock, and had waUs 24 feet thiek. Li It the 
chivalrous Franz von Sicclengen lost hia VH en 
May 7th, 1523, having been mortaUy hart by s 
falling beam. His bones rest in a vault uBiler* 
neath the high altar of the Ronum CatboBe 
Church. Part of his monument, n mutilated 
statue of a horseman, stands at the bottont of 
the tower, another piece with the e^titaph atan^ 
behind the high altar. Quitting Landstnhl tlie 
railway proceeds through an interesting ooim> 
try passing Haupstthul station, and arrives at 

HoMBURO, a small town with a populati<m of 
2,850 inhabitants. From here omnibuses i^ to 
Zwdbrticken in 1| hours. 

Bexbach and Neunkirchen station. At Reo* 
derich is the Bavarian frontier. L^tviog Oe 
Bavarian, we enter the Prussian territory at 
Saarbrucken. — ^Immediately after the railway 
leaves here it arrives at the first French station. 

Firbach — ^From where a railway leads to 
Metz, (See Handbook for France.)

Route 27. 
Mayence to Htrasbarg^, 

BT WORMS, MAimHBiaX, AND SPIRB8. 

Above Mayence all, or nearly ail, that ptctures- 
que beau^ wUch has hitherto characterised tlie 
ascent of the Rhine is lost. It no longer flows 
through scenery interspersed with a thousand 
charms, and heightened in its tairy beauty, by t)ie 
history and tradition woven into its texture by 
the master genius of poetry and romanoe ; hot 
directs its course through a plain, monotonooi 
&nd dull, undiversified and phlegmatic ; wit&oot 
beauty on its borders, or sylvan loveUness on 
its banks, it might be compared to the prairie of 
the wilderness, shut up in the eraggy mggednett 
of barren hills, wild as the distant chains of fho 
Vo^es and Hardt on the west, and the Bladi 
Forest on the east, which form the boundaries dt 
this flat land. 

Steamers twice dally to Mannheintk in f 
hours, returning in 4 hours. From Mannbeioi 
to Strasburg daily, in 20 honrs^ oaUing at Dme- 
landiefl\ <» lAOQoilddiafttk to drop 1 
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Carbruhe. The steamboats descend from Stras- 
bourg to Mumheim in 7 hours. It Is much prefer- 
able to travel up by raUway, though the ftres are 
double those charged In the steamer. From 
Hamiheim hi 12 hours to Mayence, and In two 
days to Cologne, making May ence and Mannheim 
ft resthig place for the night. 

BUwagen dally firom Mi^enoe to Mannheim, 
and thence by rail to Heidelberg. There is no 
inducement for trayellers to follow in a carriage 
the direct road by the banks of the Rhine, from 
Spires to Btrasburg. The following route is 
^ven for the accommodation of those who make 
the tour by water. 

The low ground of the valley of the Bhlne to 
Switzeriand Is exceedingly fertile. 

Leaving Mayence we proceed by Bodenheim 
and Laubenhiem, along the bank of the Rhine, 
which is skirted by a succession ci sloping hills, 
planted with vineyards, To the left we see 

NiERSTEiN, an inconsiderable village, celebrated 
for its wine, having a population of 2,300 in- 
habitants. It was already known to the Romans, 
under the title Acqua Neri, because of its cele- 
brated mineral spring. It has a chapel worth 
seeing. 

Oppenheim is seen to the left. It is a very old 
town, with a population of 3000 inhabitants, who 
are clilefly employed in agricultural pursuits, and 
in the cultivation of their vineyards. It rose 
under the Carolingians, firom a village to an im- 
perial town, which Joined the German uiUon. 
On a hill, to the north-west of the town, is a fin^ 
old church, dedicated to St. Catherine, under 
the imperial ruinfl of the Castle of Landskron. 
It was begun hi 1262, and flnfshed In 1317. In 
this church the German ecdeeiastlcal style Is seen 
in its highest beauty. The western part was de- 
stroyed in the conflagration of 1689, and is still in 
ruins. The well preserved painted window, the 
excellent sculptures, and the tombs of many noble 
personages, especially the family of Dalberg, 
deserve being viewed. Older than this, though 
less remarkable, is the late Luthern Church, 
formerly the Parish Church of St. Sebastian, 
buHt in the form of a cross. 'Within the yard of 
this church is a ruined chapel, filled with the 
■kulls and bones of Swedes and Spaniards, who 
fell here in the religious war of 1631, when the 
aaored precepts of the christian code, and toe 
nild doctrines of the Incarnate Nazarene, wttr« 



made subservient to the vile ezeeases of the wild 
£anaticism, that with blasphemous lips andsacsU 
legions hands made war in the name of diristi* 
anity, staining with crimson gore the snow-white 
banner of religion, and perverting the first 
principles of the Gospel to justify a brother's 
murder. 

To the right, a little above Oppenheim, at 
Erfilden, is the monument, not seen fi*om the 
steamer, commemorative of the passage of the 
I Rhine by Gustavus Adolphus. It consists of a 
simple pillar, surmounted by a lion. Tradition 
informs us that the Swedes crossed the river 
amid songs and r^oidng, and that thefr general 
and king was ferried over on a bam door. 

At this spot the road winds very much ; and a 
canal cut through an Isthmus, saves several hours 
of rowing to the boatmen. The road now leaves 
the borders of the river. To the right we see 

Gernshbiie, a small place with a population of 
3000 inhabitants, the bhth place of Pierre Sboeffet , 
the partner of Faust, in the discovery of printing, 
in whose honour there ia a handsome monument 
consisting of a colossal statue of sandstone^ 22 
feet high, erected on the right bank of the TMii«t , 
From here there are omnibuses to DaimttadC 
Fare, 30kr. 

Conrad, second Duke of Rhenish Franoonla, 
was, hi 1024, chosen Emperor of Germany, on 
the large plain lying between Oppenheim and 
Gomtersblum, a pleasant and rich village, with a 
population of 3000 souls. The Septs of nearly 
aH Germany met h^ this pUtce on that occaskm. 
The Rhenish Franks^ and the upper and lower 
Lothoringians encamped on the left; the Saxony 
with their neighboiuw the Sdavee; the East 
Franks, Barvians, and Suablans on their right 
bank, each Sept under the command of their 
duke. The Emperor was proclaimed firom the 
Kcenigstule, near LaBrzweiIer,above Nackenhdm. 
The route from Oppenheim to Wormsi Is dreaiy 
and uninteresting. About one mile firom the 
Rhine we see Worms, partly concealed from 
view, 

WoRMS.^Hotel : Hotel de la Poete.) Tha 
first firontier town of nyfajfth Hesse, has a 
population of about 8,500 souls, 1,000 of whieh 
are Jews. It Is one of the oldest German towns, 
was once the imperial firee city; contained a 
population of 30^Q0U^ «9dA V^ «aBi!Efi»Bi^ <b»^ ^ 
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two parts. The itreets are not named, but dis- 



tingolahed by a figure and a letter. The iqiiareB 
are ornamented with fountahii^ which want only 
water, which is very scarce here, to make them 
tuefUL The principal curiosities of the place 
•re the 

Pdtaeef a colossal structure, built of red rand- • 
■tone, but without any architectural beauty, and 
only remarkable for its sise. It was erected in 
1720, by the Elector PalaUne, Karl Philip, on the 
occasion of the removal of his court fhnn Hei- i 
delberg to Mannhehn. The right wing, used as 
a theatre, suffered severely firom tho Austrians 
in 1796^ whoi they bombarded the dty. It has 
since been repaired. In that bombardment, half 
the palace was burnt, and only 14 houses remained 
uninjured. The Austrians threw, on that oo- 
casian, into the town, 26,000 cannon baUs, 
and 1780 bombs; it was garrisoned by 4^700 
French, who finally surrendered to Gkneral 
Wurmser. The Grand Duchess Stephanie in- 
habits a part of the palace; another wing serves 
as a Museum, in which is a Gallery of Fafaitings, 
containing many excellent producdons of the 
Dutch School; a collection of plaster casts, and 
a Cabinet of Natural History, together with a 
considerable library. In 1779, the flower cf all 
the collection at Mannheim were transferred to 
Munich. Near the palace is the 

Juwitt Churchy an imposing structure. This 
building is at present occupied by the Lyceum. 
The library was the property of the late M. 
Dubellon, and contains many old editiimi of 
dassio authors^ and other typographical miri- 
osities. 

. The TTucetre is a good building, fa& which 
Bohillers' **Robben" was first dramatised in 
1782. The author Ihred in the house named 
Gum Karlsburg, on the Parade Plats. Opposite 
the grand entrance to the Theatre is Kotieberes 
house, in which the insane student Sand assassin- 
ated the owner. The victim and sMaflirfn are 
buried in the churchyard, outside the Lutheim 
COinroh. 

The JErarmony, is a social union, whidi arose 
flrom the amalgamation of th« Museum and 
Oajrfno. This society has a pretty good library, 
and freely admit strangen. The book and

appearance of a beantifti] diorama. The tow 
should be ascended, and a splendid view wiB bi 
obtained. Tour inspection Is frnrtfaer invIM ly 
the landscape nrar thebfards baain; the *t nt mmi f ^ 
garden, which contains 24^000 foreign ttoea aal 
shrubs, among which is an excellent ooDeetlos 
of Alpine plants. The gardens are laid out Is 
the Frendt styl^ and are peopled vidth statM% 
bounded by thorn hedges, and intersected by htt^ 
avenues. The <»angery and oonservafeoiiai 
should be visited. 

The Chdteau is scarcely worth notloe. It wai 
originally a hunting lodge, and Is aonetfaMi 
visited by the Grand Duke. The grounds abeot 
are kept in good ord». Inr«note days It urn 
the seat of the Electors Paiathae^ and 1741^ bfr 
came the summer residence ni tho TClnntsii 
Charles Theodore^ who expended vast snnM «f 
mon^ in <dianging a flat sandy plain Into as 
ornamental garden, to enjoy tbe dlstlnet pNS* 
peot of a picturesque chain of hUls.

The traveller would do weU to visit 
from Ludwigshaven as there is no indnoememftr 
the traveller by land to follow tho Rblns 
Mannheun. The tourist going south had 1

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From Ludwigshafen to Spires per railway. 
Quitting this station we see in the distance the 
castle of Heidelberg on the side of the Kaiser- 
stuhi. Passing Mutterstadt station we reach 
Schifferstadt where the branch railway to Spires 
diverges from the line running near to Nenstadt, 
&c. Quitting Schifferstadt by this branch we 
arrive in a short time at 

SpikEs — (Inns: Post, Adler.) An old and 
venerable city, at one time one of the capitals of 
Germany, is situated on the Spirebach left bank 
ni the Rliine. It has now a population of 10,S0'3 
Inhabitants, which at one period amounted to 
27,000. It is Ihe seat of the president of the 
Regency, and of all the supreme boards of ad- 
ministration of the Bavarian drde of the Rhine. 
It may now however be said that its glory has 
departed, and at the present day we recognise it 
only as the shadow of its former self. It was 
called by the Romans, Civitas Nemetun, and 
was, we are told by Tadtus, a strong and 
powerful outpost on the Rhine, used for the 
purpose of resisting the attacks of the Alcmanni, 
by whom it was repeatedly destroyed, and again 
rebuilt by the Emperors Constantine and Inlio- 
nus. It was also the seat of the Germanic diet, 
and diosen place of residence of the Emperor 
Charlemagne and his successors, of the Swabian 
and Franconiun lines, and had conferred upon 
tt all the privileges of a tree city of the Empire, 
Whereby it became the seat of a flourishing 
trade^ and the emporium of great wealth. Its 
citizens bad conferred on them by Henry V, 
in 1111, a monopoly of the trade of the Rhine, 
and had a right to destroy any feudal fortress 
within three German miles of the gates. 
During the middle ages imperial fHet^ court 
magnificence, and citizen violence within and 
without were alternately the scenes enacted in 
this city. Frequently engaged in quarrels and 
feuds with their Emperors and Bishops; they 
were as skilled in the use of arms as of mecha- 
Hies or the instruments of their trade. Armies 
oftentimes of 20,000 men, raised by the feudal 
l)ftront, whose n^tadty and pillage they punished 
by burning his castle to the ground, beseiged 
the city of Spires, but were as often repulsed 
hf the dtizois, who, when not victorious had to 
foffer mueh misery and spoliation of pr(q;»erty 
ttcm the inroads of these plundering armies. 

The city tin malntefaied in the fourteenth 



century an army of knights and toldicn t&t Hi 
defence and war'Iknrposes, and only settled Into 
quiet in 1630, when an Imperial writ abolislied 
the right of war, and restored peace to Germany. 
Spires was for more than two centuries, the seat of 
the Reichs-ELammergericht or Imi>erial Chamber, 
by which legislative enactments were enforced,and 
thefa: violations punished. After the devastation 
committed by the hordes of Louis XIV., it Was 
removed to the Wetdar, in 1689. Its trade and 
prosperity began to wane in the seventeenth 
century, but did not go down altogether until 
iestroyed in the war of succession, during which 
the greatest atrocities were perpetrated by the 
French, who took the town in 1689, and issued 
one of the most barbarous proclamations on 
record, whereby the citizens with their families 
were ordered to emigrate within six days to 
Alsace, Louvahie, or Burgundy, and prohibiting 
them under pain of death ttom crossing the 
Rhine. At the day named in the proclamation 
the wretched inhabitants were driven firom 
the dty at the beat of drum, and were followed 
by the French soldiery, who had plundered th* 
houses and churches of everything valuable. 
The town was left to the sole occupation and 
mercy of the executioners, who, headed by the 
Provost-marshal, entered the town with a gallowt 
on the day the proclamation was issued, carrying 
about with them the emblems of their profeBBl<m. 
By orders of the French general Montdair, 
the town was set fire to, and in a fbw houri. 
Spires, with its 47 streets, churches, houses^ and 
edifices sent forth one unbroken blaz^ that 
illumined the distant horizon, and ftoiously 
penetrated Into the most cherished reeessee 
of tliat dty, now abandoned to the destroyii^ 
element. Nor did the work end here, for after 
a conflagration of three days and three nightly 
it was found that monuments, fountains, and 
many houses were still not altogether de- 
stroyed, therefore mines were sprung, and 
these classic monuments of antiquity were 
rudely blown into atoms. The venerated 
sluine of religion, beneath whos» vaulted pav«. 
mcnt were mouldering in day, the dissolved 
ashes of royal personages and Imperial govemort, 
and within whose shrinee where reposing, 
the venerated reUquee consecrated by iupef - 
stltious piety as things holy and uxsatiKaSM^ 
diamantl«d« VU «lal•l:^:oaa^ VtfisiiKK^'te^ 
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of lU UbcniMla Iwoken Into flragmenta and 
fho gnirca and tombs boaeath iu roof torn 
open,., and their contenti^ the bones of empe- 
rors and heroes scattered to the winds. Years 
roaed.by and Spires stOl lay In ruins, but 
cren the rubbish of its onoe iMX>ud monuments 
spoke eloqnentiy, and from the depths of their 
desoUtion issued a yoice, i^ipeaUng to the cititen 
loTO and patriotism of her exiled diildren or 
their descendants, who onoe sat beneath the 
shadow of her wings. Th^ returned to the home 
of their eaily days or maturer years, each frag - 
nent of the ruined dty had an attraction for 
their enthusiasm, the foundations of their 
h(nr<es were sought out, and in time Spires again 
existed, but only as the shadow ci its former 
self. Cycles of years have gone by, and during 
their transit, proTinces haye been raised to em- 
pires, and empires reduced to provinces, but 
Spires has not yet raised its bead. 

But even the skeleton of this once great town 
was not yet exempt flrom the sanguinary horrors 
«f war, for in 1794, the revolutionary army under 
Cttstine took it, and repeated all the atrocity of 
1689. In 1816 Spires was oeded to the king of 
Bavaria. In the interval up to tliis time, much 
has been done to repair the ii\jurios inflicted 
on it by war. 

The Cathedral was founded in 1027, by Conrad 
tho Salio, as a burying place for himself and his 
snoeesBorft. After his death, his son Henry III. 
diligently continued the building, and on his 
death in 1066, bequeathed to his son and suc- 
oessor, Henry IV., the completion of this splen- 
did edifice, which was finished hi 1097. Its site 
had been previously occupied by a Roman tem- 
ple of Venus, and afterwards by a christian 
temple^ erected by Dagobert II. A fire in U50 
completely destroyed in a few hours the work 
which tt took three generations to perfect, and 
we see in the present structure, not the original 
edifice of 1027, but the one erected after 1450, 
In which the peaked steeples, the eastern cupola, 
and the round tower are the onlj remains of 
fheandent cathedral discernible. This noble 
edifloe again suffered from the French in 1609, 
who, though they had promised to respect it, 
and thereby caused the citizens to fill it with all 
tb«br Talnablai^ yet plaadartd It and burned 
■11 tlMit was consumable in the west end cupola, 
ggMr0,aad€bolr, These Gallio harhariana atoo 



mined and endesvonred to blow It up, but wnt 
unsueeessftil In all their ellbrts to aeeompU 
thefarpnrpoee. Tbelaatprlneebiahqpof Brsschal 
and Spires caused thla cathedral to be rcstorsi 
in 1772, but gave it, fiadng the town, a front of 
pyramids, entirely foreign to its generml sItIs of 
architecture. During the rswdutionaxy war li 
1794, the interlw decoratkma,8cii]ptare^ earrlq^ 
iic., were dest ro y ed by the Fteadb. flhM 
1819 it haA been undergoing repalra^ and hsA 
expended upon It 10i,000a. Inclnslve of 17,3208. 
for bells. At present it is restored again to itt 
ortginal desig n ation and haa become ■n qi hi'flpl 
cathedral, re-opened for public worship In IflSL 
Its enterlor is modelled In what arehltocli osB 
the ** severe styte,** and Is remarkably devoid «f 
ornament, but the bright and width of the naff 
is awAii to oontemplate. Between the nstesni 
the choir is the Imperial vanlt, in vHddi were 
buried eight emperors of Germany, vi^ase re- 
mains were scattered by the French. Hn 
principal monument worth notice is thst «f 
Adolphua of Nassau, by Ohmacht, eonslsdngof 
aByxantine saro^khagua, on whiidi is a knseUBi 
1 figure of the emperor in armour. This bobb* 
ment has been erected by the duke of Tfsssin.sni 
theio is another to the memory of Bn4ff»i* of 
Hapsburgh, by king Louis of Bavaria, wefwH 
by Schanthaler. The other ol^eots of attraetfM 
are BchrandoIph*s firesoos, the best modKa 
works in Germany; the crypt, inwididisressai 
the original grave-stone of Bodolph of B^*' 
burg, bearing his effigy, and traces of ths mlstf 
sprung by the Frendi, ^Hien tbej iinsiiimwi 
fVilly attempted to Mow np the cathsdnii 
Schlesinger's copy of the Madonna, hy Bapbad 
de St. Lists; a set of priest's robes of ths llA 
century, beaatiftdly embossed and mmiiMiiifsH 
in the sacristy. On the north side of ths boB^ 
ing jou see the ruins of St. AfHcTs dtufii 
where lay unburied for five years^ the remUi 
j of Henry n. until the papal oiMwi^nnMiTrt*— 
• pronounced against him when living had bta 
I removed, and his ashes permitted a resting.^lBfll 
in the imperial vault. In the centre gaD«K 
endrcUng the cathedral, there is a fine prospsel 
of Heidelberg, liannheim, the Harts monntsH 
Ac, and the town itself is surroaned by beantiM 
pleasure-grounds, stretcLing along the Rhine. 

In the north-east side of the floQ q^ AiS> 
^uM^ whioh contains the remains of Bomtf 
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aatiquitiefl^ ■tatoet, altars, coins, rottTO tablets, 
•word-blades, and a bronae statue of Mar- 
cury, the eagle of the Boman legion, and 
■culptiires, representing scenes from the Pas- 
tf on, with engravings of the Mount of Olires. 
The only remains of the RUscheTf in which 29 
diets were held, is a broken wall, adjoining the 
Frotestant church (built in 1717). The protest 
of the princes and cities against the decree of 
the diet which was held here in 1629, originated 
tbe name Proiutani. There exists in Spires a 
Hitrmony, a dub to which trayellers may be 
Ibdmitted, on being introduced, to read the 
BewspiH>ers. 

FrfMnhereagoodroad leads to Landan and 
to the castle of Trifela, the prison of Riobard 
Coenr de Li<m. 
{Voyage up the RhUie, from Spiret, eontkmedj 

Quitting Sphres we continue our voyage up the 
Rbine^ and on our right, pass Ptiillipsburg, 
built between 1568 and 1571, by FhiUp Von 
Sotom, archbishop of Spires, after whom it is 
named. It was once an imperial fortress, but 
was demolished in 1800. Below the level of the 
Shine, foetid and unsalubrious morasses over- 
agireaA the country. Proceeding on we are 
attracted by the sight of 

GsiuacBSHSiif, on the left, where there b a 
bridge of boats, connecting it with the opposite 
bank of the Bhine. The town was founded by 
Kidolph of Hapsburg, who granted to it all the 
privileges possessed by the free imperial town of 
Spires. This celebrated emperor died herein 
1291. The German Confederation have, since 
1834» greatly strengthened it and converted it 
Into a fortress. It is a dirty, miserable hole of a 
place, and the traveller would find himself much 
disappointed were he to disembark and pay it a 
Tisit. A road to AJsace and Switzerland passes 
through it, connected with the oppodte bank of 
the Bhine by the bridge of boats previously 
olladed to. The next place seen on the left is 
Ijuiterberg, where the Lanter Joins the Bhine, 
and sq^arates Alsace and the Palatinate. Fur. 
ther on, to the right, we see the pnttj village of 
I«eopoldshaf(pin, formerly known as the village of 
Bhrock. This village^ though handsome and 
pictoresque, is yet devoid of all accommodation 
for travdlers. Passengers for Carlsruhe (four 
miles distant)are landed at KnieHngen (Inn, Zum 
Bheinba<p,a snull village to the right, where wo 
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see a bridge of boats, dose bj is the vflla of 
Biargrave Max of Baden. Along the territories 
of Darmstadt and Baden the right bank of the 
Bhine is lined with stone dykes for proteotfaig 
the bank, by this means upwards of 100^000 acres 
of land have been gained, which grows rich and 
luxuriant meadows. To the right ire see, six 
miles Baden-baden, the village of Iffetsheim^ 
and on the left the fortress of St. Louis, raised 
by Vauban} and destroyed by the Austrisns. in 
1793. On a sunny day, whoi the atmosphere i» 
dear, we can see, though 27 miles off, the ^rfro 
of Stradmrg. In this part of the course of the 
Bhine it Is said that gold is found among the 
gravel and stmies. 

Strasbors*— Hotels :

Strasbnrg is a powerftd frontier fortress^ rit«- 
ated on the 111, which intersects the townfai all 
directions, and contains a population of 68^90f 
inhabitants and a ganrison of 8,000 men. The 
HI and Breuch unite near the WeJssein Thero 
(white gate). It has 260 streets, faiehiaive of 14 
larger and smaller public thorooghfiures." The 
streets are mostly narrow, and t&e booses Ugiii 
whilst on every side ire see the traces of an Im- 
perial German town, which Strasbnrg yet pro- 
serves, notwithstanding that it has been united 
to France f<Hr nearly two centuries. It Is now 
the chief town of the Department du Bas Bhtai, 
and was formorly a free imperial city of the Ger- 
man empire. LoulB XIV., in 1681, attadred, took, 
and annexed it to his kingdom at a time when 
he had not even the plea of warfrre for so doings 
he being at profound peace with the kingdom. 
It capitulated, and thus preserved many of Its 
andent rights and privileges. Its origin may bo 
traced to the most remote times— 40 the epodi B.O. 
when faihabited by the andent Cetts^ who were 
snperseded by the Bomans, and hence it Is called 
the Argeatoratwm of the Boman% whidi was de- 
stroyed 1^ the invading barbsrians In the 0th oen- 
tury,and rebuilt by the Franks inthe Otb.and from 
that period called Stratoborgum or Strsdrarg'. 
Cathedrat or MiiuUr, an edlAoe T«sBSiSaB%VR^ 
men MBOim \h» 'BiW»n«^«Ww*>DD«o^^ ^^sssfii- 
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wxhitectore. The tint Cathedral was bnOt by 
Loula I., about 510, and a choir was added 
by Charles the Great; bat in 1007 the build, 
ing was reduced to ashes by lightning, and 
the foundation of a new Cathedral was laid in 
1015, b^ Bishop Werner, of the house of Hafis- 
burgh, whi<di was finished in 1275. Its q>ire is 
the highest fat the world, being 46S feet from the 
payemcnt, 24 feet higher than the great pyramid 
•r Egypt, and 160 feet higher than St. P«al's, 
London. Its auction was oonunenoed hi 1278, 
after a design by the great artist, Erwfai of Stein- 
bach, who was entrusted with the execution of 
the work. However, the steeple of tiie north 
side only was finished, and the other rises very 
little above the roof. Erwin died in 1318, and 
his son John ctmtinaed the building up to the 
flat roof; and his daughter Sabhut ornamented 
the great portaL This family of architects are 
burled within the CathedraL The tower was 
not completed until 1432, when it was finished 
by a Cologne artist, John Hiiltz, who was brought 
to Strasburg, for this purpose. Worth seeing, 
and will well repay a minute inspection are the 
three western portals, whose sculptures were 
•flbood during the ** reign of terror," in 1793, 
but since restored after the old models, the vast 
and beautifiil window over the portal. It is 43 
feet in diameter, and composed of rich painted 
glass, the beautiful font of 1453, m the norih 
transept, and the pulpit of carved stone, 1416, 
and the large choir with the high altar, and 
below, in the holy sepulchre, the tombs of John 
Oeiler, of Kaisrrsberg, of Eonrad II., that of 
Mantelin, the first printer of Strasburg, and 
these of Erwin and his children. The clock, 
however, is the most remarkable thing connected 
with this Cathedral. It is a complete astronomical 
Almanac, fk-om which you can read the revolu> 
tions of the heavenly bodies, and the various 
phenomena which they exhibit. It has three 
departments ; the first is astronomical, the second 
eoderiastical, indicating the fasts and holydays 
of the Roman Catholic ^lurch, and the third 
ofBice of the automaton Is a moral and religious 
one. 

An easy ascent may be made to the platform, 
two-thirds of the way up ; andif an ascent should 
be wished to the summit, the watchman, who 
reddee in this station, win. If the parties liave 
obtained the mayor's permission, unlock the iron 
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grate endosing the ptmmgm, md a^m mpM^ Oi 
adventurer to the top. To a penon of ordiMiy 
nerve there is bo danger in Mcendiiig it. Tki 
ascent wiU be wall repaid fajtlie pteume dsrifH 
fhrai a rohinte In^ieetion n€ fhrn azqiririW^ 
wrought tracery, the deUoately liglit and nia«rf> 
fioently chiselled angles and ornaments^ and At 
splendidly chiselled pUlara supporting the opm 
stone work, resembling bars of iron, leading oM 
to believe lifanself in a net taapanded buiwsai 
Earth and Heaven. The winding stair tsmkh 
ates under a 4»edes of carved work. Tlie vis* 
firom the top embraces tho city, tlis Black Fami 
in Germany, the Vosges Mountains^ and tia 
Rhine district : but it Is the exploit* and the hsiitM 
that win repay, mors than the ptospeeb tiM 
adrentorons climber. 

The Chwrck qfSt. Tkomaa is need Ibr theede- 
bration of the Protestant service. It cootaiM 
the magnificent tomb of Bfarshal Sasfte, exeeslid 
in marble, by Pagalle, and looked upon as oeecf 
his masterpieces. It is phdn, though beantlftd; 
and was erected to the Btarsiial's memoiy 1^ 
Louis XV. It represents a beantiftal Itenii 
figure, endeavouring to stay the advaBoe of 
death, wid to detain the general, who swrwr 
descending calmly and with dignity to the gnrn 

In this church also, are the momunntoif 
Schoptim, by Peters, erected by his sMv flf 
Oberlin, executed by Olunaclxt's masteify dML 
In a vault beneath the churoh are ^n m ■» 
served corpses, two of wliicdi are said to be Ai 
bodies of a Count of Nassan flssi werdisi o* 
his daughter, buried upwards of a oemniy. 

The Aeadanie Boyale^ founded in isn^ ^ 
erected with a university in 1031^ -was IbinNdlri 
Protestant schooL ^*«^tt«<» , . i ^ ^ iiisss hh i um M 
at the revolution. It was the tiUna lU^ 
of several eminent scholars^ among iriiom lirit 
as the most remarlcable Bchweigfhiiissr Obrt 
Schopflin, &c.; Goetlie^ abo^ oomplstsd Hi 
studios here, and in 1772 toolK Us -dSBW rf 
Doctor in Laws. In it is the MvsSHB «t 
Natural History, containing a rwtf Mlstt ^ 
valuable colleetiai of fbisils^ &0. Inthebe^ri^ 
collection is the trunk of a a&ver flr whloh «tf 
8 feet in diameter, and 150 fbet U^ 

The PuWicXrftrary, near the newoinnrah, ear 
tains 100,000 volumes, and very manylifesMT 
curiosities, comprising the Landaberg IQHd rf 
HerradOi Abbess of Hohenberg^ rioblj 
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«t«d in the earVByzaatliie style (1180) aMI«al; 
i^ silT^ letters^ on purple veHnm, and many 
books of the earliest date of printing. A C(^ 
lection of ancient coins is also connected with 
it; and there is contiguous to it an obser- 
TStory. 

The Theatre^ a magnificent building at the 
eztramily of the beautiful promenade le Broglu. 
The entrance is adorned with six Ionian columns^ 
nirmounted by the muses, the whole being an 
MHCution by Ohenacht. 

Th^ principal promenade is the Ruprechtsau, 
bcgrond the walls. The city gates are closed each 
•veiling at 10 o'clock, after which there is no 
^Igreti or ingress. 

. Xa the centre of the Palace d* Armes, is a vault, 
teneath which repose the ashes of General Kleber, 
to whose memory a monument is erected over 
the vault. 

The J^senoZ will repay a visit to those interested 
In military armaments. It contains fire arms for 
165^00 men, 952 pieces of cannon. There is also 
Ar large cannon foundry, and the country around 
the city, between the 111 and the Rhine, can bo 
lldd imder water, thereby rendering the fortress 
almoat impregnable. 

The Synagogue^ a new building, erected in 
183^ by the chiliken of the Hebrew race, who 
-vere at one time cruelly persecuted and inhu- 
manly tortured in tins city. On the spot where 
now stands the Prefecture, over 2000 of the per- 
secuted race were burned in a bonfire^ by people 
oalling tiiemselves christians, but whose Christi- 
anity was nothing more or less than a hoUow 
mockery and miserable imposture. 

A bronze statue, near the Cathedral, com- 
memorates the memory of Peter SchofSn, who 
aaslated Gutlenberg in his discovery of printing. 
In the Palace of Gutlenberg is a statue to the 
memory of the latter, who made his first attempt 
aft printing in Stirasbiurg, and brought it to per- 
faction at Mayence. 

Strasburg is favourably situated for commerce, 
Hm Rhine connecting it with Switzerland, Hoi.. 
I^n^ and Belgium : its chief exports are com, 
flax, hemp, wine and spirits, linen, sail-cloth, 
blankets, carpets, hardware, leathor, cotton, lace^ 
tobacco, and snuff. 

Strasburg and Paris Railway : From Strasburg 
to JPwis in 14 hoars. Diligences to Lyons in 
7 hours; to Landau in l^ hours. Railway to

to the Great Baden railway, to Sarrobong. 

Steamers Daily to Mannheim and Sdayenoe. 
From Strasburg to Mayrace^ the jouEnoy is 
made nearly as quick by water as by rail, vis 
6^ hours, but it takes two long days tc aooom- 
idirii the journey up firom Mayence. 

A new canal op«as into the Rhine below the 
bridge of Kehl, connecting it with the IIL By 
means of this canal, steamboats, &c. are en- 
abled to penetrate into the heart of Strasburg, 
As we enter, the Spire presents a beaatiftd i^p- 
pearance, and ought to command the attention 
of the tourist. Two mEes above the canal is the 
bridge of boats connecting Gemumy with France

BT DARMSTADT, HSIDELBBRG, CABLSHUH^ AKO 
FBEIBUBO. 

Railway : Frankfort to Heidelberg or Mann* 
helm in three hours, by the Naia Nekur EiseiVt 
bahn; distance 46^ English miles. 

Heidelberg to Haltingen, four miles ttam 
Basle, 156} EngUsh miles, in nine hours, by the 
Badinhe Staatsbaden. 

The raOway quitting the terminus at Frank- 
fort, situated inside the Gallus Thor, crosses the 
Maine by means of a recentiy constructed bridge* 
and passes the height or the left, on the eminenoe 
of which we see the Watch-tower of Sachson- 
hausen, the prospect from which embraccw a 
splendid view over Frankfort, the Maine, and 
the distant Taunus rendered more picturesque 
and charming by the vineyards and sweet viHaa 
scattered over the immediate foreground. 

The railway to Offenbach branches off at 
Sachsenhausen. (For further particulars see 
Bradshavj's Continental Ouide), 

Lavoeh Station : Leaving this place our route 
ia through a flat and uninteresting country up to 
Darmstadt. Before our arrival at this place we 
pass ihe unimportant station of Arheilgen. 

Darmstadt.— Inns : 
Hotel des Raisins { landlord, Mr. Friticb. 
Hotel de Kobler, near the Railway Station.

Darmstadt tfa«r0rfdenoe of tba Grand Doha 
of Hesse, the capital of the Grand Duchy 
and the seat of government, and of tba 
supreme chamber, leans eaatncw^ ^^sibiss^. <« 
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of run] Bcenery and picturesque neatness. 
Among the principal is the Linden Walk, without 
fhe Bhinegate; the road to the Grosse Voos, or 
large pond; to the Brunen, three walls, beauti- 
ftadty ritoated in a wood; to the Carlshof, the 
teat of the late Baron Barkchausen, open to the 
pnUic an the year round; to the Fasonery 
(pheasant proserre); and to the Kranichstein, an 
old htmting seat, where wild boars are kept for 
fbe dncal chase. 

EUwoffen twice daily to Mayence, at 6 a.m. 
and ^ p.m., by Oross-gerau, crossing by a ferry 
opposite Castel. Distance, 4} Germsi miles, or 
18 milee English, in 3^ hours. 

Leaving the last station, the railway directs its 
course to 

Bbbrstadt.— A small village on the Modan- 
Brook, tbe seat of various kinds of industry. 
Quitting Eberstadt we see a short distance off, 
the rcdns of the castle of Frankenstein on fhe 
left. 

Close to this station and some miles south of 
Darmstadt commences the picturesque district 
called the Odenwald or forest of Odin. It lies 
on the road to Heidelberg, east of the railway, 
and on the way to the last mentioned place 
some of its most interesting scenery may be 
visited, particularly the ascent of the Melibocus, 
which ought not to be omitted by any, even 
though their convenience did not permit a visit 
to the entire. A mountainous road through the 
centre of the Odenwald leads Arom Darmstadt 
to Heidelberg. Brcnsbach, Erbach, and Hlrsch- 
horn are the stations. Mlchelstadt is a good 
halt, but the accommodation is so bad that the 
traveller had better proceed and not stop. 
The entire distance is &9 English miles. From 
Darmstadt to Heidelberg, the railway directs 
its course for the greater part of the way by 
fhe old post road, remarkable for its picturesque 
beauty and aerccable scenery. This road 
is called the B«rgstra$9e^ from the mountains 
at the foot of which it runs, for it is perfectly 
level itsdf. It is bcautiflil in the brilliant 
aspect, presented by cultivated fertility and 
luxuriant vegetation, distinguishing the district 
it overlooks, and enlivened by the glimpses of the 
sparkling Rhine, seen at times through its dim 
limits, bounded by the outlines of the Vosges 
mountahis in France. To the left we see the 
boundaiy of the Odenwald, a diain of mountiUns 



wooded and vine-clad, bearing a rained castle of 
feudal ages on their frowning brows A short 
distance to the ri^ht, and running parallel wHh 
the rail-road, to which it is c!ose, stretdMe la 
giant-like dhnensions, a vast sandy plain, later- 
sected by the meandering Rhine, and having fur 
its remote boundaries, the lofty heights of Moitt 
Tonnere and the Vosges, at a distance of more 
than five English miles. At the base of the 
mountains we see beautiftilly and grandly located 
towns and villages, canopied by the over- 
hanging vine.clad slopes, and embowered wiihia 
orchards, which form delightfVil avenues or 
walks between the towns and villages. 

ZwiNasirBBtto — (Inn: Lowe), a cheerftil 
country town with a population of 1.600. situated 
immediately under the oylvan Melibocus— visitors 
to which, should leave the railway here, and 
procure refreshments at the inn below, as none 
can be got on the top. The excursion ean be 
made in from six to seven hours, which are 
occupied in the entire excursion to the MeliboetM^ 
Felsberg, Felsenmeer, and by the valley of .*-'chun. 
berg, back to Auerbach and Zwingenberg. The 
keys of the tower, kept at Auerbach and at 
Alsbach, should be asked for before startfiig. 
From the tower only can be got a commandUig 
view of the Odenwald and its hills cloftied 
with forests. 

The Melihocui or Malchen is a hill of granite, 
conically shaped, and is the highest of the 
Odenwald chain, being 1,C32 Paris feet above 
the level of the sea On its loftiest summit is a 
white tower, erected in 1772, which attracts 
attention for miles on every side. A grand view 
can be enjoyed fr^m this Bclvidcre. At a remote 
distance to the left, Spires, and Mannheim with 
its slated dome are dimly shadowed forili, oppo- 
site which are brightly reflected. Worms and 
its gothic cathedral, with the gloomy towers of 
Mayence frowning beneath and further down. 
The Tower is situated on the declivity of the 
hill and commands a view of the hamlets and 
gardens of the Bergstrasse, the course of the 
Rhine, and its waters sparkling in the golden 
glare of a noon- da; sun, during a course of over 
sixty miles from Mannheim to Bingcn, until it 
is lost in the deep recesses of the mountains of 
the Rheingau, which form the boundary of the 
view on that side. We also can distteiguiah the 
Nedur, as It flows smoothlv along and its cnuw 
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fluenoe with the Rhtau. Tha tower of the 
Btnoburg cathedxal. 100 milea diitant, can he 
dtaibiguisbed on a deer day, if a telcaeope be 
hrought to b«ar on it. Northwards you lee at a 
diataace of 61 miles, the mountidns near GieaMn 
In Uesae, and on the east the Odenwald greeU 
the eye, orer whose forest heights the project 
ranges as far as Wiirsburg. and on the weft, the 
view tftrotcbes across the Rhine until ioteroepted . 
by tho slate-coloured peaks of the Yosgea and ! 
Blount Tonne rrc, 10 miles off. 

Tourists wisliing to extend their Joumqr 
through the Odenwald, continue the esccuralon by 
a path leading to the Fclsberg Mount of Rocks, 
1 546 fcetlugh and aurmoimteti by a hunting lodge, 
coiomanding a noble pro^>ect. It is separated 
fVoin the Meliboeus by one of the greenest vaU^ra 
in tho district. Close to the Jagerhaua, a hunt- 
ing lodge, and by the path side, leading to Rei- 
clieubaoh, we meet the Rksentdule, a coliunn 
30 feet long and 4 feet in diameter, and composed 
of hard syouite, closely resembling the rock 
constituting the mountahi. Close to this is the 
RteKnaltar^ a rocky altar composed of the same 
material. The origin of these have not been 
ascertained, and it becomes a matter of much 
ciirioBlty to learn under what drcumstancea these 
trophies of human power were erected in a fsr 
remote sequestered forest. Various surmisee haye 
been hazarded on the suljeot, bat the most plau- 
sible are, that they are ruins of works by Roman 
artificers, when established in this part of Ger- 
many, comprised in the Agri decumates. Others 
contend that they are of German origin, and 
were originally designed to form part of the 
materials for a temple to Odin. It was once 
thought to remove them, for the purpose of in- 
oorporating them in the erection of a column on 
the field of Leipzig, to commemorate the victory. 
We next see the FeUenmeer (sea of rocks,) a 
Tftft accumulation of rocks, extending almost 
from the summit of the Felsberg to Reichenbach, 
and looking as if vomited out of some chasm by 
nature, in one of her dreadfUl convulsions. At 
this poiai two ways, by which to return, are before 
us. One by Reichenbach and Auerbach to 
Zwingenberg station, or from Auerbach by a 
pretty fUr road, through Schdnberg,Reicheuberg, 
the hiU of Winterfcasten and Reichtisheim to 
Ertwdi (where is a poor inn, the Zum Odenwald) 
MmuUlbatpnttgniaage,iritti 1000 inhahitanti, I

The CoiOeqf^ Comti qfEfftaeh, wffl attract 
attenti<m. It stands on the site of an old baronial 
residence, which liaa fiJlen into mfaia and been 
destroyed, except the di»^Jon toweft in wbldi 
is an armoury deeply interestiqg, baoana^ of the 
historical aasodatkmconncotad with eadi annomr 
in Ita collection. Among the moat intareiting 
are the suits worn by Philip of Bwrfimdy, caDed 
the *< Good" Fraderidc UL, Maximilian the 1st 
of Austria, Gian Giaoomo Medioi, Hargrava 
A]l>ert, of Brandenburg^ Gostarua Adoi^hn^ 
and WaDenatefai. The suits of Oie two latter 
pOTSonages, were originally in thearsenal at No- 
remberg.aa likewise many othem in the lot. To 
each suit is attadied soma histoiry; soma ara 
arranged on horseback, and othera on foot^ as 
after the fashi<m of a toumamefot. Yariona 
indeed are the histories, as wore the pursidts and 
destinies of their owners, soma of whom were 
robber knights that expiated their evil deeds on 
the scaffold In the diapd win be aacn the coffins 
in whidn reposed the remaina of Charlomagne^i 
son-in-law and aecretary, Eginhard, and fail 
faithM wife Emma. Tliesefaiterestingmemoxiili 
of the dead were tranaferred in 1810^ from the 
church at Seligenstadt, to their preacnt restinff 
place. The Castle itself will ba found to oontaift 
several other interesting curioattlaa in tfaa dUpe 
of painted glass, antiques^ twim, flr«ann% the 
panoply of Franz, of Siddngen, of Goti, of 
Berlichingen, a small suit made for Thomelek 
the dwarf of the Archduke Ferdinand of 
Austria ; the iron hand from Heittnronn, fius. 

An excellent poet road oonnecta leyKa^rh vith 
Darmstadt, and is carried through a Tcry agree- 
able and picturesque country, for the entire dis- 
tance of 3} German miles. Touriata can *i<in g« 
from Erbach to Heildelberg, by BeerfiBlden and 
Ebcrbach, on the Neckar, and daaoeaul tha riff« 
and proceed on by the banks. 

The Castle of Rodenstein with whose nnury is 
identified the legaid of the wild huntamaii, wl>o 
flies through the air with a boisteroua retinue on 
the eve of war, is a modem edifice, anrroonded 
by forests, situated in a singularly wild mounts 
district, 9 miles north-west from Erbacb, midway 
between Richelsheim and BUstein. FromBatchok 
•heim, by Fiirth, aroad leada to Wainhalm St^tloB 
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on the Bergftruae, along by which firom Dann. 
Btadt to the latter plaoe^ the railway runa paraUeL 
At Weinheim, it dirergea to oroas the Nedur, at 
Ladenburg, a short distanoe firom -wiiich it Joina 
the Odine^ between Mannheim and Heidelberg 
midway. 

AuBRBACB Station. — (Inns : Krone and Roae) 
is situated on the left of the road, in a beautiAil 
and picturesque neighbourhood. It is a large 
and prosperous village, with a mineral luring. 
TraveUers would do well to make an ezcunrion 
firom tliis place, which can be done in a light 
car, to the Castle of Auerberg, two miles from 
the village. It leads to the Meliboous, by a 
shady and agreeable path. 

The Landberg is situated south of Auerba<^ 
It corsists of a mound or small hill in the c«itre 
of a field, and is remarkable as having be^i the 
place which in ancient times the Burgravee of 
Starkenberg held the Gaug^cht, a spedea of 
court. 

Bensbeim Station. — (Hotel Sonne) is a small 
town full of industry and commerce. This and 
its situation on the slope of vine hills, together 
with the character of antiquity displayed in the 
architecture oS the houses, the mined and broken 
up fortifications, the high walls and turreta, and 
deep moats in4>arts to the little town a peculiar 
charm. 

The Ahhey of Lorsch lies about three miles 
west of Bensheim, and is one of the oldest 
gothic ruins in this portion of Germany. The 
original church was consecrated in 774, in pre- 
sence of Charlemagne and his family, and a 
fragment of its portico still remains. In the 
other portions of the building we distinguish the 
debased Roman style of the eleventh century. 
A portion of it Is now used as a iVuit store house. 
A number of cloisters were founded by this 
Abbey which soon became rich and powerful, 
and the country all round oweato it much of its 
civilisation, it having been reclaimed firom 
a barren wilderness to a state of high cultivation* 
Within this Abbey died, with the monk's cowl, 
the Duke Thassalio of Bavaria, deposed for 
treason by Charlemagne. 

HsppENHBiit Station (Inns, Halber Mond) 

agreeably situated, but presenting a de- 
cayed appearance. The church was built by 
Charlemft<rne. It contains a good painting cf 
the Saviour.

A pictureeqiM 
garden surrounds the mina. 

A post now takea the traveller firom H^ppen- 
heim to Worms, 2| German mfles distance, by 
Lorsch and Burstadt. The railway on quitting 
Hippenhehn at a short distance leaves the teni* 
tory of Darmstadt, and enters that of Baden. 

HxinsBACH Station: Close by hare is tha 
country residence of M. Rothsdiild ot Frankfbrt. 

In this neighbonrhood he baa very large estatM. 

WsnrnaiM Station.— .bus : 
Hotd Der Karlsberg. 
Pfalxenr Hof. 

Wefaihehn is a small town with a popnlation of 
5,000 iidiabitants, built in an amphitheatrlcal 
form, against the bosom of a mount; In every 
pMiion of the town you discern traces of high 
antiquity; and dooe by is grown the best wina 
of the Bergsti'asse, of which tlie country around 
is the most fertile and finest spot. The castle of 
Windeck which lies brtiind the town on a vine- 
hill, aff<Mrds a beantifU project, and is remaiic- 
aUe for ita d<»4on tower of (^lindrical form. 
Weinhehn also has tiz churches, situated on a 
beautifdl eminence, and an hospital. 

Quitting the last station the railway bends 
towards the south west, leaving the Bergstraase, 
and taking adireet course to the Neckar. 

Ladekburo Station: The oldest town inthia 
part of the Rhenish Palatinate, probably th« 
Leopedeum of the Romans, situated on the 
bulk of the Nedtar, where it makes a fine ap- 
pearance with ita gothic turrets, its church of 
St. Gallus, and high town walls. Its popnlation 
exceeds 2,500 souls. 

FaiBORiOBSFSLn : equally distant firom Mann- 
heim and Heidelberg, and the Junction of thefar 
railways. Two miles off are Swetsingen gardens. 
To the left, rising on an eminenoe yon see the 
castie of Strahlenberg, devated above Schrdsa- 
heim. Travellhig on we percdva Heidelberg 
aa we get opposite it.

Muller's Private Family Hotel is most respectable, 
an'l deservedly recommended. 
Heidelberg is situated at the entrance of the 

charming valley of the Neckar, on the left bank, 
l)otwcon the river and the castle rock, and con- 
tains a population of 15,200 souls, half ot whom 
profess the Roman Catholio faith. The town 
it!«plf consists of one street, extending tnm tlie 
rnllway station to the Heilbronn-gate, a distance 
of three miles. This city has suffered more from 
the horrors of war than perhaps any other in 
Europe. At one period, before the thirty yean 
war, it was the seat of splendour, of vast commer- 
dill palaces, and all the other g^reat appendages 
characterising a prosperous commercial city. It 
was also the residence of the Electors Palatine 
of the Rhhie War has destroyed all these 
monuments of its once great prosperity, and left 
it nothing to boast of but the shred of its once 
proud and imperiul magnificence. It has been 
five times bombarded, twice reduced to ashes, 
and thrice taken by assault and delivered over to 
pilUge. In 1622. Tilly took the town by itorm 
after a cruel siege and bombardment of one 
month, and gave it up for three days to his 
ruffian soldiers to pillage. He is sidd to have 
littered his cavalry with the books and manu- 
scripts f^om the library of the elector, one of the 
most valuable in Europe. The Imperial troops 
held possession of the place for eleven years sue- 
ceeling, wh>n it was retaken by the Swedes, 
wno proved scarcely better friends than its 
Imporial foes. The ambition of Louis XIV. 
watt more tremendously destructive than any 
former foe had been, and two French armies 
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the first in 1674, the second fai 1698, eroseed the 
Rhine, carrying fire, slaughter, and fMnine in 
their trabi. Thoo^ Hddelb«n; was taken and 
burned by Melao, 1688, it was hi the siege of 
1693, under ChamiUy, that the French exercised 
a fiendish cruelty and merciless atrocity that in 
the annals ofwarfare remains unparalleled, save 
by the Reign of Terror in the French ReT(^. 
tion, and which to this day causes in the Pala- 
tinate the name of Frencfauiea to be execrated. 
Whether by cowardice or trei»diery, the castle to 
which the citiiens repaired for refiige, was 
betrayed and entered by the Notorious fiends, 
before whose licentious depravity and crud. 
barbarism virtue was trampled into atoms after 
being sacrificed and debased, and the holiest 
memorials of manhood desecrated by military 
brutality. In this oamago no mercy waa shewn 
the Protestants. 

The Univergity is one of the most ancient in 
Germany, and was founded in 1386. It is fW). 
qnented by 700 or 800 students, and has sent 
forth some distinguished members of the schools 
of law and medidne, and can boast of the 
following great names: — Omelin, illustrious in 
nataral history and chemistry; Tiedemann, hi 
anatomy; Pauln% in theology, and Bfittermeyer, 
in criminal law. This palaoe of literature served 
as a silent retreat for Gervinus and Schlosser. 
As an architectural atrueture the building 
cannot boast of any attraction. Its library con- 
tains 120,000 volumes, independent of manu- 
scripts. Of the celebrated BibUothi<M Palotfiui, 
890 manuscripts, which were carried off to 
Rome and placed in the Vatican, wore restored 
hi 1815 by Pope Pius VIT. The most eminent 
curiosities in the collection are a Codex of 
the Greek Anthology ; of manuscripts of Plutarch 
and Thucydides, and many valuable autographs ; 
the following works of Luther — manuscript 
translation of Isaiah; Exhortation to Prayer 
against the Turks, and a copy of the Heidelberg 
Catechism, annotated by him, and several other 
works. Exo(>pt on Stmdays the library is open 
from 2 to 4, daily. 

The Phj/sical and Zoological Museums are 
placed in a building, formerly a Dominican 
convent, situated in the suburbs.

twofold character of a fortress and a palace, and 
was in remote days the reiEddence of the ElecUnw 
Palatine. This venerable ruin so varied in ita 
styles of architecture representing the taste* of 
several centuries, so highly interesthig in die. 
combined details of its history and chequ^ped 
fortunes, and so beautifully attractive by its 
picturesque situation, has been thrice bumt^ and 
devastated on ten occasions by the horrors' 
and barbarism of war, which however did not 
destroy its vastness, nor the refics of its 
architectural g^randeur. Its ultimate ndn was 
accomplished in 1764, when it was struok bj 
lightning and burnt to the ground. It is now roof- 
less and but a collection of red stone walls. It is 
approached by a steep and strong asoent, wind- 
ing on the side of the Necker, and by a carriage 
road flrom the rise. The Electors Bardo^h and 
Rupert are said to have been the founders of the' 
oldest part of the building. It still exUUls tbs 
appearance of a fortress of ths feudal ages, and

The Gardens and shrubberies surrounding flM 
oastle, and orlginany planned by the engineer, 
Solomon de Cans, are deUghtftd in the extreme^ 
whilst the terraces and elevations aflfbrd avaxietja 
of most Interesting views.

On the right bank of the Neckar we see 
Neuenheim, a smaU TiUage.

Carlsruhe, the capital of the grand-dnchy of 
Daden and the seat of government and duunbezt, 
lies 1| leagues ftrom the Rhine in the Haartwald, 
or hart forest, which bounds the town on the 
nprth and west. In 1715 a hunting-seat was 
built on the q>ot by the Margrave Charies oi 
Baden, and to this fortuitous cireunutanoe we 
may ascribe the existence of the town, now one 
of the finest in Germany, and oontainlng a popu- 
lation of 23,000 inhabitants. The streets are 
regular, broad, and light ; some of them tJtord 
a prospect of the neighbouring mountains, 
whilst others form a pleasant architectural pio* 
ture. The rapidly flourishing sUte of the town 
may be dated firom the time when the margra- 
Tlate was raised to an electorate, and afterwards 
to a grand-duehy. It is built in the shape of a 
fan or wheel, with aU the streets converging at 
the castle, which forms a centre. The generality 
of the buildings that adorn the city, were 
founded by the late Welnbrenner and Arnold, 
Sector of buildings. An aqueduct conveys 
water through iron pipes fW>m Durlsch to 
Garlsruhe, and the streets are provided with 
trolers or fountains, serving as ornaments whilst 
of great convenience. 

Leaving the railway station, the tourist enters 
Carhruhe by the Ettingen gate, and sees the 
moniunents of the grand duke Karl, who died in 
1818; of Lewis, who died in 1830; and of the 
Margrave Charles William, founder of Carlsruhe, 
as he passes through the street leading t-o the 
palace^ the former a bust, and the two latter a 
statue and a pyramid, are situated in the market 
place, on the east of which we see the protestant 
church, and the RcUlians on the west. 

The Palaee is a building presenting no very 
rcmarkableappearance. From its tower fromlng 
the centre ef all the town buildings, you have a 
rich and extensive prospect: Arom it jou can 
distinctly trace the roads into the Haardt forest, 
oorrespondhig with the streets. The Rhine, and 
beyond It the Vo^es mountains in France, the 
mountains of flie Schwarswald on the soutlu 
and those of the Bergstrasse on the nordi; 



theses with the vait and ciAlvated pUns witUa 
the DMNmtain firamewcvk, form a piotort weB 
worth oarrying away In the memory of those 
bidding adieu to Germany. Attadied to the 
palaoe thwe is a theatre, open three tinMs«-weelE. 
In the courtyard ia a statue by S<Awmnthaler, 
of the Duke Karl Frederick, who died in I81I. 

The Paiaee Qarden is a fine plantation, wliiohb 
en one fide is contiguous to a pheasant pre s e r ve , 
and on the otlier to the botanical garden. The 
garden oaUed Amaliensruhe^ named after Um 
deceased Margravine Amalia, contains aooie 
very ag re ea b le walks and is open to the public. 

Academie Oebdude is a very fine building 
erected by HiUMch, in 1843. It is constructed of 
grey sandstone^ striped with red lines, and orna- 
mented with firoscos by S<diwind. It eontataia a 
gall«ry of paintings, among wliich is a portrait of 
Colbert, some Dutdi paintings, and a "H t^ Hi im 
portrait of Newton, by De Witte. 

The Mtucum, to the right of the palace^ is 
rich in fossil remains, &C., among them is the 
skeleton of a mammoth, dug up at Ooe. The 
museum is also caUed the dub, and German, 
French, and English pi^rs are taken in. 

In the town is a very fine library, containing 
upwards of 90,000 volumes. 

The Hotpital is near the Muhlberg gate, and 
was founded and endowed with a sum of 1 00,0000. 
by the celebrated tailor, Stultx, who wma created 
a baron. In the Friedhof is pointed out the 
grave of Jung Stilling, who died in 1817, in 
Carlsruhe.

TUs^ the old capital of the Breisgau lies at the 
extremity of the chain of mountains of the 
Bladk Forest; which extends behind it to the 
left and right. Eastwards of it is the Preisom, 
which bursts out of the Hollenthal or Infernal 
yall^ is flowhig by. Freiburg was founded in 
1118, by Berthold III. of Zahringen, who con. 
ferred upon it very irapoitant privileges. Its 
population numbers about 16,200, and its chief 
ol^eets of attraction are the 

Ififtutor, one of the handsomest and most 
perfectly finished of German edifices, built of 
red sandstone, in a Cruciform shape, and 
ornamented ^th airy stone tracery. It was 
founded between the years 1122 and 1152, by 
Duke Conrad of Zahringen, and owes its ex- 
istence not more to the munificence of the 
princes of his line than to the spirited 
liberaUty of the inhabitants of the dty, who 
generouiOy and sealously fUmished supplies to 
carry <m and complete the work. It is probable 
that it was completed under Conrad I., in 1162. 
The west front, the porch beneath it, and nave 
date from 1236-72. The tower rises from a 
square base into an octagon, wliidi ia surmounted 
by a pyramidal spire of the most exquisite open 
WfndKOf iprefttlKddnMiaiidltghliMfi, It is 880 



feet high, and many prrferit to th« towtf of 
the Strasburg cathedral. The prindpal entranot 
is through the beautifully ornamented and ex* 
quisitely sculptured portal beneath the tower! 
The Ddty is sculptured on the portal north^ 
leading from the choir, in the form of an old 
man, breathing life into the nostrib of our flrsi 
parent, and creating the solar system. The prind* 
pal objects worth seeing in the interior are the 
statue of Berthold V.; last Duke of Zahringen^ 
(1228), and the stone statues of the other Ziih- 
ringens, a painting ot the Lord's Supper, made 
up of thirteen figures, by Mauser, (1561), the 
Altar Piece, by Grien, a master-piece of the 
German school. Some exquisltdy painted win- 
dows. On the north of the choir, in the chapel 
of St. Martin, is a very fine wood carvhig of the 
Virgin, representing her in the act of shdterin^ 
a host of Popes, Cardinals, Bishops Priests, and 
Layacs under a mantie. A silver Crudftz of 
Eastern workmanship is to be seen in Brocklin't 
Chapel, together ^th his ornamental effigies in 
armour. A magnificentiy carved Pulpit, (1661), 
and the Bishop's Tlirone, (1861) are worth 
notice. In the University Chapel are two good 
pauitings,by Holbotai, aNativI^and an Adonu 
tion of the Magi. 

The University, established in 1464, ia the 
Roman Catholic seminary of the Grand Duchy 
of Freiburg. Heidelberg is Protestant. It has • 
voluminous library, a cabinet of natural curi- 
osities, a fine collection of phydcal instruments, 
and a botanical gardens 

The Protestant Chwreht a modem structure 
of high and degant dimensions, built in the 
Bysantine style, is surmounted with an octagon 
tower, which formerly surmounted an old con* 
vent at Thennebach, fifteen miles off, and which 
was removed stone by stone and made to resume 
its original sh^>e on this church. It is situated 
dose to the gate leading to Frankfort. 

The Kaufhatu rests on pdnted arches, and is 
a spedmen of the Gothic style of the sixteenth 
century. Gilt fresco palntsd portndta at the 
Emperor Maximniian, his son Philip I., and 
Charles V. ornament Its intwior and exteriort 
and the gothic portal under the arcade is remark- 
able for its beautifhl arrangement. The tourist 
will be interested by the gothic fountain in the 
street. The environs of Frdburc ahoujaA %d«.

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venleiit spots flrom which a good vieir of the 
town can be obtained is the Schloisberg (castle 
hUl) where formerly stood the dtadeL BeauU- 
flblly grand and picturesquely deUghtfiil is the 
Boene as the eye ranges over the sleeping rale of 
ttie DrcisAm, terminated by the waving profile 
of the hills of the black forest as they rise one 
above the other, delineating at a distance the 
benches of a Grecian amphitheatre. 

The principal walks are to Guenthersthal} 
situated hi a pleasant valley, to the Carthusian 
Monastery, in a wQd and romantic district to the 
hermitage of the St. Barbara, and to the Othlun- 
bcrg, &c Travellers declinii\g to pa s through 
the ilollcntlial, or Valley of Hell, on their route 
to Switzerland, should take an excursion from 
Freiburg tu Steig, 11 miles off, to explore its 
beauties. Its scencrr, combining rugged and 
vuvage grandeur, with soft and picturesque 
brilliancy, will be fomid described at page 155.

Alt Bkeisacii is situated on the right bank of 
the Ubine, 16 English miles west of Freiburg. 
It was once one of the strongest fortresses in 
Germany, but was destroyed in 1744, and is now 
a deco^'cd town. This place was originally nitu- 
atcd on the left bunk of the river, but by a change 
in the coivse of the latter, became transferred 
lo the right. It was probably founded by Dineus. 
The mount la a composition of basalt. On its 
suiiiuilt is the Church of St. Stephen, where the 
t)OiKs of the martyrs, Gervaaius imd Protasius, 
^cst m silver coffins, having been brought together 
hi the re'gu of Frederick with the red beard. The 
wooden car\ings of the High Altar, or Altar 
Screens, are well worth inspection. The pros- 
j.€ct from this spot where the fort formerly stood 
is very beautifuL You overlook the volcanic 
Kaiscrstuhl, or imperial chair, the pine woods of 
the Black Forest, the blue moimtEuns of the 
\lsace, wliich lie opposite, and the old Briesach 
it your feet. In a southern direction we see 
Mount Eggord, on which formerly stood the 
dtadel, and which is now ornamented with a 
monument in lionour of Cliarles Frederick^ 
Archduke of Baden. An interesting excursion

I^evillageoires 
its name to its wells, and is remarkable onaocouat 
of the Roman bath discovered there in 1784. It 
was 322 feet long, by 100 feet broad. It oonsisted 
of cold and hot steam, spring steam baths, wait, 
ing places, porticoes^ anointing roomi^ &e. 
The masonry is covered wiCh polished cemen^ 
the greater part of which is painted red. An 
altar which remains proves, bj ^n Inscriptitm, 
that these baths were devoted to I>i(ma A^aoba. 
On the Rebsnhag an excellent wine is grown. 
Excursions can be made to the snmmit of the 
Blauen Mountains, 3,600 feet high, 6 miles distam^ 
and to the castle of Burglen, equal^ distant. 

Three miles west of Mulheim is Neuenbiai 
where, ir 1639, Bernard, Duke of Saze Weimo^ 
was poisoned by Richelieu; and to the 
east Is Sulzburg, where Scht^flin, 
was born. 

ScuLXEeroRjc Station. — A market town, re- 
markable as being the spot, where. In the auhUBA 
of 1796, a battle was fought between the Azdi- 
duke Charles and Moreau.

Oaden, dvUas aurelia aquensiSf and the rtai- 
dence of the Margraves of B<iden for nearly »ix 
centuries, lies in a charming valley, on the little 
stream Oos, which formerly formed the borders 
of the duohy of Alemannia and Rhenish Franda. 
It has 6,000 inhabitants, and is pnrt'y built on the 
deoUvity of one of the hills among which it is 
emboiomed. The mountains surrounding it o' 
which Stanfen or Mount Mercury is the hi^^hest, 
are moetlj oorered with oMdie or bruahwood. 



whilst the forehOls are parity coTered with oak 
and beech trees, and partly with vines or com. 

The valley chiefly consists of charming mea- 
dows, the light green verdure of which contvaats 
deeply and beautifully with the dark fir trets that 
cover the surrounding hiBs. In the eveninK at 
sunset the view is most magnifloent. Thla excel- 
lent site of the town is added to by the mVd 
climate, inasmuch as the neighbouring mountidns 
check the Influx of thenorth-ea*t winds whilst the 
hot wells concealed in the bosom of the earth 
wdrm the soil. Baden was founded in the second 
century after the Christian era, and was the 
oapitfel of the decumatio flelds,an<l highly* favoured 
b^ Rome's Aurellan emperors. In 1689 the town 
was burned down by the French, lilce many other 
to«ms in the middle Rhine, when the residetire 
of the Margraves was removed to Rastadt, in 
the ftat plain of the Rhine. To-day there is a 
viiU of the Grand Duke thore, which he visits at 
intervals, snd res'des at his castle of Eberstein 
in the summer. Baden-Baden Is one of the 
m.st frequented watering places in Europe, 
and fs considered by far the most beautifiil of 
the baths of Northern Germany, even superior 
to the Brunnen of Nassau. The celebrated wells 
amount to thirteen ; they differ In warmth and 
the quantify of solids from 54° R^nm. or 460^** 
Fahrenheit, down to 37Jo Rdaum. or 1,161** Fuh- 
renh( ir. The principal spring for qnan'Ity or 
wim th Is the Ursprung. It rises from a »plft 
rock near the hall, and yields every twenty-four 
hou's, 7,345,440 cubic inches of water; and that 
it wao known to and used by the Romans, appears 
from tha remains of Roman masoni7 found h;re. 
Another well of 50° R(Saum. or 141|o Fahrenheit 
spr'ngs within a few yards to the left. It is used 
for scaMing poultry, and on that account called 
the Bruehlrunnen, or scalding well. Withia a 
small distance of this issues the Hoellenqoetl 
(infernal well,, and most of the other springa. 
This part of the town is called Holle (Hell), on 
account of its heat, and in oold weather snow 
never rests upon it, nor does any change of wea- 
ther produce any alteration in the temperature 
of the springs. Pipes convey the water from 
them throuiih the town to snoply the various 
estabUshments. A kind of terop'e is raised 
over the chief spring, and in it are to l>e f een

The Ifcue TrinhhaUet or pnmp-room, a hall of 
drink, is prettilj litaated oppoeUe the Ursprang. 
on the publio walks. The raperstructnre is a 
design b7 fliibioh, and is cert«lnlj a very pretty 
build Qg. It is formed bj a long colonnade, and 
It ornamented with f^ur frescoes. It offers a 
dd'^itlul Tiew of the southern mountains. Pipes 
oontsy the hot water firom the source, and goat's 
whey, Aq, are sold. Visitors assemble to drink 
the waters at between 6} to 7^ a.m., durfaig which 
a band plays for their amusement. July and 
August are the season when the greatest number 
of Tikitors are at the baths. 

The PronMtMMie md C&nvenaikmhatUj are 
situated en the left bank of the Oosbach. Shady 
grarel walks intersect each other in all directions, 
and there are many spote aif urding rich and 
charming proepecte. The Conreruttionhaus, or 
bouse intended for Tiiitors to sit audconrersein, 
lies iu the background of a large green, bordered 
on either side by handsome checmut trees. In 
the centre of the building rises the hall for con- 
rersation. It is iO feet high, 126 long, and 87 
feet broad, and is richly and tastefully decorated. 
A^Jo'ning it are large rooms, for the accommo- 
dation ot such as wish to refresh themselres and 
play. The gaming rooms are open from 11 in 
the morning until 11 at night. 

There is also an excellent gtotuitous reading- 
room and library, in the Conrersation House, 
and another one belonging to Mr. Marx, to which 
victors can subscribe. In the left wing, opposite

BesUno'antf where dinners, &o., can be pro- 
cured. Th's building has also attached to It the 
library and reading-rooms, where English and 
French papers are to be found. Vi»itors will 
haTO to subscribe for any length of time they 
ronain, in order to have access to the music 
rooms and balls.

TIm AUe ScMou was the residence of the 
Margravri for many centuries, and was only 
abandoned by them in the fifteenth, when 
the abolishment of the right of private warfkre 
enabled them to lire with safety in the town 
where th«y built the new Chfttoan. The 
ruins Be on the northern ridge of the mountain 
of the old castle : the north-western point is built 
upon a rock of porphyry, and was probably the 
weric of the Homaas. The vegetation in these 
ruins is astonishing, especially on the western 
ride. The maple and fir grow here to an immense 
height and thickness, and seem to derive nurture 
only from the light and air. The most interest- 
ing parts are the cellar -vaults, the Knight Hall, 
the galleries running round its mouldering bat- 
tlements, from which you can ei^oy many de- 
lighlAil prospects," and the high tower on the 
south-east side, ascended by a stone staircase; 
flrom the top you behold part of the beautiful 
Rhine the fore mountains of the black forest, 
churches, mills, innumerable villages, clustering 
in delightful harmony around sylvan and winding 
streams. Some wind harps were formerly placed 
in the upper walls, whose magic tones produced 
a singular effect in the ruins, eqpedally in the 
dusk of the evening. 

On the left you see a path leading from the 
gateway of the castle to Ebersteinburg, two miles 
off, and an old castle situated at the extremity 
of the village of the same name, upon an insulated 
rode, and commanding a splendid view. Good 
>iews may also be obtained from tiie JagdhauSf 
the Tburg, 6 miles off, and the Mereuriu^>erg, 6 
miles off, on the top of which is a tower, and to 
both of which places pleasant excursions may 
be made. 

The L{<^dentJial. — The valley of the convent of 
the Lichenthal is approached by an avenue of 
shady oaks, commenchig at the south end of the 
town. The nunnery was founded in 1246 by the 
Margravine Irmengard, and preserved when the 
other religious bouses wore secularised. The 
founder and many of the princessess of her race 
spent their days here in cahn returement. It is 
the order of the Cistercians. The older and 
smaller of the two churches, called the 
Ameral cdiapel, has buried within it many of 
Margraves and their families, over whose ashes 
are raised curious monuments, with their 
0ca/jpiured and marked effigies. It has been 



renewed and redecorated wnb many paintfaigs of 
the old German 8<diool; the most remarkable in 
the coUectioa are those painted by flans Bal<iiiHf ^ 
Yrtiose daughter died a nun in the Cloister. 

The large buflidhig lyhig at the left side of the 
yard. Is now the OrpAon Aniie, founded by Barwl 
Stultc, the London tailor. The cloister bai 
aveory mdanchofy appearance, and is separated 
by a rushing stream trcm Mount CecHia, wfaidi 
throws its shade over the solitary fkbric ; several 
walks lead to the top of the mount, firom which a 
magnificent panoramio view of the hills and 
mountain in the dhrection of Baden wiU be 
enjoyed. 

Near Lii^tenthal are the convent and village of 
Oberbeuren, lying at the entrant of a beautlM 
and picturesque valley, whidli stretdlies with its 
neat cottages and rural reridences along the ether 
bank of the rivulet. The. valley aboimds In 
scenes of quietloveliness, and sylvan magnifioenee^ 
and the lover of nature will find himself weU 
repaid by an excursion throu^ it. Ton may 
proceed in a carriage as far as the picturesque 
village of Geroldsaw, from wideh visitors can 
walk to the waterfiall called the BuUe, generally 
dried up in summer, but the walk is pleasant and 
worth having. A pedestrian disposed to make* 
tour of 12 or 14 miles might walk on hanoe to 
Yburg, and thence to Geroldsau over the hiUs^ 
returning to Baden by Lichtenthal ; bat a golds 
win be necessary for this. A carrii^e and two 
horses, costing about 6fl., will taka iho trwdler, 
not having much time to- spare, to the ^rinolpal 
otj ects of attraction in and about Baden in abont 
six hours. Be first visits the old Sohloss on foot^ 
occupying abcut three hours, and drives thence 
to Neu'Eberstein by Lichtenthal, descoiding the 
Murgthal to Gemsbadi; by Ottenao, Rothenfels 
and Kuppenheim to the favourite, from whence 
he can return to Baden or to Rustadt Staticm 
The drive to Gemsbach and New Eberatein 
from Baden and back will occupy a forenoon 
but the most delightfid excursion that can be 
made from Baden Is to the valley of the Hurg, 
which abounds in charming scoiery, and la tea 
leagues long. The scenery Is now mild and 
pieturesque, bathed in calm loveliness; again 
bold and grand in its rugged wHdness. 

The road leads past an excellently cultivated ■ 
country-seat of the Margrave William of Badei^ 
and thence through the vBlagei of JtolAoi^Wi' : 
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•nd Oaggmavt. The latter place has a glan 
hotue, worth seoing. Behind the little town of 
Gemsbadi you eee^ pouring down on you between 
flr treoiik the famous castle of Nen Eberstein, 
IH*ojecting from a rugged orag* and so situated 
as to hare enabled its possessors in former days 
to command the passage of the valley and stream. 
It was rebuilt about thirty years since on the old 
foundations, and is antiquely fuAiished and orna- 
mented with Ck>thio Aurniture, armour, painted 
glass, &c. It Is the summer residence of the 
Grand Duke, and strangers are fredy admitted 
to see it. The proqpect is unique, both in an 
eastern and western direetion, and there is 
scarcely a spot in Germany comparable to it. A 
lig-sag road leads from the castle gate to the 
Murg, giving a shorter foo^th to the 

I>&rKUngel, or white ohapeL 

Behind Weissenbach, whose churchyard peers 
down upon you from a shady hiU, the road 
rises higher and higher, along over rocks with 
■teqp precipices, and the roaring river, soon lost 
amidst wild difb through which it has burst its 
way. The valley grows wilder and m«re pio- 
. turesque the nearer we approach to Langenbrand. 
From here a short league takes us to Gemsbach, 
presenting all the appearance of a Swiss village. 
Here the road is enclosed by mountains on the 
left, touching "On the right a diasm into which 
the Murg thunders its flirious waters, maddened 
by the huge blocksof granite impeding its current. 
We soon arrive at the last village belonging to 
Baden. 

FoBBAOH. — (Inn: Krone) — Where all the 
beauties of the Murg pass away like a shadow 
before us. Forbach, which is 12 miles from 
Baden, terminates the day's excursion for parties 
intending to return to Baden. But it may be 
well to observe, that for those whose time does 
net hasten them on, the valley of the Burg is the 
door to the other magnificent valleys of the 
Black Forest. 

A few miles beyond Forbach the Banmenzach 
rushes down, over broken rocks into the Murg. 
Here amidst impervious mountains is the basin or 
species of tank Schevellung, contahiing 1,600,000 
cubic feet of water. At its extreme end the 
Murg loses all faiterest. Arriving at the post 
station SchonmUnznaclijWe reach the^rontier of 
Wiirtemburg. 
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Baden to Strasbors* 



Persons wishing to visit Strasburg wiU find an 
omnibus at the station on arrival of each train. 
Carriages are always ready to take them to 
Strasburg and back, thus avoiding the inspection 
of luggi^^e, whidi takes place each time of cross- 
ing the Rhine. 

From Appenweir station, on the Great Baden 
Railway a line branches off to the right to Krbi, 
before arriving at which, we pass Kork station. 

Hotel de I'Agneau Blanc — Poet House— good 
accommodation, moderate chavges^ and 
obliging laadloid.

A aroall village, once a Gterman fortress, situated 
on the bank of the Rhine, where it Joins the Kinsig 
and Schntter. It ia now dismantled, after having 
been burned and raced on many occasions by the 
French, against whom it was chiefly erected as a 
fortress. 

The French Custtnn House is situated at the 
other side of the river, and the examination of 
baggage is so severe that unless the traveller wish 
to penetrate further into France, he had much 
better not remove his baggage from Kehl. 

Opposite Strasburg, upon an island, which here 
divides the Hbine into two arms, is the Custom 
House, and the monument erected by the 
army of the Rhine to General Dessaix ; on the 
left a bridge of boats connects the main laml 
with the island. Kehl is 4 miles distant from 
Strasburg, and omnibuses are constantly at the 
station to convey passengers to the city until 
sunset, when the bridge gate Is dosed. We 
the south side of the Ci^el of Strasburg, 
passing the second bridge. Passing the mile stone 
close to the Austcrlitz gate, we enter Strasburg. 
Should the traveller merely intend a visit of a 
f^ hours, or the length of a day, his passport 
is kept at the Guard House for him until hie

OvravBUB«.— (Inns: Die Fortiuui and La 
Foete). Starting on our route, we proceed in 
an eastern direction to the rear of Offenhorg, 
the charming TaUey of the KinzlgthaL At the 
opening of the vale, fkrther on, we pass Orten- 
burg, with the picturesque ruin of an old castle. 
Here grows the most excellent red wine, in the 
Grand Dudiy of Baden. 

OsvasirB4CH — (Inn : Badische Off,) .once an 
Imperial town, with a late Abbey of Benedictines, 
now secularist. From Offenburg to this plac^ 
the Tallcy dfflars » great many beautiful riiews 
on either bank' of the river. The town has 
26^000 inhabitants, and iu most remarkable 
biidldings are the Cloister, the Guild Hall, the 
Merchants' Hall, the New Hospital, and the 
Church of St. Mark. The Church of the Cloister 
b a beautiM one. Behind Gengenbach, 
the valley gradually narrows, but at the same 
time begins to present a more picturesque and 
agreeable appearance,— 4he mountains clothed in 
deep verdure, appearing closer at every step, 
closed the charming meadow ground washed by 
the Kinsig, and fonning the valley. 

BiKBBiucH — (Inn : Furstenberger Hof), on the 
left bank of the river, dose to Hansa<di. A 
lateral valley firom here takes the tourist to' Zell, 
on the Hammersbach, remarkable for its porce- 
lain manufactory. Further up in the valley we 
come to 

Hasslaoh, a place with 18,000 inhabitants, for. 
morly the residence of the members of the house 
of , Fiirstenberg, to whidi both Haaslach and 
the ndghbouring Hausach belong. Above Hau- 
sach,the road verges to the left, taking yon to 
the romantic valley of Schappach, at the ex- 
tromity of which are the baths of Ruppoldsau, 
lyiiog at the foot of the Knlbis.

Triberg is the princfpnl- market fur the-dodtcH of 
the blade ftwrest, and tor theycHew coloured sintw 
hats worn by the peasantry. Over 200,000 of these 
dodn are yearly eoqKHled, under the name of 
Dutdi docks to the various countries of Eurqpe* 
and to America and China. The watorfiall will 
attract attoitikMi as a very pretty nasoade. It. Is 
formed by the mountain brooks which unite, 
and from one of the prec^iees hemming in the. 
town, pour their waters into the diasm bdow, 
causing agreat number of smaU cascades. Its 
singularity renders it as deserving of being seen 
as any of the Swiss waterfUls, and It is really one 
of the most notable q;K>ts of the Black Forest. 
The mountains are partly coyered with dark fir- 
trees, and every efciject has already an Alpine 
i^pearanoe. 

St. Gsoaavir ..The only object worth ^Mtioe 
at this place is the old Benedictine Abbey, burnt 
by the Duke of Wiirtemburg , because the monks 
would profess the Lutheran doctrine biit another 
was soon erected again and the ruins of the old 
one preserved.

DoVAUSSOBiRofiir.— (Inns: Bchiitze; Falke), 
the capital of the prin^ality of Baar, 6nbe the 
property of the Friiibe of FUiMenbei^, onto Of 
the ihedlatised prince^' wliose palace is the prin- 
cipal tmn^Bng of the town, which contains 3,150 
tnhaWtants. In the gisrdeh of the imlace is the 
Bouree of the Danube, a drcnlar basin of dear 
^Murkling water, conducted Uirough a diannel 
nndtt ground Tor about flf^ yards into the 
Briegaoh, from this spot called the Danube. 
Thodghthtotwo upper streams the Brege imd 
the Briegaoh are long, yet they are not known 
as th^ Danube nntH'they Join the stream of tiie 
castle garden,' but for which, despite the length 
of their course, they would be liable to be ex- 
hausted ; hence the daim of this court-yard 
basin to be called the source of the Danube^ 
whose real origin, like that of the Nile, is twj 
obscure. 

The country for miles around Donauesdilngen 
Is n^otot and marshy, the seat of innumerable 
qprings aU flowing to the Danube. At Hiilflngen, 
about a mile from this plaoe, our road crosses 
the Brege, which is Joined by the Briegach, a 
mOe' further down, and considered the chief 
stream of the Danube. 

filioAgKn.— Donauesdilngen to Ckmstance by ' 
Oeisingen direct in nine hours. Engen, remark, 
able as the spoi where the Austrians were de- 
feated by Bloreau in 1800, both sides losing 7,000 
men. The height of Hohenhowen, an extinct 
Tolcano, was occupied by the Austrians, but were 
driven firom It by the Frendi. 

Our road to Schaflhaosen leads through a bare 



wooden cross. On tiie left we see the moun- 
tains and extinct volcanos known as tho 
Hohenstoffeln, HohenkriQie^ and Hohentwell 
and in the same direction the lake of Con- 
stance unfolds its diarms to the eyes^ whilst tho 
towers of Constance and the snow-capped hUls of 
Switzerland add beanttftdly to the background of 
the picture. Midway down is the Custom Honse 
of the Baden flrontier.

The rotrte is acoompUshed tiirough the daarm- 
kig valley of the HoDenthal, or Infernal Valley 
srhiflh presents the antearaace, at its opening, 
•f a flat and fertile plain, endoeed amid sloping^ 



and sjivan hills. Neerfaig theaaoen^ its original 
width becomes sloidy contracted; and at about 
42 miles flrom SchaflThausen, assumes a magnifl. 
cently beautiful shade of romantic grandeur. 
Its woods, rich in foSage, cover the steep sides, 
flrom whidi project sharpened firagments of 
nock, rugged and naked, having running at their 
base the Dreisam, whose banks are vordant with 
tur^ and studded with mills. The scenery here 
win impress tiie mind of the tourist as partaking 
of a mi^estic wfldneas, blended with a picturesque 
beanly; Steig and Hirsebqprung are the q;K>ts 
most remarkable for the esdiibition of this wild 
and rugged grandeur. On the Joumoy we pass 

Buac^ remarkable firam the Uet that in 1796, 
Morean aooom|dished a retreat with his army. 
Ninety-four years previous to this, Marshal ViParB 
was deterred flrom attempting this pass, saytog 
that he was not dare-devil enough. On onr on- 
ward way we meet 

Stei^ a post station, where the traveller 
may ei^oy good accommodation, on reasonaUs 
terms. Here a steep dope of the road leads 
tho tourist out of the HoUenthal, or VaDey 
of Hdl; and leaving it, he parts witii the 
finest scenery. At this juncture an extra horse 
is required for the ascent of the HoUenstdg, for 
whidi Ifl.

Though a small place of 8,600 inhabitants^ yet 
ehioe 1844 It has become • Tery disthiguished 
watering place, and • spot fiunous for its excel- 
lent mineral springs, the waters of which are 
decidedly Tiluable^ and conrist of fire springs, 
one of ^diieh, that of Elizabeth, has more car- 
boido add than any other saline spot at present 
discoTered. The StahXbnmnm is ferruginous, 
like that of Spa; the BodeOs, a salt spring; the 
SSaiterbrunnen, compared to the Carlsbad waters* 
and the Ludwig$bnmnen.

diief revenue. It has dining hall, ooflte looaHb 
reading and smoking rooms^ and Is pnnvldfd 
with a reiy fine band, jfrtiUti plays daBj on tiie 
walk. 

Its only ol^ect of attractioii is the PoIom of 
the Prince of Hesse Homburg. In it la » tegt 
collection ef Roman antiquities, and over tiie 
inner gateway is an equestrian statue ot Frinoi 
Frederick of Hesse. The daughter of Geoisell^ 
the late landgravine Elisabeth, had the tp Hf"« 
attached to the Palace nicely laid out ia the 
EngUsh styles but they now present • de s e r te d 
and neglected appearance. A soeeeadon of 
flower gardens and shrobberies stretdi aloog 
between these gardens and the base of the 
Tauons, affording to the promenader • magni« 
flcent walk, and leading him to an ^w^f nwMW 
commanding • ridi view of the saxroundiag 
country.

envfat>ns are raried, and extremely beantiftil. 
Within the last few years the plaee has been con- 
■ideraUly enlarged and improved in its appear- 
aace and accommodation. This place is fkr 
more pleasant than Wtesbaden or Ems, in bdng 
more sOent and less exposed to busfle or annoy- 
anoe. The season lasts little more than two 
moaHu^ b^inning in June, and ending in Au- 
gust. Here also are g^aming tables in the public 
rooms of the AE6 Saal, which opens out upon 
the AlU on a fine avenue of trees continuous 
tvith Che puUio promenade, where two of the 
pprings, the Wanbnmnen and the Pauline arise; 
Uia third q;nring, StaUebrunneny is separated by a 
low hiU from the others. Near Wembrunnen is 
the new Bath Bouge, a handsome building, rest- 
ing on aa open colonnade, which contains com- 
modious bathing cabinets, «nd a promenade 
room. The colonnade extends the entire length 
of the building, beneath which booths are 
q^ened in the season for the sale of books, toys, 



&c., by itinerant travelten. The Ftraline quiring 
gives water to the baths in the vp^r ■toregf^ 
and the Stahl and Wembrunnen to. those on 
the lower. Eadi bath is charged for at flie 
rate of 48kr , with 4kr. additional to the sarraiit.

The principal 
excursion, and the one moat surrounded witli 
agreeable assodations, is that to the CufEe qf 
Hofienstein approached by a carriage road, or tqr 
the windings of the smaU stream Aar, under the 
Castle of Adolphseck, and up the vaUey fmr six 
miles. Its scenery is charming and varied after 
a most beautiful fashion up to the moment the 
magnificent old castle shadows itself forth from 
its romantic height of black precipice.
